General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items : 

Mr,  Carr  called  the  Commissions  attention  to  the  format  of  the  new 
calendar, 

Mr,  Carr  announced  that  Captain  Atnafu,  Director  General  of  Press 
and  Publications,  Ministry  of  Information,  Ethiopa,  was  present  as 
a  visitor,  and  that  he  would  later  call  upon  Director  of  Public 
Relations,  William  Simons  to  introduce  Captain  Atnafu, 


H,  C.  Medbery,  Assistant  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer,  San 
Francisco  Water  Department,  reported  Mr#  Carr, was  directed  on 
January  4,  1965  to  assume  the  administrative  and  engineering 
responsibilities  in  the  operation  of  the  Water  Department.  Mr, 
Medbery  was  to  act  on  behalf  of  the  General  Manager  of  Public 
Utilities, 


Mr.  Carr  told  the  Commission  that  on  advice  of  the  City  Attorney 
he  had  determined  to  discontinue  further  litigation  in  the  McGill 
-^aso.     The  case  arose  out  of  termination  of  a  limited  tunurc  plat- 
form employee  by  the  late  Manager  of  Utilities,  Robert  C.  Kirkwood. 
The  Civil  Service  Commission  refused  to  approve  the  termination  on 
the  basis  that  the  thun  Manager  of  Utilities  did  not  have  "good 
cause"  as  required  under  Section  145.1  of  the  Charter.  Mr.  Kirkwood 
refused  to  reinstate  Mr,  McGill,  and  McGill  and  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  sued.     The  Superior  Court  upheld  the  position  of  the 
Manager  of  Utilities  but  this  finding  was  overruled  by  the  "ppellate 
Court . 
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Mr.  Carr  said  Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne  had  ad- 
vised him  nothing  was  to  be  gained  by  further  pursuit  of  this  case. 
As  a  result  Mr.  Carr  directed  the  City  Attorney  drop  all  litigation. 
This  would  mean  that  Mr.  McGill  would  be  restored  to  his  position 
and  reimbursed  for  his  loss  of  wages  during  the  time  he  was  off  the 
job. 


In  reference  to  the  Powell  Street  cable,  Nr.  Carr  stated  that 
nr.  Anderson  had  been  ordered  to  replace  the  existing  cable  which 
had  been  in  operation  about  70  per  cent  of  its  useful  life.  Mr. 
G-oorge  Lewis,  Superintendent  of  Washington-Mason  Division  and 
Potrero  Division,  was  relieved  of  his  duties  as  superintendent  and 
; s signed  to  Mr.  Carr's  office  as  a  special  assistant  for  a  thorough 
study  and  investigation  of  the  cable  car  operation. 


Mr,  Carr  stated  that  he  had  reviewed  the  facts  in  the  Pacific

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  DECEMBER  ACTIVITIES 

Traffic  Summary  (November) : 

Air  passengers  through  San  Francisco  International  Airport  numbered 
655,365,  up  13.4  per  cent  over  the  November  1963  figure,  bringing  the  11-month 
1964  total  to  7,279,227,  a  gain  of  14.7  per  cent  over  the  comparable  period  last 
year.     The  January-November  figure  was  well  above  the  6,945,206  total  for  all  of 
1963. 

U.  S.  mail  by  air  volume  gained  11  per  cent  over  November  last  year  to 
6,462,786  pounds;  Air  Express  dropped  .3  per  cent  to  983,167  pounds,  and  the  Air 
Freight  volume  of  19,711,368  pounds  was  a  32.8  per  cent  increase  over  last  year. 

The  11-month  air  freight  total  was  213,705,470  pounds,  up  42.5  per  cent 
over  the  comparable  1963  period. 

National  airline  industry  gains  for  the  first  11  months  last  year,  as 
indicated  by  reports  of  revenue  passenger  miles  flown,  are  14  per  cent  for  the 
domestic  trunklines  and  20.5  per  cent  for  local  service  carriers.     The  air  freight 
increase  was  reported  at  21.6  per  cent. 

Scheduled  aircraft  movements — landings  and  take-off s--for  the  month 
numbered  16,372,  a  gain  of  13.7  per  cent  over  the  1963  period.     The  19,449  total 
of  movements  included  498  by  military  aircraft  and  3,079  by  non-scheduled  carrier 
and  itinerant  and  locally-based  private  and/or  corporate  planes.

Although  an  additional  400  public  parking  spaces  were 
made  available  over  the  Christmas  weekend  through  courtesy  of  United  Air  Lines,  all 
areas  were  filled,  and  an  estimated  1,000  additional  automobiles  were  permitted  to 
park  in  unpaved  areas  and  along  roadways  in  the  passenger  terminal  areas.

En  reference  to  Resolution  No.  65-0018  requesting  the  Controllers 
approval  of  Municipal  Railway  Request  for  Funds  in  the  amount  of 
$936  for  equipment,  V,  V/.  Anderson,  Municipal  Railway  General 
Manager,  explained  that  this  was  a  transfer  of  funds  for  the  pur- 
pose of  purchasing  150  used  fare  registers.

He  asked  if  ther 
was  not  some  method  by  which  the  departments  could  insure  the  pay- 
ment of  temporary  employees  on  time.    Would  it  not  be  possible 
for  the  accountants  to  work  overtime  if  necessary,  he  asked, 

Mr.  Carr  then  called  upon  Mr,  Negri,     Mr.  Negri  stated  that  this 
was  an  unusual  situation  due  to  the  fact  that  there  were  five 
holidays.     In  specifically  answering  Commissioner  White's  question 
relative  to  the  use  of  overtime,  Mr,  Negri  replied  "yes," 

following  Mr.  Negri1 s  explanation,  Commissioner  White  pointed  out 
tviiat  perhaps  the  employees  were  reluctant  to  work  overtime  due  to 
the  fact  that  it  takes  from  five  to  six  weeks  for  overtime  checks 
to  be  processed. 

Commissioner  White  emphasized  his  concern  about  this  matter, 
stating  these  people  have  earned  their  money  and  should  receive  it 
on  time. 


In  reference  to  the  Airport  Department  Request  for  $55,000  to 
provide  funis  to  obtain  professional  services  for  the  airport 
master  plan,  Mr.  Carr  said  that  this  action  goes  back  to  last 
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August  when  staff  was  asked  by  the  Commission  to  put  together  a  new 
master  plan  for  the  Airport.     At  that  time  the  manner  in  which  this 
was  to  be  done  was  to  be  explored. 

Mr,  Carr  reported  that  since  then  inquiries  have  been  made  as  to 
how  other  similar  groups  and  agencies  have  handled  their  growth 
problems.     Some  architectural  firms  do  this  type  of  basic  planning. 
■3ome  agencies  have  engaged  the  services  of  architectural  planners 
■jo  work  under  the  direction  of  the  engineering  staff  of  the  agency, 
jlr.  Carr  recommended  proceeding  in  this  manner  in  the  up-dating  of 
he  master  plan  of  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport.  The 
alternative  would  be  to  ask  for  approval  of  a  two  to  three  hundred 
thousand  dollar  appropriation  at  this  time  to  do  an  overall  study. 

Mr.  Carr  stated  an  experienced  architectural  firm  could  be  engaged 
and  the  Commission  could  then  start  making  some  basic  decisions, 
r'uch  as 

1)  Determination  of  air  space,  air  space  zoning  and  runway 
configuration  in  cooperation  with  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency. 
These  arc  fundamental  decisions  to  be  made.     The  services  of 
i-jronjcff  can  be  utilized,  and  following  approval  by  the  FAA,  the 
planner  can  proceed  and  recommend  what  facilities  would  be  needed. 

2)  General  land  use  pattern.    Passenger  terminal  areas, 
cargo  areas,  general  aviation  areas. 

Mr.  Carr  stated  that  in  this  way  during  the  years  he  can  bring 
these  matters  to  the  Commissioners  for  basic  policy  decisions  con- 
cerning the  orderly  development  of  the  airport.     Then  all  of  a 
sudden  there  will  be  formed  a  large  study  and  report  submitted 
on  which  the  Commission  can  come  back  and  discuss  its  views. 

Beyond  that  will  remain  the  problems  of  the  areas  that  are  leased; 
the  business  related  to  the  airport  and  office  space;  oil  and  fuel 
problems;  landscaping  problems;  and  the  basic  utility  services. 
These,  however,  do  not  have  the  same  priority.    Priorities  on  these 
can  be  set  up,  and  even  changed. 

This  can  be  carried  out,  Mr.  Carr  said,  for  sv35jOOO  this  corning 
year. 

Commissioner  Stack  said  he  thought  Mr.  Carr's  idea  was  a  bold  and 
dynamic  one . 

Commissioner  Stack  stated  that  on  the  trip  to  the  Airport  Operators 
Conference  in  New  York  in  October,  he  and  Mr.  Carr  observed  that 
the  New  York  Port  authority  has  some  sixty  employees  engaged  in 
planning  for  its  airports.     He  suggested  that  the  San  Francisco 
airport  staff  should  have  two  men  who  would  be  engaged  in  planning 
and  would  be  on  top  of  the  airport  growth  and  development  daily. 
These  employees  would  make  recommendations  and  report  to  the 
General  Manager  of  the  Public  Utilities  and  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  at  least  monthly. 

Mr.  Carr  stated  that  he  had  not  included  these  employments  here  in 
this  ^35,000.     This  was  a  matter  he  was  considering  bringing  before 
the  Commission  as  a  supplemental  appropriation  request  at  a  later 
date, 

Mr.  Carr  stated  the  question  facing  him  was  v/hcthcr  certain  some- 
what nebulous  planning  functions  performed  by  the  Utilities 
Engineering  Bureau  arc  to  be  assigned  to  Airport  Management, 
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Mr.  Carr  went  on  to  point  out  the  lack  of  planning  personnel  avail- 
able to  Airport  Management.    Mr.  Carr  suggested  some  thought  might 
be  given  to  assignment  of  planning  functions — whether  this  should 
be  under  the  Airport  Manager  or  someone  else,  had  to  be  determined. 
Perhaps  what  is  needed  is  an  Assistant  Manager  of  Planning  and 
Development  assigned  to  the  airport.     One  of  the  things  that 
George  F.  Hansen  must  do,  said  Mr,  Carr,  is  to  take  a  good  look  at 
the  organization  and  make  recommendations  along  these  lines. 

rlr.  Carr  stated  if  the  Commission  approved  the  request  for  funds  in 
•:lie  amount  of  $35jOOO  that  he  could  at  least  update  the  master 
plan. 

At  this  point  Commissioner  Greenberg  stated  that  six  or  eight  years 
ago  Leigh  Fisher  &  Associates  were  hired  along  with  Professor 
Horonjeff  of  the  University  of  California.     Leight  Fisher  developed 
an  airport  master  plan,  while  Professor  Horonjcff  did  the  planning 
for  the  runways.     Commissioner  Greenberg  wished  to  know  what 
happened  to  Mr.  Fisher1 s  master  plan. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  suggested  that  these  plans  be  reviewed  by 
the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau. 

Mr.  Carr  stated  that  he  had  intended  to  do  what  Commissioner 
Greenberg  suggested.     He  had  reviewed  the  Leigh  Fisher  master  plan 
and  some  parts  are  still  valid.     He  also  reviewed  the  plan  prepared 
by  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  and  he  said  there  are  con- 
flicts with  the  Leigh  Fisher  plan.     The  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau 
land  use  and  runway  system  seems  to  be  very  good  but  it  has  not 
been  officially  adopted.     It  was  his  intention,  said  Mr.  Carr,  to 
work  with  staff  and  review  all  of  the  material  and  bring  it  to- 
gether, and  it  will  then  be  submitted  to  the  Commission  for  policy 
decision. 


In  reference  to  revocation  of  parking  permits  at  San  Francisco 
International  Airport  for  the  Caravan  Inn  and  Villa  Hotel  - 
Resolutions  Nos.  65-0024-  and  65-0026  -  Commissioner  Greenberg  asked 
to  be  assured  that  the  permittees'  parking  signs  and  privileges 
would  be  discontinued.    He  also  requested  that  these  ex-permittees 
in  the  future  be  treated  in  the  same  manner  as  any  other  individual 
using  the  airport  and  they  be  granted  no  special  privileges. 


In  reference  to  the  final  payment  to  R.  W.  Hunt  Company  for 
Professional  Services  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  park- 
ing facilities  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  0.  L.  Moore, 
General  Manager,  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  explained  that 
originally  Hunt  was  hired  for  testing  concrete,  etc.     The  depart- 
ment now  has  its  own  testing  equipment  and  performs  its  own  tests. 


On  the     passage    of  Resolution  No.  65-0029  approving  the  appoint- 
ment of  George  F.  Hansen  as  Airport  General  Manager,  effective 
February  1,  1965,  the  Commission  complimented  Mr.  Carr  on  his 
selection  of  Mr,  Hansen  and  Mr,  Hansen  on  his  appointment  as 
^irrport  General  Manager. 
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General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  j^al^jidar  Items : 

Mr,  Carr  referred  to  the  recent  story  appearing  in  the  newspapers 
relative  to  Municipal  Railway  deficit  and  speculation  as  to  the 
possibility  of  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District  absorbing  the 
Municipal  Railway. 

Mr,  Carr  pointed  out  that  under  the  Federal  grant,  contribution  to 
the  Municipal  Railway  was  estimated  to  be  $212,560.     The  Municipal 
Railway  total  share  of  the  cost  of  the  study  would  be  $314-* 640 , 
including  the  Federal  grant.     The  total  study  would  cost  $792,500 
and  would  be  a  joint  effort  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  Alamcda- 
Contra  Costa  Transit  District  and  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit 
District. 

Mr.  Carr  went  on  to  point  out  the  Municipal  Railway  deficit  for 
the  first  ten  years  amounted  to  $52,837,000.     He  said  the  present 
estimated  deficit  for  the  next  four  or  five  years  would  exceed 
$52  million.     This  does  not  take  into  consideration  taxes  for 
BARTD  which  are  estimated  for  the  1966-67  fiscal  year  to  bo 
approximately  $27  million  and  during  1967/68,  $30  million.  One- 
third  of  this  burden  is  to  be  borne  by  the  San  Francisco  tax- 
payer.    In  addition  to  the  $10  million  for  BARTD  will  be  $10  mil- 
lion in  taxes  for  the  Municipal  Railway,     The  five-year  capital 
improvement  program  submitted  to  City  Planning  Commission  calls 
for  an  estimated  $33  million  in  capital  improvements  exclusive 
of  the  rehabilitation  of  the  cable  car  system.     Mr.  Carr  stated 
that  he  was  talking  about  an  expenditure  of  some  $35  to  $40  million 
in  the  next  five  years  on  capital  improvements  to  the  Municipal 
Railway. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked,  inasmuch  as  this  proposed  study  would  be 
participated  in  by  the  Federal  government  involved  Alamo da- Contra 
Costa  Transit  and  BARTD  as  well  as  the  Municipal  Railway,  if  it 
would  be  possible  to  include  the  practicability  of  operating  the 
Municipal  Railway  across  the  county  line  as  far  south  as  Pacifica, 
Mr.  Carr  replied  that  everything  would  be  looked  into  under  the 
proposed  study.     Commissioner  Stack  also  asked  the  possibility 
of  some  sort  of  rapid  transit  service  to  the  airport  be  investi- 
gated. 


Mr.  Carr  presented  clippings  from  the  morning's  Chronicle  relative 
to  a  San  Francisco  heliport.     He  thought  the  Commission  would 
find  it  interesting  as  we  approach  the  solution  to  the  heliport 
problem.     The  heliport  conference  mentioned  by  Commissioner  Stack 
when  he  and  Mr,  Carr  returned  from  New  York  is  sut  for  January 
24-27  at  San  Diego,  Mr.  Carr  announced.     In  view  of  Commissioner 
Stack1 s  past  recommendation  that  someone  should  attend  this  con- 
ference, Mr,  Carr  asked  permission  from  the  Commission  to  attend 
inasmuch  as  he  has  been  and  is  working  on  the  heliport  problem. 
Thereupon  Resolution  No.  65-0029-^  approving  Mr.  Carr's  attendance 
was  unanimously  adopted. 
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Mr.  Carr  reported  that  he  had  requested  the  City  Attorney  to  follow 
up  on  the  resolution  passed  last  week  with  regard  to  the  Pacific 
Southwest  Airlines'   air  fares  between  Oakland/Los  Angeles  and 
between  San  Francisco/Los  Angeles. 

Mr.  Bourne  stated  that  the  conplaint  was  filed  with  the  State 
Public  Utilities  Commission  on  Friday,  January  8,  and  that  the  City 
attorney  in  his  plea  alleged  that  the  establishment  of  a  different 
rate  at  Oakland  was  discriminatory  and  unconstitutional. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  stated  that  he  was  in  hopes  that  J.  Floyd 
Andrews,  President,  Pacific  Southwest  Airlines,  might  confer  with 
Mr,  Carr  and  perhaps  on  his  own  mention  establishing  the  same  fares 
between  San  Francisco/Los  Angeles  as  now  exist  between  Oakland/ 
Los  Angeles.    Mr.  Carr  stated  he  has  not  heard  from  Mr.  Andrews 
since  last  week.    Mr.  Bourne  pointed  out  that  the  Pacific  South- 
west Airlines  did  file  a  -tariff  which  would  equalize  the  fares  on 
Nay  17,  1965. 


Mr.  Carr  then  tool:  up  the  subject  of  advertising  promotion  of  the 
San  Francisco  International  Airport,     He  stated  that  during  the 
week,  at  the  request  of  the  Commission,  staff  had  made  a  study 
and  ascertained  that  Oakland  was  spending  approximately  $100t000 
a  year.    Including  salary  and  certain  printed  materials,  the 
expenditures  for  advertising  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport 
amounted  to  some  $15,000  a  ye  ar ,  but  San  Francisco  International 
Airport  did  not  conduct  the  same  type  of  a  program  as  Oaklojid. 
Oakland  has  had  414,000  passengers  for  the  eleven  months  of  1964, 
whereas  San  Francisco  has  had  7,279,000  for  the  same  period.  On 
an  annual  basis,  San  Francisco  will  have  had  8  million  passengers 
as  against  Oakland's  450,000. 

Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  to  the  Commission  that  it  was  the  feeling  of 
the  airport  staff  that  the  San  Francisco  airport  was  "not  hurting" 
at  the  present  time.    If  a  program  of  the  magnitude  of  Oakland's 
were  to  be  considered,  Mr.  Carr  said,  it  should  be  a  well-thought- 
out  program  worked  out  with  the  new  Airport  Manager, 

Commissioner  Simon  mentioned  receiving  in  the  mail  recently  Trans 
World  Airlines'  timetable  in  which  San  Francisco  appears  prominent- 
ly.    He  commended  TV/A  for  the  way  in  which  they  are  advertising 
San  Francisco.     He  suggested  the  Public  Relations  Bureau  look 
into  the  use  of  this  medium  for  further  promotion  of  the  airport. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  asked  for  an  up-to-date  report  on  the 
Oakland  Airport  traffic  figures. 


Departmental  Report: 

0.  L.  Moore,  General  Manager,  Hetch  Hctchy  Project  and  Utilities 
Engineering  Bureau,  submitted  the  monthly  report  for  that  depart 
mcnt . 
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Roll  Call: 

Commissioner  Greenberg  handed  to  Secretary  James  J.  Finn  a  letter 
received  by  him  from  a  recent  passenger  arriving  at  San  Francisco 
International  Airport.     The  passenger  complained  of  the  fact  that 
the  airlines  terminal  at  Taylor  and  O'Farrell  Streets  was  closed 
when  she  arrived  shortly  after  11:00  p.m.,  and  that  the  airlines 
")us  discharged  the  passengers  in  a  dark  alley  beside-    the  building 
and  there  were  no  red  caps  available  on  regular  duty  to  carry  the 
luggage.     This  letter  was  read  aloud  by  the  Secretary. 

The  Commission  directed  that  the  letter  be  referred  to  the  General 
Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  with  the  recommendation  that  the 
letter  be  forwarded  to  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
inasmuch  as  this  facility  is  not  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission. 


Commissioner  White  announced  that  on  Thursday,  January  14,  the 
Airport  Men's  Club  was  honoring  Airport  Manager  Belford  Brown  at 
a  luncheon;  and  an  invitation  was  extended  to  the  Commissioners 
and  Department  Managers  and  staffs  to  attend. 


Commissioner  White  inquired  with  regard,  to  the  Airport  Garage, 
whether  plans  are  being  drawn  and  documents  being  prepared  with 
respect  to  the  award  of  lease  to  potential  service  concessionaires 
who  will  operate  the  garage  and  parking  lots,  so  that  their 
installations  will  be  ready  for  operation  simultaneously  with  the 
opening  of  the  garage. 

Mr,  Carr  stated  the  City  Attorney's  Office  and  Mr.  Negri  are 
presently  working  on  the  draft  of  the  lease  and  it  is  about  ready 
for  discussion  with  the  new  Airport  Manager,  following  which  it 
will  come  before  the  Commission  for  approval. 

In  reply  to  a  Commission  question,  Mr,  Moore  replied  that  the 
garage  specifications  have  provided  the  necessary  draining 
facilities,  electrical  outlets,  etc,  for  these  service  installa- 
tions . 

Commissioner  Greenberg  inquired  as  to  the  approximate  date  for 
taking  bids  as  he  has  received  an  inquiry  from  an  interested  party, 
and  Mr.  Carr  answered  that  those  inquiries  should  be  referred  to 
George  F.  Hansen,  the  newly-appointed  Airport  Manager, 


Commissioner  White  gave  a  report  on  the  Sound  Abatement  Center, 
and  announced  that  Robert  B.  Murray,  Jr,  who  resigned  his  position 
as  vice  president  of  Pan  American  World  Airways,  which  position 
he  held  for  a  number  of  years,  has  also  resigned  as  chairman  of 
the  Board  of  the  Sound  Abatement  Center.     Commissioner  White  spoke 
again  of  the  excellent  cooperation  received  from  the  pilots  and 
operators  of  the  airlines,  and  the  FAA  tower  staff,  at  San 
Francisco  International  Airport, 
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Thomas  P,  McGrath,  President,  Carmen1 s  Union  Local  1380,  intro- 
duced a  distinguished  guest  from  St,  Louis,  Missouri,     John  Roland, 
International  Vice  President  of  his  union,  who  was  attending  the 
meeting  as  a  visitor. 


Edward  Coleman,  President,  Municipal  Carmen's  Union  Local  250, 
commented  on  the  statements  and  observations  reported  in  the 
newspapers  during  the  past  week  with  regard  to  the  Municipal  Rail- 
ray,  and  stated  the  operators  in  the  railway  were  disturbed  by 
these  reports, 

Mr.  Coleman  said  he  agreed  with  the  statement  that  Municipal  Rail- 
way management  has  been  "faking"  for  the  past  years,  for  in  1924 
there  was  a  surplus  of  $3  million  which  has  been  parlayed  into  a 
$7  million  deficit,  and  now  it  is  understood  there  will  be  a  #10 
.iiillion  deficit  in  1965.     He  said  if  the  downtown  interests  are 
opposed  to  a  fare  increase , they  should  be  willing  to  subsidize 
a  first-class  operation,    Mr,  Coleman  said  he  preferred  to  call 
this  deficit  a  "cost  of  operation,"     The  Police  Department  and  the 
^ire  Department  arc  costs  of  operation,  and  the  Municipal  Railway 
is  equally  as  important.    He  said  he  agreed  with  Commissioner 
G-reenbcrg's  statements  that  the  public  should  be  apprized  and  con- 
vinced that  this  service  should  be  put  into  a  first— class 
operation.     And  he  also  emphatically  agreed  with  Commissioner 
White's  numerous  statements  that  whenever  resolutions  are  approved 
by  the  Commission  for  improvements,  that  it  must  be  understood 
that  the  maintenance  of  the  improvements  must  be  paid  for, 
Mr.  Coleman  stated  he  disagreed  with  any  statement  regarding 
integration  of  the  Municipal  Railway  with  Rapid  Transit — that  the 
railway  is  the  property  of  the  people  of  San  Francisco,  the  tax- 
payers, and  should  remain  so.    Mr,  Coleman  closed  his  remarks  by 
stating  he  felt  that  under  Mr.  Carr  we  will  make  the  railway  a 
real  first-class  operation.

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 
Water  Conditions 

The  series  of  December  storms  have  provided  a  bright  outlook  for  water  supply  for  1965. 
On  December  5,  Lake  Lloyd  and  Lake  Eleanor  Reservoirs  were  empty  and  Hetch  Hetchy 
Reservoir  had  150,000  acre-feet,  k2%  of  capacity,  in  storage.    As  of  January  7,  Lake 
Eleanor,  after  previously  spilling,  had  16,600  acre-feet  in  storage;  Lake  Lloyd  was 
up  to  108,300  acre-feet,  h0%  of  capacity,  and  Hetch  Hetchy  was  up  to  265,900  acre- 
feet,  7h%  of  capacity.    In  addition,  there  is  a  substantial  snowpack  on  the  City's 
mountain  watersheds  which  should  result  in  considerable  runoff  next  spring. 

For  comparison  purposes  precipitation  received  to  date  at  Hetch  Hetchy  and  Lake 

Lloyd  is  as  follows:

Hetch  Hetchy  12.91  10.91  29.99 

Lake  Lloyd  15.11  11+.21  UI+.51 
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Power  Production 

During  the  month  of  December,  Moccasin  and  Cherry  Powerhouses  generated  hk  ,370,000 
kilowatthours  and  11,363,000  kilowatthours ,  respectively. 

Cherry  Powerhouse  was  shut  down  on  December  3,  when  the  water  stored  in  Lake  Lloyd 
was  depleted.     Because  of  the  heavy  rains  during  the  latter  part  of  the  month,  it 
was  possible  to  return  the  powerhouse  to  service  on  December  29,  instead  of 
February  1,  1965 ,  as  originally  contemplated.    The  early  return  to  operation  of  the 
powerhouse  will  reduce  the  anticipated  expenditure  for  purchased  power  by  approx- 
imately $UU0,000. 

Replacement  of  Moccasin  Powerhouse 

In  accordance  with  PUC  Resolution  24,1+86,  a  professional  services  contract  has  been 
entered  into  for  the  employment  of  R,  W.  Beck  and  Associates  for  performing  prelim- 
inary studies  and  analyses  with  respect  to  the  feasibility  of  installing  additional 
capacity  at  Moccasin  Powerhouse  over  that  presently  contemplated  in  the  initial 
replacement  program* 

A  contract  proposal  for  the  new  turbines  and  related  equipment  has  been  advertised 
by  the  Purchaser  of  Supplies.     Bids  are  scheduled  to  be  opened  on  January  29,  1965 . 

Debris  Deflector  at  Moccasin  Upper  Dam 

Shop  drawings  for  the  structural  steel  members  and  pipe  columns  have  been  submitted 
by  the  Contractor  for  approval  prior  to  fabrication.    Although  field  work  was  con- 
siderably hampered  by  inclement  weather,  structural  excavation  for  the  pipe  founda- 
tions and  abutments  was  completed. 

Installation  of  Fencing  at  Moccasin  and  Alameda  East  Portal 

This  contract  has  been  certified  with  a  starting  date  of  December  lU ,  I96U.  Location 
of  the  fence  at  Alameda  East  Portal  has  been  staked  in  the  field  for  the  contractor's 
measurements . 
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CANYON  POWER  PROJECT 
Canyon  Tunnel 

At  North  Mountain  Adit,  the  contractor  continued  scaling  and  removing  utilities, 
Final  cleanup  was  completed  on  a  5»600-ft.  stretch  of  tunnel.    Also  completed 
were  the  excavation  for  the  rock  trap  and  concreting  of  315  linear  feet  of  tunnel 
invert . 

Work  continues  on  the  placement  of  concrete  in  the  training  wall  at  the  intersection 
of  North  Mountain  Adit  and  the  main  tunnel,  which  is  about  75#  complete,  and  the 
painting  of  the  9-ft.  diameter  steel  conduit  in  the  existing  diversion  tunnel  at 
O'Shaughnessy  Dam. 

Canyon  Powerhouse 

Excavation  for  the  powerhouse  foundation  has  progressed  very  slowly  during  recent 
bad  weather. 

Clearing  of  the  right-of-way  for  the  230-kv  line  between  Intake  Switchyard  and  the 
powerhouse  is  about  75$  complete.     Poles  and  guy  anchors  were  set  for  the  22-kv 
pole  line  extension  for  construction  power. 

A  conference  was  held  with  the  design  consultants  and  consulting  geologist  to  review 
the  findings  of  the  penstock  foundation  explorations  and  core  holes.     Design  cri- 
teria were  approved  with  minor  revisions  and  adopted  for  final  preparation  of  plans 
and  specifications. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  the  oil  circuit  breakers  for  Intake  Switchyard  were 
advertised  by  the  City  Purchaser  with  bids  to  be  opened  on  February  1,  1965. 
Estimated  cost  of  the  equipment  is  $135,000. 
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SM  JOAQUIN  PIPELINE  NO.  3 

Section  "3"  (San  Joaquin  River  to  Oakdale) 

Inspection  of  the  final  cleanup  of  the  City's  right-of-way  and  replacement  and 
reconstruction  of  all  fences,  roads,  irrigation  ditches,  damaged  structures,  etc., 
is  being  completed  prior  to  final  acceptance  of  the  work. 

Section  "C"  (San  Joaquin  River  Crossing) 

All  work  under  this  contract  was  completed  on  December  9,  196*+. 
Cross-Connection  at  Albers  Road  and  Related  Work 

The  contractor  completed  driving  timber  piles  for  the  blowoff  vault  at  the  San 
Joaquin  River  and  made  preparations  for  pouring  concrete  for  the  sump  and  base 
slab. 

Preparations  were  completed  and  equipment  and  pipe  assembled  for  the  shutdown  of 
Pipeline  Ho.  1  for  the  relocation  of  the  existing  36-inch  plug  valve  and  construc- 
tion of  the  first  stage  of  the  cross-connection  at  Albers  Road.     The  second  stage 
of  the  work  will  follow  with  the  shutdown  of  Pipeline  Ho.  2  after  Line  No,  1  is 
put  back  in  service. 

AIRPORT  ENGINEERING  AND  CONSTRUCTION 
Parking  Garage 

The  contractor  continued  to  form  and  place  reinforcing  steel  for  the  second,  third, 
and  fourth  levels;  walls  for  Mechanical  Room  No.  2;  Stairway  No.  h;  and  slabs 
inside  the  circular  ramps. 

Installation  of  drain  and  fire  lines  continued  at  the  third  level.  Work  was  resumed 
on  the  fire  and  gasoline  lines  in  finished  areas  of  the  first  level.

Electric  conduits  are  being  installed  on  the  first  level  for  the  national  Automation 
Company  and  electric  wiring  is  being  installed  at  all  levels. 

Heavy  rains  slowed  or  halted  most  of  the  work  at  the  entrance  ramps.    However,  the 
contract  is  approximately  77/-'  complete  with  7^«5#  of  the  allotted  time  elapsed. 

Moving  Ramps  and  Walks  —  Parking  Garage 

Award  on  the  12  moving  ramps  has  been  made  to  Stephens-Adarason  Co.  in  the  amount  of 
$356,U69.60.     On  recommendation  of  the  P.  U.  C.  Counsel,  the  alternate  bid  for  the 
four  moving  walks  was  rejected.     The  moving  walks  will  be  readvertised  shortly  as 
a  separate  contract. 

Additions  to  South  Terminal  and  Piers  "E" ,  "?",  and  "G" 

Work  completed  during  the  past  month  included  the  installation  of  additional  gate 
supports  in  the  lower  level  of  the  South  Terminal,  painting  the  roof  of  Pier  "G" , 
and  repaving  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  Bank  of  America. 

Painting  of  the  hexagonal  roof  of  Pier  "F"  and  the  baggage  conveyor  enclosures  was 
started  but  heavy  rains  halted  work. 

Alterations  to  Central  Terminal  Building 

Work  is  continuing  on  the  installation  of  terrazzo,  acoustic  tile,  and  metal  lath 
and  plaster  in  the  concourses  and  corridors  of  the  first  floor. 

Catwalks  are  being  erected  over  the  north  half  of  the  main  lobby. 

Also  in  progress  are  installation  of  air  ducts  in  the  north  half  of  the  ground  and 
first  floors,  hangers  and  light  fixtures  in  the  north  half  of  the  main  lobby,  reloca- 
tion of  fire  lines,  and  construction  of  forms  for  the  new  sills  at  each  end  of  the 
second  level  terrace. 
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Baggage  Dispenser ,  North  Baggage  Claim  Area,  Central  '-"erminal 

The  contractor  has  essentially  completed  the  installation  of  the  new  rotary  baggage 
dispensers  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  Central  Terminal  Building. 

Paving  and  Utilities  for  Air  Cargo  building  No.  h 

Due  to  heavy  rains,  the  contractor  performed  intermittent  excavation  in  the  area 
between  Taxiway  "S" ,  and  Taxiway  MA" ,  and  Cargo  Building  No.  3.

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In  reference  to  Resolution  No,  65-0037,  regarding  Airport  Depart- 
ment Contract  No.  391-RT-Replacement  of  Damaged  Pipes  at  Pier  "G"  , 
San  Francisco  International  Airport,  to  Harry  Lee,  Incft  it  was 
explained  that  these  pipes  were  damaged  by  a  third  party. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  asked  if  the  City  would  recover  damages  from 
the  third  party.     Commissioner  Greenberg  then  asked  if  those  dam- 
ages would  include  the  administrative  costs,  such  as  advertising, 
taking  of  bids,  and  the  time  of  the  Commission. 

Nr.  Carr  then  requested  Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne 
to  answer.     Mr,  Bourne  indicated  that  this  raised  some  fine  legal 
points.     Until  such  time  as  there  has  been  a  definitive  decision  by 
the  courts  the  City  Attorney  could  not  say  that  such  costs  could  be 
recovered  as  damages.     He  advised  the  Commission  the  City  Attorney 
will  include  these  administrative  costs  as  damages  when  discussing 
this  and  similar  claims  and  litigation. 


In  discussion  relative  to  Resolution  No.  65-0038,  Commissioner 
White  called  staff 1s  attention  to  the  delay  in  obtaining  funds  for 
modification  of  contracts.     He  brought  attention  to  some  minor 
changes  that  Interstate  Hosts,  Inc. ^ wished  to  make  in  the  foyer  of 
the  Central  Terminal  Building  at  the  Airport,  amounting  to  $600, 
and  stated  that  this  was  delayed  for  quite  some  time.    He  directed 
staff  to  investigate  the  reasons  for  these  delays  and  to  eliminate 
them  if  possible.     Commissioner  White  asked  if  some  of  these  modi- 
fications might  be  considered  emergencies  in  order  to  get  the  job 
speedily  and  efficiently  done.     Public  Utilities  Counsel  Bourne 
advised  that  both  the  Charter  and  Administrative  ordinance  defined 
"emergency",    Mr.  Bourne  felt  that  modifications  of  this  nature 
would  not  fall  into  the  existing  legal  definition  of  emergency. 
Commissioners  White  and  Stack  asked  if  a  Charter  amendment  or 
change  in  the  ordinance  could  be  made  in  order  to  alter  this  condi- 
tion.   Mr.  Moore  stated  he  would  look  into  it  with  Mr.  Bourne  to 
see  if  anything  could  be  done  and  what  would  be  required. 


In  reference  to  Resolution  No.  65-0039    authorizing  bid  call  on 
AD  Contract  No.  406 — Moving  Walks — Parking  Garage  at  San  Francisco 
International  Airport,  Mr.  Carr  stated  that  he  had  asked  the 
Secretary  to  shorten  the  length  of  calendar  items  but  he  did  not 
expect  them  to  be  this  short.     Mr.  Carr  informed  the  Commission 
that  bid  call  datu,  completion  date,  and  estimated  cost    would  be 
added  to  these  items  if  feasible. 
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General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items : 


Mr,  Carr  stated  that  the  Alameda-Contra  Costa  Transit  District  and 
the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District  have  formally  approved  the 
three-party  agreement  to  be  submitted  to  the  Housing  and  Home 
Finance  Agency  for  a  Federal  grant  for  a  transit  study.     The  Public 
Utilities  Commission  has  approved  the  agreement.     It  has  now  been 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  when  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  it  will  be  forwarded 
to  the  HHFA, 


Mr.  Carr  called  the  Commission's  attention  to  some  of  the  changes 
that  were  made  in  the  format  of  the  calendar.     He  asked  for  sug- 
gestions from  the  Commission  as  to  further  desirable  changes. 

Commissioner  Stack  suggested  consideration  be  given  to  eliminating 
much  of  the  reading  of  the  items  by  the  Secretary.    He  felt  that  it 
was  sufficient  to  read  the  item  number  and  a  short  explanation. 


Commissioner  Greenberg,  said  Mr.  Carr,  requested  staff  to  investi- 
gate the  possibility  of  a  500  fare  to  Candlestick  Park.     Mr.  Carr 
recommended  that  a  study  of  this  problem  should  be  included  in  the 
overall  transit  study.     After  a  short  discussion  it  was  determined 
that  any  discussions  of  an  increase  in  the  ball  park  fare  should  be 
part  of  the  transit  study. 


Mr.  Carr  then  informed  the  Commission  that  the  $35,000  request  for 
funds  for  professional  services  for  the  orderly  development  of  the 
Airport,  which  was  approved  by  the  Commission  on  January  12,  was 
not  satisfactory  to  the  Controller.     The  Controller  thinks,  because 
of  its  importance,  the  request  should  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.     This  will,  said  Mr.  Carr,  delay  the  master  plan,  but 
he  will  proceed  as  far  and  as  quickly  as  possible  qxy  the  master  plan 
pending  the  availability  of  these  funds. 


Mr,  Carr  reported  that  George  Lewis  was  working  on  the  cable  car 
investigation  and  a  report  should  be  ready  in  two  to  three  weeks. 


Mr.  Carr  requested  approval  of  change  in  method  of  supplying  power 
to  the  United  Air  Lines  at  San  Francisco  Internet i  onal  Airport.  He 
submitted  a  memorandum  to  the  Commission  which  proposed  transferring 
the  UAL  account  to  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company.     This  will 
apparently  save  the  City    130, 000  annually.

Commissioner  White  said  that  he  thought  the  matter  should  be  dis- 
cussed with  Airport  Manager  Belford  Brown  and  with  George  F,  Hansen, 
He  said  he  did  not  wish  to  circumvent  Mr.  Carr  "but  that  he  thought 
the  matter  should  also  be  discussed  by  Airport  Management,     Mr,  Carr 
pointed  out  that  this  was  an  engineering  problem. 

After  discussion  by  the  Commission,  in  which  it  was  recommended  that 
further  study  be  made,  Mr.  Carr  stated  he  would  supply  further 
figures  to  the  Commission  if  they  so  desired. 

Thereupon  Commissioner  Rousseau  moved  that  the  matter  be  put  over 
one  week.     The  motion  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  White* 

Commissioner  Greenberg  Doved  that  the  matter  be  adopted  in  view  of 
Mr.  Carr's  memorandum.     Commissioner  Stack  stated  there  was  a  prior 
motion  to  put  the  matter  over  one  week. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  stated  that  as  he  understood  it,  this  agree- 
ment has  been  in  existence  for  many  years,  that  Commissioner  White 
was  asking  for  some  clarification.     If  he  wants  further  information 
he  is  entitled  to  it,  and,  further,  in  Commissioner  Rousseau fs 
opinion  one  week  was  not  going  to  make  much  difference. 

Thereupon,  the  Commission  voted  unanimously  to  put  the  matter  over 
one  week. 


Departmental  Report: 

The  Municipal  Railway  monthly  report  was  presented  by  V.W,  Anderson, 
General  Manager,  Municipal  Railway. 

Commissioner  Stack  noted  that  the  specifications  for  the  two-way 
radio  for  buses  was  approved  by  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau. 
Commissioner  Stack  stated  that  he  had  read  in  the  "Transit  Briefs" 
that  a  radio  system  was  being  considered  by  BARTD  and  asked  if  this 
could  be  tied  in  with  the  Municipal  Railway1 s  system.    Mr.  Anderson 
informed  the  Commission  he  would  check  on  this  item. 

In  reply  to  a  Commission  question,  Mr.  Anderson  informed  them  that 
the  prototype  of  the  new  coaches  was  expected  some  time  in  the 
middle  of  June. 


Roll  Call: 

Commissioner  Greenberg  asked  the  status  of  the  Pacific  Southwest 
Airlines1  fare  to  Los  Angeles,     Public  Utilities  Counsel  Bourne 
stated  that  the  City  Attorney  had  filed  protest  with  the  State 
Public  Utilities  Commission  last  Friday  and  had  not  as  yet  received 
any  answer  from  the  State  PUC.     Commissioner  Greenberg  stated  that 
he _ understood  informally  from  Mayor  Houlihan  of  0 aid  and  that  he  ha3 
joined  San  Francisco  in  requesting  the  sane  rate  be  adopted  between 
both  cities  and  Los  Angeles. 


Connissioner  Greeriberg  then  asked  when  bid  call  for  leasing  of  the 
garage  would  he  ready.     He  said  several  people  were  most  anxious  to 
hid  on  this  proposal.     Mr.  Garr  stated  that  George  E.  Hansen  was 
working  very  hard  on  this  problem.     He  said  he  did  not  know  how 
nuch  longer  it  would  take  and  that  Mr.  Hansen  had  to  work  with  the 
Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  in  order  to  deternine  what  the  speci- 
fications  should  include.     Accounts  Bureau  Director  George  P.  Negri 
Informed  the  Commission  that  the  lease  docunent  was  in  draft  forn 
xor  discussion  purposes  only,  and  that  there  were  certain  policy 
natters  which  had  to  be  decided.     He  assured  the  Cormission  the 
docunent  would  be  completed  in  tine. 


Connissioner  White  stated  that  while  driving  along  Sloat  Boulevard 
between  22nd  and  34-th  Avenues  yesterday,  he  noticed  there  were  nen 
working  on  Water  Department  installations.     He  asked  Mr.  Medbery 
what  sort  of  work  was  being  done.     Mr,  Medbery  replied  this  was 
probably  service  installation.     He  said  that  service  installations 
were  being  nade  by  the  Water  Department  crews  working  parallel  to 
contractors'  forces  in  order  to  get  better  information  as  to  how 
nuch  it  costs  the  Water  Department  to  perforn  such  installations  as 
compared  to  private  contractors.     Mr.  Medbery  assured  Commissioner 
White  he  would  obtain  more  definite  infornation  during  the  week.

FOR  ELECTRIC  SERVICE  AT  SAN  FRANCISCO  INTERNATIONAL 

AIRPORT 


This  refers  to  power  sales  arrangements  at  the  International 
Airport,  one  of  several  complex  subjects  which  we  "began  to 
review  following  my  appointment  as  General  Manager  on  July  16, 
1964,     As  a  result  of  our  study,  your  approval  is  requested  to 
negotiate  with  P.  G.  &  E.  and  United  Air  Lines  to  have  P.  Go  & 
E.  instead  of  the  City  provide  direct  service  of  electric  power 
to  the  United  Air  Lines  Maintenance  Base  at  the  Airport.  If 
you  approve,  we  will  ask  the  P.  G.  &  E.  to  eliminate  this  United 
Air  Lines  power  load  as  a  "municipal  use". 

The  suggested  change  in  the  method  of  delivering  power  based 
on  1964-65  fiscal  year  operation  will  result  in  a  net  reduction 
of  Airport  revenues  of  J15,385  and  will  result  in  a  net  increase 
of  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  revenues  of  $144,376,  because  we  can 
eliminate  certain  power  purchases  and  "wheeling"  charges.  The 
net  increase  in  revenue  to  the  City  and  County  will,  therefore, 
be  about  $30, 000  a  year. 

We  must  change  as  soon  as  possible  the  arrangement  which  is 
depriving  the  City  of  about  $130,000. 

United  Air  Lines  can  probably  save  about  $22,000  annually  by 
leasing  the  Airport's  distribution  facilities,  combining  power 
loads  now  individually  metered,  and  purchasing  power  under  P.  Ge 
&  E.'s  Rate  Schedule  A-14.     United  would  be  eligible  for  this 
rate  by  combining  its  separate  power  loads. 

Representatives  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Office  and  I  have  had 
informal  discussions  with  P.  G.  &  E.  representatives  on  this 
subject.     The  F.  G.  &  E.  officials  stated  to  me  they  think  this 
change  should  be  made  promptly. 

The  present  costly  arrangement  results  from  a  situation  where 
the  Airport  buys  City  power  from  Hetch  Hetchy  and  resells  it  for 
a  small  profit  ($21,649)  to  United  Air  Lines.     To  meet  this 
United  Air  Lines  power  load,  heretofore  considered  as  a  first- 
priority  "municipal  use",  Hetch  Hetchy,  another  department  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Utilities  Commission,  furnishes  power 
and  energy  and  pays  "wheeling"  charges.     If  Hetch  Hetchy  were 
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relieved  of  this  obligation,  it  would  have  an  equivalent  amount 
of  power  and  energy  to  sell  to  its  higher  revenue  producing 
chemical  customers,  resulting  in  an  increase  in  net  revenue  of 
$14-4,376  annually.     When  the  books  are  finally  balanced  with  all 
charges  considered,  the  net  benefit  to  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  would  be  approximately  $130,000  annually. 

The  relatively  small  profit  from  this  procedure  on  the 
Airport  balance  sheet  certainly  does  not  justify  continuing  an 
arrangement  resulting  in  a  substantial  net  loss  to  the  people 
of  San  Francisco. 

I  am  requesting  Mr.  Moore  and  Mr.  Negri  to  review  all  other 
Hetch  Hetchy  sales  for  "municipal  use"  at  the  San  Francisco 
International  Airport  to  determine  what  other  additional  savings 
can  be  achieved. 

Mr.  Moore's  memorandum  of  November  16,  1964  to  me  regarding 
the  United  Air  Lines  power  purchases  is  attached  for  additional 
information.

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REVENUE  AND  EXPENDITURES : 

Adult  fare  passenger  revenue  for  the  first  six  months  of  this 
fiscal  year  was  0.23$  less  than  for  the  corresponding  period  last 
year.     Total  revenue  for  the  period  July  1,  1964  through 
December  31?  1964,  was  $110,009  less  than  the  budget  estimate. 
Expenditures  during  this  period  were  $275,421  less  than  the  budget 
estimate . 


ADVERSE  WEATHER  —  EFFECT  ON  J^E_VENU^_ 

Between  December  21,  1964,   and  January  6,  1965,  passenger  revenue 
fell  $53,308  below  the  budget  estimate  and  $60,565  below  the  com- 
parable period  a  year  ago.     This  decline  is  attributed  to  the 
unusually  heavy  rains  during  this  17  day  period. 


SERVICE  ADJUSTMENTS  —  December  24  and  December  31s 

Special  service  was  operated  on  December  24  and  December  31  with 
extra  trips  scheduled  out  of  the  financial  district  between  noon 
and  3»00  p,m«     Certain  afternoon  peak  period  trips  were  cancelled 
because  they  were  not  needed. 

On  New  Year's  Eve,  inbound  streetcars  were  switched  back  at 
Market  &  11th  Streets  from  lis 00  .p«m.,  to  12:40  a,mf     Shuttle  motor 
coaches  were  substituted  for  streetcar  patrons  East  of  11th  Street. 
Trolley  coaches  and  motor  coaches  were  rerouted  off  Market  Street 
from  11:00  p.m.  to  approximately  12:20  a.m*     Keeping  transit 
equipment  off  Market  between  3rd  and  8th  Streets  while  New  Year's 
celebrants  are  walking  in  the  street  eliminates  accidents  and 
damage  to  equipment  which  occurred  in  former  years  when  transit 
equipment  was  not  removed  from  Market  Street. 


EAST-WEST  FOOTBALL  GAME ; 

Special  schedules  were  prepared  and  extra  service  operated  on 
Lines  "N" ,  6,   7,  10,   33,   71  and  72,  for  the  East-West  football  game 
at  Kezar  Stadium  on  Saturday,  January  2,  1965 • 


WEEKDAY  SERVICE  ADJUSTMENTS; 

Two  additional  morning  peak  express  trips  on  line  No.  38  have  been 
scheduled  effective  January  4,  1965,  because  of  changes  in  patron- 
age.    Also  on  that  date,  p.m.  peak  schedules  for  line  No.  55  were 
revised  to  obtain  a  better  distribution  of  passenger  loads. 

On  January  5?  1965,  an  additional  p.m.  peak  trip  to  the  Southern 
Pacific  Depot  was  scheduled  on  line  No.  19  as  related  to  patronage 
from  the  new  Federal  Office  Building. 
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MANPOWER; 

The  most  recent  manpower  report  indicates  a  shortage  of  zl-9  plat- 
form men.     Due  to  the  impending  discontinuance  of  the  hiring  of 
limited  tenure  employees  there  are  no  employees  being  trained  at 
the  present  time.     Special  arrangements  are  being  made  with  per- 
sonnel in  the  office  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  to  commence 
hiring  in  the  very  near  future.     There  are  very  few  platform  em- 
ployees on  vacation  at  this  time  of  the  year  and  as  a  consequence 
the  manpower  shortage  is  not  as  acute  as  it  would  be  later  in  the 
year  with  the  same  shortage. 


RADIO  SPECIFICATIONS  —  NEW  COACHES; 

The  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  has  prepared  specifications  for 
two-way  bus  radios.     These  have  been  turned  over  to  the  Municipal 
Railway  staff  so  they  may  be  incorporated  in  the  specifications 
for  the  new  motor  coaches.     This  is  in  accordance  with  action 
taken  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  at  their  regular  meeting 
on  December  15,  1964. 


WHITE  MOTOR  _COACH  MO.  0386  —  FIRE ; 

Motor  Coach  No.  0386  was  badly  damaged  by  fire  at  approximately 
8:00  a.m.  on  January  13  when  it  was  operating  "Not  in  Service" 
southbound  on  the  Southern  Freeway  near  Geneva  Avenue. 

While  it  will  not  be  practicable  to  restore  this  coach  for  service, 
Mr.  Fred  S.  Miller,  Transit  Equipment  Superintendent,  reports  that 
the  motor  and  certain  parts  can  be  salvaged  for  use  in  maintaining 
other  Whites . 

Coach  No.  0386  is  an  old  White  which  was  obtained  in  194-9,  and  is 
one  of  70  that  are  scheduled  for  retirement  with  the  delivery  of 
the  next  fleet  of  Mack  motor  coaches.

In  accordance  with  past  practice,  the  Municipal  Railway's  motorized 
cable  car  is  being  entered  as  a  unit  in  the  Chinese  New  Year's 
Parade •

A  new  Powell  cable,  No.  73,  was  installed  on  January  6,  1965,  as  a 
replacement  for  cable  No.   69  which  had  been  in  service  for  78  days.

At  5:4-4-  p.m.  on  January  10.  1965,  a  tail  strand  occurred  in  the 
new  cable.     Division  Superintendent  McRobbie  ordered  the  grips 
removed  from  two  cars  in  the  vicinity  of  the  strand  location 
for  inspection* 

Mr,  George  Lewis  participated  in  the  investigation,  and  indicated 
that  the  splice  may  have  been  damaged  by  a  grip  or  by  appurtenances 
in  the  curve  at  Washington  &  Powell.     Repairs  and  adjustments  are 
currently  being  made  to  the  pulleys  which  carry  the  cable  around 
this  curve. 


KIRKLANL_  ..™pM™nENTS^;_ 

A  new  water  line  and  two  hose  bibs  were  installed  at  Kirkland  Yard 
to  the  center  island  at  the  Yard  exit.     Also,  an  existing  water 
line  was  relocated  with  hose  bib  near  the  dispatcher's  office. 
This  effected  an  improvement  for  filling  bus  radiators  and  clean- 
ing windshields. 

Extensive  repairs  were  also  made  to  the  men's  lavatories  at  Kirk- 
land . 


ROTARY  CONVERTER %_ 

Overhead  line  feeder  switches  at  18th  &  Hattie,  Forest  Hill,  20th 
&  Tar aval,   and  20th  &  Judah  were  closed  to  form  an  interconnecting 
loop  feeder  circuit  to  facilitate  carrying  the  load  normally 
carried  by  Station  "N"  of  Pacific  G-as  &  Electric.     This  was 
necessary  because  one  of  the  rotary  converter  machines  at  Station 
nN"  incurred  serious  damage  and  will  be  out  of  service  for  a 
number  of  weeks. 


WEST  PORTAL  SUBSTATION; 

Serious  damage  was  incurred  to  the  type  DR-150-3000  amp,  700  volt 
L.C.,  heavy  duty  truck  mounted  type  circuit  breaker  for  the  switch 
gear  installation  at  West  Portal  Substation  on  Feeder  #2301.  This 
damage  occurred  when  our  trolley  lines  were  broken  by  the  Pacific 
Gas  &  Electric  secondary  wires  falling  across  the  trolleys  at 
Taraval  Street  about  75  feet  west  of  43rd  Avenue.     After  discon- 
necting the  circuit  breaker  from  the  switchboard ,  Feeder  #2301  was 
connected  to  Feeder  #2304  with  a  temporary  jumper.

COLUMBUS,   OHIO  -  The  columbus  Transit  Company  will  increase  adult 
ticket  fares  to  25  cents.     This  is  a  two-cent  increase  in  ticket  fares 
which  will  help  finance  the  purchase  of  65  new,  air-conditioned 
buses  the  firm  will  buy  next  April. 

SEATTLE,  WASH,   -  Since  the  Seattle  Transit  Commission  raised  school 
fares  from  l5  to  20  cents,   student  passengers  of  transit  service  have 
dropped  ten  percent.     While  final  figures  were  not  available,  STS  gained 
in  revenue  during  November  because  of  fare  boosts.     A  check  of  one  week 
showed  a  7%  increase. 

The  company  has  adopted  a  1965  budget  of  $10,000,000  that  projects  a  loss 
of  $700,000.     Commissioners  have  urged  that  the  STS  receive  a  subsidy,, 

RENO,  NEV.   -  Hope  of  retaining  bus  service,   scheduled  to  be  discontinued 
shortly  after  23  years  of  service,   appeared  to  have  struck  a  temporary 
dead  end  in  this  city.     Reno  City  Manager  Joseph  Latimore,  holding  little 
hope  for  continuation  of  the  service,   said  there  was  some  chance  it 
might  be  resumed  later  next  year  if  an  agreeable  plan  can  be  worked  out 
under  the  Federal  mass  transit  aid  bill. 

NEW  YORK,  N.  Y.   -  A  new  driving  simulator  apparatus  has  been  acquired 
by  the  New  York  City  Transit  Authority  for  training  and  testing  its 
new  and  experienced  vehicle  operators.     Called  the  Aetna  "Drivotron" 
system,   the  device  will  be  used  in  the  classroom  phase  of  the  Transit 
Authority's  driver  training  program.     The  device  is  made  up  of  a 
simulated  driver's  seat  equipped  with  standard  controls  and  instruments. 
Wide-angle  color  motion  pictures,  photographed  from  a  moving  vehicle, 
are  projected  onto  a  screen  located  directly  in  front  of  the  "vehicle." 

PITTSBURGH,   PA.   -  The  board  of  the  Port  Authority  of  Allegheny  County 
has  voted  to  establish  a  Sunday-Holiday  Pass  for  use  throughout  the 
county-wide  transit  system.     The  Sunday-Holiday  pass  will  se.ll  for  $1.25 
and  the  first  pass  will  be  good  for  a  credit  of  25  cents  on  the  next 
purchase,.     The  passes  will  be  good  for  unlimited  system  wide  riding  on 
Sundays  and  holidays  aboard  the  Port  Authority  Transit  vehicles. 

CLEVELAND,  OHIO  -  The  Cleveland  Transit  Board  has  authorized  the  pay- 
ment  of  a  $50  reward  to  "the  person  or  persons   (other  than  police  or 
Cleveland  Transit  System  employees)  who  may  furnish  information  nec- 
essary to  and  resulting  in  the  arrest  and  convinction  of  those  persons 
guilty  of  crimes  involving  CTS  property,  or  crimes  against  the  persons 
of  its  employees."     Notices  of  the  rewards  are  displayed  on  the 
system's  vehicles  and  property.     The  General  Manager  said  he  hopes

Budget  Proposals  for  the  Fiscal  Year 
1965-1966  for  All  Departments  Under 
the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission 


Commissioner  Stack  opened  the  public  hearing  by  asking  if  there 
were  any  persons  present  who  wished  to  make  any  comments  relative 
go  the  proposed  budget. 

William  Cody,  representing  Operating  Engineers  Local  No.  39,  stated 
that  earlier  in  the  year  his  organization  had  submitted  a  letter 
asking  for  the  establishment  of  three  positions  of  operating  en- 
gineer at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport.    Mr.  Cody  urged 
that  these  positions  be  included  in  the  budget,  stating  that  at 
•"he  Airport  there  was  only  one  operating  engineering  on  each  of  the 
night  shifts.     This  man,  by  law,  was  confined  to  the  boiler  room, 
leaving  the  Airport  literally  without  a  maintenance  man  during  the 
night  hours.     Mr.  Cody  stated  that  by  filling  these  positions  it 
would  be  of  benefit  to  the  Airport,    He  asked  that  the  Commission 
give  serious  consideration  to  including  these  positions  in  the  pro- 
posed budget. 

In  reply  to  a  question  from  the  Commission,  Emmett  Smith,  Airport 
Assistant  General  Manager-Administrative,  replied  that  these  three 
employments  are  in  the  budget  for  the  fiscal  year  1965-1966. 

Thomas  W.  McGrath,  President,  Carmen's  Union  Local  No.  1380,  then 
asked  for  a  copy  of the  Municipal  Railway  section  of  the  budget. 
James  J.  Finn,  Acting  General  Manager,  Public  Utilities,  stated 
George  P.  Negri,  Accounts  Bureau  Director,  would  supply  Mr.  McGrath 
with  a  copy. 

Mr.  Finn  then  read  a  letter  dated  January  6,  1965 »  from  the  San 
Francisco  Municipal  Conference,  calling  attention  to  the  huge 
deficit  in  the  Municipal  Railway  budget.     The  letter  stated  that 
during  the  coming  months  the  Conference  would  like  to  cooperate 
with  the  Commission  and  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  in 
attempting  to  resolve  some  of  the  local  transit  problems. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  if  there  was  any  other  discussion,  either 
from  the  public  or  from  the  Commission.     There  being  none,  Com- 
missioner Greenberg  moved,  Commissioner  Simon  seconded,  and  Resolu- 
tion No.  65-0051,  approving  the  budget,'  was  adopted  unanimously. 


In  reference  to  Resolution  No.  65-0055,  0.  L.  Moore,  General  Manager 
Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  explained  that  the  issuance  of  a 
license  to  the  Pacific  Gas  &  Electric  Company  to  construct  a  12  KV 
pole  line  between  PG&E  Millbrae  Substation  and  a  manhole  in  Bay 
Street,  Millbrae,  was  for  a  new  line  to  serve  the  Airport.  Mr. 
Moore  said  this  was  necessary  because  the  existing  line  was  being 
operated  to  its  full  capacity. 
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In  discussion  relative  to  Resolution  No,  65-0060,  approving  the 
drawings  submitted  by  Hilton  Inn  showing  the  proposed  addition  to 
the  Inn  at  the  Airport,  Commissioner  Rousseau  requested  that  the 
plans  be  brought  into  the  Commission  meeting  room  and  be  shown  to 
the  press.     This  was  done. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  when  Hilton  planned  to  start  construction, 
r.  Smith  said  a  definite  date  had  not  been  set.  Commissioner 
Stack  also  asked  if  the  construction  would  have  any  effect  on  the 
entrance  to  the  Airport.    Mr.  Smith  replied  no,  that  during  the 
construction  period  access  to  contractor's  vehicles  would  be  by 
way  of  the  south  road  and  the  Millbrae  gate. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  stated  that  he  had  briefly  reviewed  the  plans 
and  thought  that  they  were  a  very  fine  improvement  to  the  present 
layout , 

Tn  response  to  questions  from  Commissioners  Stack  and  Greenberg, 
it  was  explained  the  new  building  would  be  of  the  same  general 
design  as  the  existing  building  and  would  have  a  capacity  of  115 
rooms.     This  added  to  the  existing  300  rooms  gives  a  total  capacity 
of  415  rooms. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  if  there  was  land  available  for  further 
expansion  of  the  Hilton  Inn.  Mr,  Smith  indicated  adjoining  land 
was  available  should  it  be  dedicated  for  this  purpose « 

Commissioner  Rousseau  asked  if  there  would  be  need  for  additional 
parking  area.     Mr.  Finn  pointed  out  Hilton  had  included  parking 
space  on  its  own  property  in  the  design. 

In  reply  to  Commissioner  Stack's  question,  Mr.  Smith  stated  that 
the  operation  of  this  establishment  did  cause  some  traffic  flow 
problems  at  the  point  of  turnoff  to  the  Hilton  Inn. 


In  reference  to  Resolution  No.  65-0061,  approving  Interstate  Hosts, 
Inc.  proposed  renovation  of  the  Coffee  Shop  in  the  Central  Terminal, 
at  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  Mr.  Finn  asked  George  F. 
Hansen,  General  Manager,  Airport  Department,  to  explain. 

Mr.  Hansen  presented  to  the  Commission  artist's  drawings  and 
samples  of  the  materials  to  be  used  in  the  renovation.     He  then 
explained  the  work  involved.     Because  there  were  some  Code  require- 
ments to  be  met  and  changes  in  electrical  work    detail  drawings  of 
this  would  have  to  be  submitted  to  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau 
for  its  approval. 

Mr.  Hansen  went  on  to  explain  that  the  International  Room  on  March  1 
will  be  closed  for  remodeling,  in  order  to  have  it  done  in  time  for 
the  completion  of  the  Central  Terminal  Building  and  the  inauguration 
of  the  glass  elevator.     Meanwhile,  Mr.  Hansen  said,  the  International 
Room's  service  would  be  handled  by  the  Pancake  Palace. 
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Mr.  Finn  explained  that  Resolutions  No.  65-0063,  relative  to  re- 
placement of  mains  originally  installed  in  backyard  easements,  and 
65-0064-  were  related.     He  said  this  problem  was  similar  to  that 
faced  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  in  relocating  mains  in  the 
Forest  Hills  area. 

In  the  Laguna  Honda  and  Forest  Hill  Extension  tracts  the  developers 
had  laid  out  utility  easements  behind  the  lots.     The  pipes  origi- 
nally laid  therein  were  now  old  and  tuberculated  to  the  point  where 
there  is  not  an  adequate  water  supply.     The  majority  of  the  owners 
had  encroached  upon  the  easements  with  fences,  shrubbery,  buildings, 
etc.,  to  such  a  degree  it  was  impossible  to  replace  the  mains  in 
the  easements.     This  therefore  made  it  necessary  to  lay  the  new 
mains  in  the  streets. 

A  protest  had  been  received  from  a  Mrs.  Peterson  and  some  15  to  20 
residents  in  the  area.     She  was  notified  by  letter  two  weeks  ago 
uhat  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to 
call  for  bids  and  award  a  contract  for  this  work.     No  reply  has 
been  received  from  Mrs.  Peterson.     Mr.  Finn  said  if  the  Commission 
wished  further  details,  that  H.  C.  Medbery,  Assistant  General 
Manager  and  Chief  Engineer,  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  was 
present  to  explain. 

Mr.  Medbery  said  the  matter  had  been  presented  and  explained  to  the 
Commission  in  detail  before  bid  call  was  authorized.     The  Depart- 
ment is  not  in  receipt  of  any  real  opposition  from  the  residents 
now  that  the  problem  is  being  explained  to  them.     The  people  who 
signed  the  protest  did  so  before  the  Department  had  sent  inspectors 
into  the  field  to  explain  the  situation.     In  contacting  the  resi- 
dents the  inspectors  were  told  by  some  that  the  protest  would  not 
have  been  signed  had  the  Water  Department ' s  reasons  for  the  reloca- 
tion had  been  fully  understood. 

Commissioner  Stack  stated  that  the  Commission  was  being  asked  to 
reaffirm  the  present  rule  of  the  Water  Department  so  if  questioned 
the  Commission  could  state  that  it  was  fully  cognizant  of  the 
probler.  and  what  is  being  done  about  it. 

Mr.  Finn  said  that  perhaps  the  Commission  would  like  to  hoar  from 
Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne  as  to  what  occurred 
following  the  relocation  of  mains  in  the  Forest  Hills  area. 

Mr.  Bourne  explained  there  were  only  two  lav;  suits.     One,  a  small 
claims  case  in  which  the  City  was  upheld;  and  the  other  filed  by 
an  attorney,  Mr.  J.  Shapiro.    Mr.  Shapiro  has  not  as  yet  served  the 
City.     Mr.  Bourne  thought  that  Mr.  Shapiro  had  not  served  the  City 
because  he  was  hopeful  of  settlement  being  worked  out  on  the  basis 
of  collecting  what  Mr.  Shapiro  feels  to  be  an  inequity  on  the 
matter  of  removing  the  cloud  on  his  title  which  he  feels  is  present 
by  virtue  of  the  backyard  easement, 

A  discussion  was  held  on  the  possibility  of  quitclaiming  the  ease- 
ments, in  which  it  was  pointed  cut  by  Messrs.  Finn,  Bourne  and 
Medbery  that  other  utilities  were  using  the  easements,  and  that  the 
Director  of  Property  required  a  fee  of  $200  to  cover  advertising 
and  their  charges  from  each  property  owner  in  order  to  cover  the 
costs  of  quitclaiming. 
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In  view  of  these  facts,  the  Connission  decided  that  they  would  not 
attenpt  to  offer  a  quitclaim  deed  to  each  and  every  individual 
involved,  "but  would  cooperate  to  the  fullest  extent  possible  with 
these  who  request  quitclains. 


Tton  #5  pertaining  to  call  for  bid  for  WD  Contract  No*  1193, "Laying 
cf  4~ Inch  and  16-Inch  Cast  Iron  Mains  in  Laguna  Honda  and  Dewey 
Boulevards",  was  put  over  one  week  at  the  request  of  Connissioner 
White,     He  asked  Mr.Medbcry  to  deternine  if  a  freeway  was  to  be 
built  in  this  area  in  the  near  future. 


Mr,  Finn,  in  reply  to  a  question  in  connection  with  Resolution  No, 
65-0067,  authorizing  the  attendance  of  one  nenber  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Connission  staff  at  the  Governor* s  Industrial  Safety  Con- 
ference to  be  held  in  Los  Angeles  on  Feburary  4-  and  5,  1965 >  stated 
it  was  intended  to  send  Willian  Ratto,  of  the  Municipal  Railway 
staff. 


The  Connission  cnnplinented  Mr.  Finn  on  his  appointnent  as  Secre- 
tary and  Assistant  General  Manager,  Administrative ,  authorized  by 
the  adoption  of  Resolution  No.  65-0068.     Mr.  Finn  thanked  the  Con- 
nission and  assured  then  he  w^uld  continue  to  put  forth  his  best 
efforts  in  his  new  position. 


In  connection  with  Resolution  No,  65-0053,  authorizing  bid  call  for 
AD  Contract  377 — Inprovenent  to  Water  and  Sewerage  Systens  at  the 
Airport,  Mr.  Moore  explained  that  this  would  clear  up  sone  of  the 
sewerage  wastes  at  the  Airport*     It  would  not  directly  affect  the 
pollution  problen,  which  was  due  to  industrial  waste ,  he  said.  An 
iten  for  the  first  step  in  this  latter  work  will  be  on  the  calendar 
the  next  week  or  so,  Mr.  Moore  said. 


Connuni cat ions : 

Mr,  Finn  stated  that  a  letter  was  received  fron  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Hon,  Joseph  E.  Tinney,  in  which  it 
was  stated  that  Mrs,  Esther  Bragan  has  been  attenpt ing  to  have  a 
hearing  before  the  Connission  in  regard  to  the  rerouting  of  the 
No,  10  Municipal  Railway  Bus  Li  ne •     Mr,  Finn  called  upon  V,  W, 
Anderson,  General  Manager,  Municipal  Railway,  to  give  a  brief  out- 
line of  the  problen  of  Mrs,  Bragan,  following  which  the  Connission 
could  deternine  whether  or  not  it  wished  to  grant  Mrs*  Bragan  the 
privilege  of  appearing  before  then. 
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Mr,  Anderson  outlined  the  problem,  stating  that  Line  10  was  re^- 
r  :uted  on  July  7,  1962,  fron  Judah  to  Lawton  Streets  because  of 
accident  frequency  at  9th  and  Judah.     Mrs.  Bragan  has  been  con- 
plaining  of  vibration  in  her  hone  fron  tine  to  tine,    Mr,  Anderson 
pointed  out  that  the  change  had  been  well  accepted  by  the  users 
and  other  residents  in  the  area*    Mr.  Anderson  explained  that  the 
Dcpartnent  had  attenpted  to  satisfy  and  cooperate  with  Mrs.  Bragan, 
called  on  her  on  several  occasions,  had  the  Dcpartnent  of  Public 
Works  repair  sone  irregularities  in  the  pavenent  in  front  of  her 
house,  and  did  everything  possible  to  alleviate  the  situation. 

Connissioner  Sinon  stated  he  thought  Mrs.  Bragan  should  be  allowed 
to  appear  before  the  Connission.    CQOiiissioners  Greenberg  and  White 
disagreed.    Mr.  Finn  suggested  that  he  neet  with  her  and  review  the 
natter. 

After  a  short  discussion  it  was  deternined  that  Mr.  Finn  would 
telephone  Mrs.  Bragan,  neet  with  her  and  her  neighbors,  and  report 
to  the  Connission  in  two  weeks. 


General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Itens : 

Mr.  Finn  reported  that  during  the  week  he  and  Mr.  Negri,  at 

Mr.  Carr's  direction,  had  a  conference  with  B.  W.  Grethel  and 

A.  C.  Cooper  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  relative  to  the  electrical 

service  to  United  Air  Lines  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport. 

As  a  result  of  this  conference  Mr.  Carr  has  requested  that  the 

Connission  grant  norc  tine  to  conplete  an  investigation  of  this 

problen.     The  Connission  postponed  the  iten  for  two  weeks. 


Departmental  Report: 

The  Water  Departnent  report  was  presented  by  H.  C.  Medbery,  Assist- 
ant General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer,  San  Francisco  Water  Depart- 
nent. 

Connissioner  Stack  asked  that  the  Public  Utilities  Connission  be 
kept  advised  of  the  reconnendations  of  the  Water  Departnent  relative 
to  the  relocation  of  utilities  in  the  vicinity  of  Montgonery  and 
Market  Streets  and  the  action  taken  in  this  respect.     Mr,  Medbery 
explained  that  five  alternatives  have  been  proposed  for  relocations 
of  all  utilities  in  Market  Street,     The  Water  Departnent  has  sent 
in  estinates  on  the  cost  of  relocation  under  each  of  these  alterna- 
tives.    No  reconnendation  as  to  the  nethod  of  relocation  had  been 
asked  or  subnitted  by  the  Water  Departnent.     The  Market  Street  Task 
Force  is  receiving  the  reports  fron  all  utilities  and  will  nake  a 
reconnendation  when  all  the  factors  are  known. 


Roll  Call: 

Connissioner  Sinon  connented  on  the  airport  garage  lease,  stating 
he  had  several  points  he  felt  should  be  covered.  Mr.  Finn  stated 
the  present  draft  was  for  discussion  only,  February  1,  George  F. 
Hansen  will  assunc  office  as  General  Manager  of  the  Airport  Depart- 
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nent.     After  that  date  any  inquiries  or  connents  fron  potential 
bidders  should  be  referred  to  Mr.  Hansen.    Mr.  Finn  accepted 
Connissioner  Sinon's  written  reconnendati^ns. 


Commissioner  White  requested  Public  Utilities  Counsel  Bourne,  to 
report  on  the  anti-trust  suits  involving  electrical  equipment. 

Mr.  Bourne  stated  the  City  Attorney's  Office  had  been  continuously 
engaged  with  negotiations  with  the  representatives  of  the  manu- 
facturers.    He  said  the  City  is  now  in  a  position  where  the  manu- 
facturers' offers  are  appreciably  better  than  they  were  a  year  ago. 
However,  the  City  attorney  is  not  in  a  position  at  this  tine  where 
he  would  wish  to  make  a  recommendation  to  the  Commission. 

Connissioner  White  then  asked  if  the  City  had  any  basis  for  pro- 
ceeding on  anti-trust  suits  in  regard  to  suppliers  of  floor  cover- 
ing. 

Mr.  Bourne  said  the  City  attorney1 s  Office  is  investigating  possible 
anti-trust  violations  in  reference  to  floor  covering,  chlor-alkali 
products,     acoustical  ceilings  and  water  pipe. 


Connissioner  Greenberg  asked  for  a  report  ^n  the  Pacific  Southwest 
Airline  rates  between  Oakland/Los  Angeles  and  San  Francisco/Los 
Angeles • 

Mr.  Bourne  reported  that  January  25  was  the  last  day  on  which  the 
airlines  could  answer  after  service  was  executed  by  the  State 
Public  Utilities  Commission.    Mr.  Finn  reported  that  he  had  net 
with  Mr.  Crandall,  the  local  representative  of  Pacific  Southwest 
-virlines,  and  that  Mr.  Crandall  had  inforned  hin  that  Floyd  Andrews. 
President  of  Pacific  Southwest  Airlines,  was  hopeful  of  meeting 
with  Mr.  Carr  in  San  Diego  to  discuss  and  possibly  solve  the 
problen.

WATER  CONDITIONS 


San  Francisco's  watershed  areas  received  good  rainfall 
and  runoff  from  the  recent  storms  without  experiencing  the 
flood  conditions  that  prevailed  farther  north. 

Total  rainfall  to  date  has  been  about  27+  inches  at 
Pilarcitos,  17+  inches  at  Calaveras,   and  16+  inches  at  Crystal 
Springs  Cottage. 

Between  December  1,  19614  and  January  21,  196$  the  net 
increase  in  local  storage  in  water  supply  reservoirs  was  about 
15,000  million  gallons  in  Calaveras  and  l\_,000  million  gallons 
in  Peninsula  reservoirs*     This  is  lG%  more  than  the  total 
runoff  for  an  average  year. 

On  January  21,  1965,  there  was  a  total  of  [(.9,07l|-  million 
gallons  of  water  stored  in  Calaveras  and  Peninsula  reservoirs, 
which  is  29%  greater  than  was  in  storage  one  year  ago* 

During  the  month  of  December  1961+  the  systemwide  con- 
sumption of  water  averaged  155«5  mgd,  which  is  about  2%  greater 
than  for  December  1963.     Consumption  for  the  first  half  of 
January  1965  has  averaged  about  156  mgd. 

On  January  1+,  1965,  San  Joaquin  Pipeline  No.  1  was  shut 
down  to  permit  necessary  work  at  Albers  Road  to  be  performed 
by  the  contractor  making  the  connection  between  the  new  San 
Joaquin  Pipeline  No,  3  and  existing  Pipeline  No.  2.     This  shut- 
down was  expected  to  last  three  weeks  and  was  scheduled  during 
the  winter  as  it  reduces  the  capacity  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
Aqueduct  to  approximately  97  mgd*     After  San  Joaquin  Pipeline 
No.  1  is  restored  to  service  a  shutdown  of  San  Joaquin  Pipeline 
No.  2  will  then  be  required  for  this  contract* 


WATER  QUALITY 


The  recent  storms  were  widespread  and  the  rate  of  run- 
off caused  some  turbidity  problems  at  each  of  the  three  sources 
of  water  supply  for  the  Department. 
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Calaveras  water  was  extremely  turbid  and  could  not  be 
used  without  filtration.    A  filtration  plant  to  treat  this  water 
is  under  construction. 

The  abnormal  rainfall  increased  the  turbidity  in  San 
Andreas  Reservoir  and  in  an  effort  to  minimize  this  increase, 
the  turbid  water  from  Davis  Tunnel  was  diverted  to  San  Andreas 
Creek  and  treated  at  the  Alum  Treatment  Plant  before  entering 
Crystal  Springs  Reservoir,     Approximately  $10,000  worth  of  alum 
was  used  during  these  storms  and  the  turbidity  in  Crystal 
Springs  Reservoir  was  held  to  an  average  of  3  turbidity  units. 
The  U.  S.  Public  Health  recommended  standard  for  turbidity  is 
5  turbidity  units. 

During  the  night  of  January  6  heavy  rain  caused  Moccasin 
Creek  to  overflow  into  Moccasin  Reservoir  and  this  muddy  water 
to  enter  the  aqueduct  to  the  city.     By  sampling  at  various 
points  the  quantity  and  location  of  this  muddy  water  was 
determined.     Large  consumers  with  their  own  storage  facilities 
were  notified  of  the  time  this  water  would  pass  their  takeoff 
point  so  they  could  shut  off  their  services.     All  other  consum- 
ers were  served  by  two  Bay  Division  pipelines  while  this  muddy 
water  was  routed  through  the  third  line  into  Crystal  Springs 
Reservoir,     Acceptable  service  was  maintained  to  consumers 
during  this  period. 

An  increase  in  the  bacteriological  count  of  samples 
taken  from  Crystal  Springs  and  San  Andreas  Reservoirs  requires 
an  increased  dosage  of  chlorine  in  the  water  used  from  these 
sources.     Recent  sampling  indicates  an  improvement  in  the  water. 

There  were  18  individual  spnt  flushing  operations 
carried  out  during  December  to  overcome  or  prevent  dirty  water 
conditions  in  the  City  distribution  mains , 

Newspaper  publicity  of  the  resumption  of  the  areawide 
main  flushing  has  notified  the  public  of  dates  and  locations 
of  this  activity, 

FREEWAYS 

Junipero  Serra  Freeway.     Bids  for  relocation  of  a  por- 
tion of  the  Crystal  Springs  Aqueduct  were  received  January  IJ4., 
the  work  being  necessary  because  of  freeway  construction. 
Plans  and  specifications  for  relocation  of  water  tanks  and 
related  work  at  San  Andreas  Reservoir  under  a  Utilities  Agree- 
ment with  the  State  were  sent  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
on  January  8,  1965.     Work  on  contracts  has  been  slowed  by 
recent  heavy  rains. 
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1961  MUNICIPAL  WAITER  SYSTEM  BOND  PROJECTS 

Under  a  Professional  Services  Agreement  consultants  are 
proceeding  with  design  of  San  Antonio  and  Sunol  Pumping  Plants 
for  the  purpose  of  delivering  water  into  San  Antonio  Reservoir 
or  from  the  reservoir  to   the  Sunol  Treatment  Plant  now  under 
construction, 

James  H.  Turner  Dam,   although  not  turned  over  to  the 
Department  as  accepted  and  complete,  was  issued  a  temporary 
permit  to  store  water  behind  the  dam.     Due  to  recent  rains  the 
water  surface  reached  an  elevation  of  372  feet,  representing 
about  5,000  acre  feet  of  water  stored,   or  approximately  10%  of 
reservoir  capacity. 

Bay  Division  Pipeline  No,  l+,  Section  B,   is  being  filled 
and  sterilized  preparatory  to  final  acceptance  and  placing  in 
service.     Progress  is  reported  as  99$  completed  in  95%  of 
elapsed  time, 

FINANCE 

Collections  from  the  sale  of  water  for  the  month  of 
December  1961+  amounted  to  $1 , 312 ,1+1+0,  which  is  $-91,193  more 
than  collected  during  the  month  of  December  1963.  Collections 
for  the  first  six  months  of  the  fiscal  year  amounted  to 
$9,858,900,  which  is  $925,887  more  than  was  collected  for  the 
first  six  months  of  the  prior  fiscal  year  and  Is  $8i|9,917 
greater  than  the  estimated  used  for  budget  purposes. 

ELECTRONIC  DATA  PROCESSING 

The  first  mailing  of  punched  card,  computer  issued 
water  bills  was  made  on  December  10,  196I4.  as  scheduled.  Be- 
cause of  the  slow  computer  update  programs  caused  by  the  re- 
cycling necessary  to  post  one  item  per  cycle,  many  new  custom- 
ers   were  issued  bills  figured  out  by  hand.     Another  problem 
has  occurred  with  the  "payment  cards"  which  do  not  properly 
feed  into  the  Monroe  "Verifiers"  and  into  the  computer.  One 
possible  solution  is  to  punch  this  information  on  cards  by 
using  an  attachment  for  the  Accounting  Division's  1+02  Reproducer, 
Unless  some  other  solution  is  found,  this  attachment  will  be 
ordered. 

Meetings  have  been  held  and  others  are  scheduled  be- 
tween the  programmers  and  Water  Department  staff  in  an  effort 
to  develop  an  "update"  program  that  will  minimize  or  eliminate 
the  time  consuming  recycling  of  cards  in  order  to  post  all  the 
information. 


DISASTER  CORPS  OPERATIONS 


The  Water  Department,   as  an  arm  of  the  San  Francisco 
Disaster  Council  and  Corps  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Mayor 
of  San  Francisco,  supplied  1,100  pounds  of  chlorine  for  air 
shipment  to  Crescent  City  for  emergency  sterilization  of  drink- 
ing water  during  the  recent  floods  in  Northern  California.  In 
addition,  the  Department's  chlorination  truck  was  dispatched 
for  emergency  service  in  the  Russian  River  area  at  the  request 
of  State  Disaster  authorities. 

MARKET  STREET  TASK  FORCE 

At  a  meeting  held  on  January  6,  a  request  was  made  that 
all  utilities  operating  in  Market  Street  forward  to  the  Task 
Force  estimates  of  probable  costs  for  relocating  utility  facil- 
ities In  the  vicinity  of  the  proposed  BARTD  station  at 
Montgomery  and  Market  Streets.     Utilities  were  requested  to 
evaluate  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  locating  their 
facilities  in  various  positions  in  relation  to  a  rapid  transit 
structure.     Estimates  were  prepared  and  a  report  submitted  to 
the  Task  Force  Committee. 

A.W.W.A.   FALL  STUDY  COURSE 

This  course,  sponsored  by  the  California  Section, 
American  Water  Works  Association,  and  conducted  by  the  San 
Francisco  Water  Department  for  the  Fall  of  196I4.,  was  completed 
on  December  17.     Of  113  enrollees  representing  16  water  utili- 
ties within  the  Bay  Area,  103  passed  the  final  examination  with 
a  class  average  of  82.6%.     The  high  percentage  of  attendance 
and  degree  of  interest  maintained  throughout  the  course  is  a 
tribute  to  the  interest  of  students  and  instructors  in  improv- 
ing quality  of  service  provided  by  all  water  utilities.

In  reference  to  Resolution  No*  65-0070,  approving  settlement  of 
claims  against  the  Municipal  Railway,  at  the  request  of  the  Com- 
mission Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne  explained  the 
details  of  the  Herman  Berry  case,  which  was  a  litigated  settlement 
in  the  amount  of  829,616.00. 


Resolution  No.  65-0073,  authorizing  Bid  Call  for  WD  Contract  No. 
1193 — Laying  of  4"  and  16"  Cast  Iron  Mains  in  Laguna  Honda  and 
Dewey  Boulevards,  was  approved  following  explanation  by  H.C,  M.edbery, 
Assistant  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer,  Water  Department, 
that  the  highway  proposed  by  the  State  in  this  area  had  been  aban- 
doned through  action  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.     The  present  plan 
for  Laguna  Honda  Boulevard  is  to  widen  the  boulevard  on  the  east 
side  as  far  north  as  Lawton  Street.     The  construction  work  involved 
would  not  require  relocation  of  the  mains  to  be  laid  under  Contract 
No.  1193,  inasmuch  as  they  will  be  on  the  west  side.

In  discussion  of  Resolution  No.  65-0074,  relative  to  award  to 
Michael  Murphy,  Jr.  of  WD  Contract  No.  1183,  Commissioner  Greenberg 
asked  if  the  Water  Department  still  experienced  difficulty  with 
Mr.  Murphy.     Mr.  Medbery  reported  that  some  of  the  contracts  were 
under  litigation.     Commissioner  Greenberg  asked,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  this  litigation  added  to  the  cost  of  getting  the  work 
done,  if  it  was  possible  eliminate  Mr.  Murphy  as  a  bidder  on  Water 
Department  contracts. 

Mr.  Bourne  explained  the  legal  aspects,  which  would  require  that 
the  Commission,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Controller^  declare 
Mr,  Murphy  an  irresponsible  bidder.     If  this  were  done,  Mr.  Murphy 
could  not  bid  on  City  contracts  for  a  period  of  one  year* 


In  regard  to  Resolution  No.  65-0076,  approving  execution  of  Agree- 
ment with  the  State  Division  of  Highways  wbereby  State  will  move 
two  of  its  houses  now  located  on  Skyline  Boulevard  to  new  locations 
on  City's  watershed  property,  Mr;. Medbery  explained  one  house  was 
required  to  replace  the  caretaker's  cottage  at  San  Andreas  Outlet 
No.  3  which  will  be  removed  for  freeway  purposes.     The  other  house 
will  be  moved  1100  feet  from  its  present  to  a  new  location,  The 
State  will  move  the  houses;  the  Water  Department  will  grade  the 
access  roads  and  provide  all  the  necessary  utilities.    Mr.  Medbery 
stated  the  cost  to  the  City  will  be  $500  plus  moving  charges. 


In  reference  to  Calendar  Item  Water  Department  #7>  extending  the 
minimum  rental  of  $2500  for  one  year  on  a  20-year  Water  Department 
lease  between  City  and  Joseph  W.  Welch  Jr.  and  Robert  E.  Smith, 
dba    El  Camino  Golf  Club;  the  Commission  discussed  the  dangers  of 
setting  a  precedent  by  granting  relief  in  this  case.     It  was  felt 
that  people  leasing  land  for  the_  purpose  of  engaging  in  outdoor 
recreation  and  other  activities  assume  the  risk  of  inclement 
weather. 

John  G.  Brucato,  Manager,  Water  Department  Agricultural  and  Land 
Division,  pointed  out  the  lessee  i^as  delayed  in  completing  con- 
struction by  action  of  the  local  Planning  Commission,  great  damage 
was  done  to  the    newly-seeded  golf  course,  and  it  would  take  some 
time  to  get  the  course  back  into  operating  shape.  Commissioner 
Stack  suggested  that  perhaps  the  extension  of  the  minimum  annual  ■ 
rental  should  be  for  the  length  of  the  construction  period, 

Mr.  Brucato  pointed  out  the  lessee  had  expended  $33,000  more  than 
was  required  by  the  lease  and  intended  to  expend  an  additional 
$25,000,     Commissioner  Rousseau  suggested  perhaps  it  would  be 
better  to  grant  an  extension  of  the  annual  minimum  rental  for  six 
months  and  review  the  problem  at  the  end  of  that  time. 

Mr,  Carr  suggested  the  item  be  put  over  one  week  for  more  informa- 
tion. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  matter  be  put  over  one  week,  and 
carried  with  a  four-to-one  vote,  Commissioner  White  voting  in  the 
negative . 
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Calendar  Item  Airport  Department  #3,  terminating  Airport  Space  or 
Use  Permit  issued  to  the  Thunder bird  Hotel  for  parking  purposes  at 
San  Francisco  International  Airport,  was  taken  off  calendar  at  the 
request  of  the  Department.     The  Thunderbird  Hotel  had  paid  up  the 
arrearage  of  Si, 000  and  had  also  paid  for  the  month  of  February  in 
advance . 


In  discussing  the  Traveling  Expense  Voucher  approved  by  Resolution 
No,  65-0081,  Mr.  Carr  explained  in  response  to  a  question  by  the 
Commission  that  the  trip  expenses  of  Messrs.  Landi  and  Schaefer,  the 
heliport  experts  from  New  York,  only  amounted  to  $274-.  60.  This 
item  covered  local  expenses  for  meals.     Their  traveling  expense  was 
generously  paid  by  the  New  York  Port  Authority  as  a  service  to  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 


In  discussing  Resolution  No.  65-0082,  Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  that  the 
supplemental  appropriation  request  for  $35? 000  to  update  the  air- 
port master  plan  had  been  placed  before  the  Commission  before  as  a 
transfer  of  funds  from  the  Airport  Bond  Issue.     This  procedure  did 
not  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  Controller.     The  Controller 
felt  that  an  item  of  this  importance  should  be  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  for  its  approval.     Mr.  Carr  said  this  would 
result  in  a  slight  delay,  but  that  he,  Airport  General  Manager 
George  F.  Hansen,  and  staff  were  moving  the  master  plan  along  as 
quickly  as  they  could  under  the  circumstances. 

Mr.  Carr  stated  that  while  he  was  in  San  Diego  he  met  with  Joseph  H. 
Tippets,  the  Regional  Director  of  the  Federal  Aviation  Authority. 
Mr.  Tippets  assured  Mr^ Carr  of  the  FAA's  full  cooperation  in  the 
preparation  of  the  master  plan. 


In  reference  to  Resolution  No.  65-0083,  accepting  grajat  to  City  by 
Pan  American  World  Airways  of  seven  buildings  in  Plot  17  of  the 
San  Francisco  International  Airport,  Mr.  Hansen  stated  the  Pan 
American  base  has  in  it  some  30-odd  buildings.     Of  these  seven  were 
erected  by  Pan  American  at  its  own  expense  at  a  cost  of  $236,000. 
In  August  1964-  when  City  took  over  the  base,  their  residual  book 
value  was  $99,94-9.     As  a  consideration  against  that  book  value  City 
agreed  to  allow  Pan  American  to  use  Building  08  (Cafeteria  Building) 
and  Building  29  (Shipping  and  Receiving  Building)  for  y/z  years  at  a 
rate  of  $1.00  per  year.     If  City  had  rented  these  buildings  at  the 
going  rates,  the  return  would  be  $61,000.     Mr.  Hansen  said  the 
Director  of  Property  has  appraised  these  buildings  at  $154-?800. 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  didn't  want  this  figure  of  3/2  years  to  be  mis- 
leading as  far  as  the  entire  former  Pan  American  base  aj?ca  is  con- 
cerned.    He  stated  that  it  will  be,  roughly,  five  years  before  the 
base  would  be  completely  rearranged. 
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Insofar  as  the  option  to  Pan  American  to  either  abandon  or  remove 
Building  60  and  two  cold  storage  boxes,  they  will  have  six  months 
to  decide  whether  they  will  be  removed  to  another  location.  If 
not  they  will  be  demolished  along  with  the  other  buildings  to  be 
demolished  in  this  area. 


During  discussion  in  regard  to  Resolution  65-0087,  relative  to 
can  Francisco  and  Oakland  Helicopter  Airlines  office  space  at  San 
Francisco  International  Airport,  Mr,  Carr  reported  on  developments 
in  the  matter  of  the  downtown  heliport  site. 

Mr.  Carr  reported  that  on  Monday,  Director  of  Bureau  of  Accounts 
George  P.  Negri,  Deputy  City  Attorney  John  E.  Barricklo,  Senior 
Civil  Engineering,  Planning,  J.  L.  Bardoff  of  the  Utilities  En- 
gineering Bureau,  and  E.  L.  Sembler,  Chief  Harbor  Engineer  for  the 
San  Francisco  Port  Authority,  journeyed  to  Mare  Island  and  met  with 
Commander  McGrivey,  and  inspected  a  Navy  lighter.     This  was  done 
following  a  meeting  of  two  weeks  ago  with  Captain  William  H.  Hazard 
at  Treasure  Island. 

Mr.  Carr  outlined  the  possible  methods  of  mooring  a  lighter  in  the 
neighborhood  of  the  Ferry  Building.     Mr.  Carr  stated  that  Mayor 
Shelley  had  talked  to  the  Under  Secretary  of  the  Navy  BcLieu  while 
he  was  in  Washington.     The  Mayor  had  called  a  meeting  of  interested 
parties  on  Friday,  February  5?  at  3:00  p.m.,  in  his  office*  Com- 
missioner Stack's  attendance  had  been  requested. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  then  brought  up  the  possibility  of  using  the 
5th  and  Mission  garage  building  or  Trans-Bay  Terminal*     Mr.  Carr 
pointed  out  that  the  minimum  cost  for  the. use  of  the  Trans-Bay 
Terminal  was  #300,000  plus  purchase  of  air  rights.     Purchase  of 
air  rights  would  be  exhorbitant.     At  this  time  use  of  a  barge  can 
mean  a  saving  of  s^mo  $250,000  to  City. 

Mr.  Carr  went  on  to  point  out  that  this,  of  course,  would  only  be 
a  temporary  heliport.     This  would  give  the  Port  Authority  and  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  the  opportunity  to  immediately  establish 
an  operating  heliport,  and  will  then  give  both  parties  time  to  study 
and  determine  what  sort  of  heliport  is  really  needed.     Mr,  Carr  was 
hopeful  of  getting  up  to  50  per  cent  assistance  from  the  FAA,.  This 
would  include  all  costs  of  the  landing  facility,  in  addition  to 
mooring  charges.     This  is  not  a  permanent  answer,  he  emphasized, 
but  an  excellent  way  to  get  the  project  into  operation. 

Mr.  Carr  again  emphasized  the  crying  need  of  San  Francisco  to  obtain 
a  heliport.     Commissioner  Rousseau  commented  that  this  was  one  of 
the  most  important  items  before  the  Commission  and  should  be  given 
a  high  priority. 


Communications : 

Mr.  Finn  informed  the  Commission  of  a  communication  dated  January 
25  received  from  Jerry  Donovan,  Business  Manager,  San  Francisco 
Giants,  requesting  shuttle  bus  service  to  Candlestick  Park  on 
February  14  for  a  benefit  game  in  memory  of  Red  Adams. 
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Mr.  Finn  stated  that  V.  V/.  ijiderson,  General  Manager  Municipal 
Railway,  submitted  a  report  to  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utili- 
ties recommending  that  shuttle  service  for  this  game  on  February 
14  be  provided  from  Third  and  Gilman  Streets  to  Candlestick  Park 
at  the  standard  rate  set  by  the  Commission  for  all  events  at 
Candlestick  Park. 

The  Commission  approved  this  service  for  February  14  and  directed 
that  the  San  Francisco  Giants  be  so  advised. 


General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Itesm : 

rn  the  matter  of  the  nighttime  closing  of  the  downtown  airline 
terminal  at  Taylor  and  O'Farrell  Streets,  Mr.  Carr  reported  that  a 
meeting  has  been  set  for  Tuesday,  February  9»  at  9*«00  a.m.,  to  dis- 
cuss this.    Don  Summerville  of  Pan  American  World  Airways,  Chair- 
man of  the  Airline  Operators  Committee  for  Downtown  Terminal,  will 
be  present,  as  well  as  representatives  of  other  airlines,  and  the 
Barrett  interests  operating  the  terminal,    Mr.  Carr  said  the  night- 
time closing  of  the  terminal  and  the  discharge  of  passengers  and 
baggage  arriving  from  the  airport  on  the  dark  street  by  the  closed 
terminal  without  adequate  porters  and  cab  service,  is  a  reflection 
on  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  as  well  as  the  City.     This  is 
something  not  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission, but  there  is  a  moral  obligation  to  step  in  and  find  an 
answer  to  this  problem.    Mr,  Carr  assured  the  Commission  that  he 
and  Airport  General  Manager  George  F.  Hansen  will  follow  this 
matter  diligently. 


Mr,  Carr  announced  that  Delta  Air  Lines  expects  to  have  its  new 
second  level  loading  facilities  at  the  Airport  in  operation  on 
March  1,  1965* 


Mr*  Carr  reported  that  he  and  0.  L,  Moore,  General  Manager,  Hctch 
Hetchy  Project,  will  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Auburn  Dam  Committee, 
February  17,  1965,  in  auburn,     Congressman  Bizz  Johnson  will  be 
present  to  discuss  the  auburn  Dam  legislation.     This  includes  the 
Folsom  South  Canal  and  is  the  beginning  of  the  eastside  canal  in 
the  Valley, 

Mr.  Carr  said  San  Francisco  is  interested  because  this  is  one  of 
the  alternate  sources  of  additional  water  to  be  considered  in  the 
event  the  Don  Pedro  Project  does  not  move  as  fast  as  expected.  The 
Bill  submitted  by  Senator  Kuchcl  states  that  the  authorization  of 
the  Folsom  South  Canal  will  include  sale  of  municipal  water,  Mr, 
Carr  said  it  may  be  desirable  for  the  City  to  establish  the  fact 
that  municipal  use  takes  precedence  over  irrigation  use  and  the 
areas  served  by  the  East  Bay  and  San  Francisco  should  be  considered* 
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Mr,  Carr  said  that  very  good  progress  is  being  made  on  the  Cable 
Gar  System  investigation,  and  many  of  the  things  which  turned  up  in 
the  investigation  are  already  being  fixed.     The  report  must  be 
delayed,  however,  until  the  complete  data  is  in,     Mr.  Carr  said 
George  Lewis  is  doing  an  outstanding  job  in  this  regard. 


l"r,  Carr  presented  for  the  Commission's  consideration  three  pro- 
posed Municipal  Railway  bus  line  extensions: 

1,  Extension  of  morning  peak  and  afternoon  peak  trips  on 
I ine  19  to  a  loop  in  the  vicinity  of  Pier  50, 

2,  Saturday  and  Sunday  service  to  Palace  of  Legion  of  Honor 
by  extension  of  31  Line# 

3«     Sunday  service  to  Brotherhood  Way  by  shuttle  coach. 

Inasmuch  as  these  are  not  reductions  in  service,  a  public  hearing 
is  not  required.    However,  it  was  the  consensus  of  the  Commission 
that  a  public  hearing  be  held  on  February  16,  at  2:00  p.m,,  in 
order  that  interested  parties  may  present  their  views. 

Commissioner  White  suggested  that  the  matter  of  extension  of 
service  to  the  Produce  Market  Area  be  included.  Commissioner 
Grceribcrg  asked  that  the  question  of  possible  modification  of 
service  for  the  Hall  of  Justice  area  be  included.     It  was  agreed 
that  these  two  items  be  included.     The  Commission  directed  the 
Secretary  to  prepare  the  Notice  of  Public  Hearing  and  that  the 
neighborhood  civic  groups  and  interested  parties  be  notified. 


In  the  matter  of  the  Pacific  Southwest  Airlines'  rates  between 
Oakland/Los  Angeles  and  San  Francisco/Los  Angeles,  Public  Utilities 
Counsel  William  F.  Bourne  reported  the  State  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission had  extended  the  period  to  February  17  within  which  Pacific

Mr.  Carr  said  he  met  with  J.  Floyd  Andrews,  President  of  the 
Pacific  Southwest  Airlines,     Mr,  Andrews  stated  that  on  the  San 
Francisco  fare  he  was  gearing  his  reduction  to  costs  he  will  have 
when  he  puts  the  new  planes  in  service  from  San  Francisco  in  May, 
and  he  could  not  go  along  with  a  second  filing  of  reduction  at 
this  time.     He  said  he  was  willing  to  take  his  chances  with  the 
State  Public  Utilities  Commission, 


Mr,  Carr  informed  the  Commission  that  the  Mayor  has  requested  that 
a  review  be  made  of  the  designs  of  the  proposed  Water  Department 
tanks  and  reservoirs  to  see  if  they  can  be  constructed  in  such  a 
way  as  to  facilitate  development  of  recreation  possibilities,  in 
coordination  with  the  Planning  Commission  and  the  Recreation  and 
Park  Commission, 
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H.  C.  Medbery,  Assistant  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer,  San 
Francisco  Water  Department,  is  preparing  a  list  of  those  proposed 
installations  which  might  be  coordinated  v;ith  Park  and  Recreation.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  JANUARY  ACTIVITIES 

Traffic  Summary  -  1964  Calendar  Year: 

Air  passengers  through  the  Airport  during  1964  increased  by  more  than  a 
million  over  the  1963  figure.    The  683,147  December  passenger  total— up  14.5  per 
cent  over  December  1963 — brought  the  year's  aggregate  to  7,962,374,  up  1,017,168, 
or  14.6  per  cent  over  the  previous  year.     The  total  was  less  than  one-half  of  one 
per  cent  (37,626)  below  an  anticipated  8,000,000  passenger  total--less  than  two 
days  of  the  21,750  daily  passenger  average. 

The  SFIA  passenger  increase  was  slightly  under  the  14.7  per  cent  gain 
reported  nationally  by  the  airline  industry  which  was  the  highest  in  the  last 
decade. 

For  the  first  half  of  the  current  fiscal  year-- July  1  through  December  31- 
passengers  totaled  4,278,430,  up  13.7  per  cent  over  the  corresponding  period  of  the 
previous  year. 

In  other  traffic  categories:    U.  S.  mail  shipped  by  air  in  1964  totaled 
79,261,145  pounds,  a  gain  of  6.6  per  cent  (the  December  volume  was  10,155,355 
pounds,  up  17.3  per  cent  from  the  previous  comparable  period);  air  express 
12,834,604  pounds  vs.  11,887,529  pounds  in  1963,  up  8  per  cent  (the  December 
total  was  1,170,319  pounds,  a  gain  of  18.8  per  cent);  and  air  freight  volume  was 
236,124,056  pounds,  an  increase  of  42.3  per  cent  over  1963  (December's  total  of 
22,209,586  pounds  was  up  48.8  per  cent  over  the  prior  year).     The  national  air 
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freight  increase  for  the  year  is  reported  at  25.7  per  cent. 

Industry  forecasts  for  1965  range  from  9  to  15  per  cent  in  air  passengers 
and  from  15  to  35  per  cent  in  air  cargo  volume. 
Aircraft  Movements: 

Aircraft  movements— landings  and  take-off s--for  the  year  totaled 
250,859,  divided  as  follows:    187,783  scheduled  carrier;  5,676  itinerant  military; 
43,334  itinerant  civil;  3,401  local  military;  9,178  local  civil. 

The  ratio  of  jet-powered  scheduled  aircraft  to  piston-engined  planes 
was  approximately  80-20. 
Revenues : 

Airport  revenues  for  the  first  half  of  the  1964-65  fiscal  year  were 
$4,816,052  (subject  to  final  audit).    This  was  $648,603,  or  15.5  per  cent  more  than 
budget  estimates  for  the  six-month  period,  and  $751,901,  and  18.5  per  cent  more 
than  for  the  corresponding  terra  of  the  previous  fiscal  year. 
Forecasts  for  1965: 

The  airline  industry  nationally  is  anticipating  near  record  increases  for 
1965.    Forecasts  of  traffic  gains  range  from  9  to  15  per  cent  in  air  passengers 
and  air  freight  increases  of  from  15  to  35  per  cent. 
VIPs  at  Airport: 

Full  Airport  courtesies  were  extended  to  Prime  Minister  Sato  of  Japan 
and  his  party  who  arrived  at  6:00  A.M.  on  Sunday,  January  10.    Also,  on  a  later 
date  the  Japanese  "Child  Ambassadors"  party  arrived,  and  greetings  from  Mayor 
Shelley  were  extended  by  a  member  of  the  PUC  Public  Relations  Bureau. 

Four  representatives  of  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority,  which  operates 
Logan  International  Airport  at  Boston,  were  briefed  on  SFIA  expansion  plans  and 
operational  problems  by  PUC  President  Thomas  P.  White  and  Airport  staff  members. 
Of  especial  interest  to  the  visitors  was  the  Airport  Parking  Garage  and  its 
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relation  to  air  passenger  convenience  with  its  inter-level  speed  ramps  and  speed 
walks  and  speed  ramps  linking  the  garage  to  the  air  passenger  terminal  buildings. 

The  visitors  were  Edward  J.  King,  executive  director;  Thomas  G.  Brown,  Jr., 
member;  Richard  E.  Mooney,  director  of  aviation;  and  Thomas  Kuhn,  chief  engineer  of 
the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority. 

Similar  information  was  given  to  three  visitors  from  Canada's  Department 
of  Transport,  Ottawa,  Canada.    They  were  A.  K.  Beak  and  A.  J.  Watson,  Division  of 
Research  and  Planning,  and  A.  L.  Samur,  Division  of  Economic  Policy  and  Research. 
The  Department  of  Transport  has  jurisdiction  over  and  operates  publicly-owned 
airports  throughout  Canada. 

Trung  Vu  Nam,  assistant  manager  of  the  Saigon  (South  Viet  Nam)  Inter- 
national Airport,  ended  a  three-month  inspection  tour  of  airports  in  the  United 
States  as  a  guest  of  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency's  Office  of  International 
Aviation  Affairs  with  a  two-day  visit  at  SFIA. 
Burlingame  Planning  Meet; 

The  Burlingame  City  Planning  Commission  held  a  public  hearing  relating  to 
proposals  for  regulations  for  the  "tidal  plain"  district  within  the  Burlingame  city 
limits.     Inasmuch  as  a  substantial  portion  of  that  "tidal  plain"  lies  within  Airport 
boundaries,  SFIA  Assistant  General  Manager  John  F.  Meacham  attended  to  point  out 
SFIA  interests  in  the  proposal.     Following  extensive  discussion,  consideration  of 
the  regulations  was  postponed  for  sixty  days. 
Old  Pan  Am  Base  Inspection: 

General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  James  K.  Carr  and  SFIA  staff  members 
escorted  members  of  the  Finance  Committee,  Board  of  Supervisors,  on  a  tour  of  the 
Airport,  including  the  old  Pan  American  World  Airways  Base,  and  discussed  f inane 
required  to  make  that  base  revenue-producing.

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Parking: 

The  auto  parking  and  traffic  congestion  which  began  prior  to  Christmas 
continued  over  the  New  Year  weekend.     Some  small  relief  came  at  midweek  between 
the  holidays  but  the  build-up  resumed,  and  an  over-capacity  of  some  900  to  1100 
cars  were  parked  along  roadways  and  in  other  usually  restricted  areas.    A  near 
crisis  on  Sunday,  January  3,  resulted  from  unusually  heavy  passenger  traf f ic--some 
airlines  reported  the  greatest  volume  of  passengers  at  SFIA  in  history--combined 
with  heavy  rains  which  at  times  interrupted  the  flow  of  autos  on  the  Airport's 
main  entrance  and  exit  roads  and  in  the  passenger  terminal  areas. 
Emergency  Procedures : 

The  Airport  Operations  Division  has  embarked  on  a  program  of  working 
with  tenants  who  might  have  aeronautical  emergencies  within  or  near  our  boundaries 
to  improve  all  emergency  procedures.     Follow-up  meetings  will  be  scheduled  to 
review  each  emergency  after  it  is  handled  to  ascertain  if  there  are  shortcomings 
in  the  procedures  and  to  correct  any  which  may  be  found. 

Further  work  in  this  area  is  to  include  a  review  of  all  Airport  rules 
and  regulations,  contracting  and  leasing  policies  and  construction  practices  to 
attain  a  maximum  degree  of  safety  in  aeronautical  operations.

Public 
Utilities  Counsel  explained  that  this  involved  zoning,  and  a  ques- 
tion of  "abuse  of  discretion";  and  that  if  lessee  retained  private 
counsel  to  file  some  kind  of  action,  the  City  of  South  San  Francisco 
could  nullify  it  by  filing  "eminant  domain"  proceedings. 

Commissioner  Simon  asked  if  the  lessee  were  willing  to  erect  this 
building  in  a  different  section  if  this  became  necessary.  Mr.  Smith 
explained  the  building  problems  involved  in  a  different  location, 
in  particular  the  sewer.     He  estimated  this  would  involve  an  addi- 
tional expenditure  of  Sl5,000.     The  best  location  of  the  building 
is  the  one  presently  laid  out  in  the  plans. 

In  answer  to  further  Commission  questions,  Mr.  Smith  said  in  order 
to  meet  the  conditions  of  the  lease  the  bar  and  banquet  hall  must 
be  constructed — the  bid  was  submitted  on  this  basis. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  said  this  appeared  to  him  to  be  a  matter  of 
the  lessee's  paying  the  difference  in  the  cost  of  the  sewer — that 
Mr.  Smith  is  talking  about  the  City  losing  $12,500  and  the  lessee 
saving  $15,000.     Commissioner  Rousseau  said  it  is  the  Commission's 
business  to  see  that  the  City  gets   what    it  is  entitled  to,  and 
that  inasmuch  as  the  building  can  be  put  in  another  location,  then 
it  should  be  built  elsewhere.     He  did  not  wish  to  see  a  precedent 
set  by  the  Commission  which  would  be  difficult  to  overcome. 

Commissioner  Stack  questioned  Mr.  Smith  and  H.C.  Medbery,  Assistant 
General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer,  San  Francisco  Water  department 
as  to  the  date  of  commencement  of  the  lease  and  Mr.  Smith's  appli- 
cation for  permit,  and  said  that  the  timely  application  of  the 
lessee  and  refusal  of  the  Clt^~  of  South  San  Francisco  to  grant  the 
building  permit  are  circumstances  totally  beyond  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions of  the  lease.     The  granting  of  relief  because  of  the  damage 
to  the  golf  course  due  to  inclement  weather,  which  was  discussed  at 
last  week's  mooting,  would  in  effect  be  a  precedent.     However,  he 
said  this  is  a  different  matter,  which  in  his  opinion  could  be  re- 
solved in  either  of  two  ways:     l)  City  of  South  San  Francisco  make 
up  its  mind  as  to  whether  or  not  it  will  extend  Oak  Street;  and  2) 
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in  lieu  thereof  the  lessee  construct  on  an  alternate  site,  with  the 
additional  cost  of  the  sewer. 

In  answer  to  the  Commission's  question,  Mr.  Smith  estimated  it  would 
take  approximately  12  weeks  to  obtain  new  plans  and  approval  by  the 
Planning  Commission,  a  month  for  bid  advertising  and  award  of  con- 
tract, and  four  months  to  construct. 

Mr.  Bourne  said  that  as  a  matter  of  policy  the  City  of  South  San 
Francisco  should  take  some  action  on  the  permit  and  asked  Mr.  Smith 
if  there  was  any  condition  in  that  city's  law  that  it  would  have  to 
act  within  a  certain  length  of  time.     Mr.  Smith  did  not  know  this 
answer. 

Mr.  Bourne  advised  the  Commission  that  it  was  legally  within  its 
power  to  do  what  was  asked  in  the  resolution — to  extend  the  minimum 
rental  of  $2500  for  a  period  of  one  year  in  order  to  permit  the 
"Lessee  to  complete  construction  and  operate  on  sound  financial  basis. 
The  action  would  not  constitute  a  gift  of  public  funds  inasmuch  as 
the  amendment  to  the  lease  would  be  so  worded  that  the  lessee  would 
expend  an  additional  $25,000. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  moved  that  the  resolution  be  amended  to  read 
that  the  annual  minimum  rental  be  extended  for  a  period  of  six  months 
in  order  to  allow  the  lessee  to  work  out  the  details. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  asked  the  lessee  if  he  would  agree  to  go 
ahead  and  spend  the  amount  of  $25,000  regardless  of  the  decision  of 
the  South  San  Francisco  Planning  Commission,     Mr.  Smith  replied  in 
the  affirmative.     Thereupon  Commissioner  Greenberg  seconded  the 
motion.     The  motion  for  amendment  was  carried,  and  the  resolution 
as  amended  was  adopted. 


Water  Department  Calendar  Item  ^6,  authorizing  bid  call  for  WD  Con- 
tract No.  1110— Construction  of  2  four  nillloiL  gallon  steel  tanks 
in  McLaren  Park?  was  taken  off  calendar  at  the  request  of  the 
General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  in  view  of  the  Mayor's  recent 
request  for  a  review  of  the  designs  of  such  proposed  construction 
so  as  to  obtain  maximum  use  for  recreation  purposes  in  coordination 
with  the  Park  and  Recreation  and  Planning  Commissions. 


In  response  to  Commissioner  White's  question,  Mr.  Medbery  explained 
this  construction  will  replace  the  Wilde  Reservoir,  which  is 
inadequate  and  is  to  be  abandoned.     Mr,  Medbery  was  requested  to 
furnish  the  Commission  with  a  report  as  to  whether  the  estimated 
$510,000  cost  of  WD  Contract  No.  1110  includes  the  dismanteling  of 
the  Wilde  reservoir  and  what  use  will  be  made  of  the  old  site. 
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In  regard  to  Resolution  No.  65-0100,  authorizing  issuance  of  Airport 
Space  or  Use  Permit  to  Flying  Tiger  Line,  Airport  Manager  George  F. 
Hansen  explained  that  this  was  the  first  rental  of  area  in  the  old 
Pan  American  hangar.     Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  the  change  in  the  past 
policy  of  the  Commission,  i.e.  the  new  rental  rate  of  $1.20  per 
square  foot  per  year  as  compared  to  $.80  per  square  foot  for  the 
hangar  space. 

Mr.  Hansen  explained  one-half  of  the  hangar  is  still  available  for 
rent.     Rental  income  in  the  area  of  the  old  Pan  American  "base  is 
presently  slightly  in  excess  of  $100,000  per  year.     There  are  addi- 
tional proposals  and  in  the  next  six  months  the  rental  income  is 
expected  to  rise  to  $200,000. 


In  reference  to  Resolution  No.  65-0101,  Mr,  Hansen  explained  that 
the  move  of  Slick  Airways  from  its  present  location  to  Plot  6A  at 
San  Francisco  International  Airport,  is  being  made  for  the  con- 
venience of  the  airport  because  of  the  construction  of  Cargo  Build- 
ing No.  4-. 

Mr,  Hansen  said  he  has  been  holding  meetings  with  United  Air  Lines, 
American,  Pan  American,  Slick,  and  Western  with  respect  to  their 
future  cargo  needs.     This  relates  to  the  updating  of  the  Airport 
master  plan.     For  this  reason  it  is  not  feasible  to  enter  into 
long-term  leases  of  certain  parcels  of  land  for  development  of  air 
cargo  facilities.     The  Commission  agreed  that  as  a  matter  of  policy 
the  Airport  presently  should  not  enter  into  long  term  leases  for 
the  development  of  air  cargo  facilities.     Commissioner  Stack  asked 
about  the  completion  date  for  the  updating  of  the  Master  Plan. 

Mr.  Carr  said  the  basis  of  the  land-use  plan  should  be  ready  by  the 
end  of  the  year;  after  which  staff  would  proceed  to  pull  the  parts 
together.. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  if  it  could  be  determined  within  a  few 
months  whether  or  not  the  former  Pan  American  area  could  be  utilized 
for  air  cargo  purposes— determine  what  buildings  are  useable,  what 
should  be  demolished  and  the  area  filled  and  graded  to  remove  the 
settlement  problem — and  in  the  interim  period  engage  in  the  filling 
operations  south  of  runway  10R  and  west  of  28L.     By  the  end  of  10 
years  that  land  would  be  settled  and  the  final  phase  of  air  cargo 
operations  could  be  placed  in  that  360  acre  location.     He  pointed 
oat  this  might  eliminate  a  lot  of  traffic. 

Mr.  Hansen  said  this  is  something  that  is  to  be  studied,  but  many 
other  possibilities  are  also  to  be  studied — the  possibility  of 
moving  the  Coast  Guard  and  the  tank  farm.     The  problem  is  very 
broad.     80  to  95%  of  the  cargo  presently  moves  on  passenger  planes. 
The  distance  from  the  air  cargo  area  and  the  passenger  terminals  is 
on  important  consideration. 

Connissioner  Stack  urged  the  study,  as  this  will  give  the  answer  to 
the  policy  question  as  to  whetheror  not  the  Commission  would  be 
interested  in  long  range  lease  terms  with  carriers  for  the  con- 
struction of  their   ^wn  facilities. 
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With  regard  to  Resolution  No.  65-0102,  authorizing  issuance  of 
Airport  Space  or  Use  Pernit  to  Philippine  Air  Lines,  Inc.  to  occupy 
an  additional  area  in  the  South  Terminal  at  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport,  namely,  383  square  feet  in  Pier  C  to  be  used  as 
a  VIP  Roon. 

Mr.  Carr  explained  that  this  authorization  was  "being  given  con- 
tingent upon  lessee's  compliance  with  some  very  minor  changes  in 
decorative  treatment  of  the  areas  at  the  doors  from  the  public 
concourse  and  to  the  departure  corridor  as  requested  by  0.  L.  Moore, 
General  Manager,  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau. 


General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items: 

Mr.  Carr  reported  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  had  approved  a  joint 
powers  agreement  relating  to  the  coordinated  transit  study  agreement 
between  Alameda-Contra  Costa  Transit  District,  Bay  Area  Rapid  Trans- 
it District  and  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  that  an  appli- 
cation for  Federal  grant  would  be  forwarded  to  the  U.S.  Housing  and 
Home  Finance  Agency  in  Washington  on  Thursday,  February  11. 

Mr.  Carr  said  meetings  are  now  being  held  to  prepare  for  the  selec- 
tion of  engineering  consultants. 


Mr.  Carr  reported  the  cable  car  system  study  is  progressing  satis- 
factorily and  a  full  report  will  be  presented  to  the  Commission  in 
the  near  future.     In  the  meanwhile,  George  Lewis,  who  has  been 
assigned  to  this  task,  is  making  minor  corrections  and  revisions 
wherever  possible. 


In  the  matter  of  transfer  of  the  electric  load  of  the  United  Air 
?.ines  maintenance  base  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport, 
Mr.  Carr  stated  that  two  more  weeks  will  be  required  to  complete 
the  investigation. 


On  the  subject  of  the  nighttime  closing  of  the  downtown  airlines 
terminal,  Mr.  Carr  read  to  the  Commission  a  letter  received  from 
the  Sky  Cap  Porter  Service  who  have  the  concession  for  the  handling 
of  baggage  at  the  Taylor  &  O'Farrell  Street  terminal. 

The  letter  stated  the  newspapers  were  incorrect  in  saying  that 
porter  service  was  not  available  at  night  after  the  closing  of  the 
terminal  -  that,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  two  men  are  on  duty  until 
midnight,  one  man  is  on  duty  until  5:30  a.m.,  and  the  full  crew  of 
porters  comes  to  work  at  5:00  a.m. 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  had  a  meeting  scheduled  with  the  airlines  and  the 
owners  of  the  building  relative  to  the  terminal  being  closed  at 
night,  and  that  he  would  be  glad  to  include  the  Sky  Cap  Porter 
Service  in  the  discussions. 
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In  regard  to  the  petition  of  Mrs.  Esther  Bragan  for  a  hearing  rela- 
tive to  the.^rerouting  of  the  No.  10  Municipal  Railway  Bus  Line, 
which  was  discussed  at  the  meeting  of  January  26,  Mr,  Carr  reported 
receipt  df  a  letter  from  another  resident  in  that  area,  Mr.  Howard  E. 
McLin.     Mr.  McLin1 s  letter,  in  which  he  complained  of  the  disturb- 
ance created  by  this  line  on  Lawton  Street,  was  read  aloud  to  the 
Commission. 

Mrs.  Bragan  was  present,  and  requested  a  response  to  her  petition. 
Mr.  Carr  explained  that  the  investigation  of  this  matter  was 
assigned  to  James  J.  Finn,  Secretary  and  Assistant  General  Manager, 
administrative,  and  that  Mr.  Finn  had  had  a  meeting  in  the  office 
with  Mrs.  Bragan  and  other  residents  of  the  area.  Unfortunately, 
Mr.  Finn  has  been  ill  the  last  week  and  will  remain  off  from  work 
for  another  week;     therefor  ,  this  matter  will  be  deferred  until 
his  return* 


Mr,  Carr  announced  that  he  had  received  during  the  week  a  lengthy 
communication  containing  suggestions  as  to  the  Cable  Car  operation. 
He  said  this  letter  was  the  result  of  an  article  on  San  Francisco's 
cable  cars  appearing  recently  in  a  national  periodical. 


Departmental  Report: 

Hetch  Hetchy  Project  monthly  report  was  presented  by  0.  L.  Moore, 
General  Manager,  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  and  Utilities  Engineering 
Bureau. 

Commissioner  Stack  questioned  Mr.  Moore  relative  to  the  statement 
that  the  three  mountain  reservoirs  will  fill  and  spill,  and  asked 
if  that  water  will  be  retained, 

Mr.  Moore  replied  the  plan  is  to  bring  the  water  up  to  the  lip  and 
then  spill.     Generating  units  will  be  adjusted  from  that  time  to 
assure  no  further  spill.     The  by-pass  tunnel  between  Eleanor  and 
Cherry  is  now  in  operation, 

Mr,  Carr  reported  that  R.  W.  Beck  and  Associates,  the  consultants 
who  are  performing  a  study  and  analysis  with  respect  to  the  feasi- 
bility of  increasing  the  installed  capacity  at  Moccasin  Powerhouse, 
have  investigated  whether  there  was  any  practical  advantage  in  ■ 
raising  the  tailrace  elevation  at  Canyon  Power  Plant.     They  have 
found  the  expenditure  involved  would  not  justify  the  advantages. 
Mr.  Moore  has  recommended  against  it,  and  Mr.  Carr  said  he  concurs 
in  Mr,  Moore* s  recommendation.    R.  W.  Beck  is  now  looking  at  the 
peaking  possibilities  of  Moccasin  and  additional  installation. 


Roll  Call: 

Commissioner  White  noted  the  recent  passing  of  the  wife  of 
J.  Hart  Clinton,  Editor  and  Publishers  of  the  San  Mateo  Tines,  a  man 
who  has  shown  much  interest  in  the  advancement  of  San  Francisco 
International  Airport.     Commissioner  White  requested  that  a  letter 
from  the  Commission  be  addressed  Mr.  Clinton,  extending  to  him  and 
the  family  heartfelt  sympathy  over  the  loss  of  Mrs.  Clinton. 
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Commissioner  Stock  stated  that  a  letter  of  sympathy  from  the  Coriis- 
sion  has  "been  sent.

11t.  Carr  presented  for  the  Commission's  decision,  an  application 
for  leave  to  present  a  late  claim  against  the  City  for  alleged 
Injuries  suffered  by  Nellie  Kirwan  on  August  11,  1964- ,  as  a  result 
of  an  alleged  fall  on  board  a  Municipal  Railway  bus  at  Stockton  and 
Market  Streets. 

Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne  stated  the  claimant's 
grounds  for  her  application  were  "mistake,  inadvertence,  surprise 
and  excusable  neglect".     The  claimant  was  elderly  and  was  under  the 
impression  her  attorney  would  take  the  necessary  steps  to  keep  her 
-eligibility  for  settlement  or  lawsuit  alive  by  filing  a  claim.  This 
was  not  done.     The  file  supplied  to  the  City  Attorney1 s  Office  in- 
dicated there  was  no  contact  between  the  claims  representative  of 
the  Railway  and  the  applicant.     However,  the  department  indicates 
the  awareness  of  the  accident  on  the  part  of  the  bus  operator,  and 
in  its  records  are  names  and  addresses  of  witnesses  to  the  accident, 

Mr.  Bourne  advised  that  on  the  basis  of  the  provision  of  the  Govern- 
ment Code  which  allows  the  Commission  to  grant  this  relief  - 
"mistake,  inadvertence,  surprise  and  excusable  neglect"  -  the  City 
attorney's  search  of  the  matter  indicates  that  there  is  enough  in 
the  file  for  the  Commission,  at  its  discretion,  to  grant  this  relief. 

Mr.  Bourne  further  stated  that  the  courts  are  now  setting  up  pattern 
which  shows  indications  that  they  are  allowing  these  late  claims  to 
be  filed. 

Upon  motion  of  Commissioner  Greenberg,  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Simon,  Resolution  No.  65-0107  was  adopted  granting  permission  to 
Nellie  Kirwan  to  file  a  late  claim;  four  Commissioners^   voting  aye, 
Commissioner  White  voting  no. 
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Commissioner  Greenberg  spoke  of  the  recent  death  of  James  Leo  Halley, 
who  for  a  period  of  15  years  served  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.

SUBJECT:     MONTHLY  REPORT  ON  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 
HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 

The  results  of  the  first  snow  survey  of  the  season  indicate  that  the  snovpack  on  the 
City's  mountain  watershed  is  approximately  twice  that  of  last  year  at  this  time, 
With  normal  precipitation  after  February  1,  it  is  estimated  that  the  runoff  will 
be  137$  of  normal  and  that  the  three  mountain  reservoirs  will  fill  and  spill. 

During  the  past  three  weeks,  approximately  2,000  acre-feet  of  water  per  day  has 
been  released  from  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  to  provide  flood  control  storage  space 
as  required  by  our  contract  with  the  Corps  of  Engineers,  U.  S.  Army. 

Power  Production 

During  the  month  of  January,  Moccasin  and  Cherry  Powerhouses  generated  UU,U60,000 
kilowatt-hours  and  77,0199000  kilowatt-hours,  respectively. 

Replacement  of  Moccasin  Powerhouse 

To  permit  manufacturers  more  time  to  prepare  bids ,  the  Purchaser  of  Supplies  has 
postponed  the  bid  opening  date  for  the  new  Moccasin  turbines  to  February  15,  1965. 
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Debris  Deflector  at  Moccasin 

The  concrete  abutments  for  the  debris  deflector  on  Moccasin  Creek  were  completed. 
Shop  fabrication  of  the  trash  racks,  structural  steel  members }  and  pipe  columns 
is  under  way. 

Newark-Airport  Transmission  Line 

Studies  are  in  progress  on  the  economic  feasibility  of  extending  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
transmission  line  from  P.G.  &  E.'s  Newark  substation  to  the  Airport  to  supply 
Hetch  Hetchy  power  directly. 

CANYON  POWER  PROJECT 
Canyon  Tunnel 

Final  cleanup  of  the  invert  and  rock  trap  was  completed  at  North  Mountain  Adit. 
The  steel  walkway  at  the  rock  trap  was  installed.    Mortar  lining  of  the  steel 
liner  downstream  of  the  rock  trap  was  started. 

Painting  of  the  9-foot  diameter  steel  conduit  and  miscellaneous  metal  piping  in  the 
existing  diversion  tunnel  at  0  * Shaughnessy  Dam  is  progressing  and  is  about  65% 
complete . 

Canyon  Powerhouse 

Excavation  for  the  powerhouse  foundation  continues.    The  lowest  benched  area  at 
present  is  near  the  north  end  of  the  tailrace  at  about  the  same  elevation  as  the 
turbine  room. 

The  electrical  subcontractor  completed  the  assembly  of  the  crossarms  for  the  22-kv 
construction  power  line  and  is  stringing  cable  and  installing  the  line  disconnect 
switch.    The  substation  for  construction  nower  was  also  started. 
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Oil  Circuit  Breakers 

Four  bids  were  received  by  the  City  Purchaser  on  February  1,  1965  for  the  furnishing 
and  delivery  of  two  230-kv  oil  circuit  breakers  for  Intake  Switchyard.     The  low  bid 
of  $120,503  was  submitted  by  Westinghouse  Electric  Corp.    High  bid  was  $lU4,U25. 

0 ' Shaughnessy  Dam  Power  Plant 

Final  approval  of  the  granting  of  additional  rights-of-way  required  for  construction 
of  the  small  O'Shaughnessy  Dam  power  plant  and  the  transmission  line  leading  there- 
from was  received  from  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Land  Management.     These  were  granted 
under  provisions  of  the  Raker  Act. 

SAN  JOAQUIN  PIPE  LINE  NO.  3 

Section  B  (San  Joaquin  River  to  Qakdale) 

Contractor's  final  cleanup  is  progressing  slowly  due  to  adverse  weather  conditions. 
The  contract  is  approximately  99%  complete. 

Cross-Connection  at  Albers  Road  and  Related  Work 

The  first  stage  of  the  cross-connection  with  Lines  No.  1  and  2  at  Albers  Road  was 
completed  on  January  22,  I965.     This  consisted  of  removing  existing  sections  of  the 
58"  diameter  Pipeline  No.  1  and  replacing  with  new  pipe,  relocating  an  existing  36" 
plug  valve  and  tee  section,  and  pouring  concrete  encasement  and  valve  pedestal. 
Work  is  in  progress  on  stage  two  of  the  operation  involving  Pipeline  No.  2. 

Jacking  was  completed  of  kQ  lineal  feet  of  91-inch  corrugated  metal  pipe  casing 
under  Albers  Road  for  the  pipe  encasement.    Work  continues  on  the  fabrication  of 
the  venturi  meter,  coal  tar  enamel  lining  and  coating  of  the  pipe  and  pipe 
specials,  and  excavation  of  the  venturi  meter  vault  west  of  Albers  Road.

As  of  February  1,  19&5,  under  the  street  lighting  rehabilitation  program  in  overhead 
districts,  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  has  removed  approximately  J+,700 
obsolete  incandescent  units  and  has  installed  approximately  6,900  new  mercury  vapor 
units.     In  January,  despite  inclement  weather,  507  new  units  were  installed.

Commissioner  Stack  opened  the  hearing  by  calling  for  discussion  of 
Item  #5*    V,  W.  Anderson,  General  Manager  of  Municipal  Railway, 
presented  his  report  and  recommendation  covering  service  possibili- 
ties for  this  area.     He  said  this  item  and  Item  #4  -  extension  of 
service  to  the  Produce  Market  Area  -  arc-  interrelated  and  should  be 
considered  together. 

Mr.  Anderson  explained  that  as  a  result  of  requests  for  service  in 
these  areas,  as  well  as  other  requests  for  service  from  Potrero 
Hill  directly  downtown  rather  than  by  shuttle,  it  was  deemed  most 
practicable  to  establish  a  new  line  in  order  to  offer  the  best  over- 
all means  for  improvement  in  service. 

The  proposed  new  line  would  start  from  Cortland  and  Bayshorc  and 
operate  via  Toland  through  the  Produce  Market  area,  thence  over 
the  easterly  leg  of  present  Line  #53  (part  of  Potrero  Hill)  and 
via  7^  Street  to  Market,  and  returning  via  6&  Street.     Routing  via 
7^  and  6tb  Streets  would  provide  a  service  improvement  to  the  Hall 
of  Justice  area. 

This  new  line,  No,  5^,  would  operate  from  approximately  6:30  a.m. 

6:30  p.m.  on  weekdays.     Three  coaches  would  be  required  to 
provide  20  minute  service,  one  of  which  would  be  released  from 
Line  #53.     The  net  additional  equipment  requirement  would  be  two 
coaches . 

Mr,  Anderson  said  the  proposed  new  #54-  line  would  accommodate 
Produce  Market  employees  working  day  shifts. 

Re  explained  the  proposed  rerouting  of  the  Line  #25  Owl  coaches  to 
provide  an  improvement  in  service  for  those  Produce  Market  employees 
required  to  report  for  duty  in  the  early-morning  hours.  He 
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reported  that  previous  contacts  with  community  representatives 
has  indicated  no  objection  to  this  suggested  change, 

Mr,  Anderson  further  explained  the  proposed  abandonments  and  sub- 
stitutions for  establishing  Line  #54-,  and  related  changes  to  Lines 
#10 j  #19,  #25-4-7  Owl  v. and  #53,     The  increase  in  operating  cost 
per  year  is  estimated  at  $4-0,000, 

Commissioner  Stack  called  for  discussion  from  the  public, 

■Judge  Albert  A*  ^xelrod,  representing  the  Municipal  Court  and 
occupants  of  the  Hall  of  Justice,  spoke  in  favor  of  the  proposed 
service  insofar  as  the  Hall  of  Justice  is  concerned.     He  proposed 
the  service  be  on  a  10  minute  schedule  instead  of  20  minutes, 
between  8:00  a.m.  and  4:00  p.m. 

rlr.  Edward  Lahl,  Supervisor  of  Supplies,  San  Francisco  Unified 
school  District,  spoke  in  favor  of  the  proposal  and  was  anxious 
"c o  have  service  to  the  new  warehouse  at  801  Toland  Street,  which 
will  be  opened  about  March  15. 

Mrs.  Carl  Sundahl,  1230  -  19th  Street,  representing  Potrero  Hill 
Residents  and  Home  Owners  Council,  spoke  in  favor  of  the  service 
and  proposed  additional  service  at  night. 

Mr,  George  H,  Casey,  Manager,  Wholesale  Fruit  &  Produce  Dealers 
Association  of  San  Francisco,  2095  Jerrold  Avenue,  was  pleased  to 
learn  of  the  proposed  new  line.     He  presented  to  the  Commission 
a  summary  of  suggestions,  including  a  change  in  the  routing  of  the 
#25  and  #10  lines  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Produce  Market. 

He  further  stated  a  minimum  of  200-250  people  per  day  would  use 
bus  transportation  to  and  from  their  work  in  the  Terminal, 
arriving  at  work  at  2,  3,  4,  7  and  8:00  a.m.,  and  leaving  at  11, 
12,  1,  4,  5  and  6:00  p.m. 

Mrs,  Alfred  Ness,  674  ^rkansas  Street,  member  of  the  Transporta- 
tion Committee,  Potrero  Boosters  and  Merchants  Assn.;  and  Mrs. 
Babctte  Drcfkc,  701  Kansas  Street,  Potrero  Boosters  and  Merchants 
.Issn. ,  thanked  the  General  Manager  and  staff  of  the  Municipal  Rail- 
way for  their  cooperation  in  supplying  information,  but  stated 
their  organization  had  not  had  time  to  hold  a  meeting  on  this  and 
requested  postponement  of  a  decision.

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REVENUE  AND  EXPENDITURES: 

Adult  fare  passenger  revenue  for  the  first  seven  months  of  this 
fiscal  year  was  0.66^  less  than  for  the  corresponding  period  last 
year.     Total  revenue  for  the  period  July  1,  1964  through 
January  31,  1965,  was  $102,907  less  than  the  budget  estimate. 
Expenditures  during  this  period  were  $345,882  less  than  the  "budget 
estimate • 


WEATHER  —  EFFECT  ON  REVENUE: 


While  the  previous  monthly  report  indicated  a  $60,000  decrease 
in  revenue  from  December  21  to  January  6  because  of  adverse 
weather  conditions,  the  recent  trend  with  better  weather  con- 
ditions is  more  favorable. 

During  the  last  half  of  January,  passenger  revenue  from  150  fares 
was  4-. 9$  more  than  the  corresponding  days  one  year  ago. 


CHINESE  PARADE: 

Special  arrangements  were  made  to  handle  transit  service  during 
the  Chinese  Parade  on  Saturday  night,  February  13.     Provision  was 
made  for  turning  back  or  rerouting  cars  and  coaches  on  Lines  J, 
K,  L,  1,   2,   5,  6,   7,  8,   21,   30,   31,   38,   55,  and  71-72. 

The  arrangement  necessarily  included  the  suspension  of  California 
Street  cable  car  operation  during  the  parade  period  because  of 
the  line  being  blocked  at  Grant  Avenue. 


BENEFIT  BASEBALL  GAME: 

Special  arrangements  were  also  made  to  provide  shuttle  service 
from  3rd  &  Gilman  to  Candlestick  Park  on  Sunday,  February  14-, 
for  a  benefit  baseball  game. 


YOUTH  SYMPHONY: 

A  Youth  Symphony  will  be  held  February  18  and  19  when  12,000 
school  children  are  expected  to  attend.     Extra  service  will  be 
provided  and  inspectors  assigned  to  assist  in  transporting  these 
children  between  the  schools  and  the  Civic  Auditorium. 

SCHOOL  CHARTERS: 

Two  additional  morning  School  Charter  coaches  will  be  required  for 
the  spring  term — and  one  less  coach  will  be  required  for  afternoon 
School  Charter  service. 
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TEST  ENGINE ; 

The  Mack  Company  is  installing  a  test  engine  in  Municipal  Railway 
motor  coach  No.  2662  together  with  a  new  type  of  turbo-charger 
and  injection  pump.     Checks  will  be  made  of  the  results  obtained 
with  this  coach  in  arriving  at  certain  conclusions  for  power 
equipment  in  the  new  Mack  coaches  in  accordance  with  specifi- 
cations . 


POWELL  &  WASHINGTON  CURVE ; 


A  new  chafing  bar  has  been  installed  in  the  curve  at  Washington 
&  Powell  to  replace  the  worn-out  bar.     Also,  new  pulleys  were 
installed  in  this  curve  where  required  to  maintain  proper  cable 
distance  from  all  yokes.     New  brackets  for  curve  pulley  supports 
are  being  made  and  will  be  installed  as  soon  as  they  are  received. 


CALIFORNIA  CABLE: 

New  California  line  cable  #61  was  installed  January  28,  1965,  to 
replace  the  old  cable  #71  which  had  been  in  service  206  days. 
The  average  life  of  this  cable  is  300  days.     The  excessive  amount 
of  rain  during  December  made  it  very  difficult  to  maintain  tar  on 
this  cable.     In  addition,  the  drainage  in  the  channel  on 
California  between  Drumm  and  Sansome  Streets  is  affected  by  tides 
and  considerable  water  collects  in  this  area  during  heavy  rains. 
The  cable  traveling  through  this  area  adds  to  the  difficulty  of 
keeping  tar  on  the  cable. 


KIRKLANL  YARD; 

Repairs  were  made  at  the  Kirkland  Yard  consisting  of  installing 
18  tons  of  asphalt  paving  in  the  areas  where  the  most  hazardous 
conditions  existed.     Repairs  were  made  to  the  fence  in  the  area 
of  the  switchboard  for  flood  lights,  and  the  switchboard  structure 
was  straightened.     In  addition,  vertical  steel  rails  were  in- 
stalled in  front  of  the  switchboard  to  prevent  any  further  damage 
due  to  the  excessive  overtravel  of  buses  backing  into  this  area. 


PLATFORM  MANPOWER; 

The  most  recent  manpower  report  indicates  a  shortage  of  71  plat- 
form men  compared  with  4-9  one  month  ago. 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  has  recently  adopted  a  new  scope  for 
the  employment  of  platform  men,  and  effort  is  being  made  to  step 
up  recruitment. 
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MUNI  MAN  OF  THE  MONTH; 

In  a  rather  unique  ceremony,  Operator  G-uido  Ricci  was  honored  as 
the  163rd  Muni  Man  of  the  Month  at  Kirkland  Division.     He  was 
nominated  by  the  children  in  the  4th,   5th  and  6th  grades  at  the 
Sunnyside  School  who  missed  him  after  he  changed  runs.     On  this 
occasion  the  students'   favorite  operator  called  for  them  in  a 
Muni  bus  and  transported  them  to  Kirkland  where  they  joined  in 
the  celebration.     Also  participating  were  Commissioner 
Thomas  P.  White  and  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  James  K, 
Carr .

TRANSIT  BRIEFS 


LOS  ANGELES.  CALIF.   -  Groundbreaking  for  the  first  portion  of  a  Los 
Angeles  metropolitan  area-wide  rapid  transit  system  will  be  held  some- 
time around  the  first  of  next  year  if  a  legislative  program  just  outlined 
by  the  Southern  California  Rapid  Transit  District  is  enacted  at  the 
current  session  of  the  State  Legislature.     The  program  will  permit  an 
early  go  ahead  on  construction  of  the  portion  of  the  system  to  serve  the 
area  of  greatest  need,  at  the  same  time  providing  for  completion  of  the 
Master  Plan  for  the  comprehensive  rapid  transit  network. 

KANSAS  CITY,  MO.  -  The  Missouri  Public  Service  Commission  approved  a 
service  reduction  at  night  and  on  weekends  by  Kansas  City  Transit,  Inc. 
The  bus  company,  under  a  state  order,  is  permitted  to  eliminate  owl 
service  bus  runs  between  midnight  and  5:00  a.m.  on  all  but  three  routes. 
The  PSC  said  Kansas  City  Transit  was  not  earning  a  reasonable  return  on 
its  investment  and  must  have  some  relief  to  operate  successfully. 

HARRIS BURG,  PA.  -  The  Pennsylvania  Public  Utility  Commission  has  rejected 
a  proposal  that  bus  and  trolley  companies  use  a  white  line  to  separate 
passengers  from  the  operator's  section  in  the  vehicles  because  it  would 
make  no  "appreciable  increase  in  safety."    Testimony  at  hearings  on  the 
separation  line  showed  that  most  vehicles  give  drivers  a  clear  view, 
and  metal  piping,  railings  and  staunchions  in  the  front  of  buses  make  it 
impossible  for  standing  passengers  to  endanger  the  operators,   the  PUC  said. 

BOSTON,  MASS.  -  The  Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation  Authority  recently 
applied  to  the  federal  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency  for  $6  million 
to  help  finance  the  first  phase  of  a  $15  million  modernization  program 
for  the  system's  stations.     The  first  phase  of  the  program  would  mean 
an  expenditure  of  $9  million  for  new  escalators,  fare  collection 
facilities,  lighting  and  new  tile  for  the  walls  and  ceilings. 

CINCINNATI,  OHIO  -  A  "First"  in  the  nation's  transit  industry  has  been 
established  at  the  Cincinnati  Transit  Company  with  the  installation  of 
a  new  "dual  lane"  bus  cleaning  and  servicing  system.     The  pace  setting 
standard  has  been  established  for  the  entire  transit  industry  with  the 
completion  of  the  cleaning  and  servicing  facilities  at  the  local  transit 
company's  Winchell  Avenue  Garage.     "This  is  the  first  dual  lane  system 
in  the  country"  advised  Carleton  P.  Ross,  President  of  Ross  and  White 
Company,  manufacturer  of  the  new  bus  cleaning  equipment.  "Cincinnati 
Transit  now  has  the  most  modern  production  line  servicing  system  in 
the  country." 

NEW  HAVEN,   CONN.  -  More  than  52,000  riders  have  used  the  free  downtown 
shuttle  service  of  Connecticut  Company  since  the  merchants  sponsored 
service  was  extended  to  Grove  Street  two  months  ago.    This  acceptance  by 
the  public  has  justified  the  position  taken  by  the  organizers  of  the 
shuttle  in  their  appearances  before  the  State  Public  Utilities  Commission, 
that  the  free  shuttle  service  they  wished  to  offer  was  a  needed  public 
service* 

CHICAGO,  ILL.   -  An  encouraging  gain  in  riding  on  Chicago  Transit  Authority 
vehicles  was  marked  in  1961+  with  an  increase  of  1,526,122  revenue 
passengers  over  the  previous  year.     The  increase  came  about  in  the  last 
six  months  since  riding  was  down  from  1963  by  about  two  million  revenue 
passengers  at  the  end  of  June.     Commented  Chairman  George  DeMent  of  the 
CTA,  "This  upward  trend  is  encouraging  because  it  is  the  first  year 
since  1959  that  riding  has  increased  over  a  previous  year." 

TUSCON,  ARIZ.   -  The  Arizona  Corporation  Commission  approved  a  five  cent 
increase  of  student  fares  by  the  Tuscon  Rapid  Transit  Company.     One  way 
fares  for  school  children  were  raised  from  15  to  20  cents  per  trip  and 
weekly  student  passes,  which  sold  for  $1.25,  were  cancelled.

Following  staff  discussion,  Mr.  M.  F.  Ittig,  Traffic  Superin- 
tendent,  prepared  a  report  for  me  dated  February  1,  1965 , 
covering  service  possibilities  for  the  new  Produce  Market  area. 

NEW  LINE—NO .  54 ; 

As  a  result  of  these  studies,  there  is  concurrence  that  the 
plan  presented  herein  is  deemed  to  be  the  most  practicable 
and  also  offers  the  best  overall  means  for  improvement  in 
service.     It  involves  the  establishment  of  a  new  line,  desig- 
nated #54-,  as  shown  by  the  attached  drawing.     Present  routing 
of  vicinity  lines  is  also  shown  for  comparison. 

The  new  line  would  start  from  Cortland  &  Bayshore  and  operate 
via  Toland  through  the  Produce  Market  area,   thence  over  the 
easterly  leg  of  present  line  #53  (part  of  Potrero  Hill)  and 
via  7th  Street  to  Market  — ■  and  returning  via  6th  Street. 
Routing  via  7th  and  6th  Streets  would  provide  a  service  im- 
provement to  the  Hall  of  Justice  area.     Line  #54  would  pass 
through  the  industrial  area  on  7th  between  Hubbell  and  Town- 
send  where  the  G-reyhound  Shops  are  located. 

It  is  proposed  that  the  7th  Street  routing  in  the  industrial 
area  be  in  lieu  of  five  Line  #19  trips  to  17th  &  Wisconsin 
in  the  morning  peak  period  and  four  #19  afternoon  peak  trips 
from  17th  &  Wisconsin.     By  comparison,  the  substitute  service 
in  this  general  area  would  be  provided  on  an  all  day  basis  on 
weekdays.     It  is  also  proposed  that  service  provided  by  the 
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General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities 


new  line  which  covers  the  "Apparel  City"  loop  via  Oakdale, 
Bayshore,  Industrial  and  Barneveld  would  be  in  lieu  of  Line  #10 
service  which  presently  operates  around  that  loop  on  weekdays 
only  from  7  a.m.  to  6  p.m.     Line  #10  would  terminate  at  Cort- 
land &  Bayshore  during  all  hours  of  operation. 

As  the  easterly  leg  of  Line  #53  would  be  covered  by  the  new 
line,   it  is  proposed  to  operate  Line  #53  from  16th  &  Bryant 
to  23rd  &  Arkansas  on  weekdays  through  the  p.m.  peak  period. 
Nights,  Saturdays  and  Sundays,  Line  #53  would  follow  the 
existing  route  except  for  reversing  the  direction  of  the  !i18th 
&  Connecticut "  turn-back  loop. 

The  new  line  would  connect  with  Lines  10,   25,   35?  53  5   22,  19- 
(depot  trips),   27?   33  and  41  as  well  as  with  the  Mission  and 
Market  Street  lines. 

Line  #54  would  operate  from  approximately  6:30  a.m.  to  6% 30 
p.m.  on  weekdays. 

Three  coaches  would  be  required  to  provide  20-minute  service — 
one  of  which  would  be  released  from  Line  #53 •     The  net  ad- 
ditional equipment  requirement  would  be  two  coaches.  There 
will  be  a  temporary  shortage  of  coaches  until  relief  in  that 
respect  is  obtained  later  this  year. 

LINE  _#25-"OWL"  : 

While  the  proposed  service  as  previously  described  will  accom- 
modate Produce  Market  employees  working  day  shifts,  other 
Produce  Market  employees  are  required  to  report  for  duty  in 
the  early  morning  hours.     It  is  therefore  proposed  that 
Line  #25-"Owl"  coaches  be  rerouted  daily  as  follows: 

Northbound ;  Prom  Arleta  &  Bayshore  via  regular 
route  to  Bayshore  &  Oakdale,   thence  via  Oakdale, 
Toland,  Evans,  Army,  Potrero  and  regular  route. 

Southbound ;  Prom  Chestnut  &  Scott  via  regular 
route  to  Army  &  Potrero  thence  via  Army,  Evans, 
Toland,  Oakdale,  Bayshore  and  regular  route. 

This  would  provide  half-hour  service  from  Arleta 
&  Bayshore  from  12:37  a.m.  to  4:37  a.m.  and  from 
Chestnut  &  Scott  from  1:18  a.m.   to  5  s 19  a.m. 

In  conjunction  with  this  change,   it  is  also  recom- 
mended that  a  minor  change  be  made  on  the  #25 
line  "Owl11  route  in  the  Wilde  Avenue,  Visitacion 
section  as  shown  by  attached  drawing.

At  present  operation  is  over  a  special  rather 
complicated  route  in  this  area  at  30-minute 
intervals  from  about  1:30  a.m.  to  5:30  a.m. 
daily.     This  route  is  over  some  streets  which 
are  not  otherwise  covered  by  transit  service. 
Previous  contact  with  community  representatives 
has  indicated  no  objection  to  this  change. 


The  increase  in  operating  cost  per  year  is  estimated  at 
$4-0,590. 

RECOMMENDATION: 

Analysis  indicates  that  any  extension  of  service  to  the  Pro- 
duce Market  area  would  require  a  minimum  of  one  additional 
coach.     Similarly  a  short  shuttle  service  to  the  Hall  of 
Justice  area  would  require  a  minimum  of  another  additional 
coach.     The  results  of  this  study  indicate  that  the  usage  of 
these  two  coaches,  together  with  one  of  the  two  coaches  now 
used  on  Line  #53,  would  permit  establishment  of  a  new  line 
as  described.     It  would  provide  a  service  which  would  bene- 
fit not  only  the  Produce  Market  and  Hall  of  Justice  areas, 
but  other  areas  as  well.     The  adoption  of  the  plan  presented 
herein  is  recommended  as  a  service  improvement.     A  list  of 
abandonments  and  substitutions  is  attached.

As  requested  by  Mr.   James  K.  Carr,  General  Manager 
of  the  Public  Utilities,   I  am  submitting  the  following 
report  relative  to  the  requested  extension  of  Line  #19  to 
the  Mission  Rock  area  during  the  morning  and  evening  peak 
periods. 

As  indicated  on  the  attached  map,  the  present 
loop  in  the  vicinity  of  the  S.  P.  Depot  is  via  Brannan, 
Second  and  Townsend  to  the  terminal  east  of  Second. 
Passenger  stops  are  made  on  Brannan  at  Third  and  Second. 

Also  included  on  this  map  is  the  proposed 
extension  which  would  be  operated  via  Brannan,  Third,  China 
Basin,  Mission  Rock,  Third,  King,  Second  and  Townsend  to 
the  present  terminal.     Passenger  stops  would  be  made  on 
Brannan  at  Third,  Third  at  Townsend  (S.  P.  Depot),  China 
Basin  at  Third,  China  Basin  at  Piers  4-8  and  50,  Mission 
Rock  at  Third,  Third  at  China  Basin  and  King.  The 
additional  distance  traversed  would  be  1.1  miles  and 
would  require  9  minutes  more  running  time. 

In  selecting  this  route,  consideration  was  given 
to  present  and  potential  usage  as  well  as  to  the  topography 
of  the  area. 

Passenger  checks  taken  on  Line  #19  indicated 
that  the  major  passenger  generator  in  this  area  is  the 
S.  P.  Depot.     It  was  therefore  deemed  essential  to  retain 
the  present  terminal  on  Townsend,  east  of  Second,   in  order

to  provide  service  similar  to  that  now  afforded  the  majority 
of  the  patrons o     These  checks  also  indicated  that  travel 
via  the  present  loop  was  light  and  that  some  trips  could  be 
diverted  via  Third  to  service  the  Mission  Rock  area. 

Checks  were  also  taken  at  Third  &  China  Basin  and 
Third  &  Mission    Rock  to  ascertain  the  number  of  patrons 
entering  and  leaving  this  area.     These  checks  indicated 
that  the  main  travel  to  the  piers  occurs  in  the  morning 
peak  period  and  from  the  piers  during  the  afternoon  peak 
period.     They  also  indicated  that  it  would  not  be  necessary 
to  schedule  all  Line  #19  trips  to  this  area.  Therefore 
schedules  were  prepared  providing  four  morning  and  four 
evening  peak  period  trips  to  be  operated  via  the  proposed 
route  o 

The  present  Line  #19  schedules  could  not  absorb 
the  additional  running  timee     However,  by  utilizing 
vicinity  lines  it  would  not  be  necessary  to  schedule 
additional  equipment  at  this  time. 

In  view  of  the  above  facts,   if  the  requested 
extension  of  Line  #19  to  the  Mission  Rock  area  is  adopted, 
I  recommend  operating  four  morning  and  four  evening  peak 
period  trips  via  the  route  proposed  above. 

The  estimated  cost  of  operation  is  approximately 
SI, 500c 00  based  on  the  variable  costs  as  of  September  1964.

The  correspondence  attached  to  Mr.  Eneas  Kane's  note  to 
you  confirms  that  experience  with  shuttle  service  to  the 
Legion  of  Honor  has  been  something  less  than  satisfactory 
for  all  concerned  and  patronage  has  been  light. 

On  authorization  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  Shuttle 
Line  #75  was  dropped  in  1954.     Shuttle  service  has  been 
operated  in  the  interim  only  for  special  exhibits. 

Mr.  Edwin  Mejia  has  continued  to  urge  that  a  downtown 
service  be  established  to  determine  if  more  usage  of  transit 
service  can  be  developed — with  the  objective  of  bringing 
more  people  to  the  museum.     While  not  previously  reviewed 
with  you  in  detail,  I  have  kept  you  informed  of  Mr.  Mejia's 
interest  in  this  respect. 

The  Municipal  Railway  staff  has  developed  a  plan  whereby 
Line  #31  can  be  extended  to  the  Legion  of  Honor  on  Saturdays, 
Sundays  and  Holidays  at  approximately  the  same  operating 
cost  as  at  present.     This  is  accomplished  by  a  moderate 
modification  of  headways  during  the  period  involved.  Weekend 
travel  on  Line  #31  is  such  that  this  can  be  done  and  still 
provide  sufficient  carrying  capacity  for  present  patrons 
in  addition  to  some  passenger  traffic  to  the  Legion  of  Honor, 

The  California  Palace  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  is  open  10s 00  a.m 
to  5°00  p.m.,   seven  days  a  week.     Saturdays  and  Sundays  are 
the  days  of  maximum  attendance.     Tentative  schedules  have 
been  prepared  to  provide  service  on  weekends.     The  first 
coach  is  scheduled  to  arrive  at  the  California  Palace  of  the 
Legion  of  Honor  at  9° 50  a.m.  with  the  last  coach  leaving  this 
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point  at  5:10  p.m.     Service  during  this  period  would  "be  at 
12-minute  intervals  on  Saturdays  and  at  24— minute  intervals 
on  Sundays . 

It  is  recommended  that  Line  #31-Balboa  be  extended  on  Satur- 
days and  Sundays  via  Balboa,   33rd  Avenue,  Clement,  Legion 
of  Honor  Drive  to  a  terminal  at  the  California  Palace  of  the 
Legion  of  Honor;  returning  via  Legion  of  Honor  Drive,  Clement, 
33rd  Avenue,  Balboa  and  regular  route. 

The  extension  should  be  on  the  basis  of  a  six  months'  trial 
period  to  determine  the  need  and  usage  of  the  service.

WATER  CONDITIONS 

Total  rainfall  to  date  has  been  about  30*5  inches  at 
Pilarcitos,  18.7  inches  at  Calaveras,  and  17.7  inches  at  Crystal 
Springs  Cottage*     With  no  rainfall  since  February  5,  these  fig- 
ures are  now  close  to  normal  for  mid-February  seasonal  average 
on  the  Peninsula  watershed,  while  Calaveras  rainfall  is  approxi- 
mately 21$  above  normal  for  the  middle  of  February. 

On  February  12,  1965,   there  was  a  total  of  50,236  million 
gallons  of  water  stored  in  Calaveras  and  Peninsula  Reservoirs, 
which  is  18$  more  water  than  was  in  storage  one  year  earlier. 
Calaveras  Reservoir  now  has  28,685  million  gallons  in  storage 
as  the  result  of  heavy  storms  that  produced  a  high  runorr  rate 
from  the  above  average  precipitation. 

On  January  28,   the  delivery  of  water  from  Hetch  Hetchy 
was  reduced  to  approximately  73  MGD  as  the  result  of  putting 
San  Joaquin  Pipeline  No.  1  back  in  service  and  shutting  down 
San  Joaquin  Pipeline  No.  2  as  the  second  part  of  the  shutdown 
necessary  for  construction  work  on  San  Joaquin  Pipeline  No,  3 
near  Albers  Road  south  of  Oakdale, 

WATER  QUALITY 

The  results  of  bacteriological  samples  indicate  that  the 
water  from  Crystal  Springs  and  San  Andreas  Reservoirs  is  now  in 
excellent  condition,   and  the  chlorine  dosages  have  been  reduced 
following  the  increased  requirement  reported  last  month. 

An  investigation  is  being  made  of  possible  sources  of 
sand  and  pieces  of  concrete  reported  by  some  of  our  large  con- 
sumers served  from  the  Bay  Division  pipelines, 

A  total  of  i|9,000  feet  of  I4."  to  8"  mains  were  flushed 
during  January  in  the  Sunset  service  area.     In  addition,  20 
individual  spot  flushing  operations  were  carried  out  to  overcome 
or  prevent  dirty  water  conditions.

Information  meetings  have  been  held  with  representatives 
of  the  Coastside     County  Water  District,  Doelger  Corporation 
and  the  Alameda  County  Water  District  relative  to  agreements  for 
purchase  of  additional  water, 

FREEWAYS 

Junlpero  Serra  Freeway.     Bids  for  relocating  redwood 
water  tanks  and  telephone  lines  were  received  February  I|,  A 
contract  was  awarded  for  Relocating  Section  of  the  Crystal 
Springs  Aqueduct.     A  contract  for  Relocating  Portion  of  5V'  San 
Andreas  Pipeline  at  Crystal  Springs-San  Bruno  Road  was  certified. 
Each  of  the  above  items  is  covered  by  a  separate  Utility  Agree- 
ment with  the  State,  as  the  work  is  made  necessary  by  this 
freeway  construction.     An  agreement  is  in  process  of  execution 
and  estimates  for  another  have  been  requested,     P,G.&  E,  has 
requested  a  permit  to  relocate  its  12  KV  and  60  KV  power  lines 
adjacent  to  Skyline  Blvd. 

19th  Avenue  Extension  (San  Mateo  County).     Maps  have 
been  received  showing  portions  of  our  lands  proposed  to  be  taken 
for  freeway  purposes  in  the  vicinity  of  Ralston  and  Polhemus 
Roads .

FINANCE 

Collections  from  the  sale  of  water  for  the  month  of 
January  amounted  to  $1 , 211 , 20[j_,  which  is  $27,65U  less  than  col- 
lected during  January  196i|.     Collections  for  the  first  seven 
months  of  the  current  fiscal  year  amounted  to  $11,070,105, 
which  is  $898,233  more  than  was  collected  during  the  first  seven 
months  of  the  prior  fiscal  year  and  is  $771*218  greater  than  the 
estimate  used  for  budget  purposes. 

1961  MUNICIPAL  WATER  SYSTEM  BOND  PROJECTS 

James  H,  Turner  Dam  is  completed  except  for  minor  adjust- 
ments and  cleanup  required  before  the  contract  can  be  accepted 
as  completed.     Part  of  the  runoff  from  storms  during  December 
and  January  was  impounded  behind  the  dam.     The  water  surface  is 
about  elevation  38O  feet,  representing  about  1,000  acre-feet  of 
water  stored,  or  \\$>  of  the  reservoir  capacity.

The  Department  has  instituted  In-Service  Training  for 
personnel  responsible  for  carrying  out  construction  procedures 
that  must  be  changed  to  comply  with  the  new  traffic  orders  that

orders  will  increase  the  cost  of  street  work  done  by  the  Depart 
ment  and  its  contractors.

Mr.  Anderson  explained  that  the  $200,000  was  the  estimated  require- 
ment for  the  claim  settlements  for  the  remainder  of  the  fiscal  year. 
J     stated  that  with  the  $200,000,  the  total  amount  expended  will 
.approximate  the  average  paid  out  for  claims  during  the  last  several 
y ears. 


In  response  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  White,  Mr.  Anderson 
explained  that  Resolution  No.  65-0145  differed  from  the  previous 
resolution,  No.  65-0144,  in  that  the  request  for  funds  was  merely 
a  transfer  of  surplus  funds  from  other  accounts,  rather  than  a 
request  for  additional  funds. 


With  reference  to  Resolution  No.  65-0146,  authorizing  bid  call  for 
AD  Contract  No.  386 — Central  Terminal  Building  Outbound  Baggage 
Conveyors,  Airport  General  Manager  George  F.  Hansen  explained  that 
this  $110,000  for  the  baggage  conveyors  was  provided  in  the 
$1,588,000  appropriated  by  the  Commission  several  months  ago  for 
the  remodeling  of  the  Central  Terminal  Building.     In  addition  to 
this  appropriation,  United  Air  Lines  added  a  certain  amount  of 
money  to  accomplish  the  things  it  wished  to  have  done. 

It  was  explained  that  these  conveyors  were  on  the  south  side  of  the 
Central  Terminal  and  would  serve  Pacific,  National,  and  Delta  Air- 
lines.   United  Air  Lines  is  installing  its  own  conveyors  and  under- 
writing the  cost. 

Commissioner  White  expressed  concern  over  the  fact  that  most  of  the 
resolutions  presented  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  requesting 
approval  of  improvements  to  be  made  by  tenants  at  the  airport  stated 
that  the  improvement  was  to  be  made  at  the  tenant's  own  and  sole 
cost.     Last  week  when  this  subject  was  mentioned,  it  was  pointed 
out  that  in  some  instances  there  were  apparently  rental  credits 
given  to  the  airlines  in  order  to  amortize  their  investments. 

Commissioner  White  stated  emphatically  that  when  the  Commission  ap- 
proved tenant  improvements  at  their  own  and  sole  cost,  that  this 
was  exactly  what  was  meant  and  in  those  instances  tenants  were  to 
receive  no  rental  credits. 

Mr.  Hansen  replied  that  the  $110,000  for  baggage  conveyors  was  a 
City  expense. 

Commissioner  White  stated  if  other  airlines  were  made  to  construct 
their  own  baggage  facilities,  he  felt  that  the  Commission  should 
lot  deviate  and  now  construct  baggage  conveyors  at  a  cost  of 
$110,000. 
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Mr.  Hansen  explained  it  was  City's  obligation  to  build  an  operable 
airport.     He  went  on  to  say  that  the  terminal  facilities,  runways, 
baggage  conveyor  system,  public  address  system,  ticket  counters, 
were  all  part  of  an  operable  airport.     The  airlines  pay  for  such 
facilities  as  are  peculiar  to  their  own  operations.    Mr.  Hansen 
explained  that  at  times  there  are  certain  improvements  which  are 
desirable  when  City  does  not  have  funds  immediately  available. 
In  such  instances  the  airlines  will  underwrite  the  cost  themselves 
and  these  costs  are  covered  by  a  rental  credit. 

Mr*  Hansen  recited  as  an  example  Delta's  improvements  on  Pier  D, 
in  which  provisions  for  a  rental  credit  was  included  in  the  lease 
arrangement.     The  lease  was  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Public 
Ucilities  Commission.    Mr.  Hansen  stated  a  copy  of  this  lease  was 
mailed  to  each  Commissioner    at  the  time  the  Commissioners  were 
sent  the  calendar  and  they  had  an  opportunity  to  read,  study,  and 
review  its  terms  before  acting. 

Mr.  Hansen  explained  that  the  language  in  the  resolutions  stating 
that  the  tenant  will  construct  at  its  own  and  sole  cost  was  pre- 
sented to  the  Commission  because  the  lease  stated  that  lessee  must 
m<ake  an  expenditure  first  at  his  sole  cost  and  expense  before  he 
may  recoup  his  investment  by  means  of  a  rental  credit. 

Mr.  Carr  stated  that  this  is  a  problem  that  could  be  very  easily 
solved.     He  cited  the  case  of  the  Delta  lease  where  he  had  held  up 
the  lease  in  order  to  have  certain  changes  made.    He  said  it  would 
be  a  simple  matter  to  alert  the  Commission  to  the  lease  along  with 
the  resolution  approving  the  work,  by  providing  that  the  tenant 
xtfill  perform  improvements  at  its  own  and  sole  cost  and  in  those 
instances  where  rental  credit  is  involved  it  can  be  clearly  stated. 

Commissioner  White  pointed  out  the  possibility  of  increased  costs 
to  City  by  negotiated  contracts  for  these  improvements,  said  con- 
tracts being  negotiated  by  the  tenants.     Commissioner  White  felt 
it  might  be  more  profitable  for  City  to  accept  competitive  bids 
which  would  be  more  economical  and  in  City's  best  interests. 

In  reply  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Stack,  Mr.  Hansen  stated 
that  the  Commission  had  committed  itself  to  the  tenants  of  the 
Central  Terminal  Building  to  bring  that  terminal  up  to  the  same 
operating  standards  as  the  South  Terminal. 

Mr.  Carr  reminded  the  Commission  that  the  Controller  was  not  in 
favor  of  rental  credits.     It  was  a  way  of  granting  emergency  work 
at  times  when  money  was  scarce.     The  City  Attorney  advised  the 
Commission  that  this  method  was  legal.     The  Commission  made  it  a 
matter  of  policy  some  seven  or- eight  years  ago. 

Mr.  Carr  said  that  if  it  was  felt  that  the  Airport  was  no  longer  in 
such  an  emergency  state,  and  it  was  the  desire  of  the  Commission  at 
this' time  to  change  the  policy,  he  would  be  willing  to  submit  such 
a  resolution  for  its  consideration. 

Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne  explained  that  this 
rental  credit  procedure  was  a  covenant  contained  in  the  lease. 
•  -r   City  did  not  bargain  with  the  tenant  and  the  obligation  was 
plainly  set  forth  and  became  a  contractual  obligation  placed  upon 
the  successful  bidder.     The  successful  bidder  must  first  make  the 
reeossary  improvements  and  then  by  the  lease  language  is  allowed  to 
amortize  a  percentage  of  his  costs. 
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In  reply  to  a  question  fron  Commissioner  Stack,  Mr.  Hansen  explained 
that  the  airlines  are  allowed  to  reduce  rentals  by  70%  until  such 
tine  as  their  costs  are  amortized.     This  puts  the  airport  slightly 
further  ahead  than  if  the  noney  had  to  he  expended  in  advance. 


During  discussion  of  Resolution  No.  65-0148,  Connissioner  White 
criticized  the  lack  of  cooperation  between  the  Utilities  Engineering 
Bureau  and  Airport  Management.    He  said  in  his  opinion  continued 
squabble  between  the  personnel  cost  the  City  and  County  some 
#300,000  in  delayed  construction  projects  at  the  Airport  for  a  year. 

When  Commissioner  White  had  finished  his  statement,  Mr.  Carr  said 
those  troubles  started  to  be  over  when  he  was  appointed  General 
Manager.    He  said  he  had  been  working  on  then  and  that  sort  of 
thing  did  not  happen  any  nore,     George  F.  Hansen,  said  Mr.  Carr, 
was  doing  a  renarkably  good  job. 


Mr.  Hansen  explained  calendar  itens  Airport  5>  6  and  75  stating 
this  was  relocation  of  certain  tenants  in  order  to  allocate  the 
space  to  United  Air  Lines  for  construction  of  its  Red  Carpet  Room. 

Connissioner  Sinon  stated  that  before  Mr.  Carr's  appointment  he 
had  requested  Airport  Management  to  look  into  the  possibility  of 
using  this  space  for  a  telenews  theatre.     Commissioner  Sinon  stated 
he  had  never  received  an  answer  to  his  inquiry.     He  then  asked  why 
suddenly    there  was  space  for  a  VIP  room  where  there  had  not  been 
space  in  the  past  for  telenews. 

Mr.  Hansen  stated  he  had  not  been  aware  of  the  telenews  proposal 
as  it  had  preceded  his  appointment. 

Commissioner  Sinon  stated  that  if  there  was  space  for  a  VIP  roon 
there  should  be  available  space  for  telenews.  It  was  his  under- 
standing the  telenews  theatre  would  be  a  very  lucrative  item.. 

Mr.  Carr  inforned  Connissioner  Simon  that  Mr.  Hansen  would  review 
the  request  and  would  have  an  answer  by  next  meeting. 

In  reply  to  a  question  by  Connissioner  Stack,  Connissioner  Sinon 
indicated  that  telenews  could  be  installed  in  any  available  space 
at  the  terminal. 


With  regard  to  Resolution  ITo.  65-0156,  approving  final  payment  under 
HHWS  Contract  No.  357 — Construction  of  San  Joaquin  Pipeline  No.  3, 
Section  B  -  0.  L.  Moore,  General  Manager,  Hetch  Hetchy  Project, 
gave  a  brief  explanation  of  the  progress  of  the  construction  of 
San  Joaquin  Pipeline  No.  3. 
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General  Manager  of  Public__Utilitic_s_.C^l^nd.ar  I  tens : 

Mr.  Carr  stated  that  in  reference  to  the  Junipero  Serra  Freeway  the 
State  Highway  Connission  had  offered  an  alternate  sone  500  feet 
east  of  the  present  route. 

Mr.  Carr  explained  that  the  next  neeting  of  the  State  Highway  Con- 
fission  was  March  24-,  at  which  tine  it  would  "be  necessary  for  the 
Public  Utilities  Connission  to  appear.     He  explained  that  this 
rerouting  involved  sone  four  niles  between  Edgewood  Road  and 
Ralston  Avenue,  Belnont.     He  said  he  was  hopeful  the  Connission 
could  make  arrangenents  before  the  24-th  to  go  over  the  route  with 
hin.     He  enphasized  that  this  proposed  alternate  route  was  not  in 
keeping  with  the  resolutions  passed  by  this  Connission  since  1958* 


In  reference  to  the  heliport,  Mr.  Carr  stated  that  the  staff  had 
applied  for  clearance  fron  the  FAA  for  the  use  of  the  barge.  He 
said  that  an  application  was  also  in  for  grant-in-aid  fron  the 
Federal  Aviation  Agency.     General  approval,  he  said,  had  been 
received  fron  Adniral  Taylor  relative  to  the  release  of  the  barge 
but  he  nust  be  authorized  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  conclude 
negotiations.     George  P.  Negri,  Director,  Bureau  of  Accounts,  is 
working  on  a  schedule  of  rates  and  charges.     A  letter  is  being 
prepared  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  fornally  requesting  use  of 
the  barge. 


Mr.  Carr  called  attention  to  the  newspaper  article  mentioning  a 
study  of  the  use  of  Crissy  Field  in  the  San  Francisco  Presidio  as 
a  general  aviation  airport.    Mr,  Carr  stated  that  this  seened  to  be 
a  nisundcrstanding.     This  apparently  was  nentioned  in  an  infernal 
discussion  between  Supervisor  Ertola  and  the  Mayor. 

Mr.  Carr  stated  that  the  Connission  should  be  inforned  that  the 
only  general  aviation  airport  change  now  being  studied  is  what  can 
be  done  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport  in  view  of  the 
situation  at  Treasure  Island.     This  would  fall  under  the  study  to 
be  perfomed  by  the  architectural  planners  who  are  to  be  hired 
in  connection  with  developnent  of  the  naster  plan. 


Mr.  Carr  nenti  ned  the  telephone  corrpany  had  a  new  design  which 
they  had  subnitted  for  the  new  telephone  booths  at  San  Francisco 
international  Airport.    Mr.  Carr  showed  the  architect's  rendering 
of  the  new  type  of  phene  booth. 
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Mr.  Carr  stated  that  arrangenents  had  been  nade  with  the  contractor 
to  shut  down  the  cable  car  systen  and  replace  the  machinery  in  a 
period  of  21  days  rather  than  the  4-0  days  originally  specified. 
This  would  be  acconplished  by  the  use  of  two  shifts  and  would 
indicate  payment  of  premium  wage, anounting  to  approximately  Si, 950. 
additional  cost. 

Thonas  V.  McGrath,  President,  Carncn's  Local  1380  AFO,  pledged  his 
cooperation. 

The  Connission  by  notion  indicated  that  Mr.  Carr  could  proceed  with 
arrangements  where  necessary. 


Departmental  Report: 

George  F.  Hansen,  Airport  General  Manager,  presented  the  Airport 
Department  monthly  report. 

In  response  to  Commissioner  Stack's  question,  Mr.  Hansen  explained 
that  the  present  location  of  Slick  Airways  was  merely  temporary. 
He  said  they  are  moving  their  building  to  Plot  6A  to  malic  way  for 
construction  of  Cargo  Building  No.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  FEBRUARY  ACTIVITIES 

Traffic  Summary  (January) : 

Air  passenger  traffic  through  San  Francisco  International  Airport  in 
January  was  12.1  per  cent  more  than  in  January  1964,  with  a  total  of  644,105  vs. 
574,864.    U.  S.  mail  shipped  by  air  totaled  6,866,376  pounds,  up  9.8  per  cent; 
air  express  gained  8  per  cent  to  1,062,798  pounds,  and  air  freight  volume  of 
19,219,732  pounds  represented  a  45.1  per  cent  increase  over  a  year  ago. 

National  gains  in  air  passenger  traffic  were  reported  at  15.4  per  cent. 

Aircraft  movements — landings  and  take-off s--for  the  month  totaled 
19,520.    Scheduled  air  carrier  aircraft  accounted  for  16,194,  up  13.6  per  cent 
over  January  last  year;  military,  497;  and  2,829  were  by  non-scheduled  carrier 
and  itinerant  or  locally-based  private  and  corporate  aircraft. 
Central  Terminal  Coffee  Shop: 

Remodeling  by  Interstate  Hosts,  Inc.  of  the  Central  Terminal  Coffee  Shop 
is  nearing  completion.     The  work  is  being  accomplished  without  serious  interference 
to  normal  service  to  the  public. 
Central  Terminal  Second  Floor: 

Arrangements  are  being  negotiated  for  relocation  of  second  floor  tenants 
of  the  Central  Terminal  in  order  to  provide  space  for  a  new  United  Air  Lines'  Red 
Carpet  Room  and  a  second  floor  passenger  lounge. 


U.  S.  Customs: 

Discussions  have  been  held  with  George  Brokaw,  U.  S.  Collector  of 
Customs  for  the  San  Francisco  District,  for  additional  space  in  Pier  G  to  provide 
for  an  increase  in  Customs  inspection  service. 
Butler  Aviation: 

An  initial  conference  was  held  with  Butler  Aviation-San  Francisco  repre- 
sentatives with  regard  to  relocation  of  general  aviation  activities  prior  to  demoli- 
tion of  the  old  terminal  building. 
Central  Terminal  Signs : 

Airport  and  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  staff  members  held  a  conference 
with  tenants  in  relation  to  the  signing  program  for  the  Central  Terminal.  Some 
proposed  designs  for  the  signs  were  submitted  for  consideration.    Another  meeting 
will  be  held  in  the  near  future. 
Air  Force/MATS  Test: 

A  five-day  exercise,  termed  "Operation  Best  Ball,"  was  conducted  by  the 
Air  Force  and  Military  Air  Transportation  Service  to  test  their  ability  to  rapidly 
transfer  MATS  operations  to  civil  airports  in  the  event  of  a  national  emergency. 
San  Francisco  International  Airport  would  be  the  Bay  Area  keystone  of  such  a 
transfer.    A  further  re-evaluation  by  the  Airport  and  MATS  will  be  made  with  the 
expectation  of  improving  the  operation  should  an  emergency  arise. 
Southeast  Asi  a.  Evacuees  : 

Full  Airport  cooperation  was  given  to  the  Armed  Forces  in  their  return 
of  military  dependents  from  critical  areas  in  Southeast  Asia.     Some  evacuees  were 
returned  on  KATS  planes  and  others  on  regularly  scheduled  airline  flights. 
Re -Training  Course : 

Airport  security  personnel  of  the  Operations  Division  attended  refresher 
training  classes  under  the  direction  of  Airport  Supervisor  Harold  Fudem.  Briefings 
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were  given  by  Airport  Assistant  General  Manager  John  Meacham,  Operations  Coordinator 
George  Nessel,  and  Ben  Gaines,  Airport  Public  Relations  Officer. 
Slick  and  Flying  Tiger  Line  Moves : 

Slick  Airways  moved  their  air  cargo  handling  operations  to  a  new  location 
on  the  perimeter  road  at  the  end  of  Taxiway  "S"  to  clear  the  way  for  erection  of 
Cargo  Building  No.  4.    Flying  Tiger  Line  occupied  one-half  of  the  hangar  with 
related  shop  and  office  areas  in  the  old  Pan  American  Base. 
VIPs: 

C.  M,  Colbeck  of  the  British  Ministry  of  Aviation  was  briefed  on  SFIA 
operational  problems.    He  expressed  special  interest  in  our  sound  abatement  procedures 
and  was  given  a  detailed  explanation  of  these  by  the  director  of  the  Sound  Abatement 
Center. 

Full  airport  courtesies  were  extended  to  S.  Hirata,  Chairman,  and  Y. 
Matsuura,  Chief  Secretary,  of  the  Osaka  (Japan)  City  Council.     They  were  met  by  a 
representative  from  Mayor  Shelley's  office  and  a  number  of  Japanese  residents  in 
San  Francisco. 

Two  engineers  from  Mexico's  Department  of  Public  Works,  which  has  super- 
vision over  airport  planning,  design  and  construction,  paid  a  two-day  visit  to  SFIA. 
Also,  a  Cologne  (Germany)  Airport  architect  and  engineer  visited  SFIA  for  a  similar 
period.    All  were  briefed  on  SFIA  operations. 
Parking : 

Two  three-day  holiday  weekends  in  February  created  the  usual  severe 
holiday  parking  problems  with  all  parking  lots  filled  to  -rapacity  and  several 
hundred  automobiles  dlveita/i  j-o  non-iwemie  areas.

The  routes  of  the  cable  car  lines  will  be 
followed  to  the  turn-around  points,  where,  because  of  the  size  of 
the  bus  and  traffic  conditions,  loops  will  be  made  around  the 
block.     In  the  case  of  the  Powell-Hyde  Line,  the  loop  will  be  made 
at  Chestnut  and  Hyde  due  to  the  steepness  of  the  hill  to  Beach 
Street.     The  Powell  Street  lines  will  leave  from  Ellis  and  Market, 
instead  of  at  the  turntable  at  the  foot  of  Powell. 

Commissioner  White  pointed  out  there  should  be  personnel  at  the 
Powell  Street  turntable  to  advise  the  riders  of  the  shutdown  and 
that  they  can  board  a  bus  at  the  Ellis  Street  corner.     The  Com- 
mission also  directed  that  signs  be  posted  informing  the  public 
of  the  shutdown  and  where  buses  can  be  boarded,  including  signs 
at  the  Powell-Hyde  line  turntable  at  Hyde  and  Beach  Streets.

Commissioner  Simon 
commended  Airport  General  Manager  George  F.  Hansen  on  his  prompt- 
ness in  furnishing  the  information  desired. 


Resolution  No.  65-0165,  regarding  Contract  No.  398 — Additions  to 
12  KV  Electric  Service  and  Installation  of  Cable  4-C-6  at  San 
Francisco  International  Airport;     In  answer  to  a  question  by  Com- 
missioner White,  0.  L,  Moore,  General  Manager,  Utilities  Engineering 
Bureau,  replied  that  this  is  a  separate  facility  from  that 
distributing  power  to  the  United  Air  Lines'  plant. 
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Commissioner  White  asked  whether  the  facilities  provided  in 
Resolutions  65-0165  and  65-0166,  electric  service  and  water  and 
sewerage  system  improvements  respectively,  would  be  adequate  to 
take  care  of  increased  use  should  the  North  Terminal  be  erected 
within  the  next  four  or  five  years,    Mr,  Moore  replied  the  power 
facilities  will  be  sufficient  to  handle  the  North  Terminal;  however 
the  water  and  sewerage  facilities  were  not. 

Mr,  Carr  reported  that  he  and  staff  are  actively  working  on  the 
requested  study  of  the  power  service  to  the  United  Air  Lines  Main- 
tenance Base  at  the  Airport,  and  the  feasibility  of  a  change. 
Meetings  have  been  held,  and  from  data  submitted  the  indications  arc 
that  additional  information  is  needed,  such  as  percentage  of  losses 
of  some  of  the  lines,  annual  costs,  wheeling  charges  applying  to 
United  Air  Lines,  etc. 
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With  reference  to  Resolution  No.  65-0168  regarding  contract  for 
dispensers  in  the  north  baggage  claim  areas  of  the  Central  Terminal, 
Mr.  Hansen  said  that  forthcoming  projects  to  be  considered  are  a 
second  carousel  and  conveyor  for  the  Pier  E  American  Airlines 
baggage  distribution  system  in  order  to  provide  for  increased  load 
on  that  pier. 


In  answer  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  White  regarding  Resolution 
No.  65-0170  authorizing  Interstate  Hosts  to  close  the  International 
Room  at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  for  demolition  work 
preparatory  to  their  remodeling,  Mr.  Hansen  said  this  work  is  all 
within  this  tenant's  area  and  will  not  interfere  with  any  of  City's 


work.

will  be  meeting  during  the  week  of  the  Spring  Conference*     He  said 
he  also  intends  to  discuss  transit  and  other  matters  while  in 
Washington  and  New  York.    The  Commission  concurred  with  Mr.  Carr 
that  the  new  Airport  General  Manager  should  also  attend. 
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During  discussion  on  Resolution  No.  65-0165,  authorizing  bid  call 
for  WD  Contract  No.  1100 — Construction  of  2  Four  Million  Gallon 
Steel  Tanks  in  McLaren  Park,  H.  C.  Medbery,  Assistant  General 
Manager  and  Chief  Engineer,  San  Francisco  Water  Department, 
informed  the  Commission  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  approved 
the  design  and  location  of  the  two  tanks.    Their  only  requirement 
was  with  reference  to  the  disposal  of  surplus  material.     They  asked 
that  this  material  be  placed  on  the  north  side  of  Mansell  Street  in 
a  contour  manner  as  already  approved  by  Recreation  and  Park,  and 
that  this  be  a  mandatory  condition  of  the  contract  rather  than  an 
alternate . 

In  reply  to  Commissioner  Stack's  question,  Mr.  Medbery  said  removal 
of  the  Wilde  Avenue  reservoir  is  not  a  part  of  this  contract.  It 
will  not  be  taken  out  of  service  until  the  new  tanks  arc  fully  in 
service.    The  Commission  will  be  advised  of  the  decision  and  recom- 
mendation for  final  disposal  of  the  Wilde  Avenue  reservoir. 

Question  arose  as  to  the  boundary  of  the  McLaren  Park  property  at 
the  site  of  the  new  tanks  and  its  relationship  to  Mansell  Street 
and  the  residences  being  built  on  the  south  side,    Mr.  Medbery  will 
report  at  next  week's  meeting. 


Calendar  Item  WD  No.  3,  award  of  Water  Department  Contract  No.  1193 
— Laying  of  4-Inch  and  16-Inch  Cast  Iron  Mains  in  Laguna  Honda  and 
Dewey  Boulevards,  to  Michael  Murphy,  Jr.,  as  the  lowest  regular 
and  responsible  bidder,  was  put  over  one  week  on  motion  of  Com- 
missioner Rousseau,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Simon.     In  view  of  the 
recurring  problem  of  dispute  as  to  moneys  due  in  payment  under  con- 
tracts awarded  Mr*  Murphy,  Mr.  Medbery  was  requested  to  submit  to 
the  Commission  during  the  week  a  report  as  to  the  type  of  work 
Michael  Murphy,  Jr.  is  performing  to  determine  whether  or  not  he 
qualifies  as  a  responsible  bidder. 


Calendar  Item  WD  No.  8  was  put  over  one  week  on  motion  of  Com- 
missioner Rousseau,  seconded  by  Commissioner  White,     This  was  the 
natter  of  a  Professional  Services  Agreement  with  a  Joint  Venture 
composed  of  Brown  and  Caldwell  and  James  M.  Montgomery,  consulting 
engineers,  relating  to  the  San  Andreas  Water  Filtration  Plant  and 
the  Crystal  Springs  Water  Filtration  Plant,  for  a  total  fee  not  to 
exceed  $295,000, 

Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  the  significance  of  this  proposal,  in  that  it 
will  be  the  first  filtration  in  the  water  properties  in  the  San 
Andreas  area  since  the  water  system  was  started  in  the  1800's. 
This  is  a  milestone. 

The  matter  of  fees  was  discussed  and  Mr.  Medbery  explained  the 
figures.    Mr,  Carr  stated  he  thought  the  agreement  should  be  amended 
to  delete  under  phase  C,  Consulting  Services,  the  language  with 
reference  to  "plus  any  unexpended  funds  available  under  A  and  B." 
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Commissioner  Stack  stated  he  would  like  an  opportunity  to  study 
the  agreement  and  suggested  the  natter  be  put  over  one  week. 

Commissioner  White  moved  that  with  regard  to  Phase  C,  the 
language  "plus  any  unexpended  funds  available  under  A  and  B"  be 
eliminated.     Commissioner  Rousseau  seconded  the  motion,  and  it 
passed 'by  unanimous  vote. 

The  matter  was  then  put  over  for  one  week. 


Calendar  Item  WD  No.  9  was  taken  off  calendar  at  the  request  of 
the  State,    This  pertained  to  Revocable  Permit  to  the  State 
Division  of  Highways  to  enter  portions  of  Water  Department  land 
between  Sunol  and  Pleasonton  for  the  purpose  of  freeway  construc- 
tion. 


With  regard  to  Resolution  No,  65-0181,  approving  the  employment  of 
the  law  firm  of  Ferguson  and  Burdcll  as  special  counsel  in  the 
antitrust  actions,  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  v.  General 
Electric  Company,  ct  al,  Mr,  Carr  called  upon  Public  Utilities 
Counsel  William  F.  Bourne. 

Mr,  Bourne  explained  that  this  recommendation  on  the  part  of  the 
City  Attorney  was  a  product  of  having  participated  in  the  National 
Discovery  Program  in  regard  to  the  electrical  antitrust  actions, 
of  which  City  has  had  eleven  suits  on  file  for  a  period  of  some 
three  years.    They  aggregate  about  seven  million  dollars  in  pur- 
chases of  hydraulic  generators,  power  transformers,  circuit 
breakers  end  hydraulic  turbines.     There  is  another  one  million 
dollars  additional  on  which  City  does  not  have  vendor-vendee 
relationships  between  itself  and  the  defendants,  but  in  which  City 
is  what  is  called  an  indirect  purchaser, 

Mr.  Bourne  stated  in  these  antitrust  actions  the  stage  has  been 
reached  where  on  the  national  level  most  actions  have  been 
settled,  and  the  conclusion  has  been  reached  that  San  Francisco 
will  have  to  go  to  trial,    Ferguson  and  Burdcll  have  been  extremely 
active  on  the  national  level  and  are  known  to  be  highly  skilled  in 
the  trial  of  these  matters.    They  were  employed  by  the  Chelan 
County  Public  Utilities  District,  State  of  Washington,  and  settled 
most  of  the  matters  with  the  defendants  and  litigated  one.  The 
result  of  that  litigation  was  a  sizeable  verdict  in  favor  of  the 
Chelan  District.    As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  was  one  of  the  largest 
in  the  country,  aggregating  something  in  the  area  of  seven 
million*    They  are  prepared  to  take  all  necessary  actions  to 
protect  City's  interest  in  the  antitrust  suits, 

Quentin  L,  Kopp,  918  Greenwich  Street,  San  Francisco,  arose  from 
the  audience  and  requested  that  the  Commission  postpone  any 
decision  in  this  matter  for  one  or  two  weeks,  to  afford  him  an 
opportunity  to  investigate  the  details  of  the  proposed  resolution. 
He  said  it  would  bo  unwise  end  imprudent  to  award  a  contract  of 
this  sort  to  a  firm  of  lawyers  outside  of  San  Francisco  in  view  of 
the  San  Francisco  lawyers  and  firms  who  not  only  specialize  in 
litigation  and  trial  law  but  also  in  antitrust  and  unfair  competi- 
tion.    He  said  he  first  learned  of  this  matter  this  morning. 
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The  Commission  questioned  Mr.  Kopp  as  to  whether  he  was  interested 
in  attempting  to  get  this  business  for  his  own  firm,  to  which  Mr. 
Kopp  replied  in  the  affirmative  but  added  there  are  also  many  law 
firms  in  San  Francisco  who  are  as  fully  competent  and  capable  of 
handling  the  matter. 

Nr.  Carr  stated  the  matter  had  been  discussed  with  City  Attorney 
7homas  M,  O'Connor  and  Mr.  Bourne,  who  stated  they  had  reviewed  the 
law  firms  in  San  Francisco,  and  the  firm  of  Joseph  L,  Alioto  was 
the  only  one  fully  qualified  for  this  special  kind  of  litigation. 
However,  Mr.  Alioto  is  presently  engaged  in  trial  work  with 
Sacramento  Municipal  Utility  District  on  similar  actions.    Mr.  Carr 
said  he  did  some  checking  with  the  Chelan  Public  Utilities  District 
who  employed  Ferguson  and  Burdell,  and  they  indicated  they  were 
very  highly  satisfied  with  the  firm  and  the  competency  of  their 
technical  witnesses. 

Mr.  Carr  said  in  his  opinion  -  and  Mr.  O'Connor  concurs  -  wherever 
possible  the  Commission  should  attempt  to  find  local  assistance 
but  he  would  not  wish  to  be  restricted  to  the  boundaries  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  if  it  appears  in  professional 
judgment  there  is  a  better  firm  to  represent  the  City  on  a  particu- 
lar item.     Placing  county  boundaries  around  the  employment  of 
professional  services  in  his  judgment  is  a  parochial  approach  not 
in  the  best  interests  of  the  taxpayer. 

Mr,  Bourne  also  pointed  out  that  many  of  the  large  firms  that  might 
be  considered  are  already  engaged  on  the  defense  side  of  the  liti- 
gation, 

Mr.  Bourne  pointed  out  this  antitrust  matter  is  one  that  is 
completely  unprecedented  in  the  nation.     This  is  the  first  time 
there  has  been  a  National  Discovery  Program,     The  court  has  handled 
it  themselves  and  provided  direction  in  every  step  of  the  way. 
Under  these  circumstances  the  City  Attorney's  Office  feels  Ferguson 
end  Burdell  is  the  firm  to  be  employed  to  handle  San  Francisco's 
trial  cases. 

Upon  motion  of  Commissioner  White,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Simon, 
Resolution  No.  65-0181  was  adopted.

Mr,  Carr  reported  that  although  the  report  has  been  delayed,  George 
S,  Lewis,  Special  Assistant  to  che  General  Manager  of  Public 
Utilities  assigned  to  the  Cable  Car  Investigation,  is  going  head 
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with  changes,  in  the  cable  car  system,  for  more  efficient  operation. 


On  the  heliport  matter,  Mr.  Carr  said  a  letter  has  been  sent  to  the 
Under  Secretary  of  the  Navy  asking  for  authorization  to  obtain  the 
barge  for  the  downtown  heliport,    Mr.  Carr  is  awaiting  the  reply 
from  Under  Secretary  BeLieu. 


In  regard  to  the  Market  Street  plans  for  the  Rapid  Transit  Project, 
Mr.  Carr  said  one  of  the  biggest  problems  is  to  accomplish  the 
moving  of  the  utilities  with  the  minimum  disruption  of  the  operation 
of  the  Municipal  Railway  on  downtown  Market.

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 
Water  Conditions 

Precipitation  received  on  the  City's  mountain  watersheds  during  February  was  con- 
siderably below  normal.    However,  total  seasonal  precipitation  received  to  date  is 
still  above  normal.     The  second  snow  survey  of  the  season  at  the  end  of  February 
verified  the  earlier  prediction  that  all  three  mountain  reservoirs  will  fill. 

Power  Production 

During  the  month  of  February,  Moccasin  and  Cherry  Powerhouses  generated  kO ,656, 000 
kilowatt-hours  and  73,599,000  kilowatt-hours,  respectively. 

Replacement  of  Moccasin  Powerhouse 

Four  bids  were  received  on  February  15,  1965  for  Purchaser's  Contract  Proposal 
No.  195,  "Furnishing  and  Delivering  Hydraulic  Impulse  Turbines,  Governors,  Turbine 
Shutoff  Valves,  Inlet  Pipes  and  Bypass  Valves  for  Moccasin  Generating  Station". 
The  apparent  low  bid  was  $1,150,190.00,  submitted  by  Hitachi  New  York,  Ltd.  High 
bid  was  $2,000,6?2.00.     Staff  review  of  the  bids  is  in  progress.

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Moccasin  Debris  Deflector 

Ho  field  work  was  performed  during  the  past  month  on  the  debris  deflector  above 
Moccasin  Upper  Dam.     However,  shop  work  continues  on  the  fabrication  of  the  trash 
racks,  structural  steel  members  and  pipe  columns. 

California  Aqueduct 

Final  plans  and  specifications  for  crossing  City's  aqueduct,  submitted  by  the  State 
Department  of  Water  Resources,  were  approved  with  minor  corrections.    As  one  of  the 
conditions  of  the  agreement,  the  State  will  reimburse  the  City  for  the  cost  of 
relocating  City's  transmission  Tower  Ho.  596  in  the  future  construction  of  Pipeline 
Ho.  h. 

The  aqueduct  crossing  involves  raising  the  City's  San  Joaquin  Pipelines  over  the 
canal.    All  costs  are  to  be  borne  by  the  State. 

Hew  Don  Pedro  Project  Litigation 

Oral  argument  before  the  Hinth  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  in  San  Francisco  is  scheduled 
for  Tuesday,  March  95  1965.    Arguments  are  to  be  presented  by  counsels  for  the 
Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts,  California  Department  of  Fish  and  Game 
and  the  U.  S.  Department  of  the  Interior.     It  is  anticipated  that  an  early  decision 
in  this  litigation  will  be  rendered  by  the  court. 

CANYQI.'  POWER  PROJECT 
Canyon  Tunnel 

Work  completed  during  the  past  month  included  construction  of  the  concrete  training 
wall  and  concrete  plug  at  North  Mountain  Adit  and  painting  of  the  9-foot  diameter 
steel  conduit  and  miscellaneous  metal  piping  in  the  existing  diversion  tunnel  at 
0'Shaughness\  Dam.    All  work  under  this  contract  was  completed  on  February  26,  196 5. 
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The  parking  area  has  mow  been  excavated  to  final  rough  grade.    The  east  half  of  the 
powerhouse  site  has  "been  excavated  down  to  about  Distributor  Room  level  but  still 
18  feet  above  the  final  excavation  grade.    The  contractor  is  continuing  excavation 
for  the  remaining  powerhouse  foundation,  trenches  for  the  penstock  bifurcation 
section  and  the  north  portal  of  the  bypass  tunnel. 

The  22-kv  construction  power  line  and  substation  were  completed  and  are  now  in 
service . 

Bridge  Crane  for  Powerhouse 

Shop  drawings  for  the  fabrication  of  the  bridge  crane  were  reviewed  and  returned  to 
the  contractor  for  corrections. 

Early  Intake  Reservoir  Bypass 

Final  approval  of  the  City's  Raker  Act  application  for  the  bypass  of  the  Early 
Intake  reservoir  has  been  received  from  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Land  Management, 
This  bypass  is  being  constructed  in  connection  with  Canyon  Powerhouse.     It  is  the 
final  link  in  the  aqueduct  system  to  protect  the  purity  of  the  City's  water  supply 
from  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  to  Crystal  Springs  Reservoir. 

SAN  JOAQUIN  PIPELINE  NO.  3 

Section  "B"  (San  Joaquin  River  to  Oakdale) 

All  work  under  this  contract  has  been  completed.     Conferences  have  been  held  with 
the  contractor  and  agreement  has  been  reached  on  the  final  quantities  of  work. 

Cross-Connection  at  Albers  Road  and  Related  Work 

Stage  two  of  the  shutdown  operation  involving  Pipeline  No.  2  for  the  construction  of 
the  cross  connection  at  Albers  Road  was  completed  and  the  No.  2  line  was  put  back  in 
service  on  March  1,  I965. 
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The  30-inch  pressure  relief  valve  purchased  by  the  City  under  a  separate  contract 
has  been  delivered  to  the  San  Joaquin  Valve  House.    This  valve  will  be  turned  over 
to  the  contractor  for  later  installation  in  the  blowoff  vault. 

The  91-inch  corrugated  metal  pipe  casing  under  Albers  Road  for  the  pipe  encasement 
was  grouted  and  completed. 

Work  continues  on  the  construction  of  the  blowoff  vault  at  the  San  Joaquin  River 
and  the  venturi  meter  vault  west  of  Albers  Road. 

AIRPORT  ENGINEERING  AND  CONSTRUCTION 
Parking  Garage 

The  contractor  continued  to  form  and  place  reinforcing  steel  for  the  second,  third 
and  fourth  level  floors,  exterior  and  parapet  walls,  and  the  walls  for  the  central 
pedestrian  area  above  the  fourth  level. 

Work  is  in  progress  on  installation  of  the  pre-cast  screen  units  on  the  west  side 
of  the  garage,  installation  of  machinery  for  Elevators  Nos.  1  and  2,  erection  of 
structural  steel  for  Elevator  No.  5,  drain  and  fire  lines,  and  fire  alarm  and 
relay  circuits. 

Moving  Walks  -  Parking  Garage 

Two  bids  were  received  on  February  h,  I965  for  Airport  Department  Contract  No.  ko6t 
Moving  Walks,  Parking  Garage.     The  low  bid,  in  the  amount  of  $227, l8l,  was  submitted 
by  Westinghouse  Electric  Corporation.     Second  bid  was  $2^6,902.     Award  has  been  made 
to  Westinghouse  Corporation. 

This  contract  provides  for  the  installation  of  moving  sidewalks  in  the  pedestrian 
tunnels  connecting  the  garage  to  the  Central  and  South  Terminals. 
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Alterations  to  Central  Terminal  Building; 

Work  is  continuing  on  the  installation  of  terrazzo,  marble,  metal  lath  and  plaster, 
louvered  ceiling,  ceramic  and  acoustical  tile,  and  on  the  painting. 

Concrete  was  placed  in  the  slab  and  sides  of  the  new  elevator  pit  in  the  waiting 
room.    Electrical,  mechanical  and  plumbing  work  are  in  progress  on  all  levels. 

Air  Cargo  Building  No.  h 

Concrete  piers  and  perimeter  curbs  for  the  relocation  of  a  temporary  warehouse  to 
accommodate  Slick  Airways  on  Plot  6A  were  completed.     A  light  pole  and  floodlights 
were  also  installed  at  the  edge  of  the  apron. 

Hear  Cargo  Building  No.  3,  the  contractor  completed  compaction,  placed  h  inches  of 
crushed  aggregate  base  and  began  placement  of  cement  treated  base. 

Improvements  to  Water  and  Sewerage  Systems 

Three  bids  were  received  on  February  18,  I965  for  Airport  Contract  Ho.  377,  Improve- 
ments to  Water  and  Sewerage  Systems.     The  low  total  bid  of  $55»68U.OO,  consisting  of 
a  base  bid  of  $1+5,830.00  plus  $9,85^.00  for  Alternates  A,  B,  C,  &  D,  inclusive,  was 
submitted  by  the  R.  B.  McWair  Sons  of  Berkeley,  California.     High  total  bid  was 
$83,123.00.     Award  has  been  recommended  to  the  low  bidder.     The  alternate  bid  items 
consist  of  the  installation  of  flexible  joints  at  various  critical  points  of  entry 
of  service  lines  into  the  South  Terminal  Building  to  provide  for  differential 
settlement .

Mr.  Carr  stated  that  he  had  forwarded  to  the  Commission  an  explana- 
tory memorandum  from  the  Airport  General  Manager,  George  F.  Hansen, 
setting  forth  the  need  to  continue  the  Commission's  policy  of 
allowing  rent  credit.    Mr.  Carr  stated  he  had  reviewed  the  needs 
with  Mr.  Hansen  to  continue  the  policy  of  permitting  rent  credit, 
subject  to  the  controls  on  design  and  bids  which  Mr.  Hansen 
suggests  in  his  memorandum. 

Mr.  Hansen  then  explained  to  the  Commission  that  there  were  16  com- 
leted  projects  covering  the  period  1954--1958,  for  a  total  of 
95,4-98.33.    Apparently,  said  Mr.  Hansen,  the  Airport  was  operating 
in  the  red  during  these  years  and  in  the  absence  of  operating  sur- 
plus the  rent  credit  method  resolved  the  immediate  problem  of 
funds . 

There  are  four  current  projects,  two  of  which  are  totally  con- 
cerned with  land  fill,  and  the  other  two  involve  improvements, 
particularly  to  the  passenger  loading  areas  of  Pacific  Southwest 
Airlines  and  Delta  Air  Lines.     These  four  projects  total  $44-5 ,622.17 
and  all  of  them  are  expected  to  be  amortized  by  January,  1969. 

Mr.  Hansen  then  demonstrated  on  the  blackboard  the  benefits  of 
rent  credits  when  airport  funds  or  bond  funds  are  not  available. 
He  suggested  certain  controls  by  which  the  Commission  could  be 
assured  that  bids  arc  competitive  and  construction  costs  do  not 
become  prohibitive. 

Mr.  Hansen  explained  that  he  had  several  projects  under  negotiation 
involving  the  use  of  runt  credits  for  financing.     They  were 
improvements  to  the  passenger  area  of  National  Airlines  on  Pier  D 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  $56,000;  completion  of  the  lower  level  at 
the  outer  end  of  Pier  G  at  a  cost  of  about  $75,000,  to  be  used  for 
operating  offices  by  Pan  American,  Lufthansa  and  Philippine  Air 
Linc^  and  extension  to  Cargo  Building  #3  to  provide  both  American 
iir  Lines  and  Pan  American  with  12,000  additional  square  feet  of 
cargo  handling  space  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $200,000  for  each 
carrier. 

Mr.  Carr  stated  in  view  of  the  financial  situation  at  the  airport 
he  would  not  recommend  a  change  in  the  rental  credit  policy  at 
this  time.     He  recommended  that  Mr.  Hansen  be  allowed  to  continue 
negotiations.     If  there  was  a  change  in  this  policy,  this  would 
mean  a  change  in  the  whole  program  and  would  cause  a  delay  for  a 
considerable  length  of  time  in    what  is  a  critical  area  at  the 
airport . 

Commissioner  Rousseau  stated  that  in  order  not  to  delay  the  airport 
he  moved  that  the  Commission  grant  the  General  Manager  of  Public 
Utilities'  request  and  that  there  be  an  understanding  there  is  no 
change  in  the  rent  credit  policy* 

Mr.  Hansen  stated  it  was  only  in  regard  to  the  four 
mentioned  projects — National's  project  on  Pier  D,  the  Pier  G  lower 
level  operating  offices  for  Pan  American,  Lufthansa  and  Philippine 
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air  lines,  and  cargo  handling  space  for  American  and  Pan  American 
in  Cargo  Building  No.  5 — that  ho  required  this  authority.     He  said 
in  the  future  he  would  bring  any  problems  to  the  General  Manager 
of  Public  Utilities  and  the  Commission  for  approval  before  he 
starts  negotiations. 

It  was  the  consensus  of  the  Commission  that  there  be  no  change  in 
the  rent  credit  policy  insofar  as  the  above  projects  arc  concerned, 
and  Nr.  Carr  stated  that  airport  management  will  then  continue  to 
proceed  with  these  negotiations  accordingly. 

Commissioner  White  stated  that  he  felt  that  the  so-called  surplus 
at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  may  not  be  a  surplus  at 
all.     He  suggested  that  the  bookkeeping  methods  be  investigated  so 
that  a  determination  can  be  made  as  to  whether  the  Airport  Depart- 
ment of  the  Utilities  empire  was  made  to  look  good  bookkcepingwise . 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  thought  Commissioner  White  was  referring  to  the 
study  of  the  sale  of  power  to  the  United  Air  Lines  as  well  as 
others.    Mr.  Carr  stated  that  he;  James  J.  Finn,  Secretary  and 
Assistant  General  Manager,  administrative;  George  P.  Negri, 
Director,  Bureau  of  isocounts;  and  staff  were  working  to  unravel 
some  of  these  knotty  problems.    He  said  this  study  would  take  some 
tine . 


Mr.  Carr  reported  that  he  had  received  word  that  the  request  for 
the  navy  barge  has  now  been  referred  to  the  US  Bureau  of  Ships, 
If  an  answer  has  not  been  received  before  he  and  Mr.  Hansen  leave 
for  V/ashington,  he  would  see  the  Under  Secretary  of  the  Navy  and 
others  about  the  loan  of  the  barge  for  a  heliport. 


Mr.  Carr  reported  that  on  Thursday,  March  25,   1965,  the  State 
Public  Utilities  Commission  would  hear  the  petition  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  against  Pacific  Southwest  Airlines  relative 
to  rates  between  San  Francisco/Los  Angeles  and  Oakland/Los  Angeles. 


Mr.  Carr  reported  that  there  would  be  signs  and/or  maps  explaining

In  addition  signs  will  be  posted  at  Bay  and  Taylor,  Hyde  and 
Francisco,  Hyde  and  Bay,  Hyde  and  North  Point,  and  California  and 
Market  Streets.    Also,  posters  are  being  displayed  on  all  cars  and 
coaches  of  the  Municipal  Railway.

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Monthly  Report: 


Municipal  Railway  monthly  report  was  submitted  by  V.  W.  Anderson, 
General  Manager,  Municipal  Railway. 

Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  the  encouraging  report  of  usage  the  second 
week  of  the  shuttle  coach  service  for  the  churches  on  Brotherhood 
V/ay,  which  began  February  28.    With  regard  to  improvements  on  the 
cable  car  system,  Mr.  Carr  called  attention  to  the  improved 
lighting  to  check  splicing  at  the  cable  machinery  plant,  and  the 
new  signal  at  Powell  and  California  Streets  which  should  make 
operation  safer. 

On  revenues  and  expenditures,  he  said  the  total  revenues  are  with- 
in one  per  cent  of  budget  estimates.     The  expenditures  are  less  be 
cause  of  over  $300,000  saved  in  platform  wages  and  $130,000  saved 
on  permanent  salaries.     These  funds  had  been  budgeted  for 
emergencies  and  were  not  used. 


Roll  Call: 

Commissioner  Stack  stated  that  he  had  received  a  letter  dated 
March  16,  1965>  from  the  Mayor,  stating  the  Mayor's  Policy  Advisory 
Board  on  Market  Street  Subway  Plans  approved  a  plan  designated  as 
No.  2A  on  Friday,  March  12,  1965 •     In  so  doing  it  was  recommended 
that  immediate  consideration  be  given  to  moving  the  low-pressure 
water  main  and  the  high-pressure  fire  main  off  Market  Street. 
The  low-pressure  main  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission.     The  Mayor  requested  the  Commission  direct 
its  staff  to  proceed  immediately  with  studies  to  determine  the 
cost  of  moving  the  low-pressure  main  to  Mission  Street  or  a  suit- 
able alternate  location.     The  Mayor  requested  a  report  be  made  as 
soon  as  possible  to  him  for  transmittal  to  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors,    Time  was  of  the  essence,  the  Mayor  stated,  and  he 
suggested  this  request  be  given  the  highest  priority. 

Mr.  Carr  stated  he  would  have  a  report  before  the  Commission  next 
week. 

Mr,  Medbery  briefly  explained  the  22"  main  was  not  the  only  main 
on  Market  Street,     There  was  a  service  main  on  the  other  side  of 
Market  Street.     Hu  also  pointed  out  the  south  side  of  Market 
Street  was  served  off  the  22"  feeder  main.     If  the  22"  main  were 
to  be  relocated, then  provision  would  have  to  be  made  to  serve  the 
south  side  of  Market  Street  through  a  smaller  service  main. 

It  was  estimated  that  the  cost  of  relocation  of  the  22"  main 
would  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  $350,000  overall.     The  total 
expense  to  the  City  would  depend  upon  how  much  of  the  cost  of 
relocation  would  be  borne,  by  BARTD. 


Commissioner  White  reported  on  the  dinner  meeting  with  the 
Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts  that  was  held  Friday 
evening,  March  12,  and  the  breakfast  held  on  Saturday  morning 
March  13. 
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Commissioner  White  made  a  progress  report  on  the  activities  of 

the  Sound  Abatement  Committee.     He  stated  the  establishment  of  new 
flight  patterns  had  done  much  to  eliminate  complaints  from  the  home 
owners  in  the  surrounding  area.    He  complimented  the  air  lines 
and  pilots  for  their  interest  and  cooperation. 


Thomas  W.  McGrath,  President , Carmen' s  Union  Local  1380  AEL,  called 
the  Commission's  attention  to  the  recent  action  of  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  setting  up  a  minimum  age  requirement  of  24  years 
for  bus  drivers . 

Mr.  McGrath  called  attention  to  the  Municipal  Railway  monthly 
report,  page  4,  which  indicated  there  was  a  shortage  of  83  plat- 
form employees  at  the  present  time.    Mr.  McGrath  stated  it  was 
impossible  with  a  minimum  age  requirement  of  24  years  to  recruit 
the  number  of  people  needed.    He  requested  that  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  give  consideration  to  requesting  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission to  go  back  to  the  age  requirement  of  21  years.    Mr.  McGrath 
pointed  out  that  a  man  21  years  of  age  was  considered  by  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  skilled  enough  to  drive  fire  trucks  and  police 
cars.    Why  weren't  these  men  considered  mature  enough  at  twenty-one 
to  drive  Municipal  Railway  vehicles?

REVENUE  AND  EXPENDITURES ; 

Adult  fare  passenger  revenue  for  the  first  eight  months  of  this 
fiscal  year  was  1.04$  less  than  for  the  corresponding  period  last 
year.     Total  revenue  for  the  period  July  1,  1964  through 
February  28,  1965?  was  $132,523  less  than  the  budget  estimate. 
Expenditures  during  this  period  were  $407?489  less  than  the  budget 
estimate . 


PARTIAL  REPLACEMENT  OF  CABLE  MACHINERY 

— TEMPORARY  SUSPENSION  OF  CABLE  CAR  OPERATION: 

At  the  March  2nd  meeting  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission, a 
decision  was  made  to  temporarily  discontinue  cable  car  operation 
to  proceed  with  the  partial  replacement  of  cable  machinery  start- 
ing March  21,  1965 . 

Heretofore  estimates  of  the  time  required  for  the  machinery  in- 
stallation project  varied  from  30  to  40  days,  and  it  was  not 
until  very  recently  that  a  determination  was  made  that  the  con- 
tractor could  complete  the  job  in  21  days  by  working  day  and  night 
shifts . 

A  general  signup  commenced  at  5  a.m.  on  March  4  to  permit  platform 
men  of  all  divisions  to  select  runs  of  their  choice  for  the  three- 
week  period  ~  including  bus  runs  which  will  be  operated  in  lieu 
of  the  cable  cars  on  the  Powell-Mason,  Powell-Hyde,  and  California 
Street  lines. 

A  drawing  is  submitted  herewith  showing  these  motor  coach  routes 
in  detail. 

Collectors  will  be  used  at  major  boarding  points  to  facilitate 
loading,  and  an  employee  will  be  assigned  to  the  Powell  &  Market 
turntable  location  to  direct  patrons  to  the  Powell  motor  coach 
line  which  will  loop  in  the  downtown  area  via  Powell,  O'Farrell, 
Stockton,  Ellis  and  Powell. 

Additionally,  appropriate  signs  will  be  posted  at  Powell  &  Market 
and  at  Beach  &  Hyde  as  well  as  at  certain  other  strategic  points*

BROTHERHOOD  WAY  SUNDAY  SERVICE: 

On  authorization  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  Sunday  service 
from  St.  Francis  Circle  via  Parkmerced  to  Brotherhood  Way  was  in- 
augurated February  28,  1965.     One  coach  furnishes  10  trips  at 
30-minute  intervals  from  8:40  a.m.  to  1:10  p.m.  for  the  benefit 
of  those  going  to  places  of  worship  on  Brotherhood  Way, 

Initial  usage  of  the  new  line  is  very  light. 

On  Sunday,  February  28,  15  passengers  alighted  at  Brotherhood  Way 
coach  stops  and  16  boarded,   (Total  collected  —  $5.55  cash  and 
15  transfers.)     On  March  7,  patronage  approximately  doubled  with 
31  passengers  alighting  at  Brotherhood  Way  stops  and  32  boarding. 
(Total  collected  —  $6,90  cash  and  27  transfers.) 


ST.  PATRICK'S  DAY  PARADE: 

In  accordance  with  established  procedure  the  Municipal  Railway 
made  proper  preparation  for  the  St.  Patrick's  Day  Parade  on  Sunday, 
March  14.     This  involves  turning  back  streetcars  at  11th  &  Market 
and  providing  connecting  motor  coach  shuttle  service  via  Mission 
Street  as  well  as  the  routing  of  Market  Street  trolley  and  motor 
coaches  via  8th  and  via  Mission,     The  Municipal  Railway  motorized 
cable  car  was  entered  as  a  parade  unit. 
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CABLE  CAR  SIGNAL : 

A  new  electrically-operated  signal  has  been  placed  on  a  pole  lo- 
cated on  the  west  side  of  Powell  Street  approximately  100  ft, 
south  of  California.     This  signal  governs  the  operation  of  the 
northbound  Powell  Street  cable  cars  from  Pine  Street  and  replaces 
the  hand-operated  signal  at  the  control  tower  at  Powell  & 
California. 

This  change  was  necessitated  by  the  trees  obstructing  the  grip- 
men's  view  of  the  signal  at  the  control  tower. 


IMPROVED  LIGHTING-  —  CABLE  MACHINERY  PLANT; 

Fluorescent  lighting  fixtures  have  been  installed  at  one  side  of 
the  cable  splicing  area  and  cable  inspection  area  at  the  cable 
machinery  plant,  resulting  in  a  considerable  improvement.  Ad- 
ditionally, lights  of  the  same  type  will  be  installed  on  the 
opposite  side  as  soon  as  possible. 


GENERAL  OFFICE  IMPROVEMENTS ; 

Fluorescent  lighting  fixtures  have  been  installed  in  the  Electronic 
Lata  Processing  Department  to  replace  the  incandescent  fixtures. 
This  also  has  resulted  in  a  noticeable  improvement. 

Office  areas  in  the  Claims  Department  and  Central  Control  have 
been  repainted. 


MANPOWER  SHORTAGE; 

The  most  recent  manpower  report  indicates  a  shortage  of  83  plat- 
form men  as  compared  with  71  one  month  ago. 

8  men  are  in  training  at  this  time. 

Civil  Service  recently  conducted  an  examination  for  "permanent11 
platform  men,  and  175  passed.     As  of  the  date  of  writing  this 
report,  it  could  not  be  determined  how  many  of  these  are  present 
Limited  Tenure  operators  and  how  many  would  be  new  employees  who 
would  help  reduce  the  shortage. 


MUNI  MAN  OF  THE  MONTH; 

At  appropriate  ceremonies  conducted  at  Geneva  Division,  Operator 
Marvin  Grimm,  Cap  #54-7,  was  named  164th  Muni  Man  of  the  Month. 
Public  Utilities  Commissioner  White  and  the  General  Manager  of 
Public  Utilities  participated  in  the  presentation.

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TRANSIT  BRIEFS 


WASHINGTON,  P.  C.  -  U.  S.  Housing  Administrator  Robert  C.  Weaver  announced 
that  the  Urban  Mass  Transportation  Act  of  I96I4.  has  reached  the  action 
stage  with  the  approval  of  more  than  six  million  in  capital  grants  to 
five  urban  communities  for  the  improvement  or  expansion  of  their  mass 
transit  systems.     The  first  five  applications  approved  by  the  Housing 
and  Home  Finance  Agency  for  capital  grant  assistance  under  the  Act 
range  from  Kermer,  a  town  of  23,000  in  Louisiana,  to  the  Boston 
metropolitan  area  with  a  population  of  3,200,000.     The  projects  are 
located  in  all  major  sections  of  the  country.     In  addition  to  these 
locations  the  others  include  Memphis,  Tennessee;  Minneapolis,  Minnesota; 
Vallejo,  California. 

SACRAMENTO ,  CALIF .  -  City  and  County  officials  and  business  leaders  last 
week  took  the  first  informal  steps  to  supplant  the  city  owned  and 
operated  Sacramento  Transit  Authority  with  a  far  flung  metropolitan 
transportation  system.     Initial  efforts  will  concentrate  on  generating 
public  support  for  study  of  the  scope,  type  and  financing  of  an  opera- 
tion geared  to  the  days  when  the  Sacramento  area  will  have  a  population 
of  two  million. 

RAND  RAPIDS,  MICH.   -  The  Grand  Rapid  Transit  Authority  has  authorized 
rand  Rapids  City  Coach  Lines  to  eliminate  all  Sunday  and  holiday  bus 
service,  effective  immediately.     The  Authority  was  told  that  the 
mday  and  holiday  service  was  not  paying  for  itself  and  last  year  the 
oss  from  Sunday-holiday  runs  totaled  $20,517*     Plans  were  also 
announced  for  a  cooperative  plan  with  Welcome  Wagon  International  to 
offer  new  residents  a  free  round  trip  bus  ride  downtown, 

DENVER,  COLO.  -  The  Denver  Tramway  Corporation  has  petitioned  for 
increases  m  its  entire  fare  structure,  including  a  hike  to  30  cents 
In  the  basic  fare,  and  for  adjustments  in  service  to  cut  losses  on 
most  of  its  routes.    The  company  also  asked  permission  to  install, 
for  the  first  time,  a  five  cent  charge  for  transfers  and  a  $0  cent 
fee  for  reduced  fare  school  identification  cards, 

HUNTINGTON  PARK,  CALIF.  -  The  new  1965  Minibus  was  introduced  recently 
by  Passenger  Truck  Equipment  Company,  manufacturer  of  the  Minibuses 
that  have  been  running  in  Washington,  D.  C.  for  a  year  now.     Just  a 
foot  longer  and  foot  wider  than  a  luxury  four  door  sedan,  the  new 
model  carries  30  passengers,  cruises  at  a  speed  of  15  to  20  miles  per 
hour  and  is  easy  to  handle  in  traffic.     It  has  a  bench  type  seating 
arrangement  plus  facilities  for  straphangers  and  railholders. 

ALBUQUERQUE,,  N.  MEX.  -  The  bus  system  here  is  now  a  city  operation, 
as  the  city  took  over  the  reins  of  running  the  local  lines  recently 
following  purchase  of  the  private  transit  company  last  December. 
The  city's  entry  into  public  transit  operations  came  more  than  a  year 
ifter  the  financially  distressed  company  asked  the  city  to  release 
from  its  franchise  obligations  and  acquire  its  system. 

TROIT,  MICH.  -  A  prediction  of  a  great  surge  forward  in  city  and

WHEREAS,  On  September  15,  1964,  the  Public  Utilities  Commis- 
sion passed  Resolution  No.  24,292  which  was  transmitted  to  the 
California  Highway  Commission,  again  asserting  the  best  protection 
to  the  San  Francisco  and  Peninsula  water  supply  will  be  achieved  by 
constructing  the  four-mile  section  south  of  Ralston  Road  as  close 
to  the  east  property  line  of  the  lands  owned  by  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  adopted  route  for  that  section  only  abrogates  the 
agreement  between  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  the  California 
Highway  Commission  in  which  this  Commission  agreed  "not  to  protest 
a  location  for  this  freeway  extension  on  watershed  lands  which  is 
as  near  as  practicable  to  the  easterly  boundary  of  such  lands;" 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  Public  Utilities  Commission  has  suggested  a  higher 
level  alternative  route  with  certain  optional  alignments  along  the 
north  end  of  the  City-owned  lands  which  appear  to  be  of  mutual  ad- 
vantage to  the  people  of  the  State  of  California  and  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  and 
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WHEREAS,  This  suggested  alternative  route  has  not  heretofore 
"been  officially  considered  by  the  California  Highway  Commission; 
"be  it  therefore 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission,  aware  of  its  responsibility 
to  protect  the  water  supply  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
and  to  prevent  any  encroachment  which  would  jeopardize  the  quality 
of  water  delivered  to  some  one  and  one  half  million  consumers,  dir- 
ects the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  as  its  chief  executive 
officer,  to  express  to  the  California  Highway  Commission  its  vigor- 
ous opposition  to  the  construction  of  Junipero  Serra  Freeway  in  the 
location  presently  adopted  south  of  Ralston  Avenue  on  City  property, 
and,  be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  does  hereby  respectfully  request  the 
California  Highway  Commission  to  reopen  the  question  of  the  freeway 
route  on  the  four-mile  section  of  City  property  south  of  Ralston 
Avenue  as  previously  mentioned  so  that  public  hearings  can  be  held 
as  soon  as  possible  and  this  Commission  can  present  to  the  honorable 
members  of  the  California  Highway  Commission  the  reasons  why  a  more 
easterly  higher-level  alternate  route  should  be  adopted,  which  more 
easterly  route  would  be  in  conformance  with  the  basic  approach 
which  governed  the  selection  of  the  mutually  satisfactory  adopted 
route  on  the  northerly  section  of  the  freeway  as  it  traverses  City- 
owned  property;  and,  be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  That  this  policy  declaration  by  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  shall  be  sent  by  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities 
to  all  concerned,  including  the  members  of  the  California  Highway 
Commission,  the  Governor  of  California,  the  members  of  the  Boards 
of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  Comity  of  San  Francisco  and  the 
County  of  San  Mateo,  the  Secretary  of  Commerce,  and  the  Commissioner , 
U.S.  Bureau  of  Public  Roads ♦

PeninsuL  Division,  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department , 
werfto' appear  before  the  State  Highway  Commission  hearing  to  be 
held  in  Sacramento  on  Wednesday,  March  24,  at  9:00  a.m. 

Mr.  Carr  gave  a  resume  of  the  situation  and  requested  the  Commission 
to  ado-ot  Resolution  No.  65-0220,  which  in  essence  stated  ohat  the 
cSmiBBion  was  opposed  to  the  proposed  routing  of  the  Junipero  Serra 
Freeway  between  Ralston  Road,  Belmont,  and  the  southern  end  of  the 
San  Francisco  Water  Department  property  south  of  Edgewood  Road, 
San  Mateo  County,  and  urged  the  State  Highway  Commission  to  reopen 
hearings  on  the  Junipero  Serra  Freeway  in  order  to  consider  the 
route  proposed  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  which  was  more 
scenic  and  would  have  the  least  adverse  effect  upon  the  quality  and 
potability  of  the  San  Francisco  water  supply  stored  in  the  Crystal 
Springs  Reservoirs.    Mr.  Carr  read  the  proposed  resolution  an  detail.

2.  Possible  modification  of  service  for  the  Hall  of

Commissioner  Simon  opened  the  hearing  by  calling  on  V.W.  Anderson, 
General  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  who  presented  a  summary  of 
what  had  occurred  on  the  first  day  of  the  hearing,  on  February  16. 
He  stated  that  since  that  time  he  had  been  in  contact  with  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Produce  Market,  .  Potrero  Hill  Boosters  and  Merchants 
Association,  and  business  firms  along  the  present  and  proposed  route 
of  the  #19  Line. 

Mr.  Anderson  then  outlined  the  proposed  rerouting.     He  commented 
there  was  bound  to  be  difference  of  opinion  depending  upon  the  per- 
sonal effect  on  merchants,  residents  and  businessmen  in  the  area. 

He  then  explained  the  routing  of  the  new  line  and  rerouting  of  the 
already  established  lines,  as  recommended  by  himself  and  staff. 

After  Mr.  Anderson's  explanation,  the  Commission  called  upon  members 
of  the  audience.     The  following-named  made  statements: 

1.     George  H.  Casey,  Jr.,  Secretary-Manager,  Wholesale  Fruit  &  Produce 
Dealers  Association  of  San  Francisco,  stated  that  his  association 
was  in  favor  of  the  proposed  routing  of  the  #5^  Line  and  was 
extremely  pleased  with  the  extension  of  the  #25  Line  during  the 
owl  period.     He  stated  that  many  of  the  employees  of  the  San 
Francisco  Produce  Terminal  came  to  work  at  two  and  three  o'clock 
in  the  morning  and  this  proposed  extension  would  be  a  boon  to 
them. 
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2.  Henry  Pructt,  representing  Circus  Foods,  122  -  15th  Street, 
opposed  the  change  in  the  #19  Line,  particularly  the  abandon- 
ment of  service  in  the  area  of  17th  and  Wisconsin,  on  the 
grounds  that  this  would  cause  great  inconvenience  to  employees 
of  his  firm.     Mr.  Fruett  then  submitted  a  counter-proposal. 

3.  Mrs.  Alfred  Ness,  674-  Arkansas  Street,  Transportation  Committee 
of  the  Potrero  Boosters  and  Merchants  Association,  was  opposed 
to  any  change  in  the  #53  Line  and  suggested  that  it  be  continued 
downtown  following  the  route  of  the  proposed  #54  Line,  with  the 
terminal  located  at  5th  Street  and  Market  instead  of  on  6&  Street. 
The  Produce  Market,  she  said,  could  be  given  shuttle  service. 

4.  Mr.  D.H.  Hutchinson,  Graybar  Electric  Company,  was  opposed  to 
any  change  in  the  #19  Line . 

5.  Mrs.  Carl  Sundahl,  1230  -  19th  Street,  of  the  Potrero  Hill 
Residents  and  Home  Owners  Council,  opposed  any  changes  on  the 
#53  Line. 

6.  John  Hciden,  Executive  Director,  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House, 
suggested  that  the  #53  Line  continue  its  present  route  from 
16th  and  Bryant,  and  continue  as  a  major  line  on  Potrero  Hill 
and  then  be  extended  along  the  same  route  now  proposed  for  the 
new  #54-  Line. 

7.  Mr.  W.E.  Main  of  Colyear  Motor  Sales,  25  Division  Street,  was 
opposed  to  the  proposed  changes  in  the  #19  Line ,  on  the  basis 
that  it  would  provide  inadequate  service  to  employees  in  the 
area. 

8.  Robert  Brolan,  representing  Dunham,  Carrigan  &  Hayden,  was 
opposed  to  the  proposed  changes  in  the  #19  Line. 

9.  Sam  Hayes,  of  Chas .  Pfizer  &  Company,  Inc.,  1500  -  16th  Street, 
was  opposed  to  changes  in  the  #19  Line. 

10.  Gordon  MacDonald,  representing  46  companies  in  Apparel  City, 
was  in  favor  of  the  #54  Line,  particularly  as  it  was  designed 

to  serve  his  area,  but  also  requested  that  the  #10  Line  continue 
to  serve  Apparel  City. 

11.  Mrs.  Anna  Buck,  690  DcHaro  Street,  supported  the  position  of 
the  Potrero  Hill  Boosters  and  Merchants  Association. 

12.  Babette  Drefke ,  701  Kansas  Street,  Potrero  Boosters  and  Merchants 
Association,  also  supported  the  position  of  continuing  the 

#53  Line  to  the  downtown  and  putting  the  buses  for  the  proposed 
#54  Line  on  the  #53  Line  as  additional  buses.     She  asked  those 
in  the  audience  who  agreed  to  stand,  and  approximately  20  people 
stood. 

13.  Mrs.  Victor  Flreming,  President,  Potrero  Boosters  and  Merchants 
Association,  urged  that  the  #53  Line  be  kept  intact  as  it  is 
operated  in  the  Potrero  Hill  area. 


The  Secretary  read  letters  from  Sister  M.  Gertrude  of  St.  Teresa's 
Convent,  401  Pennsylvania  Avenue,  opposing  any  change  in  the  #53  bus 
line  that  would  force  the  children  to  transfer  in  a  questionable 
area. 
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He  also  read  a  letter  from  Barbara  J.  Tregoning  and  William  R. 
Tregoning,  656  Arkansas  Street,  protesting  against  any  increase  in 
bus  service  to  Potrero  Hill  that  would  result  in  more  buses  using 
Arkansas  Street. 

A  communication  from  Albert  A.  Axelrod,  Judge,  Municipal  Court,  was 
read  by  the  Secretary.     Judge  Axelrod  supported  the  establishment 
of  Line  #54  to  provide  a  definite  improvement  in  service  to  the 
of  Justice. 

After  hearing  from  all  present  who  wished  to  speak,  the  Commission 
took  the  matter  back  into  its  hands. 

Commissioner  White  then  commented  that  if  23rd  and  Wisconsin  pre- 
sented a  definite  problem  from  a  public  safety  standpoint  as  a 
transfer  or  terminal  point,  then  approach  should  be  made  to  the 
Police  Department.     He  felt  that  this  was  a  police  problem  and 
should  be  handled  as  such. 

He  observed  that  everyone  was  apparently  willing  to  compromise  if 
that  person  got  what  he  wanted.     Because  of  the  apparent  conflict 
and  lack  of  agreement  between  the  residents  of  Potrero  Hill,  the 
businessmen,  the  merchants,  and  individuals  involved,  Commissioner 
White  moved  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  General  Manager  of 
Public  Utilities  and  nothing  further  be  done  until  such  time  as  the 
transit  study  was  completed.     It  was  hoped  that  at  that  time  the 
results  of  the  study  would  inform  the  Commission  as  to  what  trans- 
portation would  actually  be  needed  in  and  around  this  area.  Com- 
missioner Rousseau  seconded  the  motion,  and  it  unanimously  carried. 


In  awarding  AD  Contract  No.  399 — Construction  of  Oxidation  Pond  and 
Pumping  Facilities  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  to 
Baldwin  Warren  Company  by  adoption  ef  Resolution  Ho.  65-0210, 
Mr.  Carr  stated  that  this  was  the  first  -major  step  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Regional  Water  Pollution  Control  Board,     As  the 
monitoring  program  is  carried  out,  there  will  be  additional  work 
required  which  will  involve     additional  expenses.     George  F.  Hansen, 
Airport  General  Manager,  is  examining  this  to  see  if  the  tenants 
will  be  carrying  their  proper  share  of  the  coots.     To  comply  with 
the  Regional  Water  Pollution  Control  Board's  requirements  could 
easily  reach  one  and  one-half  million  dollars. 


In  reference  to  Resolution  65-0212,  approving  Modification ' of 
AD  Contract  Ho.  331— Parking  Garage  and  Related  Facilities,  0.  L. 
Moore,  General  Manager,  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  explained  the 
credit  of  $1,024.95,  was  due  to  the  deletion  of  74  column  signs. 
These  wore' to  be  included  in  the  final  contract  for  signs  which  was 
then  under  prcpar  notion. 
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Mr.  Moore  at  this  point  requested  that  the  Commission  give  consider- 
ation to  the  rejection  of  the  only  bid  received  on  March  13,  1965? 
for  AD  Contract  No.  409 — Central  Terminal  Building  Unit  No.  1  Signs. 
He  explained  that  the  one  bid  received  was  irregular  on  the  basis 
that  the  c  ntractor  failed  to  include  his  total  price  on  the  pro- 
posal and  had  added  $900.00  to  his  bid  on  the  supplemental  amendment 
sheet.     Time  being  of  the  essence,  it  was  recommended  that  the  Com- 
mission reject  this  bid  and  readvertise  immediately. 

Commissioner  White  asked  for  a  full  explanation  as  to  why  the  bid 
was  irregular.     He  stated  that  the  contractor  claimed  he  had  tele- 
phoned the  Public  Utilities  Commission  General  Office  and  had  been 
informed  that  under  the  circumstances  it  would  be  perfectly  proper 
to  add  on  the  amendment  sheet  the  additional  costs  caused  by  the 
supplemental  amendment  to  the  contract.     The  contractor,  said  Com- 
missioner White,  also  charged  that  he  had  not  received  the  amendment 
to  the  contract  until  late  Wednesday  or  early  Thursday  morning. 
Commissioner  White  asked  for  a  full  explanation. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  moved  to  reject  the  bid  and  take  new  bids, 
which  motion  died  for  lack  of  a  second. 

Mr.  Carr  then  stated  he  had  not  yet  received  this  natter  for  recom- 
mendation, and  suggested  that  the  Commission  take  no  action  until 
he  investigated  it  fully.     He  suggested  that  the  matter  go  over  for 
submission  on  the  March  30  calendar,  which  suggestion  was  adopted.

In  reference  to  Resolution  No.  65-0213,  granting  extension  of  29 
working  days  for  completion  of  WD  Contract  No.  1154- — Laying  of  6" 
and  8"  Cast  Iron  Mains  in  Larkin  Street,  Circular  Avenue  and  Others, 
H.C.  Hedbery,  Assistant  General  Manager  &  Chief  Engineer,  San 
Francisco  Water  Department,  explained  the  9  days  delay  waiting  for 
chlorination  and  connections. 
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During  discussion  concerning  Resolution  No.  65-0217,  authorizing 
payments  under  WD  Contracts  1109  and  1169  in  favor  of  Michael  Murphy, 
Jr.,  contractor,  on  which  extracts  final  payments  have  not  been 
made  because  of  dispute  as  to  amounts  due  on  each,  Mr.  Carr  men- 
tioned that  Mr.  Murphy  was  in  to  see  Mr.  Finn  this  nomine, 
March  23. 

Mr.  Finn  then  told  the  Connission  that  Mr.  Murphy  had  a  snail  con- 
tract on  Junipero  Serra  Freeway  in  the  vicinity  of  San  Pedro  and 
Washington  Avenues.     Mr.  Murphy  told  Mr.  Finn  that  he  was  not  happy 
with  the  instructions  of  the  inspector  on  the  j'h  and  that  he  was 
dissatisfied  with  the  manner  in  which  the  work  had  been  laid  out. 
Mr.  Murphy  also  found  fault  with  the  drawings  and  the  plans.  Mr. 
Murphy  stated  that  the  orders  given  by  the  inspector  had  indicated 
there  would  be  extra  excavation  and  extra  work  involved  and  Mr. 
Murphy  intended  to  charge  City  for  sane. 
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Mr.  Finn  informed  the  Commission  that  be  advised  Mr.  Murphy  under 
the  circumstances  he  should  closely  follow  the  instructions  of  the 
City  inspectors  and  keep  a  complete  log  of  all  work  done. 

Commissioner  White  recommended  that  the  Water  Department  instruct 
its  inspector  in  giving  orders  to  Mr.  Murphy  that  all  the  orders 
be  in  writing. 


General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items : 

Mr.  Carr  stated  that  he  had  received  word  from  Robert  C.  Weaver, 
Administrator,  Federal  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency,  approving 
federal  grant  in  the  amount  of  $332,4-66  as  San  Francisco's  share  in 
the  application  made  by  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway  and  Alameda- 
Contra  Costa  Transit  District,  for  the  transit  study  to  be  partici- 
pated in  by  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District,  Alaneda-Contra  Costa 
Transit  District  and  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway.     Mr.  Carr  said 
this  grant  represents  a  $212,000  saving  to  the  City.     He  reminded 
the  Commission  that  the  original  appropriation  for  the  study  was 
some  $300,000.

Mr.  Carr  reported  to  the  Commission  that  last  week  Mr.  Moore  made  an 
inspection  of  the  Hctch  Hetchy  Project  mountain  tunnels.     He  said 
this  was  the  first  inspection  since  1950  of  the  Mountain  tunnel,  and 
since  194-1,  of  the  Moccasin  power  tunnel.     Mr.  Moore  reported  that 
the  tunnels  arc  in  very  good  shape;  there  are  no  rock  falls  of  any 
consequence  in  the  unlined  sections,  and  the  concrete  lining  is  in 
excellent  condition.     Mr.  Moore  is  to  submit  a  full  and  complete 
report  on  the  condition  of  the  tunnels  and  appurtenances  at  a  later 
date . 


Mr.  Carr  stated  that  the  cable  cars  had  been  shut  down  at  1:30  a.m. 
on  March  20.     He  was  impressed  with  the  speed  and  efficiency  with 
which  the  contractor  got  the  work  underway.     Everything,  said 
Mr.  Carr,  seems  to  be  going  very  well. 
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Departmental  Report : 

The  Water  Department  monthly  report  was  submitted  by  H.C.  Mcdbery, 
Assistant  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer,  San  Francisco  Water 
Department . 

Roll  Call: 

Commissioner  Simon  opened  the  question  of  the  valet  service  charge 
at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport.     He  reminded  the  Com- 
mission and  staff  that  the  last  increase  from  $1.25  to  $2.00  was 
allowed  on  condition  that  85  per  cent  of  the  additional  revenue 
would  be  plowed  back  into  personnel  costs. 
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Commissioner  Sinon  wished  to  know  if  there  was  any  existing  proof 
that  such  monies  were  devoted  to  increasing  the  help  and  thus  in- 
creasing the  service  to  the  travelling  public  at  the  airport.  He 
further  asked  if  the  Airport  staff  had  audited  the  Barrett  Garage's 
books  in  order  to  determine  if  these  monies  were  devoted  to  the  use 
prescribed  in  the  agreement. 

After  a  discussion  by  the  full  Commission,  the  Airport  General 
Manager  was  directed  to  investigate  and  report  as  to  Barrett's  con- 
formance with  the  terms  of  the  agreement. 


Commissioner  Sin on  stated  that  last  year  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission awarded  the  contract  to  Yellow  Cab  C^npany  to  provide  taxi- 
cab  transportation  service  from  San  Francisco  International  Airport 
to  San  Francisco  and  other  points.     He  said  he  was  surprised  to  read 
in  the  newspapers  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  was  now  contemplating 
issuing  80  more  permits  to  Yellow  Cab  Company. 

Commissioner  Simon  felt  that  Yellow  Cab  had  bid  on  the  Public  Utili- 
ties Commission's  agreement  on  the  basis  of  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  the  agreement  and  had  indicated  that  they  were  ready,  willing  and 
able  to  perform  their  contract.     He  said,  in  his  opinion,  if  these 
80  general  permits  had  been  available  to  any  successful  bidder  that 
there  would  have  been  more  competition  for  the  taxicab  transporta- 
tion service  agreement  at  the  airport. 

Commissi  ner  Simon  said  he  did  n^t  wish  to  criticize  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  but  in  his  judgnunt  the  issuing  of  these  80  permits 
would  be  grossly  unfair  -and  w^uld  have  the  effect  of  changing  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  the  Commission's  contract. 

After  further  discussion  by  members  of  the  Commission,  Mr.  Carr 
advised  that  as  yet  there  had  been  no  official  inquiry  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  as  to  the  positin  of  the  Commission.     If  and  when 
this  is  done,  he  said,  he  would  confer  with  Mr.  Hansen,  Public  Uti- 
lities Counsel  Bourne,  and  staff  in  the  preparation  of  a  statement 
that  he  could  recommend  as  the  Commission's  position. 

The  Commission,  on  suggestion  of  Commissioner  White,  requested 
Mr.  Hcansen  to  make  a  survey  of  the  number  of  taxicabs  on  the  stands 
at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  during  various  hours  of 
the  day  in  order  to  determine  whether  or  not  Yellow  Cab  was  living 
up  to  the  terms  of  its  agreement.

WATER  CONDITIONS 

Precipitation  for  the  month  of  February  was  so  light 
as  to  approach  the  all  time  February  low  set  one  year  ago. 
However,  due  to  heavy  rainfall  in  December  and  early  January, 
the  seasonal  precipitation  was  approximately  normal  at  the 
end  of  February. on  the  Peninsula  watershed.     Seasonal  rainfall 
recorded  at  Calaveras  gaging  station  was  about  23%  above  nor- 
mal at  the  end  of  February. 

On  March  12,  there  was  a  total  of  l\.9,$7h  million  gal- 
lons of  water  stored  in  Calaveras  and  Peninsula  reservoirs, 
which  is  about  two-thirds  of  a  billion  gallons  less  storage 
than  one  month  ago.     This  results  from  a  combination  of  dry 
weather  and  limited  importation  (about  72  mgd)  from  Hetch 
Hetchy  sources  during  February  due  to  construction  work  on 
San  Joaquin  Pipelines  at  Albers  Road  and  at  the  river  cross- 
ing.    Another  partial  shutdown  of  this  aqueduct  started 
March  15>  to  permit  construction  of  a  cofferdam  at  Early 
Intake  Reservoir  as  part  of  the  Canyon  Powerhouse  contract. 
Every  effort  has  been  promised  to  expedite  this  work  and  the 
delivery  of  water  at  the  present  aqueduct  capacity  should  be 
resumed  after  about  seven  days. 

On  March  10,  draft  of  15  mgd  from  Calaveras  was 
started  in  order  to  move  excess  storage  from  this  reservoir 
into  the  Peninsula  reservoirs  where  storage  is  below  the 
desired  level.     This  draft  will  be  increased  as  turbidity 
decreases . 

The  systemwide  consumption  for  the  month  of  February 
196£  averaged  1^9 •  7  mgd  which  is  l\..7%  less  than  for  February 
19614.,  For  the  eight  months  of  fiscal  year  1961^-65,  the  con- 
sumption averaged  202. I4.3  mgd  which  is  greater  than  for 
the  same  period  of  the  prior  year. 

WATER  QUALITY 

A  total  of  115,000  feet  of        to  8"  diameter  mains 
were  flushed  in  the  Sunset  service  district  in  carrying  out 
the  main  flushing  program  during  February.     In  addition, 
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there  were  21  individual  spot  flushing  operations  to  correct 
or  prevent  dirty  water  conditions  during  February.  Publicity 
releases  of  the  flushing  program  for  Hayes  Valley  and  adjacent 
areas  scheduled  from  March  1  to  March  5>  and  for  Western 
Addition  -  Pacific  Heights  area  scheduled  from  March  8  to 
April  2  were  made  to  the  press  to  inform  customers  of  this 
program. 

Turbidity  in  Calaveras  Reservoir  from  heavy  runoff 
during  December  and  January  decreased  to  a  point  that  this 
water  could  be  admitted  into  the  Bay  Division  pipelines  on 
March  10. 

Due  to  mechanical  difficulty  with  a  chlorlnation 
station  pump    at  San  Andreas  Outlet  No.  3>  operations  were 
transferred  to  San  Andreas  Outlet  No.  2.     This  change  in  flow 
routing  prevents  the  use  of  sulphur  dioxide  for  dechlorination 
during  the  time  the  contractor  is  making  repairs  that  are 
covered  by  warranty.     Normal  operation  will  be  restored  as 
soon  as  this  work  is  completed, 

1961  MUNICIPAL  WATER  SYSTEM  BOND  PROJECT 

James  H.  Turner  Dam  (San  Antonio  Project)  was  com- 
pleted February  23,  1965.     The  water  impounded  behind  this 
dam  is  now  about  elevation  380.5  feet,  representing  about 
7,500  acre-feet  of  water. 

Bay  Division  Pipeline.     Construction  of  Section  B  of 
Pipeline  No.  I4.  was  completed  on  February  26,  1965.     A  con- 
tract for  the  electrical  and  other  work  at  valve  locations 
of  Bay  Division  Pipeline  No.  L|.,  Section  B,  was  submitted  for 
advertising.     Plans  and  specifications  for  construction  of 
Section  A  of  Pipeline  No.  l\.  are  being  prepared  by  Department 
personnel.    Under  a  Professional  Services  Agreement,  consult- 
ants are  preparing  the  design  for  the  San  Antonio  Pumping 
Plant  that  will  deliver  water  from  San  Antonio  Reservoir  to 
the  Sunol  Filtration  Plant,  or  may  be  used  to  deliver  water 
from  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  into  San  Antonio  Reservoir  when 
the  reservoir  is  above  the  level  at  which  gravity  flow  from 
the  aqueduct  could  be  accomplished. 

FREEWAYS 

Junipero  Serra  Freeway.     A  contract  was  awarded  for 
relocating  redwood  tanks  and  telephone  lines  near  San  Andreas 
Reservoir  and  is  now  awaiting  certification.     A  contract  for 
Relocating  Section  of  Crystal  Springs  Aqueduct  was  certified 
to  start  on  March  8.     Work  is  under  way  on  a  contract  for 
Relocating  Portion  of  5V  San  Andreas  Pipeline  at  Crystal 
Springs  Road-San  Bruno  Road.     Each  of  the  above  contracts  is 
covered  by  a  separate  U  tilities  Agreement  with  the  State,  as 
the  work  was  made  necessary  by  this  freeway  construction. 
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A  field  study  of  P.G.&  E.  request  to  relocate  their 
power  lines  resulted  in  a  tentative  realignment  which  would 
keep  required  tree  removal  to  a  minimum  but  final  discussions 
leading  to  a  recommendation  are  still  pendingt     The  agreement 
with  the  State  for  moving  of  two  houses  to  new  sites  on  Water 
Department  property  for  use  by  our  caretakers  has  been  exe- 
cuted and  the  house  moving  specifications  being  prepared  by 
the  Water  Department  are  completed. 

The  next  official  meeting  of  the  State  Highway  Com- 
mission on  Junipero  Serra  Freeway  is  scheduled  for  March  21|. 
A  meeting  at  staff  level  was  held  on  March  18  in  Sacramento. 

Sunol-Dublin  Freeway.     A  permit  allowing  the  State  to 
enter  the  City's  land  between  Sunol  and  Pleasanton  has  been 
requested  but  some  of  the  terms  are  still  under  discussion. 

San  Jose  to  Fremont  Freeway.     The  State  has  submitted 
route  drawings  of  this  proposed  freeway,   requesting  this 
Department  to  check  and  advise  them  of  any  interferences  with 
our  structures.     This  proposed  route  will  cross  our  Bay 
Division  Pipeline  rights  of  way  in  several  places. 

CENTRAL  CONTROL  PROJECT 

A  prospective  consultant  was  interviewed  and  conducted 
on  a  survey  of  the  Department's  facilities  and  operations  in 
order  that  his  organization  may  submit  a  proposal  for  a  study. 

MARKET  STREET  TASK  FORCE 

Water  Department  personnel  participated  in  the  Market 
Street  Task  Force  meeting  of  March  9,  and  attended  the  meet- 
ing of  March  12  of  the  Mayor's  Advisory  Committee  which 
unanimously  recommended  Plan  2A  (which  would  leave  utilities 
in  the  center  of  the  street).     On  March  15,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  temporarily  rejected    Plan  2A  and  expressed 
interest  in  Plan  i|A  or  L|B  (cut  and  cover  construction  for  the 
full  length  of  Market  Street).     The  Water  Department  is  in 
close  liaison  with  all  proper  agencies  to  objectively  assist 
in  the  solution  of  this  problem.     Additional  research  is  con- 
tinuing, with  emphasis  on  the  possible  relocation  of  the  22" 
water  main  outside  of  Market  Street. 

ELECTRONIC  DATA  PROCESSING 

Water  billing  under  the  computer  system  has  now 
started  into  its  fourth  month  and  is  progressing  satisfacto- 
rily.    Difficulties  encountered  with  the  programs  resulted 
in  some  bills  being  issued  late.     However,   during  the  latter 
part  of  February  there  was  some  recovery  of  this  delay  so 
that  all  regular  billing  for  the  month  was  in  the  mails  by 
March  5. 
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A  study  of  comparative  costs  of  rental  of  EDP  equip- 
ment with  installation  at  1+25  Mason  Street  versus  rental  of 
equipment  through  a  service  bureau  shows  a  savings  of  over 
4if0,000  annually  plus  the  advantages  of  convenience  and  more 
equipment  use.     Plans  are  under  way  to  effect  the  necessary 
building  alterations  and  a  letter  requesting  reservation  has 
been  forwarded  which  will  make  this  equipment  available 
September  1,  1965.

Collections  for  the  month  of  February  1965  amounted 
to  ^975r.9if3  which  is  ^18^,923  less  than  collected  during  the 
month  of  February  196]_j_.

WASTE  WATER  SURVEY 

The  final  report  of  the  Waste  Water  Survey  for  1961; 

Under  this  portion  of  our  continuing 
project,  l6l|_  leaks  were  located  which  were  wasting  1,010,000 
gallons  of  water  per  day.     This  leakage  represents  \\.,l$>  of 
the  total  consumption  within  the  section  of  the  system  tested, 
and  would  indicate  the  potential  savings  to  be  made  through 
continuing  this  program.

WHEREAS,  City  and  this  Commission  cannot  in  good  conscience 
proceed  with  the  proposed  lease  arrangements  with  Mack  Trucks,  Inc., 
lest  City's  entitlement  to  Federal  grants  for  capital  improvements 
to  its  transit  system,  which  could  amount  to  a  possible  eight  or 
nine  million  dollars  of  Federal  aid  on  the  purchase  of  four  hundred 
and  fifty  (450)  buses,  be  prejudiced;  therefore,  it  be 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  rescind  its 
Resolutions  No.  24,056  and  No.  24,528;  and,  be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  That  the  City's  Purchaser  be  directed  to  cease  and 
desist  any  and  all  negotiations  with  Mack  Trucks,  Inc.,  and  inform 
them  that  City  is  not  going  to  proceed  with  the  leasing  program; 
and,  be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  That  the  City  Attorney  be  and  is  hereby  directed  to 
prepare  the  legal  documents  necessary  to  terminate  said  negotia- 
tions . 


Mr.  Carr  informed  the  Commission  that  he  had  been  meeting  with 
B.  R.  Stokes  of  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District,  and  K.  F. 
Hcnscl  of  the  Alameda-Contra  Costa  Transit  District,  on  the  joint 
transit  study.     They  were  attempting  to  pull  together  all  the 
procedural  requirements  in  order  to  put  into  operation  the  three- 
way  joint  transit  study. 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  was  meeting  with  the  above  representatives  again 
during  the  week,  at  which  time  it  was  hoped  there  would  be  some 
decision  as  to  the  consultants  to  be  hired  for  the  study. 

Mr.  Carr,  in  reply  to  a  Commission  question,  stated  that  the  dead- 
line for  the  total  study  would  be  eighteen  months.    However,  there 
would-be  progress  reports  during  the  period  which  would  allow  the 
agencies  to  move  on  the  various  problems  which  would  be  encountered 
during  the  design  and  early  stages  of  subway  construction.

Mr.  Carr  then  reported  that  he  had  received  a  letter  dated  March  2, 
1965,  from  Alan  S.  Hart,  District  Highway  Engineer,  State  Division 
of  Highways,  in  regard  to  what  they  have  now  called  the  "revised 
adopted  route"  of  the  Juniper o  Scrra  Freeway.     Mr.  Carr  reminded 
the  Commission  they  had  reviewed  that  route  and  considered  it 
unsatisfactory. 

In  the  letter  Mr.  Hart  had  indicated  that  his  assistant,  R.  A, 
Haylcr,  if  the  Commission  so  wished,  would  be  willing  to  meet  with 
the  Commission  and  staff  and  provide  more  information. 

Commissioner  Stack  stated  that  he  had  taken  a  field  trip  in  the 
area  and  saw  the  damages  that  had  been  done  to  the  reservoirs  by 
bulldozing  and  erosion.     He  felt  that  the  Commission  would  gain 
better  and  more  information  if  the  members  were  to  go  out  and  see 
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with  their  own  eyes  the  possibility  of  damage  to  the  San  Francisco 
water  supply  from  the  proposed  route. 

Mr,  Carr  concurred  with  Commissioner  Stack's  recommendation  and 
stated  he  felt  the  Commission  should  also  hear  from  the  representa- 
tives of  the  State  Highway  Division. 

Commissioner  White  suggested  that  the  Public  Utilities  Counsel 
review  litigation  which  would  show  that  San  Francisco's  water 
rights  would  transcend  those  of  the  California  State  Highway  Com- 
mission.   Mr.  Carr  stated  that  Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F. 
Bourne  had  already  set  forth  the  legal  rights  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  in  an  earlier  memorandum  with  which  the  Com- 
mission had  been  provided.     It  was  suggested  that  additional  copies 
of  the  memorandum  be  sent  to  all  members  of  the  Commission. 

Mr.  Carr  stated  that  the  Highway  Commission  would  hear  the  proposal 
on  the  alternate  route  for  the  Junipcro  Serra  Freeway  in  thirty 
days  and  asked  permission  to  check  with  Commissioner  Stack,  Mr. 
Hart  and  Mr.  Haylcr  in  order  to  set  up  a  convenient  time  for  a 
special  hearing  on  the  subject  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 

The  Commission  all  agreed  and  authorized  Mr.  Carr  to  proceed  along 
these  lines. 


Mr.  Carr  then  stated  that  consideration  was  being  given  to  the 
development  of  a  golf  course  near  Sunol.     He  had  requested  John  G. 
Brucato,  Superintendent,  Agricultural  Division  of  the  San 
Francisco  Water  Department,  to  check  with  the  Commission  members 
to  arrange  a  convenient  time  so  that  they  may  inspect  the  property. 
Until  the  field  trip  has  been  made,  Mr.  Carr  said,  he  would  hold  up 
any  recommendations  or  discussions  on  the  proposed  golf  course 
lease.     He  said  this  had  been  held  up  in  the  past  because  of 
inadequate  water  supply;  however,  he  believed  that  this  problem 
had  been  resolved.

Mr.  Carr  explained  that  in  reference  to  the  Yellow  Cab  request  for 
additional  permits  which  was  now  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
that  he  had  been  informed  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  would  send 
a  letter  requesting  the  official  policy  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  in  regard  to  Yellow  Cab's  request.     As  yet  that  letter 
had  not  arrived,  but  when  it  did  he  would  confer  with  the  City 
Attorney  and  make  a  complete  review  of  the  legal  position  of  the 
Commission  in  this  matter.

Mr.  Carr  submitted  a  report  dated  March  25,  1965,  which  was  prepared 
by  V.  V/.  Anderson,  General  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  and 
staff  on  the  estimated  cost  of  operating  the  Municipal  Railway 
during  construction  of  the  subway  on  Market  Street. 

Mr.  Carr  emphasized  that  section  of  the  report  which  referred  to 
the  cost  of  operating  streetcars  and  service  on  Market  Street,  which 
would  cost  in  the  neighborhood  of  two  and  one-half  million  dollars. 
Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  that  BARTD  would  presumably  absorb  these  costs. 
He  said  it  would  be  impossible  to  operate  streetcars  and  buses 
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during  the  construction  period  without  some  additional  costs  to 
compensate  for  the  delay  and  disruption. 


Mayor  Shelley  had  expressed  the  hope  that  the  streetcars  would  con- 
tinue to  operate  on  Market  Street  during  the  subway  construction 
period  because  he  felt  they  were  of  vast  intangible  value  to  the 
retail  merchants  in  the  downtown  area, 

Mr,  Carr  said  there  were  two  important  items  as  far  as  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  was  concerned  in  the  Board  of  Supervisors1 
resolution  which  was  passed  yesterday.     Although  the  resolution 
had  not  been  officially  transmitted,  Mr.  Carr  stated  that  the  Board 
recommended  that  the  "maze  of  utilities  presently  buried  under 
Market  Street  be  reorganized  so  as  to  relocate  some  of  these 
utilities  off  Market  Street  where  appropriate,  and  to  consolidate 
the  remaining  utilities  where  feasible,  into  the  smallest  possible 
chases,  allowing  for  reasonable  expansions  and  additions."  The 
Board  of  Supervisors  stated  that  it  was  the  policy  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  to  estimate  immediately  the  cost  of 
removing  its  22-inch  low  pressure  water  line  from  Market  Street 
and  to  negotiate  with  the  District  the  sharing  of  costs  of  removal 
and  relocation  of  said  water  line. 

Mr.  Carr  said  this  related  to  the  crlicr  letter  from  Mayor  Shelley 
which  requested  the  Commission  to  prepare  these  estimates,  Mr. 
Carr  stated  the  staff  of  the  Water  Department  was  meeting  with 
BARTD  to  determine  what  the  costs  would  be,  nevertheless  the 
ultimate  policy  was  that  the  22-inch  water  line  should  be  removed 
from  Market  Street, 

Commissioner  White  then  brought  up  the  question  of  35-foot  side- 
walks to  encourage  design  excellence  and  to  facilitate  the 
efficient  movement  of  pedestrian  traffic.     He  was  concerned  with 
the  effect  of  this  proposal  upon  transit  on  the  surface  of  Market 
Sheet.     He  also  stated  that  if  the  sidewalks  were  to  be  35  feet 
wide  it  was  obvious  that  the  22-inch  main  would  not  be  in  Market 
Street  but  would  be  under  the  sidewalk, 

Mr.  Carr  advised  the  Commission  that  staff  was  working  on  these 
problems  and  he  would  have  a  report  for  them  shortly.

In  reference  to  Resolution  No.  65-0242,  which  had  been  put  over  one 
week  from  March  30  at  the  request  of  Commissioner  White,  Emmett 
Smith,  Airport  Assistant  General  Manager-Administrative,  explained 
that  the  American  Building  Maintenance  Company  was  doing  janitorial 
work  for  eight  tenants  at  the  Airport. 


In  regard  to  Resolution  No.  65-0243,  Commissioner  Stack  stated  that 
all  the  members  of  the  Commission  had  received  a  photostatic  copy 
of  the  proposal  and  bid  prices  submitted  on  Airport  Department  Con- 
tract No.  399  "by  Baldwin  Warren  Co.,  Inc.     He  said  that  Hie  Commission 
had  been  prevrou^sly  advised  by  the  City  Attorney,  that  the  Commission 
had  copies  of  the  City  Attorney's  opinion  on  the  matter,  and  asked 
if  any  member  of  the  Commission  had  any  questions.     There  being  no 
questions,  Baldwin  Warren  Co.,  Inc.  was  allowed  to  withdraw  its  bid 
on  the  basis  of  clerical  error. 
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When  it  came  to  the  resolution  authorizing  readvertising  for  bid 
call  for  AD  Contract  No.  399,  Commissioner  White  suggested  the 
Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  consider  the  advisability  of  picking 
out  a  reputable  firm  and  letting  the  contract  on  the  basis  of  time 
and  material. 

Mr.  Finn  explained  to  the  Commission  that  Linder  the  provisions  of 
the  Charter  any  contract  for  public  works  in  excess  of  the  amount  of 
$2  000 'had  to  be  put  out  for  competitive  bid. 

Commissioner  White  asked  if  it  were  possible  for  the  City  departments 
to  bid  on  such  a  contract.     Mr.  Finn  said  it  was  the  practice  of  the 
Water  Department  to  bid  from  time  to  time  but  that  neither  the  Air- 
port nor  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  had  the  personnel  to  per- 
form a  contract  of  this  nature  and  size.     Commissioner  White  observ- 
ed that  perhaps  the  Department  of  Public  Works  might  be  interested 
in  bidding  on  such  a  contract.     He  then  asked  that  the  matter  be  put 
over  one  week  and  requested  Mr.  Moore  to  determine  whether  there 
were  City  departments  who  might  be  qualified  to  bid  on  the  job. 

Mr.  Finn  explained  that  this  was  an  urgent  matter  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  this  particular  contract  affects  the  Cease  and  Desist  Order 
issued  by  the  State  Regional  Water  Pollution  Control  Board,  and  the 
department  was  anxious  to  begin  the  work.     Nevertheless,  the  Com- 
mission put  the  matter  over  one  week. 


In  reference  to  Resolution  No.  65-024-5,  allowing  the  Electrical  Con- 
struction &  Sales  Co.  to  withdraw  its  bid  on  WD  Contract  No.  1196, 
H.  C.  Medbery,  Assistant  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Water  Department,  explained  that  the  contractor  delivered  copies  of 
his  work  sheets  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission.     They  were 
examined  by  the  Secretary,  Water  Department  staff  and  the  City 
Attorney's  Office.     An  error  had  been  made,  in  the  amount  of 
81, 168. 00. 

Commissioner  White  asked  if  it  was  within  the  authority  of  the  Com- 
mission to  require  all  bidders  to  submit  their  work  sheets,  to  in- 
sure that  there  could  be  no  alterations  or  changes  after  the  bid  had 
been  submitted. 

Commissioner  White  suggested  that  the  Commission  adopt  the  policy 
that  no  bid  be  accepted  unless  the  work  sheets  accompanied  the  bid. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne 
if  it  was  within  the  purview  of  the  Commission  to  do  so.     Mr.  Bourne 
stated  that  the  Commission,  within  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  and 
the  Administrative  Code,   could  set  down  the  requirement  that  work 
sheets  must  be  filed  with  all  bids. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  moved  that  all  bidders  be  required  to  submit 
their  work  sheets  at  the  time  of  submission  of  the  bid. 

Mr.  Finn  then  asked  that  ho  be  given  two  weeks  in  which  to  investi- 
gate the  administrative  problems  that  such  a  requirement  might 
create  and  to  work  out  with  the  City  Attorney  any  necessary  provi- 
sions that  might  be  needed  or  desired  in  the  bid  specifications  to 
conform  with  the  wish  of  the  Commission. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  withdrew  his  motion. 
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The  Commission  recommended  that  Mr.  Finn  investigate  and  report  back 
within  two  weeks  on  the  advisability  of  requiring  submission  of  work 
sheets  with  bids. 


Under  Resolution  No.  65-0254,  the  Commission's  attention  was  direct- 
ed to  the  change  in  one  of  the  supplemental  budget  figures  for  the 
Municipal  Railway,  reducing  the  amount  $4-7,243  to  $28,427. 

Mr.  Anderson  explained  that  at  the  time  the  budget  was  reviewed  with 
the  Commission,  it  was  proposed  that  the  Municipal  Railway  purchase 
seven  used  streetcars.     However,  it  was  found  that  this  would  exceed 
the  allowable  expenditure  under  the  Charter  for  capital  improvements 
in  a  deficit  utility.     As  a  result,  it  was  determined  that  the 
Municipal  Railway  would  lease  seven  used  streetcars  rather  than  pur- 
chase them.     These  streetcars  were  needed,  Mr.  Anderson  said,  to 
supplement  the  existing  fleet. 


General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items : 

Mr,  Finn  read  to  the  Commission  the  following  letter,  dated  March  30, 
1965,  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  Robert  J.  Dolan, 
addressed  to  Mr.  Carr: 

"Our  Transportation  Committee  is  currently  studying  a  pro- 
posed ordinance  which  would  make  provision  for  issuance  of 
special  taxicab  permits  to  the  holder  of  a  contract  to  provide 
ground  transportation  by  taxicab  at  the  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport.     A  copy  of  the  proposed  measure  is  attached. 

"At  our  Board  meeting  held  on  March  29,  1965,  Supervisor 
George  R.  Moscone  suggested  the  possibility  that  issuance  of 
such  permits  would  modify  or  affect  in  some  substantial  way 
the  existing  contract  for  such  transportation  between  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  and  Yellow  Cab  Company.     In  view 
of  that  possibility,  Supervisor  Moscone  asks  that  your  Com- 
mission review  the  matter  and  thereafter  submit  to  our  Board 
your  comments  and  any  recommendations  you  may  care  to  make." 


Mr.  Finn  then  stated  that  subsequent  thereto  under  date  of  April  2, 
1965,  he  acknowledged  Mr.  Dolan' s  letter  of  March  30  and  stated 
that  the  matter  would  be  discussed  at  the  Commission  meeting  on 
Tuesday,  April  6,  1965,  and  an  expression  of  policy  from  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  would  be  made  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as 
soon  as  possible.     Copies  of  these  letters  and  copies  of  the  pro- 
posed ordinance  were  sent  to  all  of  the  members  cf  the  Commission. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  Mr.  Bourne  to  explain  the  proposed  ordi- 
nance . 

Mr.  Bourne  informed  the  Commission  that  under  the  present  ordinance 
the  concessionaire  holding  the  taxicab  transportation  agreement  at 
the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  may,  at  the  request  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission,  petition  the  Police  Commission,  which 
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has  the  basic  authority  to  determine  public  convenience  and  neces- 
sity in  reference  to  taxicabs  in  San  Francisco,  to  issue  special, 
non-transferable  permits  to  transport  passengers  for  hire  from  any 
point  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  the  San  Fran- 
cisco International  Airport  as  the  sole  and  only  destination,  Mr. 
Bourne  further  explained  that  under  the  present  ordinance  these 
permits  are  non-transferable,  non-assignable,  and  uould  terminate 
concurrent  with  the  contractor's  rights  under  the  taxicab  agreement 
at  the  Airport. 

Mr.  Bourne  went  on  to  state  the  amendment  now  before  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  would  eliminate  the  requirement  that  the  Airport  must 
be  the  sole  and  only  destination.     Furthermore,  the  proposed  amend- 
ment would  make  mandatory  granting  of  additional  permits  equal  to 
the  number  of  additional  taxicabs  which  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission shall  certify  must  be  available  for  Airport  transportation 
pursuant  to  the  taxicab  contract.     The  requirement  in  the  ordinance 
that  the  permits  shall  terminate  with  the  Airport  taxicab  contract 
is  perpetuated. 

Mr.  Bourne  said  the  basic  change  would  be  allowance  of  additional 
taxicab  authorities  at  the  Airport  without  the  condition  being  pre- 
sent that  the  only  and  sole  destination  from  a  point  of  pickup  in 
San  Francisco  may  be  the  International  Airport. 

Commission  White  asked  if  this  would  allow  Yellow  Cab  to  eliminate 
the  "Airport  Service"  from  its  taxicabs,  it  being  his  understanding 
that  at  the  present  time  they  are  required  to  assign  a  certain 
number  of  cabs  and  designate  them  as  Airport  taxicabs. 

Mr.  Bourne  explained  there  was  nothing  in  the  contract  that  limited 
Yellow  Cab  to  designating  certain  cabs  as  Airport;   any  Yellow  Cab 
was  free  to  travel  to  and  from  the  Airport. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  stated  that  any  cab  can  go  to  the  Airport. 

Mr.  Bourne  concurred,  stating  there  were  no  restrictions  on  Yellow 
Cab  or  any  other  cab  from  picking  up  passengers  in  San  Francisco 
and  taking  them  to  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport. 

Commissioner  Sinon  asked,  if  Yellow  Cab  has  the  right  for  any  cab 
to  pick  up  any  passenger  in  San  Francisco  and  take  him  to  the  Air- 
port, why  are  they  asking  for  additional  permits? 

Mr.  Bourne  said  he  did  not  know. 

Mr.  Finn  at  this  point  said  that  perhaps  that  question  should  be 
directed  to  representatives  of  Yellow  Cab  who  were  present. 

Commissioner  White  stated  that  he  and  other  members  of  the  Commission 
had  received  a  letter  from  a  gentleman  who  purports  to  represent 
Yellow  Cab.     He  said  in  that  letter  there  were  certain  self-serving 
statements  and  certain  statements  which  were  not  entirely  true  and 
that  the  writer  of  the  letter  knew  it  better  than  any  man  in  the 
room. 

At  this  point  Lloyd  S.  Ackernan,  of  the  law  offices  of  Ackerman- 
Johnston,  Johnston  &  Mathews,  arose  and  stated  he  considered  Com- 
missioner White's  remark  a  gratuitous  insult  which  he  deeply 
resented.     Commissioner  White  said  gratuitous  means  "free"  and 
that  Mr.  Ackernan  could  insult  him  sometime.    Mr.  Ackernan  then 
replied  that  he  couldn't  see  any  occasion  for  that. 
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At  this  point  Mr.  Finn  read  the  letter  dated  April  2,  1965,  addres- 
sed to  Oliver  M,  Rousseau  by  Mr.  Ackernan,  a  similar  letter 
apparently  having  been  sent  to  all  of  the  Conaission  members: 


"We  are  informed  that  Yellow  Cab  Company's  proposed  amend- 
nent  to  Section  1078,1  of  the  Police  Code  will  be  considered 
by  the  Connission  at  its  regular  meeting  on  Tuesday  next  at 
the  request  of  the  Transportation  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.     We  respectfully  request  your  consideration  cf 
Yellow  Cab  Company's  argument  supporting  this  amendment.  In 
order  to  serve  the  rapidly  expanding  needs  cf  the  San  Francisco 
International  Airport,  Yellow  must  have  the  facilities  to  ser- 
vice the  Airport  without  detracting  from  its  services  within 
the  limits  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco . 

"As  you  kn^w,  no  one  can  operate  a  taxicab  in  San  Francisco 
without  a  Certificate  of  Public  Convenience  and  Necessity. 
There  are  739  taxicabs  licensed  in  San  Francisco,  cf  which 
Yellow  operates  503,  or  68%  of  the  total.     The  remainder  are 
independently  operated  by  owner-drivers,  who,  unlike  Yellow, 
are  not  subject  to  union  control  as  to  time  worked,  health 
and  welfare,  and  pensions. 

"Under  Section  1078.1  of  the  Police  Code,  the  Police  Com- 
mission, at  the  request  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission, 
is  required  to  issue  a  "Special  Nontransferable  Permit"  to 
the  holder  of  a  contract  with  the  City  to  provide  taxicab 
service  at  the  Airport,  permitting  it  to  carry  passengers 
from  San  Francisco  to  the  Airport  without  obtaining  a  Certi- 
ficate of  Public  Convenience  and  Necessity;  thereby,  the 
Barretts,  who  had  the  concession  from  1954-  to  1964,  at  whose 
instigation  this  section  was  enacted,  were  enabled  to  pick 
up  loads  in  San  Francisco  for  delivery  at  the  Airport. 

"Barrett  did  not  bid  for  the  new  contract;  Yellow  was  the 
only  bidder.     The  contract  requires  Yellow  to  provide  a 
minimum  of  80  cabs  at  the  Airport ,  and  this  minimum  is  sub- 
ject to  escalation  when  justified  by  increase  of  passengers 
it  the  Airport. 

"If  Yellow  assigns  80  or  more  cabs  to  the  Airport,  its 
service  in  San  Francisco  will  be  reduced  to  that  extent. 
For  this  reason,  Yellow  asked  for  the  amendment  of  the 
section  in  question.     Unless  this  amendment  is  adopted,  the 
taxicab  service  to  the  Airport  in  San  Francisco  would  suffer 
and  on  this  ground  Yellow  contends  that  the  proposed  amend- 
ment is  in  the  interest  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco.    All  that  this  amendment  does  is  to  permit  Yellow  to 
integrate  its  additional  Airport  cabs  with  its  local  taxicab 
service,  so  that  in  order  to  operate  efficiently,  local  and 
airport  cabs  may  be  interchanged  or  substituted  one  for  the 
other  to  avoid  wasteful  dead-heading  and  cross-hauling.  No 
additional  cabs  will  be  added  to  local  service,  but  by  co- 
ordinating and  integrating  the  two  operations  service  to  the 
public,  both  at  the  Airport  and  in  San  Francisco,  will  be 
enhanced.     If  this  amendment  is  adopted,  all  taxicab  oper- 
ators in  San  Francisco  able  to  meet  the  contract  require- 
ments will  be  able  to  participate  in  bidding  for  a  new  con- 
tract at  the  expiration  of  the  present  one,  knowing  that  the 
Airport  service  can  be  provided  efficiently  and  economically, 
because  integrated  with  local  service.     Only  by  such  effi- 
cient and  coordinated  operations  can  the  City  obtain  maximum 
revenues  from  the  Airport  cab  concession, 

( continued) 
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"Please  note  that  additional  cabs  for  Airport  operation  are 
already  authorized  by  Section  1078.1  of  the  Felice  Code.  The 
only  issue  raised  by  Yellow's  proposed  anendncnt  is  whether 
the  additional  cabs  should  be  operated  in  a  wasteful  and 
inefficient  manner  which  would  be  a  source  of  continuing 
irritation  to  the  riding  public." 

Connissioner  Stock  then  asked  Mr.  Ackernan  if  he  would  like  to  nake 
any  additional  comments  at  this  tine. 

Mr.  Ackernan  said  there  was  not  a  single  st  at  orient  in  his  letter 
which  was  not  factual,  and  that  ho  couldn't  understand  why  Con- 
nissioner White  had  undertaken  to  feud  with  hin.     HG  said  that  for 
Connissioner  White  to  say  that  he  was  guilty  of  misrepresentation 
was  an  insult,  and  that  he  had  a  right  to  speak  his  piece. 

He  said  he  would  like  to  supplement  his  statements  to  explain  why 
Yellow  Cab  is  making  the  application  at  this  tine.     HG  stated  it 
was  a  fact  at  the  present  tine  Yellow  Cab's  526  cabs  now  available 
are  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  San  Francisco  and  of  the  Airport. 
However,  in  view  of  the  spreading  needs  of  the  Airport  and  the  rapid 
growth  of  traffic,  it  is  anticipated,  he  said,  by  the  authorities  of 
Yellow  Cab  that  more  cabs  will  be  needed  in  the  future  in  order  to 
serve  the  Airport.     They  started  with  this  application  on  January  7, 
1965,  by  filing  this  anendncnt  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  end 
here  it  was  April  and  they  were  not  very  far  along  in  their  efforts 
to  have  the  Supervisors  pass  upon  it.     So  you  sec,  ho  said,  it  took 
a  minimum  of  six  months  before  action  could  bo  obtained  on  an  anend- 
ncnt of  this  kind.     They  were  fearful,  in  view  of  the  provisions  of 
the  contract  which  stipulated  a  ninimun  of  80  cabs  to  be  available 
February  15,  1965,  and  subject  to  escalation  to  the  extent  that  the 
Management  or  Commission  folt  that  more  cabs  were  needed  at  the 
Airport . 

Bear  in  mind,  Mr.  Ackernan  said,  in  taking  cabs  away  from  San  Fran- 
cisco from  the  present  allotment  of  503,  and  transferring  80  to  the 
Airport,  they  were  impairing  taxicab  service  at  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport.     In  order  for  Yellow  Cab  to  bo  enabled  to  maintain 
the  sane  service  they  must  bo  permitted  to  use  the  sane  number  in 
San  Francisco  that  they  have  in  the  past.     With  80  cabs  being  re- 
quired for  Airport  duty  and  it  being  stipulated  in  the  agreement 
at  the  peak  period  of  tine  -  between  5:00  p.n.  and  10:00  p.m.  - 
they  must  be  at  the  Airport  for  service,  those  cabs  are  taken  away 
from  the  supply  in  San  Francisco  and  the  service  to  San  Francisco 
to  that  extent. 

At  the  time  Barrett  introduced  this  anendncnt  in  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors in  1957,  Mr.  Ackernan  said,  three  years  after  Barrett  got 
the  original  ton-year  contract,  1954-  to  1964- ,  Barrett  pleaded  that 
they  were  losing  money  on  their  contract  -  ^5,000  per  month  -  and 
because  of  consideration  for  Barrett's  plight,  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors enacted  1078.1  where  Barrett  was  given  the  right  to  pick  up 
in  San  Francisco  and  deliver  to  the  Airport,  notwithstanding  that 
Barrett  did  not  have  a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  neces- 
sity as  all  others  operating  in  San  Francisco  did  have  -  767  quali- 
fied under  the  ordinance. 

Mr.  Ackernan  suggested  to  the  Comnission  that  probably  the  reason 
why  there  was  only  one  bid  for  this  concession  was  that  no  operator 
could  operate  profitably  and  efficiently  under  the  ordinance  as  it 
reads  new,  because  of  this  limitation  of  1078.1  that  the  person 
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holding  the  concession  at  the  Airport  was  prohibited  fron  picking  up 
passengers  in  San  Francisco  and  transporting  then  to  any  destination 
within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Yellow  Cab's  proposed  amendment  of  this  section,  Mr.  Ackernan  said, 
deleted  that  portion  so  as  to  make  it  possible  for  the  Yellow  Cab 
to  use  all  of  its  526  cabs  on  the  Airport  run.     In  his  opinion  that 
was  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Airport  and  also  San  Francisco. 

Mr,  Ackernan  said  Commissioner  White's  statement  that  only  80  of  the 
Yellow  Cabs  were  indicated  as  being  on  Airport  service  was  incorrect; 
the  fact  was,  he  said,  each  and  every  one  of  the  Yellow  Cabs  on  the 
street  today  bore  the  legend  "Airport  Service". 

He  said  it  seemed  to  then  this  anendnent  was  one  that  ought  to  be 
given  the  best  consideration  for  the  future  needs  of  the  Airport. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  asked  if  Yellow  Cab  could  pick  up  passengers 
any  place  in  San  Francisco  and  take  then  to  the  Airport.     To  this 
Mr.  Ackernan  answered  yes. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  then  asked  if  it  were  not  true  that  Yellow 
Cab  was  the  only  cab  company  that  could  carry  passengers  from  the 
Airport  to  San  Francisco.     Again  Mr.  Ackernan  replied  yes. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  asked  if,  for  example,  all  Yellow  Cabs  were 
engaged  in  taking  passengers  to  the  Airport  was  Yellow  required  to 
leave  80  at  the  Airport  and  send  the  rest  back  to  San  Francisco. 
How  does  it  work.,  he  asked? 

Mr.  Ackernan  explained  that  only  Yellow  can  carry  passengers  to  San 
Francisco.     If  Yellow  has  more  than  the  required  number  of  taxicabs, 
then  they  deadhead  back  to  Son  Francisco  without  a  load. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  remarked  that  Yellow  would  keep  40,  50  or  80, 
or  the  required  number  at  the  Airport,  and  would  then  deadhead  the 
extra  cobs  back  to  San  Francisco.     Mr.  Ackernan  replied  yes. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  asked  "What  else  does  Yellow  Cab  want?" 

Mr.  Ackernan  replied  they  wanted  a  removal  of  the  restriction  that 
prohibits  anybody  having  a  permit  under  Section  1078.1,  picking  up 
a  load  at  the  Airport  and  delivering  it  in  San  Francisco,  would  have 
to  deadhead  back  to  the  Airport  unless  he  were  permitted  to  make  a 
trip  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  It  is  an  uneco- 
nomical, unuseful  thing  because  it  is  of  no  use  to  anybody  but 
Barrett,  he  said. 


Upon  questioning  by  the  Commission  as  to  the  need  for  additional  cabs, 
Mr.  Ackerman  alleged  the  time  will  come  when  it  will  be  necessary  to 
have  additional  permits  in  order  to  meet  the  service  demands  of  the 
San  Francisco  International  Airport.     He  explained  that  this  was 
merely  an  enabling  ordinance  which  would  allow  the  use  of  extra 
taxicabs  when  the  need  arose. 
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Commissioner  Simon  stated  that  when  Yellow  Cab  bid  on  the  contract, 
they  were  aware  of  the  terms  and  conditions,  aware  of  the  fact  that 
Barrett,  the  previous  concessionaire,  had  lost  some  $5>000  per  month 
in  the  operation,  yet  Yellow  bid  on  this  contract.  Commissioner 
Simon  asked  why  in  such  a  short  period  of  time  after  the  beginning 
of  the  term  of  the  contract  did  Yellow  want  80  additional  permits. 

Mr.  Ackerman  stated  that  Yellow  Cab  was  preparing  itself  and  the 
Commission  for  the  future  when  additional  service  will  be  needed  at 
the  Airport . 

After  further  questioning  of  Mr.  Ackerman,  Commissioner  Dimon  was 
not  satisfied  as  to  the  need  for  additional  cabs  at  this  time. 

Commissioner  White  pointed  out  that  the  owner-drivers  when  hiring 
employees  were  bound  to  observe  the  same  Union  rules  and  conditions 
as  Yellow  Cab  ^ompany. 

Mr.  Ackerman  distinguished  between  Yellow  Cab  and  the  owner-drivers , 
stating  that  the  owner-driver  could  drive  as  long  as  he  wished  to 
and  as  such  did  not  have  to  meet  Union  conditions,  wages,  etc.,  al- 
though he  had  to  meet  them  when  hiring  an  employee  to  drive. 

Commissioner  White  then  went  into  the  subject  of  deadheading.  He 
pointed  out  that  since  Yellow  Cab  had  the  privilege  of  picking  up 
in  San  Francisco  and  at  the  Airport  they  seldom,  if  ever,  deadheaded 
as  Barrett  was  forced  to  do  under  his  contract  and  as  the  independ- 
ents who  pick  up  a  passenger  bound  for  the  Airport  must  do  today. 

Commissioner  White  then  asked  Yellow  Cab's  representatives  how  many 
cabs  they  had  on  the  streets  of  San  Francisco  today. 

Mr.  Granville  Harris  answered  for  the  company,  stating  the  number 
on  Friday  was  499;  Thursday,  477;  Saturday  nights,  461;  Wednesday, 
460;  Tuesday,  448;  Monday,  464.     Mr.  Harris  indicated  the  number  of 
cabs  on  the  streets  is  limited  by  the  failure  of  employees  to  report 
because  of  illness. 

Commissioner  White  then  said  in  his  opinion  Yellow  Cab  was  attempting 
to  have  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  ask  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
and/or  the  Police  Commission  to  take  certain  steps  in  recommending 
amendment  to  the  ordinance;   in  that  effect,  which  would  be  to  in- 
crease Yellow's  revenues. 

Mr.  Ackerman  implored  the  Commission  to  recommend  that  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  broaden  the  scope  of  the  existing  ordinance  in  order  to 
allow  the  contractor  at  Son  Francisco  International  Airport  to  put 
more  cabs  on  the  street  in  order  to  give  adequate  service  for  the 
Airport  if  and  when  the  need  arises.     Mr.  Ackerman  pointed  out  that 
this  should  be  done  in  advance,  for  if  the  time  comes  when  addi- 
tional service  is  needed  it  will  take  approximately  six  months  before 
the  additional  permits  could  be  obtained. 

Commissioner  Stack  pointed  out  that  there  was  no  notion  before  the 
Commission.     The  Commission  merely  had  an  inquiry  from  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  asking  for  its  comments  and  recommendation. 
Commissioner  Stack  stated  it  was  his  considered  opinion  that  this 
Commission  had  no  authority  to  issue  taxicab  permits  in  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco.     This  was,  he  said,  a  matter  that  should  be 
heard    publicly    by  the  Transportation  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  or  the  entire  Bo-^rd  of  Supervisors. 
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Mr.  Bourne  said  that  was  true  with  regard  to  the  natter  of  control- 
ling the  issuance  of  additional  permits.     What  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors had  asked  was  comment  "by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  with 
regard  to  the  general  subject  of  the  Airport  service. 

Commissioner  Stack  said  the  Commission's  prime  concern  was  with 
service  for  the  Airport,  that  the  General  Manager  was  charged  with 
the  enforcement  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  contract,  and 
that  if  Yellow  Cab  did  not  live  up  to  the  contract,  provision  was 
made  for  rescission. 

Commissioner  Stack  again  indicated  this  was  a  matter  to  be  heard  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Police  Commission,  not  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  asked  if  the  taxicab  service  at  the  San  Fran- 
cisco International  Airport  was  adequate  at  the  present  time. 

Emmett  Smith,  Assistant  Airport  General  Manager,  Business  Administra- 
tion, replied  that  it  was  adequate. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  asked  Mr.  Smith  if  in  line  of  his  past  experi- 
ence he  expected  service  to  change. 

Mr.  Smith  replied  that  in  the  past  month,  February,  Airport  passenger 
traffic  increased  five  per  cent,  v/hich  was  a  little  less  than  the 
recent  normal  rate  of  increase. 

Newman  Cohn,  Business  Agent  Chauffeurs'  Union  Local  265,  then  addres- 
sed the  Commission.     Ho  stated  that  the  employees  of  the  independent 
drivers  received  the  same  benefits  as  the  employees  of  Yellow  Cab. 
He  went  on  further  to  state  in  his  opinion  the  reason  Barrett  lost 
money  was  because  he  had  to  pay  over  70  per  cent  of  his  receipts  to 
City  and  the  drivers. 

Newman  Cohn,  opposed  the  issuance  of  80  permits  to  Yellow  Cab. 

After  Mr.  Cohn  finished  his  presentation,  Commissioner  White  con- 
curred with  Commissioner's  Stack's  position  that  this  was  a  matter 
for  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Mr.  Finn,  at  the  request  of  the  Commission,  then  reread  the  letter 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  which  merely  asked  for 
comment  or  any  recommendation  the  Commission  might  care  to  make. 

Commissioner  Simon  moved  that  the  Commission  advise  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  not  to  issue  any  permits  to  Yellow  Cab  Company  at  the 
present  time.     Mr.  Bourne  advised  the  Commission  that  this  was  net 
the  issue.     He  said  all  the  Supervisors  had  before  them  was  a  request 
to  amend  the  law. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  then  noted  that  immediate  reply  was  not  re- 
quired and  under  the  circumstances,  with  Janes  K.'Carr,  the  General 
Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  and  George  F.  Hansen,  Airport  General 
Manager,  being  in  Washington,  he  moved  that  the  natter  be  put  over 
one  week  until  the  return  of  Mr.  Carr. 

Connissioncr  Sinon  called  the  Connission's  attention  to  the  fact  that 
he  had  subnitted  a  notion.     The  Secretary  was  requested  to  read 
Connissioncr  Simon's  motion.     Then  Commissioner  White  seconded  it. 
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Connissionor  Rousseau  suggested  that  Connissioner  Simon's  notion  be 
amended  to  include  the  words  "except  when  additional  taxicab  service 
was  required  by  the  Airport".     Connissioner  Sinon  pointed  out  the 
words  "at  the  present  tine"  covered  this. 

Mr.  Finn  directed  the  Connission1 s  attention  to  the  fact  that  Super- 
visor Moscone  wished  the  Connission1 s  opinion  of  the  effect  the  pro- 
posed change  in  the  ordinance  would  have  on  the  existing  contract 
for  taxicab  service  at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport. 

Connissioner  Virion  said  in  his  opinion  the  change  in  the  law  would 
affect  the  contract.     At  the  tine  the  contract  was  put  out  to  bid 
everyone  knew  the  terns  and  conditions  on  which  the  bid  was  to  be 
nade.     Allowing  the  issuance  of  80  permits  at  this  tine  would  cer- 
tainly change  those  terns  end  conditions.     If  all  bidders  knew  at 
the  tine  the  bid  was  nade  that  they  could  obtain  SO  permits,  Con- 
nissioner Sinon  said,  there  would  have  been  nore  competition.  He 
said  if  the  Connission  had  nothing  tc  do  with  the  issuance  of  these 
pernits,  then  the  natter  should  not  have  been  presented  to  the  Con- 
mission. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  stated  that  Commissioner  Rousseau  had  offered 
a  motion  that  the  matter  go  over  one  week  awaiting  return  of  the 
General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities.     Commissioner  Greenberg  con- 
curred with  this  and  suggested  that  it  be  done,  looking  to  the 
manager  for  a  recommendation,  after  which  a  courteous  reply  could  be 
sent  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 


Commissioner  Simon  pointed  out  that  his  resolution  had  been  seconded 
and  he  could  not  see  need  for  postponement. 

Commissioner  Stack  nade  a  general  comment  that  Yellow  Cab  had  a 
contract  to  fulfill  in  regard  to  taxicab  service  at  the  Airport. 


Commissioner  Simon  then  offered  to  withdraw  his  resolution  until  the 
General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  returned. 


Commissioner  White  did  not  withdraw  his  second. 


On  roll  call  the  motion  was  defeated  by  a  vote  of  three  to  two, 
Commissioners  Simon  and  White  voting  "aye",  the  remaining  number 
voting  "no". 


Commissioner  Rousseau  then  made  a  motion  that  the  entire  subject  be 
postponed  and  referred  tc;  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities 
for  recommendation  to  the  Commission.     It  was  the  direction  of  the 
Commission  that  such  be  done.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  MARCH  ACTIVITIES: 

Traffic  Summary  (February) : 

Passengers:     577,157  air  passengers  passed  through  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport  in  February,  a  5.2  per  cent  gain  over  the  corresponding  1964 
month.     However,  it  should  be  noted  that  February  this  year  had  one  day  less  than 
last  year. 

Mail:    U.  S.  mail  shipped  by  air  totaled  6,592,513  pounds,  an  increase 
of  10.2  per  cent  over  a  year  ago. 

Air  Express :     Increased  20.9  per  cent  to  1,065,482  pounds. 

Air  Freight:    The  19,745,959  pounds  total  was  a  gain  of  49.2  per  cent 
over  February  last  year. 

The  traffic  increases  reported  nationally  were:     Passengers — 10.2  per 
cent  for  domestic  trunk  airlines  and  10.4  per  cent  for  local  service  airlines; 
mail  volume,  7.4  per  cent;  air  express,  14.7  per  cent;  and  air  freight,  20.1  per 
cent. 

Aircraft  movements — landings  and  take-offs — totaled  19,589  for  the 
month.     Included  were  15,658  by  scheduled  carriers,  a  10.7  per  cent  gain;  463  by 
military  aircraft,  and  3,464  by  non-scheduled  carrier  and  itinerant  or  locally- 
based  private  and  corporate  planes. 
PSA  Fares : 

At  a  hearing  before  a  State  Public  Utilities  Commission  examiner,  Pacific 
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Southwest  Airlines  agreed  to  reduce  its  San  Francisco- to-Los  Angeles  fare  to 
$11.43,  effective  ripril  26,  instead  of  May  17  as  formerly  proposed.     This  will 
place  the  S.F.-L.A.  fares  on  par  with  the  Oakland-L.A.  charges.     PSA  also  filed 
to  make  the  S.F.-L.A.  reduction  effective,  on  five  days'  notice,  at  a  date 
earlier  than  April  26  in  the  event  their  new  Boeing  727  aircraft  are  ready  for 
service. 

S.  F.  Grand  Jury  Committee: 

Three  members  of  the  Public  Utilities  Committee  of  the  1965  Grand  Jury 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  visited  the  Airport  and  were  given  a 
briefing  on  current  operations  and  factors  which  will  be  included  in  updating  the 
Airport  Master  Plan.     Following  the  briefing,  they  were  given  an  inspection  tour 
of  the  Airport  and  its  facilities.     May  19  and  26  were  set  as  tentative  dates 
for  an  Airport  inspection  tour  by  the  full  Grand  Jury,  one-half  of  the  members  on 
each  day. 
Pier  D: 

Delta  Air  Lines  began  operations  from  Pier  D.     New  passenger-handling 
facilities  include  two  gaterooms  each  with  a  nose-loading  jetway  connecting  to 
their  aircraft,  and  the  Crown  Room,  a  VIP  lounge. 
Pier  G: 

Philippine  Air  Lines  dedicated  their  VIP  passenger  lounge  adjacent  to 
Gateroom  81. 
Airport  Talk: 

Airport  General  Manager  George  F.  Hansen  was  guest  speaker  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Aviation  Section  of  the  San  Mateo  County  Development  Association,  Current 
Airport  problems  were  outlined  and  plans  explained  for  updating  of  the  Airport 
Master  Plan.     Projections  of  future  growth  and  required  expansion  and  development 
also  were  related. 
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Crash-Rescue  Drill: 

An  inspection  tour  of  Airport  crash/rescue  facilities  was  made  by 
members  of  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Commission  and  their  wives,  accompanied  by  Fire 
Chief  William  J.  Murray.     Under  direction  of  Capt.  Jesse  0.  Parks,  Airport  fire 
marshal,  a  hot  fire  drill  was  conducted  by  two  crash/rescue  companies.  Those 
witnessing  the  drill  included:     Philip  Dindia,  Fire  Commission  president,  and 
Mrs.  Dindia;  Commissioner  and  Mrs.  Robert  Grosso;  Commissioner  and  Mrs.  Morris 
Bernstein;  Chief  Murray  and  Airport  General  Manager  George  F.  Hansen.

Refresher  training  classes  for  Airfield  Safety  personnel  were  completed 
and  a  training  course  for  new  Airport  Security  Officers  was  inaugurated.  The 
San  Francisco  Police  Department  has  made  one  of  their  Police  Academy  instructors 
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available  for  some  Security  Officers'  classes. 
Master  Plan: 

General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  James  K.  Carr,  Airport  General 
Manager  Hansen  and  Utilities  Engineering  staff  members  met  with  the  airlines' 
negotiating  committee  for  a  discussion  of  subjects  to  be  included  in  the  updating 
of  the  Airport  Master  Plan. 
Garage  Meeting: 

Operating  procedures  for  the  Airport  Parking  Garage  and  also  the 
parking  lots  were  outlined  for  airline  representatives  by  Airport  and  Utilities 
staff  members,  assisted  by  Edward  B.  Page,  architect,  and  Henry  Degenkolb,  of 
Gould  &  Degenkolb,  Construction  Engineers,  who  designed  the  garage.

General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items : 

Mr.  Carr  passed  out  a  memorandum  dated  April  13  on  the  subject  of  the 
cable  car:    rehabilitation  program.     It  was  hoped  that  the  cars  would 
be  back  in  operation  by  Tuesday  afternoon. 

Mr.  Carr  informed  the  Commission  of  the  clean-up  work  in  the 
Washington-Mason  carhouse  and  the  painting  of  the  winding  wheels  and 
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other  equipment  in  bright  colors.     He  told  of  a  wooden  aiming  "being 
constructed  at  the  corner  of  Washington  and  Mason  Streets,  a  replica 
of  the  one  that  was  on  the  building  prior  to  the  1906  earthquake. 
He  informed  the  Commission  of  the  plans  for  a  visitors1  gallery  and 
a  concession  to  sell  cable  car  souvenirs;  as  well  as  plans  for  flood 
lights,  closed  circuit  television,  and  other  details  which,  would  be 
forthcoming  upon  submission  of  the  full  report  on  the  cable  cars.

In  reference  to  the  Yellow  Cab  matter,  Mr.  Carr  requested  Mr,  Finn 
to  read  the  communications  which  were  received  after  last  week's 
meeting. 

Mr.  Finn  read  a  letter  dated  April  8,  1965,  addressed  to  the  members 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  Transportation  Committee  by  Willard  P. 
Norberg  of  Ackerman,  Johnston,  Johnston  &  Mathews,  which  reads  as 
follows : 

"This  letter  sent  to  Supervisors  Blake,  Ertola, 
Francois,  McCarthy  and  Moscone 

"Dear  Supervisor: 

"In  response  to  the  request  made  of  Yellow  Cab  Company  at  the 
meeting  of  April  1st,  wc  enclose  herewith  a  schedule  showing  Yellow 
Cab's  operations,  insofar  as  the  number  of  vehicles  is  concerned, 
for  the  week  commencing  March  29,  1965,  together  with  a  schedule  and 
chart  showing  Airport  passenger  traffic. 

"As  we  have  stated  on  many  occasions,  the  issue  raised  by  the 
proposed  amendment  to  Section  1078.1  is  not  whether  any  additional 
temporary  permits  shall  be  issued,  or  how  many  shall  be  issued,  if 
any.  Under  the  proposed  legislation,  this  would  be  dependent  upon 
application  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission.  The  only  issue  is 
the  manner  in  which  additional  temporary  non- transferable  permits, 
if  issued,  are  to  be  utilized. 

"We  recognize,  however,  that  the  Committee  is  properly  inter- 
ested in  the  current  utilization  by  Yellow  Cab  Company  of  its  exist- 
ing permits.     Yellow  Cab  at  all  times  uses  whatever  vehicles  are 
necessary  to  meet  the  existing  demand,  limited  only  by  the  failure  or 
inability  of  its  drivers  to  report  for  work  on  schedule.     The  month 
of  March  being  a  period  of  relatively  low  demand,  the  total  number 
of  cabs  utilized  is  necessarily  below  that  needed  during  the  higher- 
demand  summer  tourist  season.     Nevertheless,  the  attached  schedule 
demonstrates,  giving  allowance  for  the  increased  demand  that  will 
occur  in  July  and  August,  that  the  peak  summer  demand  on  Yellow  Cab 
both  at  the  Airport  and  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
cannot  reasonably  be  met  with  the  existing  503  permits.

Comment :     The  above  schedule,  covering  a  low  demand  season, 
shows  a  current  peak  period  utilization  of  438  vehicles,  to  meet 
both  the  local  and  the  Airport  demand  for  Yellow  Cab's  services. 
This  can  be  divided  into  358  vehicles  meeting  local  demand  and  80 
vehicles  meeting  peak  airport  demand.     Based  on  past  c:rperience, 
demand  for  local  cab  services  during  the  summer  convention-tourist 
season  will  be  25%  greater  than  during  the  low  demand  period  reflect 
ed  above.     Similarly,  as  shown  by  the  attached  of f -passenger  schedule 
the  number  of  air  travelers  arriving  at  the  Airport  will  be  at  least 
30%  higher  in  August  than  in  March.     Assuming  no  increase  in  Yellow1 
share  of  the  local  demand,  this  will  mean  a  demand  for  at  least  450 
Yellow  cabs  for  peak  local  service  and  a  minimum  of  103  cabs  to  meet 
peak  Airport  demand  this  summer.     This  requirement  of  not  less  than 
553  vehicles  at  the  peak  period  cannot  be  met  with  the  existing  503 
permits .  11

Mr.  Finn  then  read  a  letter  dated  April  7,  1965,  addressed  to  the  PubHc 
Utilities  Commission  by  Sidney  F.  DeGoff  of  Field,  DeGoff  and  Rieman, 
representing  DeSoto  Cab  Company,  which  letter  reads  as  follows: 

"Gentlemen:  Re:   Proposed  Amendment  of  Police 

Code  Section  1078.1  

"This  office  represents  DeSoto  Cab  Company  and  in  such  capacity  has 
been  actively  opposing  the  proposed  amendment  to  Section  1078.1  of  the 
Police  Code. 

"We  were  informed  in  the  late  A.M.  of  April  6,  1965  that  the  Yellow 
Cab  Company  was  to  appear  in  front  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
to  discuss  the  Commission's  possible  recommendation  of  the  proposed 
amendment  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.    At  my  direction,  one  of  my 
associates  attended  the  meeting  as  an  observer  and  as  a  result  of  the 
discussion  at  the  meeting,  I  thought  that  a  letter  stating  our  posi- 
tion would  be  propitious  at  this  time. 

"We  oppose  the  amendment  to  Section  1078,1  for  the  following  reasons: 

"1.     If  the  amendment  is  passed,  in  effect,  the  Yellow  Cab 
Company  would  be  given  80  additional  taxi  permits  without  meeting  the 
requirements  of  Section  IO76,  which  grants  permits  based  upon  conven- 
ience and  necessity.     The  present  value  of  a  taxi  permit  in  the  City 
of  San  Francisco  is  approximately  $18,000.     Thus,  in  effect,  a  public 
gift  of  $1,440,000  would  be  given  to  the  Yellow  Cab  Company. 

"2.    When  the  Yellow  Cab  Company  submitted  its  bid  to  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  for  the  present  contract,  it  submitted  it  with 
full  knowledge.     DeSoto  Cab  Company,  plus  the  other  independent  cab 
companies,  would  surely  have  bid  on  the  contract  if  they  thought  ex- 
isting permit  laws  would  be  ignored  and  if  they  thought  new  permits 
for  airport  business  would  be  lavished  upon  the  successful  bidder. 

"3.     The  granting  of  the  80  additional  permits  will  not  actually 
improve  taxi  service  at  the  airport  because  under  the  contract  the 
Yellow  Cab  Company  is  obliged  to  supply  the  requisite  amount  of  taxi 
service  as  determined  by  need.     Rather,  the  granting  of  the  permits 
will  allow  the  Yellow  Cab  Company  to  have  80  additional  permits  oper- 
ating within  the  City  of  San  Francisco  to  the  extreme  detriment  of  all 
the  other  Independent  cab  companies  who  are  granted  permits  only  on 
the  basis  of  convenience  and  necessity.     Thus,  it  seems  obvious  that 
the  independent  taxi  companies  will  suffer  to  a  great  extent  finan- 
cially if  these  permits  are  granted. 
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"4.     This  amendment  if  passed,  would  effectively  take  away  all 
powers  formerly  held  by  the  Police  Commissioner  to  issue  taxi  permits. 

"5.    If  the  taxi  service  in  the  city  will  suffer  as  a  result  of 
increased  airport  needs,  additional  permits  should  be  made  available 
to  all  permit  holders  on  a  pro  rata  basis,  or  equally  to  all  citizens 
on  a  new  application  basis  through  regular  channels  established  by  law 
of  the  Police  Commission. 

"As  a  result  of  the  above,  we  respectfully  submit  that  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  should  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that 
the  proposed  amendment  should  not  be  accepted.

Mr.  Carr  informed  the  Commission  that  the  existing  contract  in  which 
Yellow  Cab  Company  was  the  successful  bidder  is  probably  one  of  the 
best  airport  cab  contracts  in  the  United  States.     In  fact,  one  city  had 
already  contacted  San  Francisco  to  see  if  they  could  model  their  air- 
port contract  after  San  Francisco's  because  it  was  the  first  one  which 
was  geared  to  meet  the  service  needs  of  deplaning  passengers. 

The  first  thing  the  Commission  had  to  do,  said  Mr.  Carr,  was  to  realize 
the  Commission  had  responsibility  for  adequate  cab  service  for  pass- 
engers who  arrived  at  the  airport  and  wanted  service  to  town.  Insofar 
as  service  to  the  airport  was  concerned,  this  was  the  responsibility 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Police  Commission.    These  were  two 
separate  kinds  of  responsibility.    Both  were  related  to  airport  cab 
service,  the  one  from  the  Airport  to  San  Francisco;  and  the  other,  from 
San  Francisco  to  the  Airport. 

Mr.  Carr  stated  that  on  the  basis  of  a  survey  made  by  Mr.  Hansen,  Yellow 
Cab  was  complying  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  contract  requir- 
ing a  certain  number  of  cabs  to  be  present  at  the  Airport  during  cer- 
tain hours  of  the  day.     Quoting  Mr.  Hansen,  Mr.  Carr  said,   "The  fig- 
ures in  this  report  do  not  fairly  reflect  the  excellent  job  that  Yellow 
Cab  is  doing  in  providing  taxicab  service  at  the  Airport.    We  have  not 
had  a  single  complaint  since  Yellow  initiated  service,  and  operations 
supervisors,  porters,  pilots  and  other  airline  personnel  have  commented 
favorably. " 

The  Commission,  said  Mr.  Carr,  had  a  copy  of  Mr.  Hansen's  report  and 
if  they  looked  at  the  figures  they  would  see  that  in  most  cases  there 
has  been  an  adequate,  in  fact,  more  than  adequate  number  of  cabs  on 
the  stands. 

In  getting  into  the  realm  of  service  to  the  Airport,  Mr.  Carr  stated, 
one  may  in  a  strict  sense  say  it  is  not  the  responsibility  of  the  Com- 
mission.    It  could  be  argued  that  the  Commission  does  have  a  strong 
interest,  although  not  a  clear  legal  responsibility,  as  to  whether 
there  are  sufficient  cabs  to  go  to  the  Airport. 

Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  the  Commission  did  not  have  the  advantage  of  offer- 
ing to  the  successful  bidder  additional  permits,  and  this  was  one  of 
the  economic  difficulties  faced  by  the  former  Airport  taxicab  operator. 
Mr.  Carr  said  he  did  not  know  what  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  wish 
to  do.     There  was  a  feeling  on  the  part  of  some  people  that  any  sort 
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of  an  award  of  permits  at  the  present  time  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors through  the  Police  Commission  would  be  changing  the  rules  of 
the  game  after  the  game  had  started,  as  far  as  the  existing  Yellow 
Cab  agreement  with  the  Commission  was  concerned.     As  one  letter 
stated,  if  some  people  had  known  that  there  would  be  additional  per- 
mits granted,  they  might  have  bid.     If  it  should  be  necessary  to  re- 
quire additional  permits  to  provide  the  kind  of  service  that  San 
Francisco  may  need  to  the  Airport,  he  said,   it  was  always  possible 
that  such  permits  could  be  issued  at  the  expiration  of  the  present 
contract  so  that  everyone  would  be  on  a  fair  basis  and  know  the  terms 
and  conditions  on  what  they  would  be  bidding  on  the  next  contract. 

These,  said  Mr. Carr,  were  some  offhand  thoughts  about  the  situation 
as  it  existed.     He  said  he  agreed  with  what  he  understood  to  be  the 
comments  of  the  President  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission;  namely, 
that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  under  the  Charter  had  no  legal 
responsibility  for  the  issuance  of  taxicab  permits  to  the  Airport, 
however,  the  Commission  had  a  strong  interest,  and  in  the  event  that 
service  should  be  inadequate,  the  Commission  should  speak  up  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors. 

Inadequacy  of  service  has  not  been  demonstrated,  said  Mr.  Carr — at 
least  as  far  as  he  understood  it — and  there  was  no  real  problem  in 
getting  taxicabs  to  the  Airport. 

In  response  to  Commissioner  Greenberg's  question,  it  was  explained 
that  the  contract  has  a  term  which  expires  in  three  years,  with  two 
one-year  options.     If  these  options  were  renewed,  the  contract  would 
expire  five  years  from  October  31,  1964- . 

Commissioner  Simon  stated  that  as  he  understood  it  Mr.   Carr  was 
voicing  an  opinion  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  should  advise 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  such  a  way  that  the  contract  should  not 
be  upset  in  any  form,  shape  or  manner,  but  that  at  the  termination 
of  this  contract  when  the  Commission  calls  for  bids  on  a  new  taxicab 
contract,  the  Commission  should  then  spell  it  out  exactly  so  that 
all  interested  parties  would  be  bidding  on  the  same  basis  and  could 
obtain  additional  unrestricted  permits  if  necessary;  however,  in  the 
meantime,  if  more  service  is  necessary,  that  is  a  matter  for  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  consider  and  for  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission to  advise  them  that  more  service  is  needed. 

Mr.  Carr  stated  that  the  President  of  the  Commission  was  absolutely 
right  in  his  statement  at  the  previous  meeting  that  the  legal  respon- 
sibility for  taxicab  service  to  the  Airport  was  stricly  within  the 
Jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.     However,   if  this  Commis- 
sion feels  that  Airport  passengers  are  not  being  adequately  served  by 
taxicab  transportation  to  the  Airport,  then,  Mr. Carr  said,  he  would 
expect  the  Commission  not  to  be  reluctant  to  so  advise  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.     Mr.  Carr  said  that  as  he  understood  it  there  has  not 
been  a  deficiency  of  taxicab  service  to  the  Airport. 

Mr.  Carr  stated  that  he  was  a  bit  handicapped,  not  having  had  the 
privilege  of  sitting  through  last  week's  meeting. 

Commissioner  Stack  remarked  that  the  survey  submitted  by  Mr.  Hansen 
indicated  the  service  to  be  adequate.     He  asked  Mr.  Hansen  if  this 
were  not  so.     Mr.  Hansen  replied  that  the  service  was  adequate  and 
in  many  instances  more  than  adequate. 
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Commissioner  Stack  asked  if  there  were  any  complaints  about  unavaila- 
bility of  taxicabs.     Mr.  Hansen  replied  there  were  none-there  was  only 
one  instance ,  and  that  was  five  o'clock  in  the  morning. 

Commissioner  Simon  then  remarked  that  if ,  as  according  to  Mr.  Hansen, 
the  service  is  good  why  should  the  Commission  refuse  to  state  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  that  no  additional  permits  are  warranted  at  this 
time.     Such  an  expression  would  merely  be  an  opinion,  said  Commissioner 
Simon,  and  not  a  recommendation  nor  directing  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
what  to  do.     Commissioner  Simon  said  that  he  really  believed  along  the 
lines  of  what  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  had  stated,  and 
that  Mr.  Carr  should  be  instructed  to  advise  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
accordingly. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  Commissioner  Simon  if  that  was  a  motion. 
Commissioner  Simon  stated  he  would  be  willing  to  make  a  motion  if  nec- 
essary. 

Commissioner  Stack  stated  that  he  thought  a  copy  of  Mr.  Hansen's  report 
should  be  submitted  to  an  appropriate  member  of  the  Board. 

Commissioner  Simon  said  it  was  his  intent  to  give  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  that  at  the  present  time  it 
does  not  see  the  necessity  of  permits  being  issued  but  that  as  time 
goes  on,  and  if  it  should  be  found  to  be  necessary,  this  Commission 
would  gladly  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  the  issuance  of 
permits  in  the  numbers  the  Commission  so  designates. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  stated  that  he  was  in  favor  of  Mr.  Carr's  state- 
ments and  would  like  to  have  them  forwarded  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
as  the  opinion  of  the  Commission. 

Commissioner  Simon  stated  that  he  would  go  along  with  that.     He  reit- 
erated that  everything  Mr.  Carr  had  said  he  went  along  with-- that  as 
he  understood  it,  Mr.  Carr's  recommendation  was  to  not  do  anything 
until  the  expiration  of  the  present  agreement. 

Mr.  Carr  said  that  he  felt  that  the  Commission  should  have  a  clear 
understanding  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  taking  future  bids  on 
the  Airport  taxicab  agreement  as  to  whether  or  not  a  future  successful 
bidder  would  be  granted  additional  permits. 

Commissioner  Stack  again  stated  that  this  Commission  has  no  ways  or 
means  of  determining  public  convenience  or  necessity.     This  Commission, 
he  said,  was  interested  in  seeing  that  the  successful  bidder  for  the 
taxicab  agreement  lived  up  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  contract. 

Commissioner  Simon  said  he  was  in  complete  agreement--the  only  differ- 
ence was  that  he  was  not  afraid  to  present  his  opinion  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.     Such  a  presentation  was  not  a  recommendation  or  a  dir- 
ection telling  the  Board  what  to  do.     This  was  his  opinion,  he  said, 
and  he  wanted  it  reflected  in  the  minutes. 

In  response  to  Commissioner  Stack's  request,  Mr.  Finn  reread  the 
Board's  letter  of  March  30,  1965. 

Mr.  Carr  suggested,  in  view  of  the  Commission's  comments,  that  a  letter 
be  drafted  for  review  by  the  Commission  at  its  next  meeting  and  then  be 
sent  over  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Commissioner  Simon  stated  that  this  recommendation  of  Mr.  Carr's  would 
be  agreeable  but  the  Board  of  Supervisors  was  anxious  to  dispose  of  the 
matter  at  next  Monday's  meeting. 
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Mr.  Carr  stated  that  he  would  try  to  get  the  letter  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.     Commissioner  Greenberg  stated  he  felt  sure  that  Miss 
Trulsen  had  taken  down  the  entire  discussion,  and  that  Mr.  Carr  would 
be  able  to  obtain  the  consensus  of  the  Commission's  opinion  from  her 
notes  and  draft  a  letter  along  those  lines  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
Commissioner  Stack  thought  it  might  be  well  if  the  comments  of  each 
individual  Commissioner  were  transmitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Commissioner  Stack  said  he  felt  he  did  not  have  enough  information  and 
facts  before  him  to  make  him  reach  a  decision  that  more  permits  are 
needed.    He  wished  to  transmit  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  the  opinion 
that  the  Commission  did  not  wish  to  pass  judgment  on  the  granting  or 
denial  or  additional  permits  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 
As  far  as  the  Commission  was  concerned,  Commissioner  Stack  said,  it 
needs  cabs  at  the  Airport.     If  the  cabs  are  not  available,  the  Com- 
mission will  be  so  informed  by  Mr.  Hansen,  the  Airport  General  Manager. 

Commissioner  Simon  reaffirmed  his  position,  stating  that  he  did  not 
recommend  that  permits  should  be  granted  or  not  granted.  He  merely 
stated  that  nothing  should  be  done  to  upset  the  existing  agreement. 
Commissioner  Simon  said,  'Don't  touch  the  contract.  Leave  the  con- 
tract alone." 

Commissioner  Greenberg  was  satisfied,  he  said,  with  Mr.  Hansen's  re- 
port and  recommended  that  it  be  transmitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
This  information,  said  Commissioner  Greenberg,  should  satisfy  the 
Board . 

Commissioner  Stack  commented  that  this  report  was  the  first  favorable 
news  that  they  had  on  Airport  taxicab  service  for  many  years. 

Commissioner  Stack  then  asked  if  there  were  any  more  comments  from 
members  of  the  Commission.     There  being  no  further  comments,  Com- 
missioner Stack  stated  that  if  this  was  the  opinion  of  the  Commission, 
he  would  ask  Mr.  Carr  to  transmit  the  comments  to  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors . 

************ 

Commissioner  Greenberg,  at  this  point,  speaking  as  an  individual  and 
as  a  citizen,  stated  he  was  finding  it  increasingly  difficult  to  obtain 
satisfactory  taxicab  service  to  the  Airport,  that  on  rainy  days  and 
evenings  there  was  a  delay  of  anywhere  from  one-half  hour  to  one  hour 
in  obtaining  taxicabs.     He  felt  that  getting  to  the  Airport  under  these 
circumstances  was  more  important  because  one  might  miss  one's  plane. 

************ 

Mr.  Carr  indicated  that  he  was  continuing  discussions  with  the  PAA  and 
with  Admiral  Taylor  re  specifications  for  the  downtown  heliport.  He 
explained  it  was  his  present  design  to  obtain  the  Navy  barge  and  two 
Army  barges  to  serve  as  out-riggers.    He  hoped  to  have  more  definite 
information  in  two  weeks. 

************ 

Mr.  Carr  then  stated  that  he  and  Airport  General  Manager  George  P. 
Hansen  had  attended  the  Airport  Operators  Council  meeting  in  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  the  week  of  April  5,  and  he  called  upon  Mr.  Hansen  to  give 
a  report  to  the  Commission. 

Mr.  Hansen  gave  a  brief  outline  to  the  Commission  of  the  activities  of 
the  meeting.

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Mr.  Hansen  submitted  to  the  Commission  his  report  on  the  Barrett 
Garages,  Inc.  valet  parking  operation  at  San  Francisco  International 
Airport  which  had  been  requested.     The  report,  dated  April  1,  1965*  was 
in  writing  and  consisted  of  a  memorandum  to  Mr.  Hansen  from  W.  W. 
Wight ,  Head  Accountant,  Airport  Department.    Mr.  Hansen  gave  a  brief 
explanation  to  the  Commission.

Mr.  Carr  stated  that  he  wished  to  send  a  letter  to  Thomas  W.  McGrath, 
President,  Carmen's  Union  Local  1380,  and  Edward  Coleman,  President, 
Municipal  Carmen's  Union  Local  250,  thanking  them  and  their  union  mem- 
bers for  their  cooperation  during  the  cable  car  shutdown.     Mr.  McGrath, 
who  was  present,  thanked  Mr.  Carr  for  his  words  of  appreciation. 

Mr.  McGrath  then  requested  that  the  Commission  ask  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  to  reconsider  its  recent  action  of  increasing  the  minimum 
age  for  bus  drivers  from  21  to  24  years.    He  pointed  out  that  police- 
men, firemen,  and  all  other  City  employees  aged  21  or  over  were  allowed 
to  drive  heavy  equipment  and  he  could  see  no  good  reason  for  the  spec- 
ial age  requirement  of  24  years  being  directed  at  the  Municipal  Railway 
bus  drivers. 

Mr.  McGrath  also  said  that  Supervisor  William  C.  Blake  had  requested 
that  consideration  be  given  to  revising  the  residence  ordinance  in 
order  to  allow  uniformed  members  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  and  Fire 
Departments  to  live  within  a  30-mile  radius  of  San  Francisco.     If  this 
is  to  be  done,  Mr.  McGrath  suggested  that  the  Commission  ask  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  to  give  the  same  consideration  to  Municipal  Railway 
platform  employees.    The  basis  of  this  request,  said  Mr.  McGrath,  was 
the  fact  that  at  the  present  time  the  Municipal  Railway  was  short  ap- 
proximately 104  platform  employees.     If  the  age  limit  were  lowered  and 
the  residence  ordinance  amended,  Mr.  McGrath  said,  this  might  facili- 
tate recruitment  of  new  employees  for  the  Municipal  Railway. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  moved  that  the  Commission  ask  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  amend  the  residence  ordinance  to  allow  Municipal  Railway 
platform  employees  to  live  within  a  30-mile  radius  of  San  Francisco. 

Commissioner  Stack  suggested  Commissioner  Rousseau's  motion  be  amended 
to  add  a  request  that  the  Civil  Service  Commission  reduce  the  minimum 
age  requirement  to  21  years  of  age  or  over  for  Municipal  Railway  plat- 
form employees. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  seconded  the  motion. 

V.  W.  Anderson,  General  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  in  response 
to  a  Commission  question,  explained  that  apparently  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  had  increased  the  minimum  age  requirement  for  bus  drivers 
from  21  to  24  years  because  of  accident  statistics  relative  to  young 
male  drivers  that  were  obtained  from  a  national  insurance  company  sur- 
vey.   An  analysis  has  been  made,  Mr.  Anderson  said,  which  shows  there 
is  really  very  little  difference  in  the  accident  rate  of  21  year  old 
Municipal  Railway  bus  drivers  and  24  year  old  bus  drivers.     This  an- 
alysis was  made  available  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission  and  Mr. 
Anderson  stated  that  he  had  stated  previously  to  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  that  bus  drivers  at  the  age  of  21  years  appeared  to  be  ac- 
ceptable.    Mr.  Anderson  pointed  out  that  all  Municipal  Railway  bus 
drivers  were  trained  for  from  seventeen  to  twenty-five  days  and  were 
well  qualified  before  they  were  allowed  to  operate  buses  along  the 
streets  of  San  Francisco. 

Mr.  Carr  joined  in  the  recommendation.

WHEREAS,  This  Commission  has  noted  with  deep  concern  that  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has 
recently  raised  the  minimum  age  requirement  for  S102  Conductor  and 
S104  Motorman  from  21  years  of  age  or  over  to  24  years  of  age  or  over, 
which  has  adversely  affected  the  recruitment  of  drivers  for  the 
Municipal  Railway,  thus  decreasing  the  operating  efficiency  and  in- 
creasing the  operating  costs  of  said  railway;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  the  opinion  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  a 
properly  trained  and  instructed  driver  of  21  years  of  age  or  over  is

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 
Water  Conditions 

Less  than  normal  precipitation  was  received  on  the  City's  mountain  watershed  during 
the  month  of  March;  however,  the  results  of  the  third  and  final  snow  survey  of  the 
season  indicate  that  runoff  this  spring  and  summer  should  be  111%  of  normal. 
Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  will  fill  but,  due  to  the  fact  that  Lake  Lloyd  was  empty  in 
December  and  has  been  drawn  on  for  a  substantial  power  draft  since  the  first  of  the 
year,  Lake  Lloyd  may  not  completely  fill. 

Power  Production 

During  the  month  of  March,  Moccasin  and  Cherry  Powerhouses  generated  36,660,000  kilo- 
watt-hours and  89,865,000  kilowatt-hours,  respectively. 

The  below-normal  monthly  generation  from  Moccasin  Powerhouse  was  the  result  of  water 
shutdown  at  O'Shaughnessy  Dam  beginning  Sunday,  March  1^,  for  a  period  of  six  days  to 
permit  construction  of  a  cofferdam  in  the  Tuolumne  River  at  the  Canyon  Powerhouse 
site.    During  the  shutdown,  a  limited  generation  schedule  was  placed  in  effect  at 
Moccasin  Powerhouse,  such  that  minimum  required  water  diversion  to  the  San  Francisco 
Water  Department  could  be  maintained  from  Priest  Reservoir  storage  which  was  built  up 
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to  maximum  capacity  prior  to  the  shutdown.     Although  some  deficiency  in  power  demand 
was  incurred,  the  loss  in  energy  generation  at  Moccasin  Powerhouse  was  made  up  by 
increasing  the  generation  at  Cherry  Powerhouse. 

Tunnel  Inspections 

During  the  shutdown  of  water  releases  from  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  for  construction 
of  the  cofferdam  at  the  Canyon  Powerhouse  site,  inspections  were  made  of  the  19-mile 
Mountain  Tunnel  from  Early  Intake  to  Priest  Reservoir  and  of  the  one-mile  Moccasin 
Power  Tunnel  from  Priest  Reservoir  to  the  head  of  Moccasin  Penstocks.    Both  tunnels 
have  been  in  service  for  forty  years.     These  inspections  are  the  first  that  have 
been  made  since  1950  and  19^+1  respectively. 

The  tunnels  are  in  very  good  condition  with  no  rock  falls  of  any  consequence  in  the 
unlined  sections.    The  concrete  lining  is  in  excellent  condition  except  in  the  areas 
immediately  upstream  and  downstream  from  the  225-foot,  llU-inch  diameter,  exposed 
steel  pipe  section  crossing  the  South  Fork  of  the  Tuolumne  River.  Reconstruction 
of  this  tunnel  section  including  the  pipe  crossing,  which  is  vulnerable  to  damage 
from  falling  rocks  off  the  high  cliffs  above,  is  scheduled  in  our  Capital  Improvement 
Program  for  the  period  1967-1971. 

Replacement  of  Moccasin  Powerhouse 

The  purchase  contract  for  "Furnishing  and  Delivering  Hydraulic  Impulse  Turbines, 
Governors,  Turbine  Shutoff  Valves,  Inlet  Pipes  and  Bypass  Valves  for  Moccasin 
Generating  Station"  was  awarded  to  Hitachi  New  York,  Ltd.  in  the  amount  of 
$1,211,^02.1+0. 

Engineering  design  and  construction  schedules  have  been  prepared  for  placing  the 
new  plant  in  service  by  February,  1968. 
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Moccasin  Debris  Deflector 

The  contractor  has  completed  excavation  for  footings  of  the  steel  bents.     Steel  pipe 
columns  and  concrete  foundations  for  three  of  the  bents  have  been  completed.  Work 
is  continuing  on  the  erection  of  pipe  columns  and  placement  of  foundation  concrete 
for  the  remaining  bents. 

Freeway  Crossings 

Plans  and  specifications  for  the  protection  of  the  CityTs  San  Joaquin  Pipelines  under 
freeway  crossings  at  State  Highway  99 ,  State  Highway  132,  and  proposed  Westside  Free- 
way adjacent  to  Blewett  Road  and  south  of  Chrisman  Road,  are  about  90%  complete. 
Existing  pipelines  will  be  protected  by  reinforced  concrete  box  culverts,  including 
provision  for  the  future  Ho.  k  line.     All  engineering  and  construction  costs  will  be 
borne  by  the  State  Division  of  Highways  under  utility  agreements. 

Commonwealth  Club  Section  Meeting 

On  March  26,  Mr.  Moore  addressed  the  Water  Problems  Section,  Commonwealth  Club,  on 
the  subject,  "San  Francisco  Water  Supply". 

CM  YON  POWER  PROJECT 
Canyon  Powerhouse 

Water  releases  from  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  into  the  Tuolumne  River  were  stopped 
during  the  week  of  '.larch  1^,  1965,  to  permit  construction  of  the  powerhouse  cofferdam. 
During  the  shutdown  period  the  cofferdam  was  constructed  to  a  level  about  k  feet 
above  normal  river  flow  and  will  be  completed  to  its  final  elevation  later. 

The  contractor  is  continuing  grading,  facing  off,  and  preparing  for  tunnel  driving 
operations  at  the  North  Portal  of  the  bypass  tunnel.     Fan  and  air  lines  and  steel 
support  sets  were  delivered  to  the  jobsite. 

In  the  powerhouse  area,  excavation  continues  along  the  south  side  to  approximately 
k  feet  above  final  grade. 


Turbine  parts  shipped  by  Hitachi  Hew  York,  Ltd.  for  the  powerhouse  were  inventoried 
by  the  City  on  March  25,  1965  at  the  Port  of  Stockton. 

Shop  drawings  for  the  powerhouse  bridge  crane  have  been  resubmitted  by  the  contractor 
and  approved.     Fabrication  of  the  crane  is  now  in  progress. 

.Cauyon  Pensto-ck 

Plans  and  specifications  for  Hetch  Hetchy  Contract  Ho.  377,  Canyon  Penstock,  have 
been  submitted  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  for  advertising  for  bids.  This 
is  the  last  major  contract  for  the  construction  of  the  Canyon  Power  Project.  The 
work  consists  of  furnishing  and  installing  approximately  2,130  feet  of  92-inch, 
84-inch,  and  66-inch  diameter  penstock  with  a  total  weight  of  about  l,lU2  tons. 
Also  included  are  excavation,  construction  of  concrete  anchors  and  penstock  supports, 
installation  of  a  98-inch  butterfly  valve  and  incidental  work.    Estimated  cost  of  the 
work  is  $2,000,000. 

SMI  JOAQUIH  PIPELINE  HQ.  3 

Cross-Connection  at  Albers  Road  and  Related  Work 

The  cross-connection  at  /Libers  Road  tying  Pipelines  Ho.  1  and  Ho.  2  to  the  new  Ho.  3 
line,  with  each  cross-connection  controlled  by  a  36"  diameter  plug  valve  for  flexi- 
bility in  operation,  was  completed.    Work  on  welding  the  butt  straps  and  installation 
of  the  insulating  joints  on  each  side  of  the  river  crossing  section  continued. 
Upon  completion,  this  will  join  the  three  completed  sections  of  Ho.  3  line  in  a 
continuous  33-mile  pipeline  across  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  extending  from  Oakdale 
Meter  House  to  Tesla  Portal  of  the  Coast  Range  Tunnel. 

Work  is  continuing  on  construction  of  the  venturi  meter  vault  at  Albers  Road  near 
Oakdale  and  the  blowoff  vault  at  the  Tuolumne  River.    The  30"  pressure  relief  valve, 
venturi  meter,  and  tapers  have  been  installed  in  their  respective  vaults. 


AIRPORT  EiJGINEERIilG  AiiD  CQiJSTRUCTIOil 
Parking  Garage 

The  contractor  continues  to  form  and  place  reinforcing  steel  for  the  fourth  level 
floor,  various  interior  stairways  and  partition  walls,  the  third  level  entrance 
ramp,  the  fourth  level  bridge,  and  light  pole  bases  at  the  fourth  level.  Painting 
of  the  third  level  ceiling  and  exposed  piping  is  also  in  progress. 

Mechanical  and  electrical  work  continues  on  the  installation  of  roof  drains,  fire 
and  water  lines,  elevator  machinery,  trusses  for  the  escalators  in  the  Central 
Terminal  crawl  space,  power  panel  and  conduits  for  the  motor  generator  at  the 
third  level,  and  the  trail  blazer  signs. 

Panels  and  trusses  for  the  moving  ramps  are  being  assembled. 
Alterations  to  Central  Terminal  Building 

V7ork  is  continuing  on  the  installation  of  terrazzo  and  marble  floors,  aluminum  panels, 
louvered  ceilings,  plaster,  and  on  the  painting.    Electrical  and  mechanical  work  is 
in  progress  on  all  levels  and  telephone  and  power  outlets  were  installed  in  the  bank 
and  flower  concessions. 

Baggage  Dispensers ?  North  Baggage  Claim  Area,  Central  Terminal 
Carrousel  No,  3  has  been  dismantled  for  relocation. 

Additions  to  South  Terminal  and  Piers  "E",  "F",  and  "G" 

Electric  wiring  for  the  air  damper  controls  was  installed.     Contract  is  about  99$ 


complete . 
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Air  Cargo  Building  Uo,  4 

Contractor  is  continuing  to  erect  forms  and  place  reinforcing  steel  for  the  concrete 
perimeter  walls  and  footings .    Anchor  bolts  and  base  plates  are  being  set  at  the 
same  time. 

Drainage  and  paving  work  are  in  progress  in  the  ramp  area.

WHEREAS,  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  has  passed  the 
Economic  Opportunity  Act  of  1964,  Section  1  b  of  which  provides  for 
Federal  contributions  up  to  90%  of  the  cost  for  the  employment  of 
young  people  between  the  ages  of  16  and  21  on  projects  that  do  not 
require  skilled  labor;  and 

WHEREAS,  to  carry  out  this  program  the  Director  of  the  Economic 
Opportunity  Administration  has  delegated  to  the  Secretary  of  Labor 
the  responsibility  for  initiating  and  conducting  projects  under  the 
Neighborhood  Youth  Corps;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Youth  Opportunity  Centers  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  are  making  plans  to  provide  services  in  the  recruiting, 
counseling,  and  placement  of  personnel  on  jobs  concerning  the  general 
maintenance  of  properties  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  young  men  and  women  under  the  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps 
would  be  recipients  of  111.35  an  hour  for  32  hours  a  week  where  no 
schooling  is  involved,  and  20  hours  a  week  where  schooling  is  in- 
volved, which  would  also  be  greatly  in  the  public  interest;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Federal  Neighborhood  Youth  program  permits  the 
sponsoring  agency  to  take  credit  for  contributions  in  the  nature  of 
administrative  supervision,  direct  supervising  time,  counseling  and 
recruiting  services,  equipment,  transportation  costs,  and  related 
costs  and  services,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  has  under  its  jurisdiction  several  thousand  acres  of 
land  in  the  watersheds  supplying  water  to  the  City  and  County  which 
are  urgently  in  need  of  fire  protection,  road  maintenance,  improve- 
ment of  drainage,  beautif ication,  general  maintenance  of  facilities, 
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removal  of  debris,  which  otherwise  is  not  contemplated  to  "be  done 
under  present  budget  restrictions,  all  of  which  would  be  a  distinct 
improvement  to  the  water  supply  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco and  definitely  in  the  public  interest;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  does  hereby  direct  the  General  Hanagcr  of 
Public  Utilities,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  and  the 
City  Controller,  to  begin  immediately  in  cooperation  with  the  Youth 
Opportunity  Centers,  the  informal  preparation  of  project  applications 
so  that  as  soon  as  practicable  a  formal  request  can  be  made  to  the

WHEREAS,  This  Commission  is  deeply  concerned  with  the  shortage 
of  operating  personnel  within  the  ranks  of  the  Municipal  Railway, 
recruiting  being  made  extremely  difficult  by  the  requirement  that 
permanent  employees  must  reside  within  the  limits  of  the  City  and 
County;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  same  or  similar  recruiting  problems  occur  in  vari- 
ous degrees  in  all  the  departments  under  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission; now,  therefore,  be  it

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  urges  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion to  lower  the  maximum  age  requirement  of  S102  Conductor  and 
S104  Motornan  from  24  years  of  age  or  over  to  21  years  of  age  or 
over;  and,  be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Secretary  and  Assistant  General  Manager, 
Administrative,  is  directed  to  transmit  copies  of  this  resolution  to 
the  members  and  staff  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco. 


With  reference  to  Resolution  No.  65-0281,  Mr,  Carr  explained  that 
he  had  met  with  L.P.  Lewis,  Personnel  Director  for  the  Youth  Oppor- 
tunity Centers,  and  Herman  Gallegos  (who  for  the  past  year  and  a  half 
has  been  working  in  Hunters  Point  with  the  Youth  Opportunity  Center 
project),  relative  to  the  participation  of  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission in  the  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps. 

Mr.  Carr  explained  that  the  Government  under  the  Economic  Opportunity 
Act  of  1964  would  pay  about  90  per  cent  of  the  costs.     The  youths 
would  be  used  to  work  on  the  watershed  wherever  unskilled  labor 
could  be  used  to  good  advantage. 

These  youths  will  come  from  Hunters  Point,  the  Western  Addition,  the 
Mission  and  Chinatown.     It  may  be  possible  under  the  Act  to  utilize 
transportation  facilities  of  the  Municipal  Railway. 

Mr.  Carr  said  the  youngsters  would  build  check  dams,  fire  trails, 
clean  up  the  underbrush,  and  perform  many  helpful  chores  that  would 
improve  the  watershed  and  would  otherwise  go  undone. 

It  is  Mr.  Carr's  intention,  with  the  approval  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission,  to  enter:  into  negotiations  with  Mr.  Gallegos  and  others 
to  carry  out  this  program.     He  said  he  would  work  to  prepare  the  pro- 
ject application  so  that  as  soon  as  possible  formal  request  can  be 
made  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  permission  to  file  an  applica- 
tion for  a  grant  with  the  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps  of  the  Department 
of  Labor. 


Commissioner  Simon  requested  that  Resolution  No.  65-0280    passed  at 
the  meeting  of  April  15,  1965,  be  rescinded  and  made  into  two  dis- 
tinct resolutions:     one,  requesting  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  give 
consideration  to  allowing  all  Public  Utilities  Commission  employees 
to  live  within  a  thirty-mile  radius  of  San  Francisco;  the  other,  re- 
questing the  Civil  Service  Commission  to  lower  the  minimum  age  re- 
quirement for  Municipal  Railway  platform  employees  from  24  to  21  years 
of  age.     Resolutions  No.  65-0299,  No.  65-0500,  and  No.  65-0501,  were 
unanimously  passed. 
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Municipal  Railway  Calendar  Iten  #6,  asking  far  authorization  f or.  f  our 
members  of  the  staff  to  attend  the  Western  Regional  Conference  of 
the  American  Transit  Association,  in  Portland,  May  9-12,  1965,  was 
put  over  one  week  at  the  request  of  Mr. Carr.

Water  Department  Calendar  Item  #7?  granting  a  lease  of  twenty  years 
to  the  Argyle  Investment  Company  covering  a  portion  of  Sunset  Supply 
pipeline  right  of  way  between  87th  and  89th  Streets  in  Daly  City, 
was  put  over  one  week.     Commissioner  Simon  wanted  the  matter  thorough- 
ly investigated  and  full  explanation  given  as  to  why  a  lease  of 
twenty  years  is  necessary.

In  reference  to  Resolution  No.  65-0296,  authorizing  issuance  of 
Space  or  Use  Permit  to  the  San  Francisco  Convention  and  Visitors 
Bureau  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  it  was  explained  by 
Airport  General  Manager  George  F.  Hansen  that  this  was  the  first 
move  in  bringing  "San  Francisco"  to  the  Airport.     Mr.  Carr  explained 
that  this  was  part  of  the  effort  to  promote  San  Francisco  in  the 
eyes  of  incoming  passengers.     It  was  the  first  step,  he  said,  to 
give  a  San  Francisco  atmosphere  to  the  Airport. 
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Mr.  Hansen  explained,  in  Reference  to  Resolution  No.  65-0297,  that 
this  was  a  promotional  plan  engaged  in  by  all  air  carriers  and  car 
rental  companies,  which  offered  a  distinct  economic  advantage  to 
people  who  are  flying  with  their  families.     The  rate  will  not  be 
available,  said  Mr.  Hansen,  to  single  travelers  nor  on  an  hourly  or 
daily  basis. 
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With  regard  to  Resolution  No.  65-0298,  Mr.  Carr  explained  that  under 
a  recently-passed  ordinance  by  the  BoarH  of  Supervisors,  departments 
must  now  obtain  approval  of  the  Board  before  making  application  for 
any  Federal  grants.     That  is  the  reason  the  Board  is  being  requested 
to  apply  for  grant  funds  from  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  in  the 
total  amount  of  Si, 840, 000  for  airport  improvements." 
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Commun ications : 

Mr.  Finn  read  correspondence  from  the  San  Francisco  Foundation  an- 
nouncing that  nominations  were  now  being  accepted  for  the  first 
annual  Robert  C.  Kirkwood  Award.     The  communication  explained  the 
purpose  of  the  award  and  stated  that  nominations  must  be  mailed  to 
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tho  San  Francisco  Foundation,  care  of  the  Robert  C.  Kirkwood  Award 
Committee,  351  California  Street,  San  Francisco,  not  later  than 
May  1,  1965. 

Mr.  Carr  then  connented  that  the  Public  Utilities  Connission  was 
still  working  on  a  memorial  for  Kir.  Kirkwood.     A  grove  just  south  of 
Pulgas  Tenple  had  been  examined  by  staff  but  it  was  felt  that  this 
was  not  suitable.     At  the  present  time  there  are  plans  for  a  grove 
along  Canada  Road  if  the  Junipero  Serra  Freeway  is  moved  to  the  east. 

Mr.  Carr  stated  that  he  would  keep  the  Commission  posted  on  the  plans 
for  the  Robert  C.  Kirkwood  memorial  grove. 


General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items : 

Mr.  Carr  informed  the  Commission  he  was  still  working  on  the  tem- 
porary heliport  and  the  use  of  the  Navy  barge. 

He  said  that  he  had  also  held  discussions  with  Cyril  Magnin  of  the 
Port  Authority,  and  with  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District,  rela- 
tive to  a  permanent  site  for  the  heliport  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Ferry  Building.     BARTD  had  suggested  as  a  permanent  heliport  the  use 
of  the  top  of  the  ventilation  outlet  for  its  transbay  tube.  Mr. 
Magnin  suggested  giving  consideration  to  the  top  of  a  proposed 
garage  to  be  built  by  the  Port  Authority  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Ferry  Building.     Both  sites  will  be  investigated. 


Mr.  Carr  explained  that  the  Mayor  had  requested  that  all  departments 
submit  a  supplemental  budget  covering  the  cost  of  utility  relocation 
in  connection  with  the  BARTD  subway  on  Market  Street.     To  this  end 
the  Municipal  Railway  and  the  Water  Department  had  prepared  such 
budgets.     The  Water  Department  supplemental  amounted  to  $84-2,000  for 
the  relocation  of  the  22"  water  main  off  Market  Street.     BARTD  has 
allocated  $4-00,000  toward  this  cost.     The  Municipal  Railway  requires 
$115,000  for  the  support  of  its  electrical  duct  in  order  to  keep  the 
streetcars  running  on  Market  Street  during  the  construction  period. 
BARTD  for  this  purpose  has  allocated  $110,000. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  asked  whether  BARTD  should  not  Day  for  the 
entire  cost.     Mr.  Carr  explained  that  BARTD  had  allocated  a  certain 
amount  of  money  for  relocation  of  utilities.     The  only  practical 
manner  in  which  to  get  the  Job  done  was  to  request  funds  through  a 
supplemental  budget  and  then  negotiate  with  BARTD  as  to  division  of 
costs .

Mr.  Anderson  also  reported  there  was  a  shortage  of  platform  employees 
not  the  165  mentioned  by  the  Union  representative  last  week,  but 
approximately  104.

He  told  the 
Commission  that  the  awning,  which  was  a  duplicate  of  the  one  on  the 
building  prior  to  1906,  was  erected.

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REVENUE  AND  EXPENDITURES; 

Adult  fare  passenger  revenue  for  the  first  nine  months  of  this 
fiscal  year  was  0.67$  less  than  for  the  corresponding  period  last 
year.     Total  revenue  for  the  period  July  1,  1964  through 
March  31?  1965,  was  $138,443  less  than  the  budget  estimate. 
Expenditures  during  this  period  were  $276,612  less  than  the  budget 
estimate . 


CABLE  LINE  PROJECTS; 

In  addition  to  colorful  painting  of  the  large  wheels  in  the  cable 
car  power  plant,  the  following  projects  have  been  accomplished 
during  the  period  when  cable  car  service  was  suspended  for  partial 
replacement  of  power  plant  machinery: 


New  10  foot  diameter  sheave  for  Powell  cable  line 
at  Powell  and  Market  was  installed  to  replace 
existing  worn-out  sheave. 

The  main  shaft  and  bearings  for  the  double  10  foot 
diameter  sheaves  for  the  California  cable  line  at 
Mason  and  California  were  removed  and  found  to  be 
in  a  very  seriously  worn  condition,  and  a  new  shaft 
and  bearings  together  v/ith  new  pressure  greasing 
system  were  installed  at  this  location  to  replace 
the  existing  equipment. 

A  new  bumper  bar  installation  was  made  on  Jackson 
Street  near  Hyde  at  a  point  approximately  50  feet 
from  the  cable  car  curve  at  that  location.  New 
cable  car  tracks  were  also  installed  at  this 
location.     This  bumper  bar  will  eliminate  consider- 
able amount  of  the  damage  to  the  Hyde  cable  line 
caused  by  operators  failing  to  let  go  of  the  cable 
when  approaching  this  curve. 

The  sheave  pit  area  in  the  basement  of  the  cable 
machinery  plant  was  completely  steam  cleaned, 
excessive  accumulation  of  tar  at  various  locations 
removed,  and  all  walls  of  the  pit  area  were  painted. 
This  resulted  in  a  marked  improvement  in  the  clean- 
liness and  lighting  in  general  in  this  area.  Ad- 
ditional fluorescent  lights  were  also  installed  in 
this  area. 

Complete  new  sidewalk  was  installed  from  the  pro- 
perty line  of  the  Washington-Mason  Cable  Car  House 
on  Washington  Street  to  Mason  Street  and  along 
Mason  Street  to  an  area  beyond  the  wall  line  of  the 
basement  area.     Pour  inches  of  concrete  plus  a 
waterproofing  layer  of  asphalt  were  installed  over 
the  sheave  pit  area.     This  has  improved  the  problem 
of  leakage  into  the  basement  area. 
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The  cable  car  signal  tower  at  California  &  Powell 
was  repainted  to  present  a  better  appearance. 


CABLE  MACHINERY  PROJECT ; 

Initial  assembly  of  cable  car  machinery  was  completed  by  the 
contractor  Thursday  night,  April  8,     Initial  operation  of  the 
machinery  resulted  in  heating  up  of  the  No.  2  pinion  bearing  bush- 
ing after  fifteen  minutes'  running  time.     It  was  necessary  to  ob- 
tain a  replacement  bronze  bearing  bushing,  and  this  was  cast  and 
machined  on  Friday  and  Saturday,  April  9  and  10.     Reassembly  of 
the  driving  machinery  was  completed  at  3:00  a.m.,  Monday,  April  12. 
After  initial  testing  under  "no  load"  conditions,  the  cables  were 
mounted  on  the  drive  sheaves. 

A  24-hour  test  and  run-in  period  followed  as  specified  in  the  con- 
tract.    This  was  completed  at  8:00  a.m.,  Tuesday,  April  13« 
Mr.  George  Lewis  with  members  of  the  Muni  staff  made  a  test  run 
with  a  cable  car  over  all  three  routes  between  9-00  a.m.  and 
11:30  a.m.  that  day.     The  test  run  was  satisfactory,  and  only  minor 
adjustments  of  certain  pulleys  were  found  to  be  necessary.  These 
adjustments  were  promptly  made.     It  was  then  indicated  that  cable 
cars  could  be  run  in  passenger  service. 

Following  the  afternoon  peak  period  on  April  13,  six  cable  cars 
left  Washington-Mason  Division,  starting  at  6:00  p.m.,   and  they 
were  operated  in  passenger  service  for  the  remainder  of  that  even- 
ing with  satisfactory  results.     Pull  scale  cable  car  operation 
was  scheduled  for  the  next  day. 

The  cable  machinery  was  started  at  5:35  a.m.  on  Wednesday,  April  14, 
and  three  cable  cars  entered  service  starting  at  5:45  a.m.*  Over- 
heating of  the  bronze  bearing  recurred  and  the  cable  machinery 
was  brought  to  a  halt  at  approximately  6c 00  a.m. 

The  Transportation  staff  acted  promptly  to  re-install  motor  coach 
service  on  the  three  cable  car  lines. 

Inspection  by  the  contractor  and  engineers  indicated  that  the  bear- 
ing lining  as  well  as  the  shaft  had  become  damaged.     The  Utilities 
Engineering  Bureau  promptly  made  arrangements  for  machining  of  the 
shaft  and  the  re-babbitting  and  placement  of  old  bearings  to  fit 
the  shaft. 

As  of  the  date  of  writing  this  report,   it  was  estimated  that  sub- 
stitute bus  service  would  be  required  on  the  cable  lines  for 
several  more  days. 


GENERAL  SIGNUP: 

A  general  signup  was  conducted  for  the  scheduled  resumption  of 
cable  car  service  on  April  11.     Accordingly,  platform  men  reported

to  their  respective  divisions  for  the  runs  they  had  selected  on 
that  date.     Due  to  delay  in  actual  resumption  of  cable  car  service, 
emergency  measures  were  taken  to  assign  operators  to  motor  coach 
runs  on  the  three  cable  car  routes  on  a  day-to-day  basis. 


LEGION  OF  HONOR,  PIER  50,  AND  BALL  PARK  SERVICE  g 

The  general  signup  effective  April  11th,  also  included  new 
schedules  for  Line  No.  31?  involving  the  extension  of  service  to 
the  California  Palace  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  on  Saturdays  and  Sun- 
days only,   and  the  extension  of  certain  Line  No.  19  a.m.  and  p.m. 
peak  period  trips  to  Pier  50  on  weekdays  only.     Also  included  were 
schedules  for  service  to  the  Ball  Park  to  accommodate  light,  medium 
and  heavy  travel  for  weekday  day  and  night  games  as  well  as  for 
Saturday  and  Sunday  games. 


SATURDAY  BALLPARK  SCHEDULES^ 

Due  to  lack  of  advance  notice  it  was  necessary  for  Schedule  staff 
to  work  overtime  to  revise  schedules  for  certain  Saturday  base- 
ball games  starting  at  2:15  p.m.  instead  of  at  IsOO  p.m.  —  the 
first  of  these  being  April  24. 


EASTER  SUNRISE  SERVICE ; 

In  accordance  with  past  practice  the  Municipal  Railway  prepared 
special  schedules  for  Easter  Sunday  devotions  at  Mt.  Davidson. 


MARKET  STREET; 

During  the  past  month,  estimates  were  prepared  of  several  plans 
to  eliminate  or  reduce  transit  operations  on  Market  Street  during 
the  subway  construction  period.     A  report  was  developed  on  this 
subject  and  submitted  with  route  drawing. 

On  March  29  j  the  Supervisors  adopted  a  policy  resolution  which  had 
the  net  effect  of  permitting  BART  to  proceed  with  subway  con- 
struction.    Also  at  that  time  there  was  reconfirmation  on  the  part 
of  BART  to  provide  for  the  continuance  of  surface  streetcar 
operation  on  Market  Street  during  the  subway  construction  period. 


RAPID  TRANSIT ; 

On  April  12,  appropriate  ceremonies  were  conducted  at  Concord  to 
mark  the  first  operation  of  BART 1 s  laboratory  car  "C"  on  the  test 
track.     Dr.  Robert  C.  Weaver,  Administrator  of  U.  S.  Housing  and 
Home  Finance  Agency,   participated  in  the  program. 
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PLATFORM  MANPOWER  ; 

Last  month's  report  indicated  a  shortage  of  83  platform  men.  Dur- 
ing the  interim  five-week  period,   36  platform  men  have  left  the 
Muni  service  and  15  new  operators  completed  training.     This,  there- 
fore,  indicates  a  net  shortage  of  approximately  104  at  this  time, 
and  presents  a  critical  situation. 

Actually,   current  Transportation  Department  records  indicate  a 
higher  figure  which  represents  the  temporary  period  when  certain 
platform  men  were  assigned  to  other  work  during  the  time  cable 
cars  were  not  in  operation. 

Last  week  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  acted  to  request 
modification  of  the  age  limit  to  21  for  new  operators  and  to  permit 
living  within  a  radius  of  30  miles.

-  A  "Ride  and  Shop  Plan'1  was  introduced  recently 
to  the  Homestead,  Pa.  area  by  Port  Authority  Transit*     The  Homestead 
Retail  Merchants  Division  members  are  distributing  tokens  to 
customers  which  subsidize  bus  riding.     The  bus  riding  subsidy  is 
coupled  with  a  parking  subsidy  that  was  previously  in  effect  and 
which  has  been  sponsored  by  the  retail  division  for  some  time. 
Tokens  are  valued  at  five  cents  each  to  customers  with  each  $2.00 
or  more  purchase. 

WASHINGTON,  D.C.   -  HHFA  Administrator  Robert  C.  Weaver  has  announced 
approval  of  a  mass  transportation  demonstration  grant  of  $708,207 
to  the  City  of  Oakland  for  a  project  to  be  conducted  by  the  Port 
of  Oakland.     Purpose  of  the  project  is  to  determine  the  operating 
and  economic  feasibility  and  public  acceptance  of  a  new  concept 
in  passenger  transportation,  using  the  recently  developed  air 
cushion  vehicle  designed  to  provide  convenient  and  safe  public 
transportation  in  metropolitan  areas.     The  vehicles  to  be  used 
will  be  approximately  3     feet  long  by  23  feet  wide  and  will  carry 
between  15  and  19  passengers,  depending  on  the  seating  arrangement. 
They  will  be  powered  by  General  Electric  1,000  hp  turbo-shaft  engines. 
They  will  be  capable  of  speeds  up  to  75  mph  over  land  or  water  and 
will  cruise  at  50  to  60  mph.     ACV's  are  particularly  suitable  for 
use  in  areas  adjacent  to  bodies  of  water  because  they  have  the 
capability  of  operating  over  both  land  and  water  at  low  heights. 
There  are  many  areas  like  Oakland  that  have  these  characteristics. 
A  determination  as  to  the  feasibility  and  cost  of  this  mode  of 
transportation  will  be  of  significance  in  planning  future  trans- 
portation facilities  in  other  parts  of  the  country.     The  AGV 
project  is  designed  for  a  12-month  operation  between  the  Metropoli tan 
Oakland  International  Airport  and  downtown  San  Francisco  and  its 
International  Airport,  on  an  operating  schedule  which  will  be 
coordinated  with  the  major  arriving  and  departing  airline  flights. 
This  service  will  be  operated  under  contract  with  the  Port  of 
Oakland  by  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Helicopter  Airlines,  Inc. 

LOS  ANGELES,  CALIF.  -  A  "Master  Plan"  for  a  modern,   jet  age,  high 
speed  rapid  transit  system  was  reviewed  last  week  by  the  Board  of 
Southern  California  Rapid  Transit  District.    Maps  showing  the 
Master  Plan  were  concurrently  dispatched  to  civic,  governmental 
and  business  leaders  throughout  the  County.    The  maps  showed  some 
160  miles  of  SuperTravel  lines,  complemented  by  a  new  Feeder 
Flyer  express  bus  network  of  more  than  50  routes  and  new  connecting 
local  bus  services,  which  ivill  meet  the  multi-fold  transit 
requirements  of  America's  fastest  growing  metropolis.  Truly 
unique  in  its  ability  to  provide  fast,  comfortable,  quiet  and 
convenient  travel,  the  system  will  utilize  air  conditioned, 
electrically  propelled  "Transit  Capsules"  moving  in  subway, 
on  surface  and  by  Skyline  routes  as  required  by  population,  land 
area  and  travel  pattern  demands.     Traveling  at  I4.O  percent  faster 
speeds  than  the  peak  hour  driving  average,  passengers  on  the 
"Transit  Capsules"  will  be  whisked  to  work,  business  conclaves, 
scenic  areas,  cultural  centers,  sports  arenas  and  other  gathering 
points  throughout  the  region. 

VANCOUVER ,  B.C.   -  The  B.C.  Hydro  and  Power  Authority,  operator  of 
the  Vancouver  and  Victoria  areas'  urban  mass  transit  lines,  will 
begin  immediately  to  study  the  advantages  of  restricting  curb  lanes 
on  major  streets  to  the  exclusive  use  of  buses.     It  was  suggested 
at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  city  council  that  curb  lanes  be  turned 
over  to  buses  on  downtown  streets. 

NEW  YORK,  N.  Y.  -  Ninety-eight  young  patrolmen  have  begun  full-time 
duty  with  the  New  York  City  Transit  Police  Department.     The  end  of  their 
training  period  was  marked  by  graduation  ceremonies  at  Hunter  College 
Auditorium.     The  additional  98  men  brings  the  NYCTA  police  force  to 
its  full  authorized  strength  of  1,113.

WATER  CONDITIONS 

Rainfall  during  the  month  of  March  was  varied.     Gaging  sta- 
tions operated  by  the  Department  showed  Niles  slightly  above,  Sunol 
and  Lake  Merced  approximately  equal  to,  and  all  other  stations  well 
below  normal  for  the  month.     At  the  end  of  March  the  seasonal  totals 
at  all  stations  on  the  Peninsula  watershed  were  below  normal  and 
about  15$  above  normal  at  Calaveras.     Rainfall  during  April  has  put 
all  stations  ahead  of  normal  to  date,  with  Calaveras  16$  above  the 
normal  for  the  total  season  to  July  1. 

Runoff  into  Calaveras  Reservoir  from  eleven  days  of  heavy 
rains  starting  on  April  8  totals  about  5.9  billion  gallons,  with  3«  5 
billion  gallons  going  over  the  spillway  as  the  reservoir  reached 
spillway  level  at  3:00  P.M.,  Sunday,  April  11.     Crystal  Springs 
Reservoir  is  about  72$  of  capacity. 

During  March  importation  from  Hetch  Hetchy  was  at  an  average 
rate  of  138. J4.  mgd.     This  reduced  rate  was  due  to  a  ten-day  shutdown 
of  releases  from  0 ' Shaughnessy  Dam  because  of  construction  work  for 
Canyon  Powerhouse.     During  this  period  continuous  delivery  at  a 
reduced  rate  was  maintained  by  drawing  upon  storage  in  Priest  and 
Moccasin  Reservoirs  and  the  Foothill  Tunnel, 

Draft  from  Calaveras  was  started  on  March  10  as  turbidity 
caused  by  the  heavy  rains  in  December  and  January  had  reduced  to  an 
acceptable  level.     This  draft  averaged  11.2  mgd  for  the  month.  As 
turbidity  continued  to  decrease  the  draft  has  been  progressively 
increased. 

There  was  a  total  of  $l\.,122>  million  gallons  of  water  in 
storage  in  Calaveras  and  Peninsula  Reservoirs  on  April  19.     This  is 
26.7$  more  than  was  in  storage  one  year  ago. 

The  systemwide  consumption  during  March  averaged  171.7  mgd, 
which  is  only  .i4.i1  of  one  percent  below  March  196I4. •     For  the  first 
nine  months  of  the  fiscal  year  196i|-65  consumption  averaged  198,9  mgd, 
which  is  U»9$  greater  than  for  the  comparable  period  of  the  prior 
fiscal  year. 


WATER  QUALITY 

The  turbid  water  condition  in  Calaveras  Reservoir  since  the 
December  rains  cleared  up  sufficiently  to  permit  draft  from  this 
reservoir,  starting  March  10,     Continued  improvements  in  this  water 
has  permitted  progressive  increases  in  draft  so  that  since  April  8 
the  draft  has  been  at  the  rate  of  60  mgd.     Additional  increases  in 
draft  up  to  the  capacity  of  Calaveras  pipeline  are  expected  as  condi- 
tions permit. 

The  dechlorination  stations  at  Crystal  Springs  and  the  cross- 
connections  at  Millbrae  are  completed  and  trial  operations  were 
started  during  the  week  of  April  19. 

The  results  from  bacteriological  tests  on  water  from  Peninsula 
sources  show  continued  improvement  and  chlorination  dosages  are  being 
reduced  progressively. 

During  the  shutdown  of  the  upper  portion  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
Aqueduct  for  construction  work  at  Canyon  Powerhouse,  an  inspection 
was  made  of  the  tunnels  in  which  Water  Department  personnel  partici- 
pated.    No  serious  problems  affecting  water  quality  were  encountered 
in  the  aqueduct  tunnels.     However,  an  inspection  of  the  Tuolumne 
River  between  0 ' Shaughnessy  Dam  and  Early  Intake  diversion  showed  the 
presence  of  a  very  heavy  algae  growth.    Last  year  the  Department 
encountered  problems  traced  to  algae  in  this  water  for  which  permis- 
sion to  treat  with  copper  sulphate  was  denied  by  Federal  authorities, 
as  they  felt  it  would  affect  the  ecology  of  the  river.     Summer  tem- 
peratures may  cause  a  re-occurrence  of  this  problem.     Upon  completion 
of  Canyon  Powerhouse  water  will  be  transported  through  the  Canyon 
Tunnel  which  will  then  eliminate  this  problem. 

During  the  month  of  March  a  total  of  llj.0,800  feet  of  i|" 
through  12"  diameter  mains  were  flushed  in  the  area  served  from  the 
Sunset  Reservoir*     In  addition,  18  individual  spot  flushing  opera- 
tions were  carried  out  to  prevent  or  overcome  dirty  water  conditions,

Junipero  Serra  Freeway.     At  the  meeting  of  the  Highway  Com- 
mission on  March  li|,   the  Commission  acceded  to  a  request  made  by 
Mr.  James  ft.  Carr  that  hearings  be  reopened  on  the  location  of  the 
Junipera  Serra  Freeway  south  of  Ralston  Avenue,     The  hearing  on  the 
alternate  route  suggested  by  San  Francisco  is  to  be  held  in  Sacramento 
and  the  Water  Department  is  working  on  a  presentation. 

The  contract  for:     (1)  Relocating  Redwood  Tanks  and  Telephone 
Line  is  about  one-third  completed;   (2)  Relocating  Section  of  Crystal 
Springs  Aqueduct  is  about  half  completed;   (3)  Relocating  Portion  of 
5>Ij."  San  Andreas  Pipeline  at  Crystal  Springs  Road,  San  Bruno,  is 
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about  one-fifth  completed.     Each  of  the  above  contracts  is  covered  by 
a  separate  utilities  agreement  with  the  State  as  the  work  was  made 
necessary  by  this  freeway  construction.     All  shutdowns  required  for

Water  Department  Calendar  Item  #3  re  quitclaim  of  Water  Department 
reservations  in  deeds  on  two  parcels  of  former  well  strip  property 
in  Alameda  County  sold  by  the  City  in  194-3,  was  taken  off  calendar. 
The  Commission  directed  that  appraisal  of  the  value  of  the  property 
be  secured  from  the  Director  of  Property.     It  was  the  order  of  the 
Commission  that  in  the  future  the  staff  obtain  an  appraisal  of  the 
property  before  placing  the  matter  on  the  Commission  calendar  for 
action. 
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With  reference  to  Resolution  No.  65-0326,        C.  Medbery,  Assistant 
General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer,  San  Francisco  Water  Department, 
and  Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne,  explained  it  was 
necessary  to  obtain  area  photographs  from  R.  M.  Towill,  Inc.,  in 
order  to  defend  against  the  suit  filed  in  an  amount  of  three  million 
dollars  by  Peter  Kiewit  Company,  the  contractor  on  the  J.  H.  Turner 
Dam  contract  WD  No.  1099.     The  information  to  be  obtained  from 
Mr.  Towill  will  be  useful  in  the  defense  of  City's  position. 


The  Commission  had  been  furnished  with  copies  of  amended  drafts  of 
forms  of  Lease,  Invitation  for  Bids,  Bid  and  Questionnaire  to  be  used 
in  connection  with  the  first  segment  of  the  Garage  and  of  Parking 
Lots  Nos.  1  and  2,  which  contained  suggestions  and  changes  discussed 
at  the  April  27  meeting. 

They  were  also  presented  with  a  memorandum  dated  April  30,  1965,  from 
the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  James  K.  Carr,  indicating  the 
following  revisions  had  been  made  in  the  terms  and  conditions: 

1.  Changed  the  charge  for  Valet  Parking  service  from  $2.25  to 
Si. 25. 

2.  Included  the  revenues  of  Valet  Parking  and  Attendant  services 
as  a  part  of  gross  revenues. 

3.  Added  provision  that  valet_ parked  vehicles  shall  bo  delivered 
within  15  minutes  after  presentation  of  a  claim  check,  and  in 
the  event  of  a  continuing  deficiency  in  service,  Lessee  shall 
employ  such  additional  personnel  as  are  requested  in  writing 
by  the  Manager. 
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4.  Lessee's  employees  shall  be  dressed  in  uniform  and  wear 
a  badge. 

5.  Reduced  biddable  percentage  of  gross  revenue  from  831A%  to  80%. 

Commissioner  Stack  opened  the  discussion  by  asking  if  the  reduction 
from  831A%  to  80%  had  been  discussed  last  week. 

Mr.  Carr  said  a  suggestion  had  been  made  that  it  might  be  reduced  if 
all  of  the  revenues  were  included  in  the  biddable  percentage.     As  a 
result  staff  did  this  and  recommended  a  reduction  to  80%.     It  was 
brought  out  that  this  might  be  misleading  inasmuch  as  the  Commission 
expected  a  much  higher  bid. 

Commissioners  Grcenberg  and  Simon  then  recommended  that  en  area  in 
the  garage  should  be  used  for  valet  parking.     It  was  their  opinion ^ 
that  a  person  paying  for  premium  service  had  the  right  to  c::pcct  his 
car  to  be  parked  in  the  garage  structure. 

Mr.  Carr  and  Airport  Manager  George  F.  Hansen  said  it  was  thought  the 
best  use  of  the  facilities  could  be  made  by  starting  out  with  the 
valet  cars  in  the  parking  lots. 

Commissioner  White  pointed  out  that  the  proposed  use  of  space  as 
presented  by  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  and  the  Airport 
Manager  was  based  on  a  feasibility  study  prepared  by  Charles  T. 
McGavin,  Consultant,  at  considerable  cost  to  City  and  that  the  eco- 
nomic feasibility  of  the  garage  was  based  on  in-and-out  parking  with 
five  to  six  uses  of  a  stall  on  a  24- hour  basis.     Commissioner  White 
said  that  valet  parking  in  the  garage  structure  might  have  an  adverse 
effect  on  revenue. 

Commissioner  Stack  suggested  that  a  certain  portion  of  the  stalls  in 
the  garage  be  allocated  to  valet  parking. 

Mr.  Carr  stated  that  if  this  was  the  wish  of  the  Commission  he  would 
comply. 

Commissioners  Simon  and  Rousseau  said  they  agreed  with  Commissioner 
Grcenberg  that  the  customer  paying  for  the  deluxe  valet  parking  should 
be  entitled  to  the  use  of  the  garage. 

Commissioner  Grcenberg  moved  that  a  third  rate  of  '^2.00  for  valet 
attendant  parking  be  included  for  the  parking  of  automobiles  within 
the  garage.     Commissioner  Rousseau  seconded  the  motion. 

After  further  discussion  as  to  the  area  to  be  utilized  and  the  amount 
of  space  to  be  allocated,  the  motion  was  amended  by  Commissioner 
Stack  to  state  that  50%  of  the  space  allocated  for  attendant  service 
parking  in  the  garage  will  be  used  for  garage  valet  parking  and  that 
it  will  be  at  a  cost  of  £2.00  plus  parking  charge. 

On  being  questioned,  Mr.  Hansen  agreed  that  this  was  a  resonablc 
charge  for  the  service.     However,  he  stated,  it  might  be  found  at  a 
later  date  that  a  greater  spread  is  needed.     In  answer  to  Commissioner' 
Grcenberg' s  question,  Mr.  Hansen  replied  if  the  rcauest  for  attendant 
and  for  valet  parking  warranted  it  and  it  was  feasible,  stalls  for 
this  purpose  could  be  increased  from  600  to  perhaps  900. 
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Charles  F.  Schroth,  Attorney  at  Law,  representing  Barrett  Transpor- 
tation Company  on  another  Airport  calendar  item,  was  present. 

Mr.  Schroth  volunteered  that  attendant  parking  and  valet  parking  was 
one  and  the  same  thing.     It  was  explained  to  Mr.  Schroth  that  the 
Commission  contemplated  attendant  parking  as  a  service  to  the  driver 
who  brought  his  car  into  the  garage  and  asked  to  have  it  parked. 
Valet  parking,  on  the  other  hand,  anticipated  picking  up  the  car  on 
the  ramps  directly  in  front  of  the  Airport  terminal  buildings  and 
then  driving  it  to  the  valet  parking  area  and  returning  it  to  the 
customer  directly  in  front  of  the  terminal  buildings. 

Mr.  S.  E.  Onorato,  parking  lot  operator,  who  was  present,  expressed 
his  view  that  the  valet  parking  being  discussed  would  be  good  public 
relations  for  the  City  and  for  the  operator.     He  said  since  the  pur- 
pose was  to  serve  the  public  the  garage  should  comply  with  all  wishes. 

On  roll  call  Commissioner  Greenberg's  resolution  as  amended  was  ad- 
opted by  a  vot^  of  four  ayes  end  one  nay,  Commissioner  White  voting 
in  -the  negative. 

The  Commission  then  took  up  the  matter  of  reduction  of  the  biddable 
percentage  from  83#%  to  80%. 

Commissioner  Simon  said  it  might  be  advisable  to  leave  the  figure  at 
83%%  as  first  proposed.     Mr.  Carr  indicated  that  this  would  be 
perfectly  acceptable. 

Thereupon  Commissioner  moved,  Commissioner  White  seconded  for  the 
purpose  of  discussion,  that  the  biddable  item  be  831A%  plus  per 
gallon  of  gasoline  sold;   the  annual  rental  to  be  $900,000  or  a  bid- 
dable percentage  of  the  gross  revenues,  whichever  is  greater.  The 
motion  carried  by  a  vote  of  four  to  one,  Commissioner  White  voting 
in  the  negative. 

The  Commission  then  discussed  the  termination  section  and  the  time 
limitation  placed  on  delivery  of  automobiles  by  valet  parking  ser- 
vice .  < 

With  regard  to  the  term  of  lease,  Commissioner  Simon  moved  that  the 
term  be  three  years,  with  two  conditional  extensions  of  two  years 
each. 

Mr.  Hansen  stated  he  had  no  objection  to  this  but  pointed  out  that 
the  McGavin  Report  recommended  a  one  year  term.     Mr.   Carr  said  one 
of  the  reasons  for  the  short  term  was  that  it  gave  the  Airport  a 
chance  to  gain  experience  and  bo  in  a  position  to  evaluate  the  opera- 
tion of  the  garage. 

Commissioner  White  seconded  Commissioner  Simon's  motion  for  the  pur- 
pose of  discussion. 

On  roll  call  the  motion  to  increase  the  term  to  three  years  was 
approved  by  a  vote  of  four  to  one,  Commissioner  White  dissenting. 

Commissioner  White  stated  he  did  not  agree  with  the  changes  made  and 
thought  it  was  poor  judgment  on  the  part  of  the  Commission.     He  said 
the  use  of  the  garage  space  and  rate  structure  was  recommended  after 
study  in  depth  by  staff  and  the  consultant,  and  he  thought  that  it 
would  be  advisable  to  review  the  rate  structures  in  view  of  the 
changes  made  by  the  Commission. 
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Connissioncr  Grconborg  said  as  far  as  I  can  sec  wc  have  had  one 
little  change  and  in  the  end  it  nay  be  better.     Many  tines  wc  have 
had  leases  and  agreements  brought  to  us  by  the  managers  of  the  Air- 
port and  Water  Department  and  the  Railway,  and  the  Commission  makes 
change  s . 

You  are  mistaken  on  this  stated  Mr.  Carr.     You  have  one  General 
Manager  and  I  nake  the  recommendation  to  you.     If  you  don't  have 
confidence  in  nc  making  the  recommendations  you  can  get  a  new  General 
Manager.     I  think  in  fairness  to  the  Commission  wc  will  take  it  back 
and  bring  it  back  to  you  in  the  final  form. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  if  the  Commission  could  vote  on  it  today. 

Mr.  Carr  said  you  can  vote  on  it  today,  you  can  do  anything  you  wish. 

After  further  discussion  Mr.   Carr  stated  that  he  and  Airport  Manager 
were  willing  tc  prepare  the  lease  form  with  the  changes  as  ordered 
by  the  Commission.     He  felt  it  could  be  lived  with  financially.  He 
said  the  Commission  was  the  one  who  set  the  policy  and  he  and  his 
departments  would  carry  it  out. 

Commissioner  Grecnberg,  in  view  of  Mr.   Carr's  acceptance  of  the 
recommendations  and  amendments  as  made  by  the  Commission,  moved  that 
the  lease  be  submitted  to  the  public  for  bid.     Commissioner  Rousseau 
seconded  the  motion. 

On  roll  call,  Resolution  No.  65-0327  was  adopted  approving  the  forms 
of  lease,  invitation  for  bids,  bid,  and  questionnaire  to  be  used  for 
leasing  of  the  first  segment  of  the  garage  and  Parking  Lots  Nos.  1 
and  2  and  requesting  the  Director  of  Property  to  invite  bids. 

The  vote  was  four  to  one,  Commissioner  White  voting  in  the  negative. 
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Mr.  Carr  in  recommending  extension  of  the  agreement  between  Robert 
Horongeff,   consulting  engineer,   complimented  Dr.  Horonjeff's  interest 
in  the  airport  and  the  valuable  assistance  he  has  rendered. 
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Mr.  Schroth,  attorncy-at-law  representing  Barrett,   addressed  the 
Commission  on  Airport  Calendar  Items  11  and  12.     He  argued  that 
Barrett  should  be  given  a  rental  rate  of  120  per  square  foot  for 
Rooms  G-62  and  G-61,  both  under  the  ramp  of  the  South  Terminal.  This 
12^  was  the  rate  prior  to  1963.     In  view  of  the  #81,483  expenditure 
by  Barrett  for  improvement  tc  the  premises,  he  felt  that  the  Com- 
mission should  give  consideration  to  this  expenditure  and  net  charge 
Barrett  500  per  square  foot  as  recommended  by  management. 

These  items  wore  put  over  two  weeks  to  permit  Mr.   Carr  to  obtain  a 
full  report  from  the  Airport. 
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Corm:iuni  cat  ions : 

Mr.  Finn  read  a  letter  fron  George  J.  Grubb ,  General  Manager,  Per- 
sonnel, dated  April  30,  1965,  acknowledging  receipt  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  resolution  concerning  the  minimum  age  for  S102 
Conduct  or-S104-  Motoman,  and  advising  the  subject  was  being  reviewed 
and  would  be  given  consideration  at  the  tine  of  the  next  examination 
announc client  for  these  classifications. 


General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items : 

With  regard  to  the  use  of  a  Navy  barge  for  a  temporary  downtown 
heliport,  Mr.  Carr  reported  that  the  expected  letter  fron  the  Under 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  in  Washington,  D.C.,  had  not  as  yet  arrived. 


Mr.  Carr  stated  that  a  report  dated  April  30,  1965,  on  the  status  of 
WD  Contract  No.  1155 — Reconstruction  of  Portions  of  Crystal  Springs 
Golf  Course,  had  been  furnished  each  Commissioner  for  his  information. 


On  the  subject  of  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  Bond  Issue, 
Mr.  Carr  reported  that  in  response  to  the  Ccnnission1 s  request,  he, 
Mr.  Hansen,  and  George  P.  Negri,  Director,  Bureau  of  Accounts,  had 
studied  the  question  of  rcconnonding  a  bond  issue  to  be  voted  upon  in 
November  1965  for  air  cargo  and  parking  purposes.     The  last  day  to 
submit  a  bond  issue  proposal  for  review,  he  stated,  was  May  14-. 

He  stated  that  after  examination  of  the  air  cargo  requirements  and 
parking  needs,  they  studied  a  $30  nillion  dollar  bond  issue  proposal 
for  the  November  1965  ballot.     The  information  developed  during  the 
past  ten  days  was  discussed  with  Mr.  Harry  Ross,  the  City  Controller, 
and  also  with  Mayor  Shelley.     As  a  result  of  these  discussions  and  a 
review  of  the  timing  on  bond  issues,  together  with  the  updating  of 
the  master  plan  at  the  airport,  Mr.  Carr  stated  it  was  his  recommen- 
dation that  the  Commission  move  toward  a  large  bond  issue  for  the 
airport  to  be  voted  upon  in  November  1966. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  moved  that  the  Connission  follow  the ' General 
Manager  of  Public  Utilities'  recommendation  and  not  proceed  on  the 
bond  issue  until  the  1966  b-allot. 

Connissioner  White  seconded. 

Commissioner  Grecnbcrg  stated  in  his  opinion  the  garage  should  be 
completed. 

Commissioner  White  brought  up  the  question  of  roadways  into  the 
garage  and  the  use  of  the  ground  level,  or  the  advisability  of  using 
two  levels.

Mr.  Hansen  said  the  traffic  flow  in  the  airport  was  not  included  in 
the  Walton  Becket  garage  design.     The  answer  to  this  is  unknown  until 
a  traffic  study  can  be  obtained  by  an  expert  engineer  to  rocheck 
past  history  and  projections  into  the  future  with  regard  to  the  road- 
way system, 

Connissioner  Stack  discussed  the  subject  of  tho  tine  table,  pointing 
out  that  waiting  until  1966  would  conflict  with  the  1966  Municipal 
Railway  bond  issue.     With  a  1966  airport  bond  issue  cons truction 
probably  would  not  start  until  April  of  1967,  which  would  mean  com- 
pletion around  1969-1970.     By  then  the  passengers  will  have  grown 
to    12,000,000,  with  a  corresponding  growth  in  automobile  traffic. 

Commissioner  Stack  agreed  that  roadways  have  to  be  engineered.  The 
State  Department  of  Highways  should  overpass  sections  to  the  airport 
and  develop  a  four-lane  freeway  into  San  Francisco,     However,  the 
garage  is  needed  now.     He  expressed  concern  with  Oakland's  airport 
growth  and  national  airport  growth  and  its  impact  on  San  Francisco 
International  Airport.     He  said  if  we  wait  one  and  a  half  years 
before  we  even  begin,  we  shall  fail  in  our  obligation  to  the  people 
of  San  Francisco. 

Commissioner  Stack  moved  to  amend  Commissioner  Rousseau's  motion  to 
provide  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  seek  a  bond  issue  in 
November  of  1965  for: 

$15,000,000  to  complete  the  entire  garage 
6,000,000  for  interim  cargo  facilities 
20,000,000  for  a  long  range  air  cargo  city  in  either  the 

former  Pan  American  base  or  the  filled  area  if  it 
can  be  engineered 
2,000,000  for  proper  roadways,  landscaping,  gate  positions, 
moving  sidewalks,  signing,  additional  extensions 
of  taxiways  as  needed. 


$4-3,000,000. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  said  he  did  not  agree  with  the  amendment  and 
wanted  a  vote  on  his  motion  to  accept  the  General  Manager  of  Public 
Utilities'   recommendation  and  postpone  the  bond  issue  until  the 
1966  ballot.     On  roll  call  this  failed  to  carry.     Vote:  Commissioners 
Stack,  Simon,  Grecnbcrg,   "Nay;"  Commissioners  Rousseau,  White,  "Aye." 

Commissioner  Stack  relinquished  the  chair  to  Vice-President  Simon 
in  order  to  make  a  motion. 

Thereupon  Commissioner  Stack  made  a  motion  to  present  to  the 
electorate  in  November,  1965,  a  $43,000,000  bond  issue  for  airport 
improvements  as  mentioned, 

0.  L.  Moore,  General  Manager,  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  without 
talcing  a  position  on  the  merits  of  the  bond  issue,  suggested  that 
the  resolution  contain  a  lump  sum  of  $43,000,000  rather  than  break- 
ing down  into  fixed  sums.     Commissioner  Stack  agreed. 

Commissioner  Grecnbcrg  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Carr  was  asked  if  he  could  prepare  the  supporting  material  for 
the  bond  issue  within  one  week.     Mr.  Carr  said  a  justification  could 
be  prepared;  however,  it  would  reflect  the  amount  of  time  spent  on 
it. 
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Thereupon,  the  roll  was  called  on  Commissioner  Stack's  notion,  and 
the  following  resolution  was  adopted:

SUBJECT:     San  Francisco  International  Airport 
Bond  Issue  Needs 


In  response  to  your  request,  Mr.  Hansen,  Mr.  Negri  and  I  have 
studied  the  question  of  whether  we  need  to  recommend  a  bond  issue 
for  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  to  be  voted  upon  in 
November  1965  for  air  cargo  and  parking  purposes.     As  you  know,  the 
last  day  to  submit  a  bond  issue  proposal  for  review  is  May  14. 

Mr.  Hansen,  in  cooperation  with  the  air  carriers,  has  determined 
that  in  the  next  10  years  air  cargo  space  needs  will  triple,  and 
the  number  of  gate  positions  needed  for  air  cargo  will  be  three  and 
a  half  times  the  present  number,  or  a  total  of  32.     Space  needs  will 
increase  to  about  450,000  square  feet.    Getting  started  on  an  air 
cargo  center,  plus  an  addition  to  the  garage  for  parking  appear  to 
be  the  most  urgent  needs. 

In  an  examination  of  the  air  cargo  requirements  it  becomes  apparent 
that  no  air  cargo  center  can  be  constructed  fast  enough  to  meet  the 
immediate  demand.    Therefore  Mr.  Hansen  is  working  with  the  air 
lines  on  interim  air  cargo  space  and  gate  positions,  which  would 
be  amortized  over  a  period  of  seven  or  eight  years.    The  fact  that 
this  arrangement  can  be  used  for,  say  8  years,  if  necessary,  coupled 
with  the  fact  that  we  cannot  build  an  air  cargo  center  quickly, 
indicates  it  is  not  imperative  that  we  proceed  right  now  on  a  bond 
issue  to  finance  air  cargo  space. 

Whether  we  should  move  now  to  add  more  parking  in  the  garage  is  the 
other  major  question.    As  far  as  the  parking  facilities  are  con- 
cerned, the  opening  of  the  garage  in  August  of  this  year  will  give 
a  total  number  of  parking  stalls  of  6,500.    At  the  present  time  we 
have  about  3*800  in  parking  lots  1  and  2  and  for  valet  parking. 
In  examining  the  parking  requirements  we  find  that  any  Increase  in 
parking  stalls  in  the  garage  would  probably  require  a  change  in  the 
roadway  pattern  leading  to  the  airport  terminal.    Moreover,  we  need 
to  examine  the  new  parking  facilities  in  the  garage  in  relation  to 
the  construction  of  a  North  Terminal  building  because  the  two  are 
tied  together  economically. 

With  the  information  developed  during  the  past  ten  days,  Mr.  Hansen, 
Mr.  Negri  and  I  reviewed  the  bond  needs  with  Mr.  Harry  Ross,  the 
City  Controller,  on  Monday  afternoon.    We  have  also  conferred  with 
Mayor  Shelley. 
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As  a  result  of  these  discussions  and  a  review  of  the  timing  on  bond 
issues 3  together  with  the  updating  of  the  master  plan  at  the  air- 
port ,  I  recommend  that  we  move  toward  a  large  bond  issue  for  the 
airport  to  be  voted  upon  in  November  1966. 

A  1966  bond  issue  should  be  the  result  of  the  most  careful  planning 
possible  during  the  intervening  months.    Whereas  we  have  presently- 
considered  a  $30  million  dollar  bond  issue ,  it  may  well  be  larger 
if  we  give  proper  attention  to  roadways  and  traffic  patterns. 
Fortunately  such  bonds  to  be  voted  upon  could  be  revenue  supported 
general  obligation  bonds  which  would  not  become  a  burden  upon  the 
taxpayer.    The  program  for  meeting  the  debt  service  on  the  bonds , 
the  scheduling  of  the  sale  dates ,  and  a  number  of  other  items  need 
to  be  carefully  worked  out  and  can  be  in  the  next  several  months. 

In  summary,  we  have  examined  a  $30  million  dollar  bond  issue  pro- 
posal for  the  November  1965  ballot  which  was  divided  generally: 
$20  million  dollars  for  the  air  cargo  center.,  and  $10  million  dol- 
lars for  additional  parking.    The  first  sale  of  bonds  would  not  be 
necessary  until  June  1,  19&7.     Interim  air  cargo  arrangements  must 
be  worked  out  regardless  of  a  bond  issue.    The  immediate  parking 
needs  will  be  substantially  met  in  August.     Therefore  we  can,  in 
the  interest  of  good  management,  look  toward  a  carefully  planned 
bond  proposal  in  November  1966.    In  my  opinion  we  should  not  propose 
an  airport  bond  issue  to  be  on  the  ballot  in  November  1965  for  air 
cargo  and  parking  purposes.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  APRIL  ACTIVITIES 

Traffic  Summary  (March) : 

Air  freight  through  San  Francisco  International  Airport  in  March  again 
registered  an  almost  phenomenal  increase.     The  volume  of  23,480,827  pounds  was 
52.3  per  cent  more  than  for  March  last  year  and  brought  the  total  for  the  first 
three  months  of  1965  to  62,446,518  pounds,  a  gain  of  49  per  cent  over  the  corres- 
ponding 1964  quarter.     The  month's  figure  set  the  total  for  the  first  three 
quarters  of  the  current  fiscal  year  at  201,176,021  pounds,  up  49.6  per  cent  over 
the  corresponding  fiscal  1963-64  period. 

The  air  passenger  total  for  the  month  was  628,469,  for  a  gain  of  3.3  per 
cent  over  March  last  year.     The  first  quarter  of  1965  figure  is  1,849,710,  up  6.8 
per  cent  over  a  year  ago,  and  the  total  for  the  1964-65  fiscal  year's  first  nine 
months  is  6,128,110,  a  gain  of  9.5  per  cent  over  the  comparable  1963-64  period. 

U.  S.  mail  volume  in  March  totaled  7,576,646  pounds,  up  18.2  per  cent 
over  a  year  ago.  The  increase  for  the  first  quarter  of  1965  was  12.8  per  cent, 
and  for  the  first  nine  months  of  the  current  fiscal  year,  11.4  per  cent. 

Air  express  gained  23.3  per  cent  in  March  over  a  year  ago  to  1,188,675 
pounds.     The  first  quarter  1965  increase  was  18.7  per  cent,  and  for  the  fiscal 
year's  first  three  quarters,  11.9  per  cent. 

Scheduled  aircraft  movements — landings  and  take-off s--for  the  month 
numbered  17,303,  up  12.2  per  cent  over  a  year  ago.     In  addition,  there  were  545 
movements  by  military  planes  and  3,765  by  non-scheduled  carrier  and  itinerant  or 
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locally-based  private  and  corporate  aircraft. 
National  Traffic  Gains: 

March  passenger  traffic  gains  by  domestic  trunk  lines  are  reported  at 
11.7  per  cent;  for  local  service  airlines,  13.6  per  cent,  and  for  helicopter 
carriers,  5  per  cent. 

First  quarter-1965  increases  reported  were:     Domestic  trunklines  12.5 
per  cent;  local  service  carriers  12.1  per  cent;  and  helicopter  airlines  5  per  cent. 
Airport  Planning: 

The  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  and  staff  members  of  the  Airport 
and  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  met  with  representatives  of  the  Federal  Aviation 
Agency  and  the  Airlines'  Technical  Committee  for  a  discussion  of  programmed 
improvements  to  the  landing  field  and  navigational  aids. 
Security  Officer  Trainees: 

Training  classes  were  completed  for  the  new  group  of  Airport  Security 
Officers  under  direction  of  Operations  Supervisor  Harold  Fudem.     Officer  Edward 
Epting  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  Academy  held  a  series  of  classes 
totaling  approximately  12  hours  relating  to  police  powers  with  particular  emphasis 
on  powers  of  arrest  and  restraint.    Airport  staff  members  aiding  in  the  instruction 
included  the  Assistant  General  Manager  for  Operations  and  Maintenance,  the 
Operations  Coordinator  and  the  Public  Relations  Officer. 
Budget : 

Airport  and  PUC  staff  members  attended  hearings  by  Mayor  Shelley  and 
staff  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  Finance  Committee  on  airport  budget  requests 
for  the  1965-66  fiscal  year.

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held  in  San  Francisco  in  June--to  discuss  procedures  for  meeting  the  arriving 
delegates  and  handling  their  transportation  problems. 
Community  Relations: 

The  Airport  General  Manager  attended  the  annual  spring  dinner  meeting  of 
the  San  Mateo  County  Development  Association. 
VIPs: 

President  Maurice  Yaneogo  of  Upper  Volta  (Africa),  accompanied  by  Mrs* 
Yameogo  and  attendants  arrived  SFIA  April  2  via  MATS  jetliner  and  were  met  by 
State  Department  and  City  of  San  Francisco  delegations.    The  party  departed  SFIA 
April  4. 

General  Thorsten  Rapp,  Supreme  Commander  of  Sweden's  Armed  Forces, 
accompanied  by  Mrs.  Rapp  and  aides,  arrived  SFIA  April  16  via  Air  Force  Jets tar 
and  were  gretted  by  high  officials  of  the  U.  S,  Armed  Forces  from  Bay  Area  stations.

British  Overseas  Airways  brought  their  new  Super  VC-10  aircraft  to 
SFIA  on  its  inaugural  flight. 
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Pacific  Southwest  Airlines  began  their  first  Boeing-727  jet  service  to 
Los  Angeles  on  April  9;  and  on  April  20  reduced  fares  to  Los  Angeles  on  their 
Electras  to  $11.43,  the  same  as  the  Oakland-Los  Angeles  charge.

The  matter  of  the  application  of  Peerless  Stages,  Inc.  to  the  State 
Public  Utilities  Commission  for  a  Certificate  of  Public  Convenience 
and  Necessity  to  operate  passenger  stage  service  between  Fremont, 
Oakland  and  certain  intermediate  points  to  Candlestick  Park  and  to 
establish  rates  of  fare  for  that  service,  was  discussed. 

V.  W.  Anderson,  General  Manager,  Municipal  Railway,  explained  that 
he  had  contacted  Mr.  H.  D.  Gaita,  President  of  Peerless  Stages  and 
was  assured  that  the  proposed  operation  would  not  involve  competi- 
tion with  Municipal  Railway  lines  as  no  passenger  stops  will  be  made 
in  3an  Francisco  other  than  at  Candlestick  Park,  at  which  point  their 
passengers  would  be  unloaded  and  loaded  in  the  "Chartered  Coach 
Parking  Lot". 

The  Commission  voted  unanimously  that  this  matter  required  no  action 
on  the  part  of  the  Commission. 


With  reference  to  Resolution  No.  65-0339,  concerning  the  execution 
of  an  agreement  between  City  and  Peter -Kiewit ,  Inc.,  contractor  under 
WD  Contract  No.  1099 — in  regard  to  the  final  payment  on  the  contract. 

Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne  explained  that  this  is  an 
instance  similar  to  the  San  Joaquin  Pipeline  No.  3  contract,  where 
there  was  a  dispute  by  the  contractor  U.S.  Steel  Corporation  as  to 
the  final  contract  amount.     The  agreement  is  being  entered  into  so  as 
to  avoid  the  risk  of  City  becoming  liable  for  interest  on  the  pay-> 
ments  which  are  under  dispute. 
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Commissioner  White  discussed  WD  Contract  No,  1155-^econstruction  of 
Portions  of  Crystal  Springs  Golf  Course,  particularly  the  allowance 
of  extension  of  time  for  completion  of  the  contract.     The  original 
contract  called  for  completion  within  150  calendar  days  (January  27, 
1965)  plus  a  90-day  maintenance  period.     Subsequent  modification 
extended  the  completion  time  an  additional  21  calendar  days,  making 
the  completion  date  February  17,  1965. 

H.  C.  Medbery,  Assistant  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer,  San 
Francisco  Water  Department,  explained  that  rain  and  wet  ground  have 
slowed  up  the  progress  of  the  work.     The  present  completion  date  is 
estimated  at  June  4.     He  said  there  are  95  substantiated  calendar 
days  delay  due  to  rain  and  wet  ground.     Commissioner  White  pointed 
out  that  on  numerous  days  Water  Department  inspectors  reported  on 
the  gob  to  find  the  contractor  had  few,  if  any,  men  working,  and  at 
times  the  inspectors  recommended  to  the  contractor  that  8  to  12  men 
could  be  used  but  none  were  sent. 

In  view  of  the  anticipated  request  on  the  port  of  the  contractor  for 
an  extension  of  time  for  completion  of  the  contract,  Commissioner 
White  requested  the  Commission  be  furnished  with  a.  report  from  the 
Water  Department  regarding  the  progress  or  lack  of  progress  at  the 
golf  course  and  copies  of  the  daily  work  reports  of  both  Water  De- 
partment inspectors  assigned  to  the  job. 

Commissioner  White  further  requested  a  determination  of  the  estimated 
loss  of  revenue  both  to  the  City  and  the  operator  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  golf  course  has  not  been  operable. 
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Because  no  bids  were  received  on  April  29,  1965  for  AD  Contract 
No.  355 — Exterior  Signs  for  Parking  Garage  at  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport,  the  Commission  authorized  new  call  for  bids  by 
adopting  Resolution  No.  65-034-5.     The  title  has  been  revised  to  read 
"Exterior  Sign  Structures  and  Signs  for  Parking  Garage"  to  more 
accurately  reflect  the  nature  of  the  work.     0.  L.  Moore,  General 
Manager,  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  stated  that  apparently  too  few 
potential  qualified  bidders  were  aware  that  the  work  involves 
structural  steel  and  concrete  as  well  as  electrical  work. 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  would  like  to  arrange  a  tour  of  inspection,  by  the 
Commission,  of  the  parking  Garage.  He  reported  that  a  meeting  will 
be  held  shortly  at  the  Airport  with  Airport  management  and  staff, 
Mr.  Moore  and  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  staff,  and  possibly 
representatives  of  the  contractor,  to  discuss  the  traffic  problems 
at  the  airport.  He  suggested  that  the  Commissioners  participate  if 
possible,  and  asked  Airport  Manager  George  F.  Hansen  to  arrange  the 
details . 
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With  reference  to  Resolution  No.  65-0352,  Mr.  Hansen  explained  that 
following  action  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  authorizing 
Airport  Space  Permit  to  the  San  Francisco  Convention  and  Visitors 
Bureau  for  the  purpose  of  an  "Information  Center"  at  San  Francisco 
International  Airport,  that  organization  held  a  Directors'  Meeting 
and  found  they  had  not  sufficient  funds  in  their  budget  to  nan  the 
booth  this  fiscal  year. 
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Other  means  of  establishing  this  service  at  the  Airport  were  dis- 
cussed, which  included  approaching  the  air  lines  and  possibly  the 
Junior  League  for  personnel  to  man  such  a  booth.     Mr.   Carr  will 
explore  with  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer  the  possibility  of 
using  funds  from  the  hotel  tax  to  provide  for  manning  the  booth. 
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Mr.  Carr  explained  with  reference  to  Resolution  No,  65-0355?  that  the 
services  of  the  firm  Clair  A.  Hill  and  Associates  is  needed  to  pro- 
vide new  rating  tables  for  Lake  Lloyd  and  Lake  Eleanor  Reservoirs,  in 
order  to  determine  the  feasibility  of  raising  of  Lake  Eleanor.  The 
present  area  capacity  curves  for  Cherry  Reservoir  -and  Lake  Eleanor 
arc  based  on  surveys  which  date  back  to  the  turn  of  the  century. 


C  o  mmun  i  c at i on  s : 

Mr.  Carr  read  a  letter  addressed  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  by 
Mayor  Josephine  G,  Waugh  of  the  City  of  Millbrae  expressing  thanks 
and  appreciation  of  the  Millbrae  residents  to  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  and  staff  for  allowing  utilization  of  a  portion  of  the 
Airport  property  for  a  playground  area. 

General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items : 

Mr.  Carr  stated  in  connection  with  the  Northern  California  Transit 
Demonstration  Project,  on  which  he  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Control 
representing  San  Francisco,  that  he  will  shortly  ask  the  Commission 
to  name  an  alternate  for  him.     He  reported  that  regular  minutes  of 
the  Board's  actr  ns  arc  received;  they  are  turned  over  to  George  P. 
Negri,  Director,  Bureau  of  Accounts.     Mr.  Carr  said  that  in  the  May 
4th  minutes  he  pointed  out  because  of  the  delay  in  getting  the 
18-month  study  started,  that  the  Commission  would  want  to  have  a  pre- 
liminary report  about  a  year  from  now,  so  as  to  determine  what  to 
recommend  for  a  bond  issue.     The  other  members  of  the  Board  of.  Control 
agreed  they  would  have  some  kind  of  a  report  available  within  12 
months . 

Mr.  Carr  had  nothing  new  to  report  on  the  temporary  downtown  heliport; 
he  was  awaiting  word  from  Washington  regarding  the  use  of  a  Navy 
lighter. 


Mr.  Carr  reported  that  bids  on  the  Canyon  Powerhouse  Penstock  would 
be  opened  on  May  13. 
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With  regard  to  the  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps,  Mr.   Carr  reported  that 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  a  program  to  employ  some  100  young 
people  under  the  direction  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  pri- 
marily on  the  watershed  in  San  Mateo  County.     John  E.  O'Haric, 
working  with  Mr.  Negri  and  Mr.  Finn,  has  been  handling  the  details. 
This  is  roughly  a  $120, 000  program  and  is  so  worded  that  if  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Department  and  others  wish  to  take  some  of  the 
responsibility  for  the  program,  this  can  be  achieved  as  the  program 
progresses . 
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Mr.  Carr  then  reported  on  the  proposed  $4-3  million  dollar  airport 
bond  issue.     He  said  that  although  at  the  previous . meeting  he  and 
Mr.  Hansen  had  recommended  a  bond  election  for  November,  1966  in- 
stead of  this  year  and  in  a  larger  amount,  that  he,  as  General 
Manager,  and  the  staff,  had  the  responsibility  of  carrying  out  the 
Commission's  policy  mandate  for  a  bond  election  to  be  submitted  to 
the  electorate  this  November.     Mr.  Carr  said  it  is  necessary  to  dis- 
tinguish between  the  obligation  of  the  General  Manager  and  staff  to 
make  recommendations  and  the  basic  responsibility  of  the  members  of 
the  Commission  to  decide  policy.     He  reported  that  Airport  Manager 
Hansen,  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  Manager  Moore,  Mr.  Negri  and 
others  proceeded  with  all  possible  speed  to  get  together  a  program 
for  construction  on  the  next  phases  of  the  garage  and  for  an  air 
cargo  center  which  would  represent  a  total  bond  issue  of  $4-3  million 
dollars . 

Mr.  Carr  reported  that  following  a  number  of  meetings  and  with  con- 
siderable work  during  the  week,  that  the  staff  had  compiled  a 
$4-3  million  dollar  construction  program,  but  instead  of  the  garage 
being  completed  for  $15  million  dollars  the  cost  would  be  $17  million 
dollars,  and  also  that  the  air  cargo  facilities  estimated  by  the 
Commission  at  $20  million  dollars  would  probably  cost  $18  million 
dollars.     The  figure  included  $6  million  dollars  for  interim  air 
cargo  facilities  which  Mr.   Carr  explained  was  necessary  because  with 
the  construction  of  interim  air  cargo  facilities  it  would  be  neces- 
sary to  move  air  cargo  buildings  1  and  2  and  there  would  have  to  be 
some  write-off  of  the  cost. 

Mr.  Moore  made  a  presentation  to  the  Commission  of  a  proposed  con- 
struction schedule  amounting  to  $4-3  million  dollars  using  charts  and 
graphs  which  also  included  proposed  sale  of  bonds  as  follows: 

$8,000,000  by  March  1,  1966 
$9,000,000  by  October  1,  1966 
$16,000,000  by  October  1,  1967 
$2,000,000  by  Aprii  ]_?  ]_968 
$8,000,000  by  April  1,  1970 

In  answer  to  Commissioner  Stack,  Mr.  Carr  replied  that  the  proposed 
construction  schedule  with  the  proposed  sale  of  bonds  as  indicated, 
together  with  preliminary  estimates  of  revenue,  indicated  the  con- 
struction schedule  can  be  met  without  asking  for  additional  money 
from  taxes.     Mr.  Carr  said  he  and  Mr.  Hansen  would  prefer  to  operate 
with  a  larger  revenue  surplus  but  that  this  was  a  policy  matter  and 
which  the  Commission  must  decide. 
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Mr.  Carr  and  Mr.  Hansen  explained  that  the  completion  of  the  garage 
which  is  included  within  the  $43  million  estimate  could  not  be 
Justified  without  recognizing  that  the  full  utilization  and 
feasibility  of  the  garage  depends  upon  the  construction  of  the 
North  Terminal  and  certain  other  work.    They  explained  that  their 
construction  schedule,  estimates  of  revenue,  and  proposed  pay-out 
on  the  bonds,  assumed  a  second  bond  issue  of  $24  million  must  be 
approved  in  1968,  or  if  conditions  warranted,  as  early  as  1967. 
Mr.  Carr  further  explained  that  the  $24  million  did  not  include 
additional  expenditures  which  would  be  necessary  for  completion  of 
a  roadway  system  entering  the  airport.    He  said,  however,  the 
$43  million  did  include  $2  million  for  a  grade  separation  near  the 
road  leading  to  the  Hilton  Inn. 

Mr.  Carr  said  the  total  of  the  two  bond  issues,  $67  million  plus 
some  additional  work  could  set  a  capacity  of  16,000,000  passengers 
a  year.    The  passenger  capacity  would  be  12,700,000  without  the 
North  Terminal  and  related  facilities. 

Following  the  presentation  by  staff,  the  Commission  indicated  that 
it  desired  the  staff  to  proceed  with  the  development  of  additional 
data  so  that  a  $43  million  bond  issue  could  be  proposed  to  the 
bond  screening  committee,  the  Mayor,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and 
others  so  it  could  be  placed  on  the  ballot  in  November  1965* 


Mr.  Carr  reported  he  had  received  an  inquiry  from  the  Recreation 
and  Park  Department  regarding  the  use  of  outboard  motors  on  the 
rowboats  on  Lake  Merced.    He  said  he  would  consult  with  the  Water 
Department  and  submit  a  determination  to  the  Commission. 


Departmental  Report: 

Hctch  Hetchy  Project  and  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  monthly 
report  was  presented  by  0.  L.  Moore,  General  Manager  of  that 
department. 

Public  Utilities  Counsel  Bourne  reported  that  unofficial  advice 
from  the  U.S.  Steel  Corporation  has  been  received  that  they  are 
dropping  their  claim  of  $150,000  on  the  Section  D  contract  of  San 
Joaquin  Pipeline  No.  3. 


Roll  Call: 

Commissioner  White  presented  a  full  report  on  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Sound  Abatement  Committee,  held  May  5,  1965 •    The  meeting  was 
well  attended  and  Commissioner  White  said  that  we  are  on  our  way 
in  establishing  better  relations  with  the  neighboring  cities. 

Commissioner  Stack  complimented  0.  L.  Moore  and  William  J.  Simons, 
Director,  Bureau  of  Public  Service,  for  their  fine  work  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Mother  Lode  Roundup  at  Sonora,  May  8-9 »  1965.

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 

Water  Conditions 

Approximately  normal  precipitation  was  received  during  the  month  of  April.  The 
results  of  the  last  snow  survey  of  the  season  indicate  that  this  year's  runoff 
will  be  approximately  107$  of  normal.     Runoff  forecast  indicates  that  Hetch  Hetchy 
Reservoir  will  fill  and  would  spill  substantial  quantities  of  water  this  summer. 
Therefore,  a  schedule  of  increased  valve  releases  was  commenced  on  April  16  in 
order  to  reduce  the  spill.     Construction  work  is  underway  below  O'Shaughnessy  Dam 
and  at  Early  Intake  and  in  order  to  protect  this  work  these  early  releases  are 
being  made. 

Power  Production 

During  the  month  of  April,  Moccasin  and  Cherry  Powerhouses  generated  U.3,8Uo,000 
kilowatt-hours  and  78,191,000  kilowatt-hours,  respectively. 

Moccasin  Debris  Deflector 

Painting  and  erection  of  all  steelwork  are  completed.  The  installation  of  the  bridge 
timbers  and  decking  is  continuing.     The  work  under  the  contract  is  Q$%  complete. 
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Moccasin  Club  House 

Plans  and  specifications  for  re-roofing  Moccasin  Club  House  under  Hetch  Hetchy  Con- 
tract No.  383  are  90$  complete.     Estimated  cost  of  the  work  is  $10,000. 

Groveland  Water  Supply 

On  April  13,  19&5  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  approved  execution  of  a  water  ser- 
vice contract  with  the  Groveland  Community  Services  District  in  Tuolumne  County. 
Service  will  be  provided  at  the  Second  Garrotte  Shaft  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct. 
The  District  has  called  for  bids  for  the  installation  of  its  pump  and  distribution 
system  and  has  awarded  a  contract  for  construction.     It  is  expected  that  delivery 
of  water  will  commence  early  this  fall. 

Freeway  Crossings 

Plans  and  specifications  for  the  protection  of  City's  San  Joaquin  Pipelines  under 
State  freeway  crossings  at  four  locations  are  under  final  review  prior  to  submittal 
to  the  State  for  approval.     The  work  will  be  done  by  City  contract  under  utility 
agreements  with  the  State  Division  of  Highways, 

CANYON  POWER  PROJECT 
Canyon  Powerhouse 

Except  for  the  sump  and  area  south  of  wheel  pit  No.  2,  powerhouse  excavation  is  now 
essentially  down  to  design  grade.     The  contractor  is  continuing  to  do  miscellaneous 
trimming  and  drilling  to  final  neat  excavation  lines  and  grade  within  the  powerhouse 
area. 

Tunneling  operations  continue  at  the  bypass  tunnel  outlet  in  the  powerhouse  and  at 
the  north  and  south  portals.    The  tower  crane  and  concrete  batch  plant  have  been 
delivered  to  the  jobsite  and  are  being  installed  in  preparation  for  the  pouring  of 
foundation  concrete. 

Fabrication  of  the  powerhouse  bridge  crane  continues  in  the  shop  in  Richmond,  Calif.-- 
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Canyon  Penstock 

Plans  and  specifications  for  construction  of  Canyon  Penstock,  Hetch  Hetchy  Contract 
Wo.  377,  were  advertised  with  bids  to  be  received  on  May  13,  1965 .     Estimated  cost 
of  this  last  major  contract  for  the  Canyon-Cherry  Power  Development  is  $2,000,000. 

SAN  JOAQUIN  PIPELINE  NO.  3 

Cross-Connection  at  Albers  Road  and  Related  Work 

The  contractor  is  continuing  work  on  the  construction  of  the  venturi  meter  vault  and 
blowoff  vault  walls  and  roof  slabs.    All  valves,  venturi  meter  and  tapers  have  been 
installed.     Installation  of  telemetering  equipment,  small  piping,  and  electrical  work 
are  also  in  progress.     Erection  of  the  galvanized  steel  operating  platforms  at  the 
Albers  Road  cross-connection  was  started. 

AIRPORT  ENGINEERING  AND  CONSTRUCTION 
Parking  Garage 

The  contractor  continues  to  erect  forms  and  place  reinforcing  steel  for  the  third 
and  fourth  level  entrance  ramps,  the  connecting  bridge  to  the  upper  level  roadway, 
closure  slabs  at  the  second  and  third  levels,  and  light  pole  bases  at  the  fourth 
level.     Painting  of  the  second  level  ceiling  and  exposed  piping,  and  installation 
of  lath  and  plaster  in  the  Central  Pedestrian  tunnel  are  in  progress.  Mechanical 
and  electrical  work  continues  on  the  drain  and  fire  lines,  cooling  water  and  diesel 
oil  lines  in  the  generator  room,  escalators  in  the  Central  Terminal  crawl  space, 
and  installation  of  light  fixtures  on  all  levels. 

The  contractor  is  installing  the  moving  ramps  at  the  Central  Pedestrian  Center  and 
has  begun  assembling  trusses  for  the  ramps  at  the  South  Pedestrian  Center. 

Alterations  to  Central  Terminal  Building 

Work  is  continuing  on  the  installation  of  plastic  terrazzo  floor,  gypsum  board  par- 
titions, louvered  ceiling,  guard  rails,  and  on  the  painting.    Mechanical  and  elec- 
trical work  is  in  progress  on  all  levels. 
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Baggage  Dispensers,  North  Baggage  Claim  Area?  Central  Terminal 

Baggage  carousel  No.  3  at  the  ground  floor  of  the  Central  Terminal  is  being  relocated. 
Additions  to  Boiler  Room,  South  Terminal 

The  auxiliary  condensate  receiver,  a  makeup  water  valve,  and  a  6-inch  valve  in  the 
existing  pump  suction  line  were  installed. 

Air  Cargo  Building  No.  h 

The  contractor  completed  foundation  work  and  has  started  erection  of  structural  steel. 
Work  continues  on  the  forming  for  pallet  lift  and  scale  pits  and  retaining  walls  on 
each  side  of  the  ramp  area.     The  U-inch  water  line  to  the  building  was  completed. 

Improvements  to  Water  and  Sewerage  Systems 

The  new  manhole  entrance  to  Sewage  Pumping  Station  No.  1  and  excavation  for  the 
installation  of  flexible  connections  in  front  of  the  South  Terminal  were  completed. 

Construction  of  the  concrete  block  wall  in  Sewage  Pumping  Station  No.  1  and  installa- 
tion of  a  new  l6-inch  gate  valve  in  the  existing  20-inch  diameter  water  line  are 
in  progress. 

Installation  of  Cable  12  A-6  and  Power  Stations  "N" ,  "P"  and  "Q" 

An  oil  indicator  and  Kirk  interlock  at  Power  Station  "Q"  were  installed.  Contract 
is  approximately  complete. 

Transformer  for  Coast  Guard

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Commissioner  White  requested,  as  Commissioner  Greenberg  had  asked  to 
be  excused  from  the  meeting  at  an  early  hour,  that  the  matter  of  the 
Crystal  Springs  Golf  Course  be  taken  up  before  proceeding  with  the 
Water  Department  calendar  items  rather  than  on  roll  call.  Commis- 
sioner White's  request  was  granted  by  the  Chair. 

Commissioner  White  referred  to  the  request  made  at  the  last  meeting 
of  H.C.  Medbery,  Water  Department  Assistant  General  Manager  and  Chief 
Engineer,  for  information  on  the  status  of  Crystal  Springs  Golf 
Course,     He  said  there  was  evidence  that  the  golf  course  would  not 
be  playable  during  the  year  1965?  no*  on  an  18-hole  basis  until 

some  time  in  1966.     During  the  construction  period  there  has  been  a 
loss  of  revenue  to  the  City  and  an  attendant  loss  to  the  concession- 
aire operating  the  golf  course.     Commissioner  White  asked  if  Mr. 
Medbery  had  any  comments  or  recommendations  to  make  to  the  Commission 
on  this  subject. 

Mr,  Carr  stated  to  the  Commission  that  he  had  just  handed  them  a 
report  dated  May  17,  1965,  from  Mr.  Medbery  which  had  been  received 
only  moments  before  the  Commission  meeting,  in  which  Mr,  Medbery 
states  that  there  have  been  and  will  be  losses  and  puts  a  dollar 
figure  on  them.     On  Page  three  of  the  report  Mr.  Medbery  has  recom- 
mended to  Mr.  Carr  that  an  extension  of  the  lease  be  negotiated 
which  would  give  tho  lessee  an  opportunity  to  recoup  his  losses  suf- 
fered during  the  reconstruction  period, 

Mr.  Carr  advised  the  -Commission  that  he  assumed  that  Mr,  Medbery  had 
thoroughly  gone  into  this  matter,  but  stated  that  he,  Mr.  Carr,  had 
not  as  yet  had  time  to  review  Mr.  Medbery' s  recommendations  to  him 
and  therefore  had  no  recommendation  to  make  pending  further  review. 

Commissioner  Stack  suggested  that  the  matter  be  put  over  one  week  in 
order  that  the  Commission  might  review  and  thoroughly  understand 
Mr,  Medbery1 s  memorandum. 

Commissioner  White  opposed  the  suggestion  of  postponement  on  the 
grounds  that  next  week  and  several  weeks  thereafter  a  full  Commission 
would  not  be  present.     He  also  pointed  out  this  was  a  matter  of  some 
urgency,  stating  that  the  concessionaire  had  been  waiting  a  long 
period  of  time  for  a  decision. 

Commissioner  White  stated  the  revenue  loss  to  City  and  to  the  con- 
cessionaire was  considerable;  the  concessionaire  deserved  some  con- 
sideration   if  he  were  to  be  allowed  sufficient  time  to  expend 
$150,000  for  improvement  of  the  golf  course.     In  his  opinion  this 
answer  must  be  given  almost  immediately  if  tho  course  were  to  be 
operable  before  1967. 

Commissioner  White  also  said  tho  fact  that  this  matter  had  not  been 
before  tho  Commission  until  tho  last  couple  of  weeks  was  no  fault  of 
the  lessee.     The  lessee  had  been  attempting  to  place  it  before  the 
Commission  for  the  past  six  or  seven  months. 

Commissioner  White  said  Mr.  Medbery1 s  recommendation  should  be  taken 
into  consideration.     He  suggested  the  Commission  set  some  figure  — 
$150,000  or  some  other  figure  —  that  would  allow  tho  lessee  to  bring 
the  course  up  to  standard  and  make  him  invest  that  sum  and  give  time 
to  recoup  the  investment. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  asked  when  the  reconstruction  of  the  course 
would  be  completed. 
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Mr.  Medbery  estimated  the  contract  would  bo  completed  by  June  4,1965* 
Then  follows  a  90-day  maintenance  period.    Mr.  Medbery  estimated  the 
course  would  not  be  fully  playable  until  four  months  after  expira- 
tion of  the  maintenance  period.     The  concessionaire's  lease  expires 
in  August,  1967. 

At  the  request  of  Commissioner  Rousseau,  Mr.  Medbery  briefly  explain- 
ed all  of  the  work  that  was  being  done  under  the  reconstruction  con- 
tract, and  its  adverse  effect  upon  the  operation  of  the  golf  course. 
He  then  enumerated  all  of  the  defects  still  existing  on  the  back 
nine.     Mr.  Medbery  pointed  out  the  only  way  to  obtain  an  operable 
golf  course  was  for  the  City  to  assume  the  burden  of  these  extensive 
repairs  or  have  the  lessee  make  them. 

In  answer  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  G-rcenberg,  Mr.  Medbery 
informed  the  Commission  the  lessee  now  pays  10  per  cent  of  the  gross 
on  green  fees  and  seven  per  cent  on  food  and  beverages.  Commissioner 
Greenberg  remarked  that  compared  with  the  lessee  of  Cypress  Hills 
Golf  Course  who  pays  10%  plus  6%,  this  seemed  like  a  very  fair  amount. 
He  then  asked  how  long  the  lessee  had  been  operating  the  course  and 
how  much  longer  his  present  lease  had  to  go.     Mr.  Medbery  said  Mr. 
Leidcr,  the  present  lessee,  had  been  operating  the  course  since  1951? 
and  his  existing  lease  would  expire  in  August  of  1967.     Mr.  Medbery 
added  that  the  lessee  was  requesting  a  20-year  extension.  Commis- 
sioner Stack  asked  if  a  proposal  had  been  made  to  the  Commission. 
Mr.  Medbery  explained  that  a  proposal  had  been  made  in  which  the 
lessee  promised  to  expend  not  less  than  $150,000  in  improvements  to 
the  course  and  buildings. 

Mr.  Carr  said  this  was  a  policy  decision  to  be  made  by  the  Commission. 
He  said  the  lessee  had  proposed  to  go  ahead  and  do  other  work  now 
while  everything  is  torn  up  and  to  make  a  certain  expenditure  in 
exchange  for  an  extension  of  the  lease  for  twenty  years;  if  that  was 
not  done,  the  lease  would  expire  in  August,  1967. 

Mr.  Carr  reminded  the  Commission  that  this  matter  had  been  before  the 
Commission  previously,  at  which  time  the  City  Attorney's  Office  had 
said  in  this  case  it  would  be  legal  to  either  extend  the  contract  by 
negotiation  or  let  it  run  to  termination  and  then  call  for  public 
bids. 

Mr.  Carr  said  that  in  the  event  the  Commission  decided  as  a  matter  of 
policy  to  grant  an  extension,  then  he  would  assume  that  they  would 
direct  him  to  meet  with  the  lessee,  see  what  could  be  done,  put 
everything  in  writing,  work  with  the  City  Attorney,  and  then  come 
back  to  the  Commission  with  a  draft  of  an  agreement. 

Commissioner  White  stated  that  he  felt,  although  Mr.  Medbery  was  not 
making  a  direct  recommendation,  that  Mr.  Medbery  had  recommended  the 
lessee  be  allowed  to  go  ahead  at  this  time  and  make  alterations  to 
the  golf  course,     tying  up  the  entire  course  for  a  period  of  time, 
but  guaranteeing  an  operable  18-hole  golf  course  in  the  future. 

Commissioner  White  then  recommended  that  the  Commission  agree 
authority  should  be  given  to  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities 
to  negotiate  with  the  lessee  on  the  basis  of  a  20-ycar  extension  in 
exchange  for  certain  improvements  to  be  made  by  lessee. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  stated  that  it  was  his  observation  that  the 
present  lessee  had  been  a  good  operator,  and  had  lost  revenue  due  to 
the  reconstruction  of  the  golf  course,  said  loss  being  suffered 
through  no  fault  of  the  lessee  or  City  but  because  of  the  construction 
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of  the  state  highway.     Connissioncr  Rousseau  said  that  an  extension 
would  he  equitable  provided  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities 
was  authorized  to  negotiate  said  extension  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Public  Utilities  Connission. 

Connissioncr  Stack  then  pointed  out  the  Connission  was  talking  about 
two  separate  subjects.     First,  an  extension  of  the  existing  lease  for 
a    period  of  tine  in  order  to  allow  the  lessee  to  recoup  his  losses 
suffered  during  the  reconstruction  period.     In  Connissioncr  Stack's 
opinion  there  was  evidence  indicating  that  such  losses  had  been 
suffered. 

On  the  other  hand,  Connissioncr  Stack  pointed  out,  the  Connission 
was  talking  about  an  additional  lease  of  20  years  based  on  a  con- 
sideration of  an  $150,000  investnent  by  lessee,     Connissioncr  Stack 
indicated  opposition  to  this  proposal,  stating  that  an  attenpt  was 
being  nade  to  tie  in  a  period  of  tine  which  would  allow  lessee  to 
recoup  his  losses  suffered  during  reconstruction  as  an  excuse  for  an 
extension  of  20  years  based  on  a  separate  consideration;  namely,  an 
$150,000  investnent. 

Connissioncr  Stack  then  cited  the  case  of  the  owner  of  the  El  Rancho 
Motel  who  was  going  to  nake  a  $40,000  investnent  on  a  certain  piece  of 
property  in  Millbrae,  which  proposal  was  accepted  by  the  Connission 
and  later  turned  down  by  Mayor  Christopher  as  not  being  in  keeping 
with  good  public  policy. 

Connissioncr  Greenberg  then  asked  for  the  terns  of  the  proposed  golf 
course  lease  in  the  Sunol  area.     John  Brucato,  Manager,  Agricultural 
and  Land  Division,  explained  this  was  to  be  a  lease  of  20  years  with 
two  10-year  options,  with  a  consideration  of  10  per  cent  of  golf  fees 
and  the  biddable  item  to  be  a  percentage  of  the  food  and  beverages, 
at  a  minimum  of  6  per  cent, 

Commissioner  Greenberg  then  suggested  that  Mr.  Carr  be  directed  to 
negotiate  the  Crystal  Springs  lease. 

Mr.  Carr  stated  a  confused  policy  was  being  enunciated. 

Commissioner  Stack  stated  that  he  was  opposed  to  negotiating  a  lease 
of  public  lands  for  a  period  of  20  years,  particularly  when  a  half 
million  dollars  had  been  invested  in  improvements,  none  of  which  had 
been  contributed  by  the  lessee.  He  said  in  principle  he  was  opposed 
to  negotiating  leases  of  public  lands  and  preferred  that  such  leases 
be  subject  to  public  bid. 

Commissioner  White  then  cited  the  cost  of  McLaren  Golf  Course,  stating 
the  City  had  spent  some  $750,000  on  the  9-hole  course  and  it  was  not 
finished  as  yet.     He  stated  that  the  revenues  at  McLaren  were  negligi- 
"blo*    Commissioner  White  emphasized  that  the  amount  of  $500,000  spent 
on  the  Crystal  Springs  Golf  Course  was  not  exorbitant  nor  a  true 
measure  of  the  course's  value.     To  reach  this,  he  stated,  it  was 
necessary  to  compare  it  with  the  capital  costs  and  operating  revenues 
received  by  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  from  the  McLaren  and 
other  courses,  none  of  which  in  his  opinion  were  comparable  to  the 
return  received  from  Crystal  Springs. 

Commissioner  White  stated  the  true  measure  of  the  success  of  Crystal 
Springs  was  also  to  be  measured  in  the  amount  of  recreation  that  has 
been  provided  the  people  in  the  area. 
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Commissioner  White-  recommended  an  extension  of  the  lease  be  granted 
at  the  earliest  possible  moment  so  that  the  lessee  could  immediately 
begin  the  work  proposed  in  order  that  a  playable  course  uould  be 
available  some  time  in  1966. 

Commissioner  Stack  then  cited  the  fact  that  a  full  18-holc  golf 
course,  the  El  Dorado  Course,  was  constructed  in  Palm  Desert  at  a 
cost  of  $350,000.     Commissioner  White  indicated  that  regardless  of 
what  golf  courses  cost  in  the  desert,   $750,000  was  spent  on  McLaren 
Park  and  facts  and  figures  were  available  to  verify  that  statement. 

Mr.  Medbery  then  explained  that  the  construction  of  a  golf  course  in 
a  desert  area  such  as  Palm  Desert  was  quite  a  different  problem  than 
construction  of  a  golf  course  in  San  Francisco  or  reconstruction  of 
a  course  such  as  Crystal  Springs.     Most  desert  lands  merely  require 
irrigation,  some  very  slight  changes  in  topography  and  some  land- 
scaping; whereas  courses  like  McLaren  and  Crystal  Springs  require 
irrigation,  extensive  filling  and  grading,  landscaping,  and  the 
importation  of  topsoil  in  order  to  construct  a  playable  course.  For 
these  reasons  construction  costs  would  be  much  higher  than  in  the 
desert . 

Commissioner  Rousseau  asked  Mr.  Medbery  if  he  had  gone  into  this 
matter  thoroughly  and  if  it  was  his  recommendation  that  the  Commis- 
sion give  the  lessee  a  chance  to  recoup  his  losses  and  also  encourage 
him  to  invest  some  $150,000  in  golf  course  improvements  in  return 
for  a  20-year  extension.     Mr.  Medbery  said  that  would  be  his  recom- 
mendation.    He  suggested  that  this  be  done  so  that  improvements 
could  begin  on  the  second  nine. 

Commissioner  Sta,ck  asked  what  the  terms  were  on  the  present  lease 
with  regard  to  the  existing  water  line.     Mr.  Medbery  answered  that 
the  lessee  is  merely  required  to  maintain  the  line  and  not  replace 
it.    Mr.  Brucato  stated  that  the  present  lease  requires  maintenance, 
and  the  line  has  deteriorated  to  a  point  where  maintenance  is  no 
longer  possible. 

In  response  to  Commissioner  Grecnberg's  question,  Mr.  Brucato  answer- 
ed that  the  present  lease  began  in  1955  and  the  lease  has  two  years 
to  go.     Mr.  Brucato  explained  the  fact  that  after  the  club  house  was 
destroyed  by  fire  in  1953  the  lease  was  assigned  to  Mr.  Leider,  who 
was  required  to  invest  $4-5*000  in  the  construction  of  a  new  club 
house.     Mr.  Leider  invested  $127,000  for  a  club  house,  grading  and 
paving  of  the  parking  area,  and  reconstruction  of  the  caddy  house 
and  pro  shop.     In  consideration  of  Mr.  Leider1 s  investment,  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  in  1957  reduced  the  percentage  payments 
from  8  per  cent  to  7  per  cent  on  revenues  fr^m  all  sales  of  food  and 
beverage,  and  from  11  per  cent  to  10  per  cent  on  fees  and  all  other 
sources  of  revenue  derived  from  business  conducted  under  the  lease. 

In  response  to  Commissioner  Simon's  question,  Mr.  Brucato  replied 
there  is  a  minimum  rent  of  $750.00  per  month  required  under  the  lease. 

Commissioner  Simon  asked  what  the  lessee's  position  would  be  on  a 
proposed  10  year  extension.     Mr.  Brucato  answered  he  did  not  know. 

Mr.  Brucato  asked  the  Commission  to  bear  in  mind  the  fact  that  if  the 
lease  is  permitted  to  expire,  there  will  be  two  years  in  which  nothing 
will  be  done  to  improve  the  second  nine.     The  new  lessee  would  then 
be  required  to  reconstruct  the  second  nine,  resulting  in  an  addition- 
al period  in  which  the  course  would  be  inoperative. 
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Comiissioner  Sinon  asked  if  a  10  year  extension  would  be  acceptable 
to  the  lessee,     Mr.  Brucato  replied  he  did  not  know. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  asked  if  under  the  terns  and  conditions  Mr. 
Brucato  was  recommending  a  consideration  of  10  per  cent  on  green 
fees  and  other  revenue  and  7  per  cent  on  food  and  beverages,  or 
11  per  cent  green  fees,  et  al,  and  8  per  cent  food  and  beverages. 
Mr.  Brucato  stated  that  all  that  was  before  the  Commission  was  a 
request  of  the  lessee  for  an  extension  of  20  years. 

Commissioner  White  stated  that  his  recommendation  was  10  per  cent  on 
green  fees,  et  al,  and  7  por  cent  on  food  and  beverages. 

Commissioner  Stack  stated  that  in  his  opinion  requesting  the  Commis- 
sion to  act  on  a  five-page  memorandum  which  had  been  handed  to  them 
minutes  before  they  entered  the  meeting  was  unfair  and  unwise.  He 
suggested  that  the  matter  go  over  for  one  week  so  that  it  could  be 
stuclied,  and  further  suggested,  that  the  matter  be  presented  in  a 
proper  manner;  i.e.,  upon  re  commend,  at  ion  of  the  General  Manager  of 
Public  Utilities  after  a  complete  study  by  the  staff  so  that  the 
facts  and  figures  could  be  properly  documented  and  recorded.  Com- 
missioner Stack  stated  this  was  brought  up  as  a  roll  call  item  and 
the  Commission  should  not  be  asked  to  act  upon  it  today. 

Commissioner  White  stated  that  the  Chair  by  allowing  a  full  discus- 
sion and  debate  had  no  right  at  this  tine  to  attempt  to  exercise 
parliamentary  control  which  had  been  waived  by  allowing  said  dis- 
cussion and  debate. 

Commissioner  White  then  moved  the  recommendation  of  Mr.  Hcdbery  be 
adopted  and  be  declared  the  policy  of  the  Commission. 

Commissi  ncr  Rousseau  asked  if  Commissioner  White  meant  by  this  that 
a  lease  be  negotiated  and  submitted  by  the  General  Manager  for  ap- 
proval by  the  Commission. 

Commissioner  White  pointed  out  the  Chair  had  not  yet  accepted  the 
motion. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  seconded  the  motion. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  asked  if  this  meant  the  lease  was  to  be  ne- 
gotiated by  the  General  Manager  and  not  brought  back  to  the  Commission. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  for  what  period  of  tine  was  the  intended 
lease  to  run. 

Commissioner  White  answered  20  years  from  the  date  the  "'contract  is 
signed,  which  would  in  effect  be  eighteen  years  from  the  date  of 
expiratim  of  the  present  lease. 

Mr.  Mcdbery  stated  he  had  recommended  a  20  year  extension. 

On  roll  call,  Commissioners  Stack  and  Sin<  n  voted  nay,  Commissioners 
Greenberg,  White  and  Rousseau  voted  aye,  and  the  motion  carried. 
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Airport  Department  Itens  1  and  2,  in  reference  to  issuance  of  Space 
or  Use  Permits  to  Barrett  Transportation  Conpany  and  Barrett  Nation- 
al Car  Rental  System,  over  from  the  May  4  meeting,  were  continued 
over  for  one  week,  for  referral  to  the  City  Attorney's  office  for 
opinion  as  to  the  legal  aspects. 


In  reference  to  the  U. S . -Caribbean-South  America  Investigation  CAB 
Docket  No.  12895,  Charles  Gregg,  representing  Pan  American  World 
Airways  requested  permission  to  address  the  Commission  and  was 
granted  same  by  Commission  President  Stack. 

Mr.  Gregg  said  the  proposed  resolution  was  commendable,  that  it  ex- 
pressed well  San  Francisco's  importance  as  a  United  States  gateway 
to  the  Caribbean,  Central  and  South  America.     He  said  that  it,  in 
company  with  the  excellent  exhibits  prepared  by  the  City  Attorney's 
Office,  should  make  a  strong  case  for  the  air  service  which  Northern 
California  desires  and  deserves. 

Mr.  Gregg  said  he  wished  to  respectfully  point  out  one  omission 
which  if  corrected  would  not  basically  alter  the-  statement  of  posi- 
tion but  rather  would  strengthen  it  and  at  the  sane  tine  accord  fair 
play  to  one  of  City's  servants  one!  airport  tenants.     Pan  American 
has  served  San  Francisco  with  air  service  for  30  years,   since  1935, 
he  pointed  out.     It  has  been  a  tenant  since  1938,  the  Treasure  Island 
days.     In  1955,  due  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission's  insistence 
and  appeals  of  the  City  Attorney's  Office,  Pan  American  was  granted 
permission  to  provide  through  plane  service,  San  Francisco  to 
Guatemala  and  South  America.     Since  that  tine,  Mr.  Gregg  said,  Pan 
American  has  been  serving  diligently,  introducing  the  most  modern 
equipment  available  in  aircraft     and  developing  promotion  work, 
through  the  cooperation  of  the  City  and  the  Commission,  for  San 
Francisco  and  northern  California  in  general.    He  said  these  are 
facts  that  have  been  brought  out  by  two  of  the  exhibits  prepared  by 
the  City  Attorney's  Office. 

Mr.  Gregg  said  the  rest  of  the  statement  of  position — that  the  Con- 
mission  does  not  express  preference- — by  the  onission  of  any  refer- 
ence to  Pan  Anerican  would  inply  to  son^  of  the  members  of  the  CAB, 
and  particularly  to  some  of  the  Pan  American  employees,  that  Pan 
American  has  not  gotten  along  well  with  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  nor  fulfilled  its  obligations  with  respect  to  its  Certifi- 
cate of  Convenience  and  Necessity.     Any  such  indication  would  be 
erroneous,  he  said,  and  this  possibility  of  erroneous  deduction  at 
the  Board  level  could  be  eliminated  by  the  addition  of  one  sentence — 
the  last  sentence.     He  proposed  the  last  statement  to  read  as  fol- 
lows:    (additions  underscored) 

"Further,  the  Commission  does  not  express  preference  for'  any 
of  the  carrier  applicants  in  said  Docket  No.  12895*  This 
Comj :ission  pra;/s,  however,  that  appropriate  consideration  be 
accorded  Pan  American  World  Airways  fr>r  its  pioneering;  of  air 
routes  to  the  Coribbean-Central'  and  oouth    Anerica,  and,  its 
promotion  of  afr  commerce  between  these  areas  and  San  Fran- 
cisco .  " 

Mr.  Gregg  suggested  that  this  additi  n  would  really  strengthen  San 
Francisco's  position  and  at  the  some  tine  give  a  modicum  of  protec- 
tion to  Pan  American. 
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In  response  to  Connissionor  Greenbcrg's  question,  Mr.  Gregg  replied 
that  at  present  there  is  no  other  tenant  at  San  Francisco  serving 
Central  and  South  America .     There  are  two  additional  applicants  in 
the  case,  Brniff  and  Grace;  however,  they  arc  not  tenants  at  San 
Francisco  International  Airport.     Grace  services  the  west  coast  of 
South  America  through  Miami;  and  Braniff  the  central  portion  of 
United  States  to  the  Panama  Canal  Zone  and  thence  to  the  west  coast 
of  South  America, 

Commissioner  Rousseau  moved  the  sentence  as  expressed  by  Mr.  Gregg 
be  added  to  the  resolution.     Commissioner  Greenberg  said  he  would 
gladly  second. 

Mr.  Carr  suggested  that  the  Commission  have  an  expression  from  the 
Public  Utilities  Counsel  whether  he  would  be  in  accordance  with  the 
statement  inasmuch  as  the  City  Attorney's  Office  was  making  the  pre- 
sentation. 

Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne  replied  this  was  a  policy 
recommendation  solely  to  be  determined  by  the  Commission;  there  was 
no  legal  question  involved. 

Mr.  Carr  asked  whether  in  Mr.  Bourne's  opinion  it  expressed  a  prefer- 
ence by  adding  the  wording. 

Commissioner  White  suggested  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Deputy  City 
Attorney  Frank  Needles  would  be  representing  the  City  in  the  matter 
of  this  application,  that  the  matter  be  tabled  until  the  end  of  the 
calendar  in  order  to  hear  Mr.  Needles'  opinion  as  to  wchtcr  or  not 
the  addition  of  this  sentence  might  in  any  way  jeopardize  City's 
position. 

Mr.  Bourne  stated  there  would  be  nothing  in  the  suggested  sentence 
that  would  adversely  affect  anything  in  the  proceeding.     What  Mr. 
Carr  has  questioned  as  to  the  matter,  he  said,  was  whether  this 
indicated  a  preference.     Mr.  Bourne  said  it  was  a  natter  for  the 
Commission  to  determine  whether  this  had  a  preferential  connotation. 

Mr.  Bourne  said  the  Commission  would  not  receive  from  Hr.  ITecdles 
any  different  advice  from  what  he,  Mr.  Bourne,  had  just  given.  He 
said  there  was  no  legal  issue  created  by  this  addition,  that  this 
would  in  no  way  affect  the  legal  issues  to  be  presented  by  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  how  many  other  carriers  will  become  involved 
in  the  docket  in  question.     Mr.  Gregg  stated  eighteen  others;  three 
of  whom  are  interested  in  service  from  the  west  coast,  the  others 
are  not  from  the  west  coast  nor  interested  in  serving  the  west  coast. 
Outside  of  Pan  American,  no  other  carrier  based  in  San  Francisco  has 
expressed  interest  in  becoming  concerned. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  said  the  addition  merely  requested  that  appro- 
priate consideration  be  given  Pan  American,  and  he  questioned  whether 
or  not  that  was  a  preference, 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  raised  the  question  for  the  reason  that  it  had  been 
the  Commission' s  policy  not  to  name  a  carrier  or  express  a  preference. 
He  wished  merely  to  be  sure  there  was  no  conflict  here. 
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Commissioner  Stack  asked  whether  it  was  not  the  desire  of  Pan  American 
to  get  before  the  CAB  the  knowledge  that  Pan  American  has  been  in- 
volved in  the  pioneering  of  these  routes  from  San  Francisco  to  South 
America  over  the  past  several  decades.     Mr.  G-regg  said  f  is  was  right, 
but,  more  importantly,  that  Pan  American  has  been  a  good  tenant  dur- 
ing this  period. 

Commissioner  Stack  suggested  that  this  could  perhaps  be  said  by  adding 
to  the  resolution  "nothing  herein  is  intended  to  express  a  preference 
for  Pan  American  or  a  criticism  of  the  type  of  service  they  have  af- 
forded. ;I 

Commissioner  Rousseau  concurred  with  this  addition. 

Commissioner  Stack  further  suggested  the  wording  in  another  way: 
"That  the  Commission  does  not  express  preference  for  any  of  the  car- 
riers but  that  nothing  herein  in  this  resolution  is  intended  to  be 
interpreted  as  a  detrimental  criticism  of  the  service  afforded  by  the 
Pan  American. " 

Mr.  Gregg  said  that  would  be  good.     Mr.  Carr  said  he  thought  Mr. 
Bourne  would  agree,  and  that  this  could  be  put  into  appropriate 
language  and  the  amended  resolution  returned  to  the  Commission  the 
following  week  for  approval. 

After  ascertaining  from  the  Public  Utilities  Counsel  th v'c  this  delay 
would  not  interfere  with  City's  presentation  at  the  CAD  hearing,  the 
Commission  put  the  matter  over  one  week. 


At  the  request  of  the  Secretary,  the  Commission  then  adopted  ite solu- 
tion Wo.  65-0366  rescinding  Resolution  No.  65-0232  adopted  March  30, 
1965,  pertaining  to  City's  policy  in  the  United  State s-Caribbean- 
•^outh  America  case  • 


General  Manager  £f_J?ublic  Utilities  Calendar  items; 

Mr.  Carr  stated  that  he  had  sent  out  under  date  of  May  17,  1965,  to 
all  the  Commissioners  a  memorandum  stating  that  he  was  filling  two 
vacant  positions  under  Section  124  of  the  Charter,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Commission. 

Effective  June  1,  1965,  he  was  appointing  Arthur  H.  Frye,  Jr.  of 
123  Marina  Boulevard,  San  Francisco,  as  Water  -Department  General 
Manager  and  Chief  Engineer;  and  William  A.  McRobbie  of  21P.P.  -  4-4-th 
Avenue,  San  Francisco,  as  Director,  Bureau  of  Personnel  and  Safety. 

These  positions  had  been  vacant  for  a  period  of  time.     In  "is  letter 
giving  the  reason  for  the  delay,  Mr.  Carr  said,  he  explained  that 
during  this  period  of  time  he  like  his  predecessor  carried  on  in  the 
dual  capacity  of  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  and  General 
Manager  and  Chief  Engineer  of  "the  water  Department.     He  said  he  wished 
to  thank  Mr.  Moore  and  Mr.  Medbery  for  the  burdens  they  carried  dur- 
ing this  period  of  time  directing  the  administrative  and  engineering 
functions  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department.     Both  of  fese  men 
carried  out  these  tasks  without  additional  compensation,  with  the 
diligence  that  was  typical  of  San  Francisco's  public  employees. 

Mr.  Carr  then  requested  the  Commission  for  a  resolution  formally  ap- 
proving the  appointments.- 
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Commissioner  Rousseau  moved  that  the  Commission  approve  the  General 
manager  of  Public  Utilities'  appointment  of  Arthur  H.  Frye,  Jr.  Com- 
missioner Greenberg  seconded  the  -notion,  and  Resolution  Po,  55-0369 
was  unanimously  adopted.     Commissioner  Stack  asked  that  the  memorandum 
containing  General  Frye 1 s  biography  be  bound  with  the  official  copy 
of  the  minutes. 

Commissioner  Simon  moved  that  the  Commission  approve  the  appointment 
of  William  A.  HcRobbie.     Commissioner  Rousseau  seconded  the  motion, 
and  Resolution  No.  65-0370  was  unanimously  adopted.  Coynmir;sioner 
Stack  then  asked  that  the  memorandum  containing  Mr,  KcRob'ie's  bio- 
graphy be  bound  with  the  official  copy  of  the  minutes. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  moved  that  an  appropriate  resolution  be  adopt- 
ed thanking  Mr.  Hoore  and  Mr.  Hedbery  for  their  efforts  and  the  co- 
operation shown  during  the  period  of  time  in  which  there  was  no 
permanent  Water  Department  manager.     Commissioner  White  seconded  the 
motion  and  Resolutions  No.  65-0372  and  65-0373  were  unanimously 
adopted. 


On  the  matter  of  the  merger  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  and  the  Water 
Department  into  a  single  department,  Mr.  Oarr  said  that  ho  had  previ- 
ously discussed  with  the  Commissioners  the  reasons  why  he  was  not 
recommending  merger  of  the  two  departments.    He  said  this  was  not  now 
desirable  due  to  the  work  involved  in  the  Hew  Don  Pedro  Dam  Project, 
the  matter  of  possible  supplemental  water  supply  from  the  Past  Side 
Canal,  the  possibility  of  raising  Eleanor  Reservoir,  studies  on 
raising  other  reservoirs;  - nd  in  addition,  the  increasing  work  loads 
in  the  water  department  and  the  diPPiculty  of  adequate  land  manage- 
ment in  nlameda  County.

No  action  was  taken;  the  matter  is  still  in  the  commits 
tee's  file  and  .could  be  called  out  by  any  member  of  the  Poard  of  Super- 
visors.    Therefore,  in  order  to  clear  the  record,  Resolution  Po. 
23,071  requesting  approval  of  the  merger,  should  be  rescinded. 

Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  that  the  rescinding  resolution  further;  states 
that  it  is  now  in  the  best  interest  of  City  to  continue  at  least  in 
the  foreseeable  future  to  operate  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  and  the  Water 
Department  as  two  separate  anc1  distinct  departments.

Adult  fare  passenger  revenue  for  the  first  ten  months  of  this 
fiscal  year  was  0.78^  less  than  for  the  corresponding  period  last 
year.     Total  revenue  for  the  period  July  1,  1964  through 
April  30,  1965,  was  $164,111  less  than  the  budget  estimate. 
Expenditures  during  this  period  were  $600,460  less  than  the  budget 
estimate . 


i^SUlffTI ON  OF  CABLE  CAR  SERVICE  ; 

As  indicated  in  last  month's  report,  an  endeavor  was  made  to  re- 
establish cable  car  service  on  the  morning  of  April  14.  Difficulty 
was  experienced  with  overheating  of  bearings,  and  the  UEB  promptly 
made  arrangements  for  machining  of  the  shaft  and  the  rebabbitting 
and  replacement  of  old  bearings  to  fit  the  shaft. 

After  completion  of  this  work  and  retesting  the  operation  of  the 
machinery,   partial  cable  car  service  was  resumed  at  approximately 
IsOO  p.m.,  Saturday,  April  17,   and  full  schedules  were  operated 
starting  Sunday  morning,  April  18.     Since  that  time  there  have 
only  been  a  few  occurrences  involving  stoppage  for  very  short 
periods  for  inspection,  etc. 

It  has,  however,  been  necessary  to  give  close  surveillance  to  the 
bearings  as  there  is  still  some  tendency  toward  heating,   and  it  has 
not  been  possible  to  establish  normal  lubricating  procedures. 


AMI^XOA-AJl  CABLE  CAR  PROJECTS ; 

A  new  awning  of  plywood  construction  has  been  installed  and  painted 
at  the  corner  of  the  Washington-Mason  Carhouse. 

Extensive  carpentry  work  has  been  done  in  the  tunnel  and  basement 
areas  of  the  cable  machinery  plant  to  replace  severely  deteriorated 
timbers  which  support  pulleys  and  cable  clamps. 

The  cable  car  turntable  running  rail  at  Bay  &  Taylor  has  been  re- 
paired by  welding  and  grinding  worn  and  depressed  spots e  The 
table  can  now  be  turned  easily. 


CABLE  CAR  SERVICE  AUGMENTED; 

Since  the  reestablishment  of  cable  car  service,   it  has  been  found 
that  Saturday  passenger  traffic  on  the  Powell  Street  line  has  been 
heavier  than  normal. 

Accordingly,  two  additional  cable  cars  were  placed  in  service  in 
the  afternoon  and  evening  period  on  May  8.     The  Schedule  Department 
is  preparing  a  new  Saturday  schedule  to  regularly  ulilize  the  two 
additional  cars  when  travel  is  heavy  on  Saturdays. 
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LINE  DEPARTMENT  PROJECTS i 

The  Line  Department  installed  three  poles  at  Van  Ness  Avenue  and 
Market  Street  to  support  guy  wires  that  were  formerly  supported 
by  eye  bolts  in  the  building  now  being  reconstructed  at  that 
location.     Eye  bolts  had  to  be  removed  because  entire  outside  sur- 
faces of  the  building  will  be  of  glass  construction. 

The  Line  Department  installed  one  trolley  pole  with  mast  arm  and 
removed  one  existing  pole  at  Clay  and  Front  to  accommodate  con- 
struction of  the  Alcoa  building  at  that  location.     This  work  was 
done  at  the  contractor's  expense. 


EQUIPMENT  PAINTING  PROJECT j 

A  special  campaign  is  being  conducted  to  paint  the  backs  of  trolley 
coaches  and  motor  coaches  to  improve  the  appearance  of  the  fleet 
and  to  make  coach  washing  jobs  more  effective.     Due  to  air  currents 
at  the  rear  of  moving  coaches,  dirt  tends  to  accumulate  on  the  rear 
more  so  than  at  other  places,   and  this  necessitates  the  additional 
rear  end  painting 8 


BALL  PARK  SERVICE  s 

7,4-55  passengers  used  Muni  service  to  the  opening  game  of  the 
season  at  Candlestick  Park  on  Tuesday,  April  20.     108  coaches  were 
provided  at  dismissal  time,  and  97  loads  were  carried.     A  rather 
heavy  rain  commenced  at  the  end  of  the  game.     This  contributed  to 
traffic  and  transit  delays  —  particularly  on  Third  Street,  the 
old  Bay shore  Boulevard,  and  the  Freeway. 

By  comparison,  8,74-5  passengers  were  carried  to  Candlestick  Park 
on  the  opening  day  of  the  season  in  1964- 0     On  dismissal,  114- 
coaches  were  provided  and  108  loads  carried.

In  accordance  with  past  practice,  the  Municipal  Railway  provided 
special  service  for  Easter  Sunday  devotions  at  Mt .  Davidson. 

Newspapers  carried  a  summary  of  the  trips  provided  on  various  lines 
connecting  with  line  No.  10.     Special  trips  were  operated  via  a 
portion  of  line  No.  10  from  Forest  Hill  Station  to  Mt.  Davidson 
trail . 

Heavy  rains  delayed  the  start  of  the  worship  service  on  Mt. 
Davidson  for  one-half  hour. 

Three  extra  shuttle  coaches  were  used,  and  patronage  was  very  light 
because  of  the  rain.     130  passengers  were  carried  to  the  foot  of 
Mt.  Davidson  trail  at  Juanita  Way,  and  114-  used  the  coaches  for  the 
return  trip. 
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TRANSIT  STUDY i 

The  initial  work  session  for  the  transit  study  which  has  been 
designated  "Northern  California  Transit  Demonstration  Project"  was 
held  at  the  Municipal  Railway  Conference  Room  on  Thursday  afternoon, 
Kay  6.     Mr.  E.  Sam  Davis,  Project  Director,   and  Mr,  John  Curt in  - 
of  Simpson  &  Curtin      explained  to  representatives  of  Municipal 
Railway  and  UEB  management  and  staff  the  plans  for  procedure. 

The  first  specific  project  will  be  to  conduct  an  origin  and 
destination  survey  to  be  used  as  a  basis  for  patronage  estimates 
and  establishing  warrants  for  designating  changes  in  routes  and 
type  of  operation. 

A  second  work  session  was  held  on  Friday      morning,  May  14-,  when 
Mr.  Gould  and  Mr.  Knight  of  Kaiser  Engineers  met  with  representa- 
tives of  Muni  and  UEB  management  and  staff  for  orientation  as  to 
that  part' of  the  project  pertaining  more  specifically  to  plant, 
equipment , and  maintenance. 

MANPOWER  SHORTAGE; 

last  month's  report  indicated  an  estimated  shortage  of  104  plat- 
form men.  The  most  recent  weekly  report  from  the  Transportation 
Department  indicates  a  current  shortage  of  119  men. 

The  Civil  Service  Department  recently  conducted  an  examination  for 
platform  men  on  a  "permanent"  basis.     114-  men  passed  the  written 
part  of  the  examination.     65  of  these  were  present  Muni  Limited 
Tenure  operators,  while  4-9  were  new  applicants.

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OAKLAND,  CALIF.  -  A  new  radio  communication  and  tracking  system, 
never  before  used  by  any  transit  property  in  this  country,  is  being 
planned  by  Alameda-Contra  Costa  Transit  District  to  speed  up  and 
improve  its  bus  service  while  preventing  disturbances  and  hold-ups. 
Zooming  into  an  electronics  field  occupied  presently  by  military  and 
police  forces,  AC  Transit  District's  basic  fleet  of  300  buses  would 
be  equipped  with  two  way  radios,  a  special  inter-communications  system 
and  an  electronic  indicator  board  which  would  show  the  exact  position 
of  each  equipped  coach.     After  hearing  details  of  the  contemplated 
radio-age  system  at  a  recent  meeting,  the  Transit  Directors  authorized 
the  General  Manager  to  make  preliminary  application  to  the  U.  S. 
Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency  for  a  capital  grant  to  help  finance 
installation  of  the  equipment.     Costs  were  estimated  at  approximately 
$2^0,000.     Without  the  grant  the  District  could  only  expect  initially 
to  install  radios  on  50  buses,  probably  without  benefit  of  the 
"tracking  scanner"  at  an  additional  expense  of  $35*000. 

ALBUQUERQUE,  N.  MEX.  -  In  a  move  to  make  it  attractive  for  people  to 
shop  in  the  downtown  area  and  to  introduce  more  people  to  the  city 
bus  system,   the  transit  system  has  established  a  ten  cent  a  ride 
downtown  zone.     No  transfers  will  be  issued  to  passengers  paying 
the  ten  cent  fare. 

NEW  YORK,  N,  Y.  -  Four  major  steps  are  being  taken  by  the  New  York 
City  Transit  Authority  to  provide  better  information  to  passengers 
about  subway  train  service.     For  the  first  time,  "strip"  maps  are 
being  introduced  in  subway  cars,     A  table  of  detailed  information 
about  service  on  all  subway  routes  has  been  added  to  the  new  edition 
of  the  rapid  transit  map  that  is  being  published  in  connection  with 
the  second  season  of  the  World's  Fair.     Large,  easily-read  signs  are 
being  placed  in  stations  of  the  3MT  Division  to  remind  passengers  of 
the  meaning  of  letters  on  trains  that  designate  the  various  train 
routes, 

■SALT  LAKE  CITY  -  Fare  increases  have  been  put  into  effect  by  Salt 
Lake  City  Lines  recently  after  obtaining,  after  much  consideration, 
authorization  by  the  state  Public  Service  Commission,  Fares  have 
been  increased  to  a  straight  25  cents  for  adults  and  15  cents  for 
children  and  students.  Eliminated  were  five  for  $1  adult  tokens, 
the  two  for  25  cents  student  tokens  and  a  $3*75  weekly  pass, 

WASHINGTON,  D.   C,  -  Twenty-eight  applications  for  capital  improvement 
grant  assistance  under  the  Urban  Mass  Transportation  Act  of  1961+ 
involving  requests  for  more  than  $105  million  have  been  filed  with 
the  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency  since  the  initial  appropriation 
became  available.     To  date,  ten  applications  involving  about  $9,6 
million  in  capital  grants  have  been  approved  by  the  Agency,  with 
the  remaining  requests  under  review. 

NEW  YORK,  IJ.Y.  -  New  York  City  Transit  is  currently  testing  ten  new 
buses  displaying  novel  route  and  destination  information  signs  and 
exterior  bus  advertising  space.     The  signs  are  illuminated  and  are 
mounted  above  the  passenger  windows  along  the  entire  sides  of  the  buses. 
In  the  center  portion  of  the  35-foot  long,  three-foot  high  signs, 
there  appears  in  large  letters  and  numbers  the  route  number  and 
destination  of  the  bus.     The  long  section  to  the  right  and  left  of 
the  route  and  destination  sign  will  carry  advertising.     Such  a  large 
route  and  destination  sign  is  radically  new  for  surface  transit 
vehicles  and  apparently  can  be  the  answer  when  a  passenger  is  hurrying 
to  catch  a  bus.     The  huge  side  of  the  bus  destination  and  route 
signs,  four-feet  long  and  three-inches  deep  with  foot  high  letters 
and  numbers,  can  be  readily  seen  a  block  away.

WHEREAS,  An  emergency  exists  in  the  Water  Department  distribu- 
tion system  in  San  Francisco  due  to  the  breaking  of  a  16"  water  main 
in  Clarendon  Boulevard  at  Olynpia  .-."ay  at  about  3:00  a.m.  on  Monday, 
May  24,  1965 ,  and  the  breaking  of  a  12"  water  main  in  Bayshore 
Boulevard  approximately  150  feet  north  of  Oakdale  Avenue  at  about 
1:55  a.m.  on  Sunday,  May  23,  1965;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  above  water  main  breaks  resulted  in  extensive 
damage  to  street  and  sidewalk  paving  and  the  scattering  of  debris 
over  o.  large  area  and  has  created  an  extreme  hazard  to  pedestrian 
and  vehicular  traffic;  and 

WHEREAS,  Emergency  repairs  to  these  streets  and  sidewalks  are 
necessary  to  restore  normal  vehicular  and  .pedestrian  traffic,  to 
carry  on  the  operation  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  without 
interruption,  and  to  protect  the  interests  and  safeguard  the  health 
and  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  the  City  and  County  of  Jan  Francisco;

WHEREAS,  Such  repairs  must  be  made  expeditiously  to  restore  the 
integrity  of  these  streets  and  of  the  water  distribution  system,  and 
to  eliminate  hazards  to  the  general  public;

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With  regard  to  Resolution  No.  65-0376,  directing  the  General  Manager 
of  Public  Utilities  to  prepare  bid  and  lease  documents  for  the  con- 
solidated operations  of  vending  machines,  Commissioner  White  asked 
if  it  was  the  intent  of  the  resolution  to  include  all  vending  machines 
in  the  proposed  lease. 

George  P.  Negri,  Director  of  Bureau  of  Accounts,  explained  to  the 
Commission  that  any  machine  retailing  an  it°m  for  under  five  cents 
was  not  to  be  included. 

Commissioner  Simon  asked  if  all  penny  vending  machines  at  the  pres- 
ent time  were  controlled  by  one  party,  to  which  question  Mr.  Negri 
replied  in  the  affirmative  and  explained  that  the  annual  revenue  to 
City  amounted  to  some  $97.00. 

Mr.  Carr  asked  if  it  was  the  desire  of  the  Commission  to  include  the 
penny  vending  machines  in  the  proposed  lease.     Commissioner  White 
recommended  inclusion.     Mr.  Carr  asked  if  it  was  intended  that  the 
operator  could  sublet  the  servicing  of  the  penny  machines.  Com- 
missioner White  said  that  all  machines  should  be  included  in  the 
lease  and  it  would  be  up  to  Utilities  management  to  check  whether  or 
not  the  machines  are  being  properly  serviced.     If  not,  the  machines 
should  then  be  removed. 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  would  set  up  the  administrative  controls  to  enforce 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  lease. 

Commissioner  White  moved,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Greenberg,  that 
all  vending  machines  be  included  under  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
the  proposed  vending  machine  lease,  and  Resolution  No.  65-0376  was 
adopted. 


In  reference  to  Resolution  No.  65-0377  requesting  additional  funds  in 
the  amount  of  $263,907.54,  to  provide  funds  to  cover  cost  of  Hctch' 
Hetchy  Water  Supply  Contract  No.  377,  Canyon  Penstock,  0.  L.  Moore, 
General  Manager,  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  and  Utilities  Engineering 
Bureau,  explained  that  the  original  estimate  was  based  on  16  months1 
completion  time.     Because  any  further  delay  in  the  construction  of 
the  powerhouse  would  cost  City  some  $300,000  per  month  in  revenues, 
Mr.  Moore  felt  the  Department  was  justified  in  reducing  the  construc- 
tion time  to  one  year.     This  was  done;  however,  it  resulted  in  an 
increase  in  the  contract  price. 
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In  reference  to  Resolution  No.  65-0378,..  awarding  HHWS  Contract  No. 
377,  Mr.  Moore  said  that  in  his  opinion  J.H.  Pomeroy  &  Co.,  Inc. 
were  responsible  contractors.     Nr.  Moore  stated  the  Job  was  estimated 
to  be  completed  by  June  15,  1966. 


In  reference  to  Resolutions  No.  65-0381  and  No.  65-0382,  authorizing 
issuance  of  Airport  Space  or  Use  Permits  to  Barrett  Transportation 
Company  and  Barrett  National  Car  Rental  System,  covering  use  of  space 
at  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  Mr.  Carr  explained  this 
matter  had  been  put  over  for  one  week  in  order  to  gain  more  informa- 
tion, also  advice  from  the  City  Attorney.     He  then  asked  the  Secre- 
tary to  read  a  memorandum  dated  May  24-,  1965,  from  Public  Utilities 
Counsel  William  F.  Bourne  addressed  to  the  General  Manager  of  Public 
Utilities : 

"Subject:     Items  on  PUC  calendar,  charge  for  space 

to  Barrett  concerns 


"At  the  PUC  meeting  of  May  18,  Airport  Department  Items 
(1)  and  (2)  were  continued  for  one  week  to  allow  study  by 
this  office  of  the  agreements  under  which  Barrett  Trans- 
portation Company  and  Barrett  National  Car  Rental  occupy 
airport  space,  all  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether 
such  agreements  indicate  entitlement  of  those  concerns  to 
rental  credit  or  reduced  rental  in  satisfaction  or  amorti- 
zation of  certain  costs  for  improvements  installed  at  the 
airport  by  the  stated  concerns. 

"A  review  has  been  made  of  the  agreements  and  of  the  files 
relating  to  the  foregoing  matters,  and  such  review  indi- 
cates that  neither  corporation  is  entitled  under  the  terms 
of  their  respective  agreements  to  any  rental  credits  or 
reduced  rental  rates  against  any  of  the  improvements  in- 
stalled by  the  companies  at  the  airport  in  order  to  ac- 
commodate the  pursuit  of  their  r  spective  business  acti- 
vities. " 

Mr.  Carr  stated  that  Airport  Manager  George  F.  Hansen  and  he  were 
going  to  stand  on  their  original  recommendation,  which  has  been  sup- 
ported by  the  advice  of  the  City  Attorney. 

Charles  F.  Schroth,  Attorney-at-Law,  appeared  on  behalf  of  the 
Barrett  companies.     Mr.  Schroth  alleged  retroactive  rent  was  inequit- 
able.    Had  the  Barrett  companies  known  retroactive  rent  was  to  be 
charged  at  this  high  rate,  he  said,  Barrett  would  not  have  made  the 
costly  improvements  at  the  airport.     Before  the  overhead  causeway 
had  been  constructed,  those  areas  were  being  rented  at  160  per  square 
foot,     Mr.  Schroth  acknowledged  that  the  proposed  500  per  square  foot 
may  be  fair  and  equitable  as  current  rental,  but  as  back  or  retro- 
active rental  it  was  grossly  unfair  end  inequitable. 

Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  that  there  had  been  several  conversations  with 
Dr.  Edmond  Barrett,  and  that  there  was  reliance  on  verbal  agreements. 
Settlement  of  this  question  had  been  a  constant  running  battle  be- 
tween the  Assistant  Manager  of  the  Airport  and  the  Barrett  corpora- 
tions over  collection  of  this  rent. 

At  this  point  Mr.  Schroth  stated  there  had  been  no  billing  and  no 
rental  was  ever  fixed. 
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Mr.  Carr  then  called  upon  the  Airport  General  Manager.     Mr.  Hansen 
stated  that  Dr.  Barrett  has  known  of  this  rental  charge  and  knew  of 
it  before  he  occupied  the  space.     Mr.  Hansen  accused  Dr.  Barrett  of 
fighting  one  delaying  action  after  another. 

Mr.  Hansen  pointed  out  that  the  rate  being  charged  Barrett  companies 
was  the  going  rate  for  this  type  of  space  and  was  the  same  as  that 
being  charged  for  similar  space  let  to  other  companies  at  the  Air- 
port . 

Mr.  Hansen  said  this  rent  has  been  due  since  1963  and  that  Dr. 
Barrett  was  aware  of  it.     Mr.  Schroth  alleged  that  the  rent  could 
not  be  due;  he  said  a  rental  was  never  fixed,  no  bills  were  ever 
sent,  and  that  any  attempt  to  collect  retroactive  rent  now  is  gross- 
ly inequitable. 

At  this  point  Mr.  Carr  said  that  perhaps  Mr.  Negri  could  throw  some 
light  on  the  subject. 

Commissioner  V/hite  interrupted,  asking  Mr.  Schroth  if  he  claimed 
that  due  to  the  fact  Dr.  Barrett  was  able  to  stall  negotiations  that 
the  rental  should  start  only  when  Dr.  Barrett  was  successful  in 
having  the  rent  set  at  the  lower  rate.     Mr.  Schroth  replied,   "I  don't 
think  Mr.  Hansen  said  we  stalled." 

Commissioner  Greenberg  then  asked  if  the  Barretts  had  expended 
$85,000  in  improvements,  if  Barrett  had  any  authorization  in  writing 
from  the  Commission  to  make  those  expenditures  at  the  Airport.  Mr. 
Schroth  answered,  "Yes". 

Commissioner  Greenberg  asked  whether  this  authorization  mentioned 
anything  about  reduction  in  rental  rates.    Mr.  Schroth  replied  that 
the  Commission  had  approved  the  specifications. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  again  asked  if  Barrett  was  given  any  authori- 
zation in  writing  from  the  Commission  approving  reduction  in  rent. 
Mr.  Schroth  answered,  "No,"  stating  that  he  did  not  at  any  time 
claim  that  the  Commission  authorized  or  gave  a  reduction  in  rent. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  asked  if  they  had  Ivne.it  without...,. 
Mr.  Schroth  interrupted  saying  "...without  anticipating  any  reduc- 
tion at  that  time." 

Mr.  Hansen  then  stated  that  Dr.  Barrett  had  been  sent  a  letter  on 
January  25,  1965,  asking  him  to  sit  down  with  representatives  of  the 
Airport  and  resolve  the  whole  matter.     Dr.  Barrett  ignored  the 
letter.     That  was  five  months  ago.     This,  he  said,  was  an  example  of 
Dr.  Barrett's  delaying  tactics.     Mr.  Schroth  said  he  could  not  ex- 
plain why  Dr.  Barrett  did  not  answer  Mr.  Hansen's  letter. 

At  this  point  Commissioner  Greenberg  moved  adoption  of  Resolution 
No,  65-0381;  Commissioner  White  seconded;  and  the  resolution  was 
approved. 


In  regard  to  Resolution  No.  65-0382  Commissioner  White  asked  what 
period  of  time  was  covered  by  the  space  permit  to  Barrett  National 
Car  Rental  System.     Mr.  Hansen  replied  it  went  as  far  back  as 
September  of  1963.

Commissioner  White  asked  if  the  rate  under  discussion  was  for  the 
length  cf  term  of  the  lease  to  Barrett  National  Car  Rental.  Mr. 
Hansen  explained  that  it  was  not  a  lease,  hut  a  space  or  use  permit 
which  is  revocable  on  thirty  days1  notice. 

Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  that  here  again  the  Public  Utilities  Coiuiscl 
had  advised  that  there  was  no  legal  basis  for  a  reduction  in  rent 
and  that  he  and  Mr.  Hansen  were  being  guided  by  the  Public  Utilities 
Commissions  counsel. 

Commissioner  White  pointed  out  that  the  Commission  had  the  right  of 
cancellation  and  perhaps  should  exercise  it.  Mr.  Carr  advised  the 
Commission  that  it  should  pass  the  resolution  before  it  and  discuss 
cancellation  at  a  later  date,  if  it  ever  became  necessary. 

Thereupon  Commissioner  Greenberg  moved,  Commissioner  White  seconded, 
and  Resolution  No,  65-0382  was  adopted. 


In  reference  to  the  resolution  over  from  the  May  18  meeting,  support- 
ing certification  of  United  States  Flag  carrier  for  competitive 
through-plane  and  nonstop  air  service  between  San  Francisco/Los 
Angeles,  as  co-terminals,   -and  the  Caribbean,  Central  and  South 
America  areas  in  US-Caribbean-South  America  Investigation,  CAB 
Docket  No*  12895?  and  further  not  expressing  preference  for  any  car- 
rier -  Mr.  Carr  explained  that  Charles  Gregg,  representative  of  Pan 
American  World  Airways,  appeared  before  the  Commission  last  week  and 
suggested  the  addition  of  language  to  the  proposed  resolution. 

Following  last  week's  meeting  Mr.  Carr  conferred  with  the  City  Attor- 
ney and  he  was  advised  the  language  proposed  by  Mr.  Gregg,  and  also 
the  language  proposed  by  Commissioner  Stack,  could  be  interpreted  as 
showing  a  preference  for  one  carrier.     Mr.  Carr  stated  that  the  Com- 
mission had  the  privilege  of  expressing  such  preference;  however, 
he  .did  want    to  remind    them     that  it  had  been  a  long-time  policy 
of  the  Commission  to  ask  for  competitive  service  without  naming  a 
carrier. 

Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  to  th,.  Commission  that  he  had  been  advised  Pan 
American  had  other  means  and  methods  by  which  testimony  and  documents 
could  be  introduced  to  inform  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  of  Pan 
American's  pioneering  flights  between  San  Francisco  and  South  America. 

Mr.  Carr  then  recommended  that  the  Commission  continue  Its  policy  of 
not  recommending  preference  for  any  one  carrier  inasmuch  as  Pan 
American  had  other  means  of  bringing  the  pertinent  facts  before  the 
CAB.     Mr.  Carr  cautioned  the  Commission  that  it  should  not  deviate 
from  its  policy  because  of  several  other  cases  coming  up  where  it 
might  be  difficult  to  name  a  carrier  should  the  Commission  determine 
to  change  its  long-time  policy.     He  then  asked  Mr.  Bourne  if  the 
subject  were  properly  interpreted  and  covered. 

Public  Utilities  Counsel  Bourne  stated  he  thought  Mr.   Carr  covered 
the  subject  very  well. 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  had  previously  discussed  the  subject  on  the  tele- 
phone with  Mr.  Gregg  who  indicated  there  would  be  other  moans  and 
methods  whereby  Pan  American  could  show  that  they  pioneered  the  ser- 
vice between  San  Francisco  and  South  America  without  the  Commission 
putting  it  in  a  resolution.     Mr.  Carr  said  he  thought,  therefore, 
that  the  Commission  should  .avoid  it. 
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In  regard  to  Resolution  No.  65-0387,  Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  that  the 
proposed  lease  of  Plot  11  at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport, 
consisting  of  16.66  acres,  was  nost  important  and  significant.  It 
neant  that  Pacific  Air  Lines  was  staying  in  San  Francisco.     He  con- 
plinented  Geroge  F.Hansen  who  had  been  working  diligently  with 
Pacific  Air  Lines  .and  said  this  was  the  culmination  of  Mr.  Hansen's 
aggressive  and  conscientious  work.     He  then  called  upon  Mr,  Hansen 
to  explain  the  details. 

Mr.  Hansen  presented  tu  -bbo  Commission  drawings  showing  the  proposed 
hangar  and  adninistration  buiiriine;  Pacific  Air  Lines  planned  to 
construct  on  Plot  11  (assuming  that  "biiu^  would  bo  the  successful 
bidder).     Pacific  Air  Lines  planned  to  spend  not  less  than  $1,000,000 
within  eighteen  nonths  after  connencenent  of  the  lease  tern.  The 
rental  to  be  asked  is  not  less  than  $2,750.00  per  acre. 

In  response  to  the  Connission1 s  questions,  Mr.  Carr  and  Mr.  Hansen 
explained  there  was  at  present  a  staff  at  San  Francisco  International 
Airport  400  Pacific  Air  Lines  employees  out  of  a  system-wide  staff 
of  770,    Mr.  Carr  said  although  there  would  not  be  an  increase  at 
this  tine,  there  will  be  an  increase  in  enployncnts  when  the  instal- 
lation is  completed.     Mr.   Carr  pointed  out  that  if  Pacific  Air  Lines 
had  gone  to  Los  Angeles  there  would  have  been  a  decrease  of  some  200 
employments  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport. 

The  Commission  then  commended  Mr.  Carr  and  Mr.  Hansen  for  their  fine 
work  in  keeping  Pacific  Air  Lines  in  San  Francisco. 


General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities1  Calendar  Items : 

Mr.  Carr  informed  the  Commission  he  had  received  a  letter  yesterday, 
dated  May  20,  1965,  from  Joseph  H.  Tippetts,  Director,  Western  Region. 
Federal  Aviation  Agency,  withdrawing  the  advance  allocation  of 
Federal  funds  in  the  amount  of  ^755/1-00  for  proposed  improvements  and 
particularly  with  reference  to  the  proposed  extension  of  1,270  feet 
beyond  a  length  of  10,600  feet  at  the  28R  end  of  Runway  10L-28R  at 
the  Son  Francisco  International  Airport. 

Mr.  Carr  immediately  sent  a  wire  to  Mr.  Tippetts  stating  that  he, 
Mr.  Carr,  believed  that  the  advance  allocation  approved  on  October  18, 
1964  could  be  justified  for  reasons  of  noise  abatement,  relation  to 
long  range  end  polar  flights  and  safet".r  advantages  by  lining  up 
runway  thresholds. 

Mr.  Tippetts,  said  Mr.  Carr,  had  agreed  to  meet  with  him  end  Mr. 
George  Hansen  tomorrow,  May  26,  1965,  in  Los  Angeles.     Meanwhile , 
Mr.  Oral  Moore  and  his  staff  were  compiling  additional  justification 
based  on  noise  abatement,  polar  and  long  range  flights  end  the 
safety  advantages  due  to  lining  up  runway  thresholds. 

A  report  on  the  Los  Angeles  meeting  would  be  made  to  the  Commission 
at  next  week's  meeting. 
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On  the  Airport  Bond  Issue  Mr.  Carr  had  checked  with  Mayor  Shelley  to 
determine  if  the  Mayor  had  any  further  comments.     At  this  tine  the 
Mayor  hoxi  nothing  further  to  say  except  that  he  was  expecting  to 
receive  nore  and  further  detailed  justification  fron  the  Commission 
and  its  staff. 

Relative  to  the  proposed  "bond  issue  Controller  Harry  D.  Ross  had 
asked  for  three  feasibility  studies,  1)  On  the  proposed  expansion  of 
the  parking  garage,  2)  On  the  interin  air  cargo  facilities,  and  3) 
On  the  pernancnt  air  cargo  facilities.     Mr,  Ross,  said  Mr.  Carr, 
wished  each  of  the  three  feasibility  studies  to  be  nade  independent 
of  each  other  -and  independent  of  other  airport  revenues. 

The  bond  issue  must  be  submitted  to  the  Bond  Screening  Connittee  on 
or  before  June  14,  1965.     The  Mayor  and  Controller  both  asked  for 
copies  of  the  cash  flow  charts  to  be  supplied  to  then. 


Mr,  Carr  then  reported  that  pursuant  to  Commissioner  White's  request 
Mr.  Hansen  had  subnitted  a  nenorandun  dated  May  20,  1965  showing  the 
airport  received  revenues  of  ^230,608  fron  telephones  during  the 
past  ten  years.     These  revenues  were  based  on  15%  of  coins  deposited 
in  the  public  telephone  boxes.     The  revenues  did  not  include  a  share 
of  credit  card  calls.     Mr.  Carr  mentioned  that  this  could  be  solved 
by  a  higher  rate  geared  to  deplaning  passengers  sinilar  to  the 
U-drivc  agreenent  in  existence  at  the  airport.     This  problcn  of 
revenue  fron  credit  card  calls  was  one  on  which  the  AOC  was  working, 
as  it  was  connon  to  a  large  nunber  of  airports. 

Connissioncr  Grecnberg  suggested  the  airport  conduct  a  survey  anong 
telephone  users  at  the  airport  to  cstinatc  the  anount  of  noncy 
realized  by  the  telephone  company  by  credit  card  calls. 

Mr.  Carr  felt  the  better  approach  would  be  through  the  AOC.  It 
would  be  pursued  in  this  nanncr,  he  said,  if  the  Commission  had  no 
objection. 


In  reference  to  the  Downtown  Heliport,  the  Navy  had  not  as  yet  re- 
leased the  barge.     Mr.  Carr  has  asked  Mayor  Shelley  to  call  upon 
Under  Secretary  of  the  Navy  BeLieu  to  deteminc  the  status  of  San 
Francisco's  request  for  the  Navy's  barge.    Mayor  Shelley  would  be  in 
Washington  next  week. 


Mr.  Carr  said  he  has  had  conversations  with  the  State  Highway  Con- 
mission  staff  and  they  have  vindicated  they  would  like  to  appear  be- 
fore the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  discuss  the  State's  plan 
for  the  Junipero  Scrra  Freeway  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Crystal  Springs 
Watershed.     The  question  has  arisen  as  to  whether  the  Commission 
should  set  a  tentative  date  for  a  special  hearing  and  invite  the 
State  Highway  people  to  attend.     If  this  was  the  desire  of  the  Con- 
mission,  staff  could  check  with  Alan  Hart,  State  Highway  District 
Engineer  and  set  a  definite  date.     Commissioner  White  recommended 
that  any  such  hearing  be  delayed  until  a  full  Commission  was  avail- 
able. 
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In  reference  to  the  Don  Pedro  Dan,  Nr.  Carr  reported  that  the  Dis- 
trict Court  of  Appeals  in  their  decision  had  upheld  the  Federal 
Power  Commission.     This  meant  that  license  previously  issued  had 
stood    up  in  court.     The  City  Attorney  was  in  the  process  of  review- 
ing the  decision,  said  Mr.  Carr. 

Commissioner  Stack  then  asked  Mr.  Moore  to  supply  the  nenbors  of  the 
Connission  with  copies  of  the  decision. 


The  cable  car  shutdowns  were  cause  for  sone  concern.  Apparently 
lubrication  problems  were  causing  the  bearings  to  overheat.  George 
Lewis  was  diligently  working  on  the  problem  with  the  cooperation  of 
the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  and  staff  of  the  Municipal  Railway. 


Mr.  Carr  stated  he  was  a  nenbur  of  the  Board  of  Control  for  the 
Northern  California  Transit  Demonstration  Project  and  the  Board  had 
net  this  morning.     This  is  the  Board  directing  the  three-way  transit 
study  being  conducted  by  A.C.  Transit,  BARTD  and  the  Municipal  Rail- 
way.    E.  San  Davis  is  chairman  and  would  be  available  any  tine  the 
Connission  wished  to  see  or  hear  hin# 

Since  the  appearance  last  week  of  the  General  Motors  denonstrator 
bus,  Mr.  Carr  said,  he  has  directed  Mr.  Anderson  to  explore  the 
possibility  of  obtaining  a  General  Motors,  Flexible,  and  Mack  bus 
to  test  on  the  Municipal  Transit  Systcn. 


Mr.  Carr  rcninded  the  Connission  that  he  had  a  request  fron  Alaneda 
County  for  additional  water  service,  that  sone  of  the  vintners  wished 
to  plant  vineyards  on  the  watershed,  and  once  again  pointed  out  that 
these  were  only  a  few  of  the  pressing  water  and  land  nanagenent  prob- 
lems facing  the  Connission  in  the  East  and  South  Bay  Area.

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WATER  CONDITIONS 

Due  to  the  unusually  heavy  amount  of  rainfall  during  the 
first  three  weeks,   the  systemwide  consumption  during  the  month  of 
April  was  172.2  mgd,  which  was  19.1%  less  than  for  April  of  1961|. 
The  average  consumption  during  the  first  ten  months  of  the  fiscal 
year  1961+-65  was  196*3  ^gd>  which  is  2„5%  greater  than  for  the  same 
period  of  the  prior  year. 

Rainfall  during  the  month  of  April  at  each  of  the  gaging 
stations  operated  by  the  Department  was  from  two  inches  to  four 
inches  above  the  normal. 

Usable  production  from  Calaveras  and  Peninsula  reservoirs 
and  Alameda  sources  for  the  ten-month  period  July  I96I4.  to  May  1965 
amounted  to  29,99l|,0  million  gallons.     This  is  31  8$  more  than  for  a 
comparable  period  last  year* 

Delivery  of  water  from  Hetch  Hetchy  for  the  month  of  April 
was  increased  to  l55«  7  mgd  as  the  result  of  putting  San  Joaquin 
Pipeline  No,  1  back  in  service. 

Between  April  11  and  May  5>   1965,   the  total  spill  from 
Calaveras  Reservoir  to  the  creek  amounted  to  1+,  352  million  gallons. 
Draft  from  Calaveras  Reservoir  averaged  I|7«2  mgd  for  the  month  of 
April. 

Spill  into  Lake  Merced  was  started  on  April  13,  1965  at  the 
request  of  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department.     At  the  end  of  the 
month  the  total  amount  of  spill  was  118  million  gallons,   and  the  lake 
level  has  been  raised  from  a  gage  height  of  23' -11"  to  25' 

On  May  17,  1965,  there  was  a  total  of  53,615  million  gal- 
lons of  water  stored  in  Calaveras  and  Peninsula  reservoirs,  which  is 
29,2%  more  water  than  was  in  storage  one  year  earlier;  and  San 
Antonio  Reservoir  stored  3>000  million  gallons  of  water,  which  is 
approximately  lQ%  of  its  normal  capacity, 

water  quality 

The  results  from  bacteriological  tests  on  water  from  Penin- 
sula sources  indicated  increased  coliform  counts;   therefore,  an 
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increased  dosage  of  chlorine  will  be  required.     Complaints  of  excess 
chlorine  taste  of  the  water  have  not  increased  to  date. 

Although  three  of  the  newly  completed  dechlorination  sta- 
tions at  San  Andreas  and  Crystal  Springs  reservoirs  are  dechlorinating, 
Crystal  Springs  Dechlorination  Station  No.  2  will  not  be  placed  in 
service  until  the  latter  part  of  this  month. 

The  Professional  Services  Agreement  to  employ  Brown  and 
Caldwell  and  James  M.  Montgomery  -  Joint  Venture  -  for  the  design 
and  specifications  for  the  San  Andreas  Filtration  Plant  and  a  pre- 
liminary study  for  the  Crystal  Springs  Filtration  Plant  was  certified 
by  the  Controller  to  start  on  April  28,  1965- 

There  were  18  individual  spot  flushing  operations  carried 
out  during  the  month  of  April.     Four  of  these  were  to  correct  dirty 
water  conditions,   and  fourteen  were  regular  monthly  operations  to 
prevent  dirty  water  conditions  from  occurring  in  the  City  distribu- 
tion mains . 

1961  MUNICIPAL  WATER  SYSTEh  BOND  PROJSCT 

Plans  and  specifications  and  drawings  for  the  San  Antonio 
and  Sunol  Pumping  Stations  were  submitted  for  review  to  the  Water 
Department . 

The  Professional  Services  Agreement  to  employ  Bechtel 
Corporation  for  the  design  of  Crystal  Springs  Bypass  Tunnel  was 
approved. 

CENTRQL  CONTROL  SYSTEM 

A  Professional  Services  Agreement  is  being  prepared  to 
employ  Herkenhoff  and  Associates,  Inc.  of  Albuquerque,  New  Mexico, 
to  make  studies  and  prepare  a  report  for  central  controls  and  tele- 
metering of  the  water  system.     The  report  will  cover  the  Alameda, 
Peninsula  and  City  Divisions  and  the  Purification  Division. 

WASTE  WATER  SURVEY 


Tests  are  being  made  by  Pitometer  Associates  under  the 
196[|.-65  agreements  on  water  mains  in  the  Richmond  District.  Total 
leaks  found  and  repaired  to  date  represented  an  estimated  saving  of 
153>000  gallons  per  day, 

FREEWAYS 

Junipero  Serra  Freeway.     The  State  has  requested  permission 
to  enter  and  construct  a  freeway  along  the  present  alignment  of 
Canada  Road  at  the  south  end  of  Crystal  Springs  watershed.     The  Water 
Department  is  studying  the  proposed  work  to  see  how  it  affects  the 
watershed  land. 
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The  State's  contractor  has  started  construction  of  the 
bridge  across  San  Mateo  Creek;  and  the  State  has  awarded  contract  for 
the  construction  of  access  roads  for  Water  Department's  uses  on  our 
properties . 

The  contract  for:     (1)  Relocating  Redwood  Tanks  and  Tele- 
phone line  is  97$  completed;    (2)  Relocating  Section  of  Crystal  Springs 
Aqueduct  is  92$  completed;    (3)  Relocating  Portion  of  5V  San  Andreas 
Pipeline  at  Crystal  Springs  Road,  San  Bruno,  is  25%  completed;  and 
(I4.)  Reconstruction  Portions  of  Crystal  Springs  Golf  Course  is  92$ 
completed, 

Sunol-Dublin  Freeway,     The  State  has  filed  a  condemnation 
suit  to  acquire  the  necessary  City  lands  both  in  the  vicinity  of 
Sunol  and  through  the  Pleasanton  Industrial  Tract,  and  has  received 
an  order  of  possession  effective  June  1,  1965. 

MARKET  STREET  TASK  FORCE 

The  Water  Department  has  forwarded  to  the  Bechtel  Corpora- 
tion as  estimate  for  deposit  purposes  of  department  engineering  costs 
for  the  section  west  of  5th  Street  that  BaRDT  has  assigned  to  Bechtel. 
Relocation  of  utility  facilities  in  the  vicinity  of  Stevenson  and 
Ecker  Streets  has  been  resolved.     Our  drawings  and  plans  were  com- 
pletely up-to-date  insofar  as  requests  from  the  Task  Force  and  other 
agencies  are  concerned. 

PERMITS  AND  LEASES 

Since  the  last  report,   eight  permits  have  been  submitted 
and  approved  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  two  permits  have 
been  cancelled. 

One  lease  has  been  approved  and  the  lease  for  the  proposed 
golf  course  near  Sunol  has  been  authorized  for  bid  call. 

CONTRACTS  MP  SPECIAL  AGREEMENTS 

Bid  call  was  authorized  on  one  contract,  two  contracts  were 
awarded  and  one  final  payment  was  approved  since  the  last  report.

At  the  beginning  of  the  meeting  Mr.  Carr  introduced  General  Arthur  H. 
Frye,  Jr.,  the  new  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer,  San  Francisco 
Water  Department,  and  Mr.  William  A.  McRobbie,  the  new  Director  of 
the  Bureau  of  Personnel  and  Safety. 

Commissioner  Stack  welcomed  both  gentlemen.  Messrs.  Frye  anl  McBobbie 
responded.  Commissioners  White  and  Greenberg  added  their  sentiments, 
congratulating  and  welcoming  the  two  new  appointees. 


In  reference  to  the  discussion  and  adoption  of  Resolution  No.  65-0398 
authorizing  payment  of  Municipal   Railway  claims,  Commissioner  Stack 
disqualified  himself  from  voting  on  the  basis  that  Clay  Miller,  a 
claimant,  was  a  personal  friend. 


The  Commission  was  informed  that  Michael  Murphy,  Jr. ,  contractor 
under  W.D.  Contract  No.  1183  was  disputing  the  final  amount  due  him 
uncier  said  contract.     The  City  Attorney  recommended  payment  of  all 
sums ^not^m  dispute  in  order  to  avoid  any  possible  interest  penalty, 
lhe  commission  reminded  staff  that  Mr.  Murphy  had  been  uncooperative 
m  the  past.     Mr.  iledbery  stated  that  in  this  instance  Mr.  Murphy 
refused  to  heed  the  instructions  of  the  field  engineer.     Mr.  Murphy 
was  claiming  $1674  more  for  extra  work.     The  Commission  then  asked  if 
nr.  iiurphy  should  not  be  declared  an  irresponsible  contractor. 
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Mr.  Bourne  explained  that  this  could  be  done  by  the  Commission  upon 
recommendation  of  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  and  the 
approval  of  the  Controller,     The  last  time  Mr.  Murphy's  irresponsi- 
bility was  discussed  the  City  Attorney  advised  in  that  particular 
instance  that  there  seemed  to  be  insufficient  evidence  to  justify 
declaring  Mr.  Murphy  irresponsible. 

Commissioner  White  then  stated  that  some  difficulty  had  been  experi- 
enced with  Mr.  Murphy  on  a  contract  he  now  had  for  replacing  a  main 
on  Laguna  Honda  and  Dewey  Boulevards.     Mr.  Medbery  explained  that 
Mr.  Murphy  had  been  requested  to  bring  an  excavation  up  to  grade  with 
the  level  of  the  street  by  "topping  it  off"  with  bitumuls.  Mr. 
Murphy  refused.     Later  he  relented  but  only  "feathered"  the  edges  of 
the  excavation  to  make  the  break  less  abrupt.     Finally,  said  Mr. 
Medbery,  Water  Department  forces  had  to  fill  the  excavation.  This 
had  been  requested  and  done  only  to  maintain  the  heavy  flow  of  auto- 
mobile traffic  over  the  long  Memorial  Day  weekend. 

Commissioner  White  suggested  that  all  of  the  facts  should  be  made 
part  of  the  record  of  Mr.  Murphy's  contract.     When  the  necessary 
facts  are  gathered  and  irresponsibility  can  be  shown,  the  Commission 
should  be  so  informed.     At  that  time  the  Commission  should  determine, 
said  Commissioner  White,  the  proper  steps  to  be  taken. 


In  explaining  Resolution  No.  65-04-03,  a  revocable  permit  to  Standard 
Oil  Company  of  California  for  installing  and  maintaining  a  products 
pipeline  through  the  Calaveras  Watershed,  Mr.  Medbery  stated  that 
the  line  had  been  relocated  from  the  original  line  proposed  by 
otandard.     The  present  alignment  provides  that  two-thirds  of  the 
length  of  the  right  of  way  is  along  the  boundary  line  or  roads  while 
the  remaining  portion  crosses  a  few  sections  of  grazing  land.  There 
is  no  danger  of  contamination  and  the  pipeline  will  not  interfere 
with  Water  Department  operations. 

Mr.  Medbery  then  explained  the  work  to  be  accomplished  under  W.D. 
Contract  No.  1201  and  W.D.  Contract  No.  1209. 

At  this  point  Commissioner  Stack  thanked  Mr.  Medbery  and  Mr.  Moore 
for  their  splendid  efforts  diiring  the  past  year  and  a  half  in  the 
absence  of  a  permanent  Water  Department  General  Manager.     The  Secre- 
tary and  Assistant  General  Manager  then  read  the  resolutions  passed 
by  the  Commission  commending  Mr.  Medbery  and  Mr.  Moore. 


The  Honorable  John  Goodwin,  City  Treasurer,  was  introduced  by 
Commissioner  Stack. 


The  proposed  call  for  bid  for  a  barber  shop  in  the  South  Terminal 
was  discussed.     Mr. Hansen  and  Mr.  Carr  recommended  a  minimum  biddable 
item  of  8%  of  the  gross  rather  than  6%.     A  short  discussion  followed 
and  the  item  was  postponed  for  one  week. 
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At  the  request  of  the  Commission  and  Mr.  Carr,  Mr.  Oral  Iioore  explain- 
ed the  work  to  be  accomplished  by  the  base  bid  and  alternates  under 
A.D.  Contract  No.  340  "Pier  FF  at  the  San  Francisco  International 
Airport".     In  response  to  Commissioner  Stack's  question,  Mr.  Moore 
stated  the  contract  ran  for  16  months  and  should  be  completed  by- 
October,  1966.     Mr.  Carr  said  the  contract  would  provide  a  complete 
facility  with  the  exception  of  Western's  leased  areas.     Mr.  Carr 
stated  that  he  and  Mr.  Hansen  had  been  talking  to  Western  relative 
to  treatment  of  their  areas  here  and  on  present  piers.     There  are 
decorations,  planters,  and  furniture  to  be  provided  which,  of  course, 
are  not  included  in  the  construction  contract. 


In  accepting  the  moving  sidewalk,  Mr.  Carr  and  Mr.  Hansen  explained 
that  it  had  been  accepted  and  utilized  by  the  travelling  public.  In 
fact,  95%  of  the  people  use  the  sidewalk  rather  than  walk  across  the 
concourse  joining  Piers  B  and  C. 

Commissioner  Stack  suggested  something  be  done  about  the  debris  that 
tended  to  collect  between  the  window  and  the  rail  of  the  sidewalk. 


Communications 


Mr.  Carr  stated  he  received  a  postcard  from  Commissioner  Rousseau  who 
was  now  in  Hong  Kong. 


General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities'   Calendar  Items 

Mr.  Carr  called  the  Commission's  attention  to  Pages  2  and  3  of  the 
monthly  report  of  the  Airport  Department.     These  pages  pointed  out 
recent  development  in  existing  aircraft.     The  stretched-out  version 
of  the  DC-8  which  will  carry  260  passengers  and  the  stretched-out  707 
which  will  carry  as  many  as  272  passengers  shall  have  an  impact  on 
airports.     These  larger  planes  will  present  problems  of  baggage  han- 
dling, auto  traffic,  etc. 


While  in  Los  Angeles  last  week  Mr.  Hansen  had  an  opportunity  to  meet 
with  the  Minibus  manufacturer.     Minibus  has  proposed  a  version  of. 
their  bus  which  looks  like  a  cable  car.     This  could  replace  the  buses 
now  used  on  the  Airport  and  add  San  Francisco  atmosphere  to  the  air- 
port.    There  are  some  problems  of  baggage  handling  involved  but  this 
can  be  worked  out.     Mr.  Hansen  is  to  follow  this  through  and  report 
back  to  the  Commission  at  a  later  date. 
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Mr.  Carr  reported  on  his  meeting  with  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency 
representatives  in  Los  Angeles  relative  to  the  withdrawal  of  funds 
for  the  extension  of  Runway  28R. 


Mayor  Shelley  will  be  in  Washington  this  week  said  Mr.  Carr.  The 
Mayor  will  confer  with  Undersecretary  of  the  Navy  BeLieu  relative  to 
the  release  of  a  Navy  lighter  for  use  as  a  heliport  at  the  Ferry 
Building. 


The  Alameda  Board  of  supervisors  has  requested  assurance  that  Hetch 
Hetchy  water  can  be  supplied  to  a  proposed  Atomic  Energy  Commission 
project  at  Camp  Parks.     Mr. Carr  reported  that  he  had  sent  a  telegram 
to  John  D.  Murphy,  President  of  the  Alameda  Board  of  Supervisors. 
The  telegram  stated,  in  effect,  that  there  was  every  indication  that 
San  Francisco  could  supply  the  water  to  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission 
but  final  decision  must  be  made  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 
Mr.  Carr  said  that  all  the  facts  were  not  available  at  this  time.  He 
is  asking  General  Frye    and  Mr.  Medbery  to  follow  through  on  the 
details . 


Contrary  to  reports  published,  Senators  McAteer's  constitutional 
amendment  to  relieve  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  from 
taxation  is  still  alive,  reported  Mr.   Carr.     He  informed  the  Commis- 
sion that  he  may  be  required  to  journey  to  Sacramento  to  testify  on 
behalf  of  the  legislation. 


Starting  on  June  15,  1965,  the  first  public  phase  of  the  Northern 
California  Transit  Demonstration  Project  will  begin.     Origin  and 
destination  questionnaire  cardswill  be  handed  out  to  passengers  on 
the  Alameda-Contra  Costa  Rapid  Transit  District  lines  and  the 
Municipal  Railway  lines. 


Mr.  William  D.  Ratto  and  Mr.  Roger  A.  Ritchey  were  presented  commenda- 
tory resolutions  for  their  conscientious  work  in  the  absence  of  a 
permanent  Director  of  the  Jureau  of  Personnel  and  Safety. 


The  Federal  District  Court  of  /.ppeals  has  handed  down  a  decision 
regarding  the  Don  ledro  Case,  said  Mr.  Carr.     The  decision  upholds 
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the  Federal  Power  Commission,  i.e.,  supports  the  terms  and  conditions 
and  the  issuance  of  a  license  for  the  construction  of  the  dam.  Mr. 
Carr  stated  that  he  and  Mr.  Moore  were  to  meet  with  the  State  Water 
Resources  people  and  representatives  of  the  State  Fish  and  Game  Com- 
mission during  the  week  on  the  question  of  water  releases.  Commis- 
sioner White  and  Mr.  Iloore  will  meet  informally  with  the  Irrigation 
Districts  during  the  week  of  June  7. 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  v/ould  have  a  report  in  a  few  weeks  unless  someone 
further  appeals  the  case. 

Mr.  Bourne  reported  that  he  had  received  word  from  the  Irrigation 
District's  attorney  in  Washington,  D.C.     He,  said  Mr.  Bourne,  seems 
to  be  predisposed  to  petition  for  rehearing  before  the  entire  panel 
of  the  court.     In  any  event,  Mr.  Bourne  said,  he  wishes  to  explore 
the  subject. 

Commissioner  Stack  requested  that  Mr.  Moore  supply  the  Commission 
with  copies  of  the  opinion. 


In  reference  to  the  question  of  power  supply  at  the  Airport,  Mr.  Carr 
informed  the  Commission  that  Mr.  Moore's  staff  had  completed  develop- 
ment of  most  of  the  engineering  work.     Mr.  Carr  needed  to  meet  v/ith 
City  Attorney  Thomas  O'Connor  and  Public  Utilities  Counsel  Bourne  to 
review  the  legal  aspects  and  seek  advice  on  relationship  of  the 
subject  to  the  Raker  Act.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  MAY  ACTIVITIES 

Traffic  Summary  (April) : 

New  and  impressive  gains  were  registered  during  April  in  volume  of  air 
passengers,  air  freight  and  U*  S.  mail  through  San  Francisco  International  Airport. 

The  passenger  total  was  696,482,  up  19,8  per  cent  over  a  year  ago;  the 
mail  total  was  7,638,332  pounds,  a  gain  of  20.4  per  cent,  and  air  freight  increased 
by  50.2  per  cent  to  24,549,994  pounds.     The  air  express  total  of  1,077,432  pounds 
was  3.8  per  cent  below  the  figure  for  April  last  year. 

The  airline  industry  nationally,  on  the  basis  of  revenue  passenger  miles 
flown,  reported  April  gains  of  21%;  domestic  air  freight  24.7  per  cent;  air 

express  13.2  per  cent;  and  U.  S.  mail  18.9  per  cent. 

National  traffic  increases  recorded  for  the  first  four  months  of  the 
current  calendar  year  were:    Air  passengers  14.7  per  cent;  air  freight  24.3  per 
cent;  air  express  15.8  per  cent;  and  U.  S.  mail  12.6  per  cent.     SFIA  gains  for  the 
same  period  were:     Air  passengers  12.3  per  cent;  air  freight  49.6  per  cent;  air 
express  12.3  per  cent;  and  U.  S.  mail  12.2  per  cent. 

Aircraft  movements--landings  and  take-offs — for  the  month  totaled  20,699. 
Of  these,  scheduled  carriers  accounted  for  16,598,  up  10.4  per  cent  from  a  year 
ago;  401  were  by  military  aircraft,  and  3,700  by  non-scheduled  carrier  and 
itinerant  or  locally-based  private  and  corporate  planes. 
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Community  Hearings: 

Airport  management  was  represented  at  a  Federal  Aviation  Agency  hearing 
relating  to  construction  of  high  rise  apartment  buildings  near  Skyline  Boulevard 
in  Millbrae,  and  at  a  Burlingame  Planning  Commission  hearing  on  restricted  fill 
and  use  of  t^.dal  plains  areas  within  the  Burlingame  city  limits.     Some  of  the  latter 
ar  is  is  Airport  property.     The  Planning  Commission  forwarded  the  proposed  restric- 
tions f.o  the  City  Council  with  a  "do  pass"  recommendation. 
Traffic  Review: 

Francisco  Police  Department  traffic  technicians  were  consulted  by 
Airport  and  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  staff  members  on  methods  of  improving 
airport  roadwsya  so  as  to  provide  greater  efficiency  in  handling  traffic, 
particularly  in  the  passenger  terminal  areas. 
Grand  Jury: 

Seventeen  members  of  the  1965  Grand  Jury  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  made  an  inspection  visit  to  the  Airport.     They  were  given  a  detailed 
briefing  on  airport  operations,  of  growth  over  the  last  decade  and  the  potential 
for  future  growth  and  anticipated  requirements  of  expansion  and  improvements  to 
meet  the  demands  of  that  growth. 
Conference  with  UAL: 

Staff  members  of  the  Airport  and  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  met 
with  United  Air  Lines'  planning  and  engineering  technicians  for  a  discussion  of 
UAL  estimates  of  needs  to  meet  future  traffic  increases.     Among  the  most  immediate 
problem  is  the  assignment  of  aircraft  gate  positions  to  accommodate  the 
"stretched-out"  version  of  the  DC-8  jetliner  which  will  be  nearly  40  feet  longer 
than  present  jets  and  will  have  accommodations  for  up  to  260  passengers. 
San  Diego  Visitors : 

Four  members  of  the  San  Diego  Port  Authority,  which  also  operates 
Lindbergh  Field  (San  Diego's  municipal  airport),  accompanied  by  several  of  their 
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staff  members,  visited  SFIA  for  a  review  of  our  operations,  rates  and  charges,  and 
lease  arrangements  with  passenger  terminal  tenants  and  others.     They  indicated 
that  some  of  our  procedures  can  be  beneficially  applied  to  their  new  $5  million 
passenger  terminal  building  now  under  construction. 
Sound  Abatement: 

Procedures  and  effectiveness  of  the  last  year  were  reviewed  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Sound  Aba tenant  Center,  and  discussions  held  on  methods  for  further 
improvement.     Following  the  annual  meeting,  officials  from  communities  adjacent 
to  the  Airport,  including  San  Mateo  County  Supervisor  Louis  T.  Chess  and  Henry 
fSud)  Bostwick,  Jr.,  Execut-ve  Director  of  the  San  Mateo  County  Development  Associa- 
tion, were  briefed  ou  current  abatement  procedures  and  programs  designed  for  future 
improvement. 
Garage  Tour : 

On  May  19,  Commission  members  and  the  press  were  briefed  on  the  garage 
operation  and  subsequently  trken  on  a  pre-view  tour  of  the  facility.     The  General 
Manager  of  Pub:  ic  Utilities,  together  with  Airport  and  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau 
staff,  participated  in  the  program. 

Mj.nj  bus  : 

On  May  6,  the  General  Manager  went  to  Los  Angeles  to  inspect  a  Minibus 
built  to  simulate  a  San  Francisco  cable  car.    A  study  is  under  way  to  determine 
the  practicality  of  using  Minibuses  to  serve  the  outlying  parking  lots,  as  well 
as  inter-terminal  transportation.

Mr.  Moore  stated  the  work  would  now 
be  done  on  a  time  and  materials  basis,  which,  the  Department  felt, 
was  the  best  way  to  accomplish  the  v/ork. 

In  response  to  a  Commission  question,  Mr.  Moore  stated  that  the  Air- 
port Garage  v/ould  be  completed  by  August  16,  1965. 


With  reference  to  Resolution  No.  65-0426,  Mr.  Moore  explained  that 
the  estimated  cost  was  arrived  at  on  the  basis  of  a  charge  of  twelve 
and  one-half  cents  per  lamp  per  night.     This  provided  Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric  Company  with  a  return  on  their  capital  investment  and  it  al- 
lowed them  to  recoup  their  capital  investment. 
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The  matter  of  granting  an  extension  of  50  calendar  days  for  comple- 
tion of  Hetch  Hetchy  V/ater  Supply  Contract  No.  364,  Construction  of 
San  Joaquin  Pipeline  No.  3?  Section  "C";  denying  the  request  of  the 
contractor,  Healy-Tibbitts  Construction  Company,  for  an  additional 
extension  of  96  calendar  days  for  which  liquidated  damages  are  asses- 
sed in  the  amount  of  $24,000;  and  accepting  the  work  as  satisfacto- 
rily completed,  was  put  over  one  week  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Oral 
Moore. 


Commissioner  Stack  asked  Mr.  Bourne  if  Kiewit  Sons'  Company  still 
had  a  claim  pending  under  Water  Department  Contract  No.  1099?  Con- 
struction of  James  H.  Turner  (San  Antonio)  Dam,  Spillway  and  Appur- 
tenant Works,  in  Alameda  C0unty. 

Mr.  Bourne  answered  yes.     When  he  was  asked  if  Resolution  No.  65*-0433? 
accepting  the  work  as  satisfactorily  completed,  would  have  any  bear- 
ing on  this  claim,  Ilr.  Bourne  replied  that  it  would  not. 


In  connection  with  Resolution  No.  65-0418,  requesting  the  Mayor  to 
recommend  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  supplemental  appropriations  to 
reflect  the  reclassification  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  of 
certain  positions  in  various  departments,  effective  July  1,  1965, 
Mr.  William  McRobbie  was  called  upon  to  give  an  explanation.  He 
pointed  out  to  the  Commission  that  this  was  a  reclassification  of 
some  twenty-six  positions  in  the  various  departments  as  required  by 
the  Civil  Service  Commission  as  a  result  of  the  so-called  "Jacobs 
Survey".    Mr.  McRobbie  then  briefly  enumerated  for  the  Commission 
the  positions  involved. 

In  response  to  a  Commissioner's  question  as  to  whether  this  was  addi- 
tional money  or  v/hether  money  was  being  saved  on  the  reclassifica- 
tions, Mr.  James  J.  Finn  read  the  total  sums  involved  in  each  of  the 
Departments.     It  v/as  pointed  out  that  as  a  result  of  the  reclassifi- 
cations, there  was  an  initial  savings  of  approximately  ten  thousand 
dollars.     Mr.  Finn  then  explained  that  the  funds  appropriated  for  the 
positions  being  abolished  had  to  be  transferred  to  an  account  known 
as  "Compensation  Reserve".     In  order  to  fund  the  new  positions,  it 
was  then  necessary^  said  Mr.  Finn,  to  reappropriate  the  entire  sum. 


Resolution  No.  65-0435?  concerning  United  Air  Lines'  improvements  to 
Building  No.  74  at  their  Maintenance  Base  at  the  Airport,  v/as  ex- 
plained by  Mr.  Al  Kaiser,  Station  Manager  at  United  Air  Lines.  He 
said  United  v/as  spending  one  million  dollars  to  add  a  third  floor  to 

Building  No.  74.     The  third  floor  would  consist  of  office  units  and 
would  be  Occupied  by  those  offices  which  are  now  occupying  the  second 
floor;  namely,  Accounting,  Stores,  and  Purchasing.     The  second  floor 
would  now  be  devoted  to  engineering  functions.     He  said  that  United 
has  already  taken  bids  v/hich  are  v/ell  within  their  estimates  and  the 
contractor  is  ready  to  go  to  work  as  soon  as  United  makes  the  award. 
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Mr.  Kaiser  stated  that  three  hundred  days  or  approximately  ten  months 
were  allowed  for  completion  of  the  contract.     He  then  added  that  they 
hoped  to  speed  up  the  contract  so  as  to  have  the  building  ready  for 
occupancy  about  January  1,  1966. 

The  Commission  asked  I1r.  Kaiser  how  many  additional  people  the  third 
floor  would  accommodate.     Mr.  Kaiser  said  that  it  would  add  approxi- 
mately three  hundred.     He  was  then  asked  if  United  was  planning  to 
hire  three  hundred  additional  employees  at  the  Airport.     Mr.  Kaiser 
said  that  United  would  not  do  this  at  the  present  time  but  that  they 
may  eventually  add  three  hundred  people  as  business  expanded. 

Mr.  James  K.  Carr  then  congratulated  Mr.  Kaiser  and  United  Air  Lines, 
indicating  that  this  improvement  was  certainly  an  expression  of  the 
rapid  growth  of  United  Air  Lines. 

At  this  point,  Fir.  Thomas  McGrath,  President  of  Carmen's  Union  Local 
1380,  asked  the  Commission  the  reasons  for  Mr.  Carr's  proposed  trip 
to  Washington,  D.  C. ,  relative  to  problems  of  the  Municipal  Railway. 

Mr.  Carr  explained  that  one  of  the  reasons  he  was  going  to  Washington 
was  in  hopes  of  obtaining  funds  under  the  Mass  Urban  Transit  Act  for 
the  installation  of  two-way  radios  in  the  buses.     He  said  some  as- 
sistance might  be  available  now  without  Jeopardizing  future  finan- 
cial assistance  when  the  new  coaches  are  purchased.     Mr.  McGrath 
expressed  pleasure  that  Mr.  Carr    is  pursuing  this  subject. 


General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities'  Calendar  Items 

Mr.  C?.rr  stated  that  the  most  important  event  which  transpired  dur- 
ing the  week  was  the  opening  of  bids  by  the  Director  of  Property  for 
the  Parking  Garage  at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport.  The 
high  bidder  was  St.  Mary's  Garage  Inc.,  with  a  bid  of  91 •1128%. 
Mr.  Carr  said  that  the  Director  of  Property  hoped  to  have  a  recommen- 
dation for  the  Commission  by  next  Tuesday;  that  I'Ir.  Hansen  and  the 
Director  of  Property  were  attempting  to  arrange  a  meeting  with  Mr. 
Sal  Cnorato  of  St.  Mary's  Garage,  Inc. 


Mr.  Carr  reminded  the  Commission  that  he  had  discussed  briefly  with 
them  the  need  for  a  planning  staff  at  the  airport;  that  Mr.  Hansen 
has  requested  an  Assistant  General  Manager  for  Planning  and  Develop- 
ment.    Mr.  Carr  said  that  he  hoped  to  have  a  recommendation  before 
the  Commission  shortly.     He  pointed  out  that  up  until  now,  planning 
at  the  Airport  had  been  under  the  direction  of  the  Utilities  Engineer- 
ing Bureau,  which  performed  these  duties  in  company  with  other 
assignments.     Mr.  Carr  said  that  he  felt  that  this  was  inefficient 
and  uneconomical,  and  under  present  procedures  do  not  result  ih 
proper  airport  planning.      He  pointed  out  that  the  Iort  of  New  York 
authority  has  sixty  employees  in  their  plannin^  section. 

Mr.  Hansen  has  also  indicated  the  need  for  a  Supervisor  of  Services, 
who  would  oversee  the  operation  of  the  Garage  and  transportation 
services  at  the  Airport,  according  to  Mr.  Carr. 
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In  reference  to  the  heliport,  Mr.  Carr  stated  that  there  was  no  addi- 
tional information  on  the  availability  of  the  Navy  lighter.     He  said 
that  if  the  barge  was  not  to  be  made  available,  other  steps  would 
have  to  be  taken  to  construct  a  heliport.     He  reported  he  will  dis- 
cuss this  subject  with  Navy  officials  when  in  Washington. 


Mr.  Carr  told  the  Commission  that  ""next- week  he  hoped  to  have  a  reso- 
lution concerning  the  Northern  California  Transit  Demonstration 
Project,  naming  an  alternate  representative.     Since  Mr.  Oral  Moore 
had  been  accompanying  Ilr.  Carr  to  these  meetings,  Mr.  Carr  stated  he 
would  recommend  that  Mr.  Moore  be  named  as  his  alternate. 


As  respects  the  He ten  Hetchy  Project's  monthly  Departmental  Report, 
Commissioner  Stack  called  attention  to  the  slow  runoff  of  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  Project.  Mr.  Moore  stated  that  there  would  be  a  full  reser- 
voir until  the  month  of  August;  that  Tioga  Pass  would  be  closed  and 
that  there  was  plenty  of  snow  in  the  0 1 Shaughnessy  watershed.  In 
Mr.  Moore's  opinion,  this  was  the  best  water  year  since  he  had  been 
appointed  to  the  Hetch  Pletchy  Project. 


Roll  Call 

Commissioner  Greenberg  said  he  had  received  a  letter  from  Retired 
Rear  Admiral  Gil  Richardson,  who  suggested  a  different  route  for  the 
Barrett  buses  coming  in  from  the  Airport,    Admiral  Richardson  felt 
that  the  buses  ran  through  the  poor  districts  which  left  a  bad  im- 
pression on  visitors  to  San  Francisco.     This  matter  was  referred  to 
staff  to  prepare  a  reply  to  Admiral  Richardson.

Water  Conditions 

Runoff  forecast  "based  on  results  of  the  snow  surveys  indicate  that  all  the  City's 
mountain  reservoirs  will  fill  this  year.     Continuing  cool  weather  has  delayed  the 
runoff  to  the  City's  advantage.     The  program  of  supplemental  water  release  from 
Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  is  continuing  to  maintain  positive  control  of  the  river  flow 
and  thereby  to  protect  construction  underway  at  Early  Intake.

All  work  under  this  contract  was  completed  on  May  12,  1965. 
Moccasin  Administration  Building 

Bids  for  the  re-roofing  of  the  Administration  Building  at  Moccasin,  under  Contract 
HH-383,  will  be  opened  on  June  10,  I965 . 

Mew  Moccasin  Powerhouse 

Test  borings  and  test  pits  were  completed  this  period  by  Dames  &  Moore,  Foundation 
Engineers,  for  the  new  Moccasin  Powerhouse. 

Revised  layout  drawings  showing  general  arrangement  of  powerhouse  and  switchyard  have 
been  received  from  Sverdrup  &  Parcel  for  our  review. 

Specifications  for  the  generators  were  completed  and  delivered  to  the  Purchaser  of 
Supplies  for  the  advertising  for  bids.     Six  weeks  will  be  allowed  for  the  preparation 
of  bids. 

Loss  Of  Intake  Cottage 

On  Saturday,  May  22,  at  about  5  a.m.,  Intake  Cottage  No.  7,  located  on  the  Lower 
Cherry  Diversion  Canal  near  Early  Intake,  was  completely  destroyed  by  fire  of  unknown 
origin.    Also  lost  was  an  estimated  $1,200  in  personal  property  of  a  City  employee 
scheduled  to  move  in  about  June  1.     The  ^-room  cottage,  built  in  1928,  was  unoccupied 
at  the  time.    The  cottage  was  originally  utilized  by  Reservoir  Keepers  during  opera- 
tion of  the  old  Intake  Powerhouse  and  in  recent  years  has  been  assigned  to  personnel 
of  the  department's  Construction  Division. 
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Freeway  Crossings 

Preliminary  plans  and  specifications  for  construction  of  concrete  culverts  to  protect 
the  existing  San  Joaquin  Pipelines  at  four  proposed  new  State  Freeway  crossings  were 
completed  and  submitted  to  the  State  for  review  and  approval.     The  work  will  be  done 
by  City  contract  under  utility  agreements  with  the  State  Division  of  Highways  at  the 
State's  expense. 

California  Aqueduct  Crossing 

Final  draft  of  stipulation  to  be  executed  between  the  City  and  the  State  relative  to 
the  condemnation  action  involving  relocation  of  the  San  Joaquin  Pipelines  to  accommo- 
date the  California  Aqueduct  has  been  submitted  for  our  review.     The  State  Department 
of  Water  Resources  has  awarded  a  contract  for  construction  of  a  section  of  the  canal 
aqueduct  which  includes  relocation  of  City's  pipelines  over  the  canal.    Work  will  be 
started  this  summer. 

New  Don  Pedro  Project 

On  May  18,  1965  the  Ninth  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  issued  a  unanimous  decision  that 
the  terms  of  the  Federal  Power  Commission  license  submitted  to  the  Modesto  and  Tur- 
lock  Irrigation  Districts  for  the  Hew  Don  Pedro  Project  were  just  and  proper.  The 
California  Department  of  Fish  and  Game  and  the  U.  S.  Department  of  the  Interior  had 
filed  suit  against  the  FPC,  claiming  that  the  period  of  fish  release  requirements 
should  be  for  the  entire  50-year  period  of  the  license  instead  of  the  20-year  period 
provided  in  the  license.     The  Districts  had  previously  indicated  that  they  were 
willing  to  accept  the  license  submitted  by  the  FPC. 
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CAMYOM  POWER  PROJECT 
Canyon  Powerhouse 

The  contractor  completed  excavation  for  the  penstock  trench  between  bifurcation  and 
angle  point  No.  U.    In  the  powerhouse  area,  work  continues  on  drilling  and  blasting 
tight  spots  and  on  excavating  for  sumps,  foundation  for  Unit  No.  2  and  retaining 
wall. 

Tunneling  operations  continue  at  the  downstream  heading  of  the  main  bypass  tunnel 
with  about  320  linear  feet  completed  to  date.    The  open  cut  excavation  of  the  south 
portal  for  connection  to  the  existing  Mountain  Tunnel  is  95%  complete. 

Fabrication  of  the  bridge  crane  girders  continues  in  the  shop  in  Richmond,  California. 
Steel  castings  for  the  rocker  supports  were  completed. 

Latest  information  received  from  Hitachi,  Ltd.  indicates  that  manufacture  of  all 
turbine  equipment  was  completed  on  June  1,  1965  • 

Canyon  Penstock 

Four  bids  were  received  on  May  13,  1965  for  Ketch  Hetchy  Contract  No.  377,  Canyon 
Penstock.     The  low  bid  of  $2,322,000.00  was  submitted  by  the  J.  H.  Pomeroy  &  Co., 
Inc.  of  San  Francisco.    High  bid  was  $3,993,530.00.    Award  has  been  made  to  the 
low  bidder. 
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Cross-Connection  at  Albers  Read  and  Related  Work 

Work  continues  on  miscellaneous  clean-up  and  painting  at  the  blowoff  vault,  at  the 
Oakdale  cross-connection,  and  the  meter  house.    Contract  is  99$  complete.

The  contractor  continued  to  erect  forms  and  place  reinforcing  steel  for  the  third 
and  fourth  level  entrance  ramps,  South  Pedestrian  Center  Canopy  and  interior  stair- 
ways.   Work  in  progress  also  includes  painting  of  the  first  level  ceiling  slab  and 
exposed  piping,  installation  of  waterproof  membrane  and  asphalt  paving  at  the  fourth 
level,  lath  and  plaster  partitions  in  the  Central  and  South  Terminal  Tunnels,  and 
grading  of  the  perimeter  area  around  the  garage.    Mechanical  and  electrical  work 
continues  on  the  fire  and  drain  lines,  sound  traps,  car  guides  and  machinery  for 
elevators,  light  fixtures,  interior  signs,  and  street  lighting. 

Drive  units  for  the  moving  ramps  have  been  completed.    Work  continues  on  the  instal- 
lation of  the  sliding  beds  for  the  ramps  at  the  Central  Pedestrian  Center  and  the 
assembling  of  trusses  at  the  South  Pedestrian  Center. 

Alterations  to  Central  Terminal  Building 

Work  is  continuing  on  the  terrazzite  floor  in  the  south  half  of  the  ground  level, 
installation  of  vinyl  fabric  on  the  west  wall  of  the  ground  level,  and  painting  of 
ceiling  and  soffits  in  the  north  half  of  the  ground  level.     Erection  of  structural 
steel  at  the  second  level  terrace  and  installation  of  fluorescent  fixtures  in  the 
second  floor  lobby  are  in  progress.

The  Municipal  Railway  ducts  in  Stevenson  Street  and  Ecker  Street  and  the  streetcar 
tracks  and  overhead  in  the  Sansome  and  Market  Street  area  will  be  disturbed  due  to 
sewer  relocation  needed  to  clear  the  site  of  BARTD's  Montgomery  Street  Station.

The  first  two  items  of  work  for  the  Municipal  Railway  will  be  a  survey  of  existing 
equipment  and  facilities  to  be  made  by  Kaiser  Engineers  and  an  origin-destination 
study  by  Simpson  &  Curt in  of  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania.    The  "0  &  D"  survey  will 
be  accomplished  by  analyzing  results  of  returned  post  cards  passed  out  to  Muni 
riders  on  June  15,  1965.     It  is  expected  that  about    300,000  cards  will  be  dis- 
tributed with  an  anticipated  return  of  70  to  &0%.

President  Thos.  F.  Stack  presided. 

Pledge  of  Allegiance  v/as  led  by  Commissioner  White. 

Purpose  of  Meeting:     Consideration  of  Airport  Bond  Issue  proposed 

for  the  election  of  November  2,  1965. 


Commissioner  President  Thos.  F.  Stack  called  the  meeting  to  order. 

Recognizing  members  of  the  Public  Utilities  Committee  of  the  Grand 
Jury  in  the  audience,  Commissioner  Stack  greeted  them. 

Alfred  J.  Rushton,  one  of  the  Grand  Jurors,  acknowledged  Commissioner 
Stack's  introduction.     He  stated  the  members  of  the  Grand  Jury  had 
recently  visited  the  airport,  were  impressed  by  v/hat  they  saw  but 
also  recognized  the  need  for  expansion  and  growth.     Mr.  Rushton  said 
the  Jury  was  ready  to  support  the  proposed  airport  bond  issue. 

Gerald  L.  Pickle  stated  that  he  was  present  as  a  Grand  Juror  and  a 
representative  of  the  International  Brotherhood  of  Electrical  V/orkers, 
Local  6.    His  union  would  like  to  see  the  bond  issue  presented  to  the 
voters . 

David  Klein,  another  member  of  the  Grand  Jury,  said  that  he,  too,  was 
present  in  the  interest  of  the  airport  bonds. 

Commissioner  Stack  relinquished  the  chair  to  Commissioner  Greenberg. 

Commissioners  Stack  then  read  a  prepared  statement  as  follows: 

"Five  weeks  ago,  this  Commission  took  a  bold  step  into  the 
Aerospace  Age.     During  these  five  weeks  I  have  pondered  the 
question  —  not  v/hether  we  moved  wisely  —  but  whether  we 
moved  far  enough  and  fast  enough. 

"J$y  our  action  five  weeks  ago,  a  sense  of  urgency  was 
developed  toward  S.F.I. A.  by  the  City's  Government,  the  news 
media,  and  the  public.     They  sense  that  this  Commission  has 
vision  and  courage  to  perform  its  collective  civic  responsi- 
bility relative  the  Airport  —  and  that  is  to  meet  the  fan- 
tastic challenges  of  this  totally  unpredictable  Aerospace  Age'. 

"Reports  have  been  submitted  to  this  Commission  by  our 
General  Manager  during  these  past  five  weeks  establishing  the 
financial  feasibility  of  our  action.     These  bonds  would  be 
self-liquidating  out  of  airport  revenue,  and  would  not  affect 
the  ad  valorem  tax  rate. 

"These  reports  further  establish  a  construction  timetable  for 
these  projects.     Significantly,  no  major  construction  can  start 
until  October  1966.     The  time  between  now  and  then  is  required 
by  the  preparation  of  schematic  and  preliminary  plans,  final 
design  and  bidding  procedure. 
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"And  these  reports  further  establish  two  vital  points: 

-Air  Cargo  is  developing  so  rapidly  each  month,  that  we 
cannot  afford  to  wait  until  November  1,  1966,  to  con- 
struct these  facilities,  but  must  do  so  now. 

-Adequate  roadways  to  handle  the  projected  increase  of 
vehicles,  and  adequate  terminal  and  gate  positions  to 
handle  the  projected  increase  of  planes  and  passengers 
are  NOT  included,  although  they  were  projected  for  a 
1968  Bond  issue. 

"The  countdown  on  our  $43  Million  Bond  Proposal  ends  Monday 
next  —  the  last  day  it  can  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors . 

"The  NASA  Space  Program  has  reached  the  same  critical  moment 
in  many  of  its  count downs  —  and  held.     NASA  went  back  to  the 
boards,  yet  accelerated  its  program.     A  x^eek  ago  Gemini  IV 
blasted  off  —  after  other  planned  tests  were  held,  and  the 
program  speeded  up. 

"The  PUC  today  faces  this  same  critical  decision  —  whether  to 
continue  the  countdown  on  this  Bond  Proposal  and  blast  off  —  or 
hold,  and  speed  up  our  program. 

"After  extensive  conferences,  reviews,  research  and  considera- 
tion, I  have  personally  reached  one  conclusion,  and  have  there- 
fore called  this  special  meeting  today.     And  that  conclusion  is 
that  this  Commission  hold  the  countdown  —  and  accelerate  our 
airport  development  toward  far  earlier  completion  than  previously 
planned. 

"I  therefore  propose: 

"1.  That  the  PUC  immediately  start  the  development  of  interim 
cargo  facilities  out  of  available  operating  revenues,  and  not 
wait  until  November  1965  to  risk  a  Bond  issue  and  perhaps  cause 
irreparable  delay. 

"2.  That  schematic  and  preliminary  plans  for  each  of  the  fol- 
lowing facilities  be  prepared  forthwith  out  of  additional  oper- 
ating funds  as  they  become  available,  on  a  priority  basis  as 
shall  be  determined  hereinafter  by  this  Commission  to  accelerate 
the  construction  of  said  facilities,  viz: 

1.  Parking  Garage 

2.  North  Terminal 

3.  Permanent  Air  Cargo  Center 

4.  Airport  Roadway  System 

5.  Permanent  City  Heliport 

6.  Runways  and  Instrumentation 

7.  Landscaping  and  Beautif ication 

"3.  Phat  this  Commission  rescind  its  resolution  of  May  4,  1965 
requesting  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  submit  a  ^43  Million  Air- 
port Bond  Issue  at  the  November  9th,  1965,  election,  and  adopt 
this  day  a  resolution  requesting  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to 
place  on  the  ballot  on  November  8,  1966,  an  Airport  Bond  Issue 
to  include  authorization  for  sufficient  funds  to  construct  and 
complete  all  of  the  above-listed  facilities. 
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"4.     That  the  General  Hanager  of  Utilities  be  requested  to 
immediately  engage  in  the  preparation  of  financial  feasibility 
and  construction  schedules,  with  the  goal  of  shortening  con- 
struction tine  by  incentive  contracts  calling  for  double  shifts 
if  necessary,  and  determining  the  exact  cost  requirements  of 
this  program,  which,  sum  shall  be  inserted  in  this  Bond  Issue. 

"5.  That  the  Mayor,  Board  of  Supervisors  and  Capital  Improve- 
ment Committee  establish  this  Bond  Issue  as  a  "first  priority" 
bond  proposal  on  the  November,  1966,  ballot. 

"This  Program  will  shorten  —  not  lengthen  our  completion 
schedules.     This  Program  is  not  a  STUDY  —  conversely  it  is 
ACTION.     This  Program  is  not  piece-meal  planning  —  it  is  bold 
and  total.     This  Program  is  NOT  DELAY  —  it  will  start  getting 
things  done  NC 

"When  the  Citizens  of  San  Francisco  pass  this  Bond  Issue  in 
November,  1966,  we  will  be  prepared  to  go  to  bid  on  priority 
projects  immediately  upon  certification  and  sale  of  the  Bonds. 
We  will  not  ha^e  to  wait  another  year  to  make  plans.  These 
plans  will  be  made  between  now  and  November,  1966. 

"This  Program  is  in  the  total  public  interest.     It  is  fi- 
nancially responsible  and  self-liquidating,,     It  v/ill  deserve 
total  community  support.     I  therefore  submit  the  following 
resolution. " 

At  the  request  of  Commissioner  Stack,  Nr.  James  J.  Finn,  Secretary  and 
Assistant  General  manager,  read  the  following  proposed  resolution: 

"Resolution  No.  65-0456 


"WHEREAS,  This  Commission  adopted  its  Resolution  No.  65-0336 
on  I'lay  4,  1  65,  wherein  it    requested  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
to  submit  to  the  voters  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
the  incurrence  of  a  bonded  debt  in  the  amount  of  £4-3,000,000 
for  partial  completion  of  facilities;  and 

"WHEREAS,  This  Commission  believes  that  among  the  urgently 
needed  Airport  additions  and  betterments,  the  construction  of 
interim  cargo  facilities  is  of  the  highest  priority  and  that 
construction  of  these  and  certain  other  aircraft  accommodations 
from  available  funds  seems  absolutely  necessary  and  cannot  wait 
for  preparation  and  passage  of  a  bond  issue  without  serious 
economic  consequences;  and 

"WHEREAS,  This  Commission  believes  that  a  proposed  bond  issue 
in  November,  1966,  will  enable  the  Commission  to  present  plans, 
details  and  costs  of  proposed  construction  in  a  complete  form 
for  the  consideration  of  the  voters,  so  that  total  Airport  needs 
can  be  known  and  fully  considered  by  the  people  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

"RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  directs  the  immediate  prepara- 
tion of  all  required  plans  for  construction  of  improvements, 
giving  highest  priority  to  the  interim  cargo  facilities,  and 
the  preparation  of  construction  schedules  for  its  consideration, 
such  schedules  to  include  incentives  for  the  most  rapid  com- 
pletion of  construction;  and,  be  it  further 
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"RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  requests  the  recommendation 
of  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  for  the  expeditious 
construction  of  interim  cargo  facilities  and  aircraft  accommo- 
dations of  the  immediate  future;  and,  be  it  further 

"RESOLVED,  That  it  is  the  policy  of  this  Commission  that  a 
bond  issue  be  submitted  to  the  electorate  of  San  Francisco  in 
November  of  1966  to  include  sufficient  authorization  for  funds 
to  construct  and  complete  the  parkin";  garage,  North  Terminal, 
permanent  air  cargo  center,  airport  roadway  system,  permanent 
city  heliport,  runways,  and  instruments,  landscaping,  and 
beautif ication;  and,  be  it  further 

"RESOLVED,  That  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  im- 
mediately engage  in  the  preparation  of  all  necessary  construc- 
tion schedules  and  prepare  in  writing  an  analysis  of  cost, 
service  and  estimated  revenues  of  all  proposed  or  feasible 
alternatives  in  cases  where  it  is  deemed  by  the  General 
Manager  that  such  alternatives  exist  and  to  complete  the  above 
facilities,  which  said  sum  shall  be  inserted  in  said  bond 
issue;  and,  be  it  further 

"RESOLVED,  That  schematic  and  preliminary  plans  for  each  of 
these  facilities  be  prepared  forthwith  out  of  operating  funds 
as  they  become  available  on  a  priority  basis  as  shall  be  deter- 
mined hereinafter  by  this  Commission,  accelerating  the  con- 
struction of  said  facilities  upon  the  approval  of  said  bond 
issue;  and,  be  it  further 

"RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  rescinds  its  aforesaid 
Resolution  No.  65-0336  of  Hay  4,  1965." 


Commissioner  Stack  then  completed  reading  his  statement  which  stated: 

"I  further  submit  these  recommendations  for  supplemental 
action  by  this  Commission. 

"1.  Establish  forthwith  a  Department  of  Planning  and  Develop- 
ment for  ^an  Erancisco  International  xirport. 

"2.  Urgently  request  the  Division  of  highways  of  the  State 
of  California  to  engineer  and  widen  the  three-lane  stretch 
of  Bayshore  Ereeway  from  the  Army  Street  Overpass  to  the 
International  Inn  in  South  San  Francisco,  a  distance  of 
eleven  miles;  and  to  further  engineer  and  construct  an  im- 
proved cloverleaf  entry  to  the  airport  from  Bayshore  Freeway. 

"3.  Investigate  the  possibility  ox  using  Gas  Tax  Funds  — 
both  state  and  Federal  — -  to  develop  an  airport  roadway 
system,  compatible  with  the  development  of  the  Airport." 


Commissioner  Stack  then  moved  adoption  of  Resolution  No.  65-0436 
as  read.     Commissioner  White  seconded. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  called  for  discussion. 

James  K.  Carr,  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  stated  he  had 
read  the  resolution  and  checked  with  the  Public  Utilities  Counsel; 
the  resolution  appeared  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Charter. 
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John  E..  Barricklo,  Deputy  City  Attorney,  then  advised  the  resolution 
met  all  the  legal  requirements. 

Mr.  Carr  questioned  the  meaning  of  the  third  resolve.     He  said  he 
assumed  it  gave  him  and  staff  the  opportunity  to  include  not  only  the 
interim  cargo  facilities  but  also  other  facilities  which  may  he 
necessary. 

All  required  airport  facilities  are  to  be  included, stated  Commissioner 
Stack. 

Mr,  Carr  summarized  stating  in  his  opinion  the  Commission's  resolution 
would  authorize  him  and  his  staff  to  proceed  as  rapidly  as  possible 
with  the  understanding  that  each  item  would  be  submitted  to  the  Com- 
mission for  specific  approval.     The  resolLition  gives  authority  to 
proceed  with  a  bond  issue  n  :rt  year.     Mr.  Car":  emphasized  the  need 
for  and  importance  of  a  downtown  heliport.     He  said  he  would  be  in 
Washington  next  week  to  discuss  with  the  Undersecretary  of  the  Navy 
the  release  of  a  Navy  barge  for  use  as  a  heliport. 

The  planning  and  development  section  at  the  airport,  as  mentioned  by 
Commissioner  ~»tack,  is  being  worked  on  by  himself  and  Mr-  George 
Hansen,  General  Manager,  airport  Department,  and,  said  Mr.  Carr,  a 
recommendation  is  being  preparced  for  the  Commission's  consideration. 

Inasmuch  as  Commissioner  Stack's  three  broad  recommendations  were 
outside  of  the  scope  of  the  Special  Meeting,  Mr.  Carr  stated  they 
were  things  for  him  to  explore,  rather  than  a  pavt  of  today's  action. 
He  said  he  believed  that  staff  could  no-'  ^ove  ahead  and  also  prepare 
for  the  submission  of  a  bond  issue  in  1966. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  thanked  Mr.  Carr.  for  his  explanation. 

The  Commission  then  granted  Mr.  Charles  D.  Miller,  representing  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  privilege  of  the  floor. 

Mr.  Miller  impressed  upon  the  Commission  the  urgency  of  the  matter 
and  congratulated  the  Commission  on  the  step  taken. 

Mr.  Emanuel  A.  Mayer,  Chairman  of  the  Public  Utilities  Committee  of 
the  Grand  Jury,  expressed  surprise  at  postponement  of  the  bond  issue 
until  next  year.     However,  he  urged  the  Commission  to  propose  a  bond 
issue  of  sufficient  size  to  accomplish  all  the  improvements  needed  at 
the  airport.     Mr.  Mayer  estimat  d  this  would  be  in  excess  of 
$75,000,000. 

Commissioner  Stack  assured  all  present  that  the  1966  bond  issue  would 
be  all-encompassing.     The  exact  cost  is  unknown  and  may  be  as  esti- 
mated by  Mr.  Mayer  or  perhaps  more.     He  pointed  out  that  if  a  bond 
issue  were  voted  upon  and  passed  in  1965  construction  could  not  be 
started  until  mid  1966.     3y  requesting  that  plans  and  certain  con- 
struction be  paid  from  airport  operating  funds  as  available,  there 
will  be  an  acceleration  of  construction.     Commissioner  Stack  em- 
phasized the  necessity  of  talcing  action  immediately. 

Mr.  Pickle  complimented  the  Commission  stating  that  he  thought  it 
was  working  in  the  right  direction.     He  urged  that  work  be  done  from 
available  funds  and  a  bond  issue  proposed  in  1966. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  thanked  everyone  for  their  comments. 
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Mr.  Carr  remarked  that  the  proposed  resolution,  passed  in  the  manner 
in  which  it  is  now  written,  would  give  him  authority  to  proceed  with 
the  interim  cargo  facilities,  the  most  critical  area.     The  other  part, 
the  preparation  of  certain  schematic  and  diagrammatic  plans  are  also 
authorized.     This  action  will  allow  a  good  administrative  and  engi- 
neering job  to  be  done,  said  Mr.  Carr. 

Mr.  Rushton  observed  that  on  the  Grand  Jury's  recent  visit  to  the 
airport  they  saw  the  construction  work  now  under  way.     He  noted  that 
the  airport  was  one  of  the  busiest  in  the  nation.     No  matter  how  much 
we  improve  the  airport,  said  Ur.  Rushton,  there  will  always  be  need 
for  further  improvements  due  to  growth  and  progressive  change.  He 
urged  early  completion  of  the  work  contemplated  and  the  submission  of 
a  bond  issue  in  1966,  pointing  out  that  the  sooner  the  work  is  done 
the  less  expensive  it  will  be. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  then  thanked  Mr.  Rushton  for  expression  of 
confidence .

00 
arising  out  of  a  Municipal  Railway  accident. 


With,  regard  to  the  proposed  barber  shop  lease,  Resolution  No.  65-0444- , 
George  F,  Hansen,  Airport  General  Manager,   explained  that  the  term  of 
the  lease  was  for  a  period  of  ten  years,  with  provision  for  two  five- 
extensions,  that  the  biddable  percentage  had  been  raised  to 
per  cent,  and  that  $15,000  was  to  be  expended  in  the  South  Ter- 
and  when  the  successful  bidder  took  over  the  Central  Terminal 
r  shop  a  minimum  investment  of  £6, 500.00  would  be  sufficient  to 
ruct  new  facilities  in  the  Central  Terminal. 
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0.  L,  Moore,  General  Manager,  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  explained 
that  the  reroofing  to  be  done  under  Airport  Contract  Ho.  413  was  the 
first  of  the  reroofing  of  the  original  piers  constructed  at  the 
Central  Terminal.     In  the  near  future  another  contract  for  reroofing 
on  Fier  C  would  be  put  out  to  bid,  he  informed  the  Commission. 

Commissioner  White  asked  Mr.  Moore  to  investigate  the  possibility  of 
repairing  the  roof  of  the  Pan  American  pier  in  the  new  South  Termi- 
nal,    Commissioner  White  pointed  out  that  during  last  winter's  rains 
the  water  on  the  roof  did  not  drain  properly,  apparently  due  to  no 
or  very  little  pitch.    Mr.  Moore  stated  that  there  were  some  problems 
on  Pier  D  and  .Pier  G  and  that  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  was  now 
planning  improvements  with  the  General  Manager  of  the  Airport  Depart- 
ment . 


Mr.  Moore  explained  that  the  C70,000  requested  for  Industrial  Waste 
Studies  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport  was  to  provide  for 
employment  of  a  consultant  to  prepare  a  Master  Flan  for  disposal  of 
industrial  waste  at  the  airport  and  for  some  services  of  the  Airport 
Department  and  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  personnel  in  this  con- 
nection.    Mr.  Moore  expected  that  the  study  would  be  completed  in 
about  eight  months. 


In  reference  to  Resolution  To.  65-0450  authorizing  occupancy  of 
certain  space  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport  under  Space 
rermit,  A.  J.  Kaiser,  Regional  Manager  of  Properties,  United  Air 
Lines,  was  present  and  explained  that  United  had  been  occupying 
space  in  the  old  Fan  /American  base  mainly  for  the  storage  of  materi- 
als^ This  arrangement  was  temporary  and  had  allowed  them  greater 
flexibility  while  they  were  engaged  in  changing  seats  in  their  air- 
craft . 
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In  reference  to  Resolution  No.  65-04-51  designating  the  areas  current- 
ly used  for  automobile  valet  parking  service  at  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport  by  Barrett  Garages,  Inc.,  Nr.  Hansen  explained  this 
was  a  formality.     The  City  Attorney  considered  it  advisable  to  con- 
firm in  writing  to  Barrett  the  space  he  has  and  is  to  use  for  park- 
ing, and  recommended  that  this  should  be  in  resolution  form  rather 
than  by  letter. 

Responding  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Greenberg,  Mr.  Hansen 
replied  that  the  Barrett  contract  expires  when  the  airport  parking 
garage  opens  for  operation. 


Resolution  No.  65-0452,  confirming  award  by  the  Director  of  Property 
for  the  Lease  of  Garage  and  Parking  Lots  at  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport  to  St.  Mary's  Square  Garage,  Inc.,  as  the  highest 
responsible  bidder,  was  then  discussed  by  the  Commission. 

Commission  Secretary  James  J.  Finn  read  Director  of  Property  Philip  L. 
Rezos'   letter  of  June  10,  1965  notifying  the  Commission  of  the  award 
of  the  lease  to  St.  Mary's  Square  Garage  and  requesting  the  Commis- 
sion to  confirm  the  award. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  asked  if  the  new  lessee  could  take  over  the 
parking  lot  and  valet  parking  immediately.     Mr.  Finn  answered  "no," 
that  under  the  provisions  of  the  lease  the  new  operator  would  take 
over  the  day  the  garage  is  put  into  operation:.  . 

It  was  pointed  out  by  Messrs.  Hansen  and  Finn  that  the  airport 
management  would  cooperate  with  the  successful  bidder  and  was  willing 
to  meet  with  him  at  his  convenience  in  order  to  facilitate  the 
assumption  of  the  operation  by  St.  Mary's  Square  Garage,  Inc. 

Commissioner  Stack  then  asked  for  the  planned  starting  date  for  the 
garage  operation. 

Mr.  Moore  answered  that  he  had  had  some  indication  from  Mr.  S.  Onorato 
of  St.  Mary's  Square  Garage,  Inc.,  that  it  might  be  difficult  for 
him  to  prepare  the  facilities  he  has  to  install  to  meet  the  August  15 
completion  date.     Mr.  Moore  went  on  to  say  he  had  received  some  in- 
formation from  the  City's  contractor  that  he  may  have  trouble  getting 
ready  for  August  15.     Mr.  Moore  said  he  thought  that  City    would  have 
to  sit  down  with  the  contractor  and  Mr.  Onorato  and  establish  a  date. 

In  answer  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Stack,  Mr.  Moore  replied 
that  the  original  contract  completion  date  was  July  7,  1965. 

Commissioner  Stack  then  asked  if  this  extensive  delay,  which  could  be 
anticipated  to  run  into  September,  was  due  to  modifications  made  at 
the  request  of  City  or  whether  it  was  due  to  the  inability  of  the 
contractor  to  meet  the  construction  schedule. 

Mr.  Moore  replied  that  there  had  been  a  few  modifications  and  there 
are  still  some  minor  modifications  pending.     These  minor  modifica- 
tions should  not  affect  the  operation  of  the  garage  but  it  means  that 
the  contractor  will  be  around  after  the  start  of  parking  operations. 
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In  connection  with  the  moving  ramps  and  sidewalks,  Mr.  Moore  stated, 
he  was  still  unable  to  obtain  any  commitment  from  those  contractors 
relative  to  a  firm  completion  date. 

Commissioner  Stack  stated  that  it  was  his  understanding  that  when 
the  contracts  were  let  for  the  moving  ramps  and  sidewalks  that  there 
was  a  specific  time  in  which  the  jobs  were  to  be  completed.  He 
stated  that  it  was  his  thought  it  was  clearly  understood  that  the 
ramps  were  to  be  completed  for  the  opening  of  the  garage. 

Mr.  Moore  stated  the  moving  ramps  should  be  completed  by  August  22, 
although  he  could  not  get  a  firm  commitment  from  Stephens -Adams on, 
the  contractor.     For  the  moving  sidewalks,  the  present  completion 
date  is  October  19. 

Mr.  Stack  asked  if  a  penalty  clause  was  contained  in  the  contracts, 
to  which  Mr.  Moore  replied  in  the  affirmative.     Mr.  Moore  stated  in 
connection  with  the  Stephens-Adamson  installation  the  contractor  has 
advised  on  many  occasions  that  he  was  having  a  lot  of  difficulty  in 
obtaining  experienced  workers. 

Mr.  Finn  suggested  the  possibility  of  a  meeting  with  Mr.  Onorato  of 
St.  Mary's  Square  Garage,  Inc.  so  that  they  may  make  their  installa- 
tions as  rapidly  as  possible.     The  sidewalks  and  ramps  would  not 
interfere  with  the  installations  to  be  made  by  Mr.  Onorato.  Mr. 
Moore  emphasized  that  the  absence  of  the  sidewalks  and  ramps  would 
not  interfere  with  the  opening  of  the  garage. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  Mr.  Moore  if  he  could  pin  down  an  opening 
date  and  stick  to  it,  so  as  to  be  prepared  for  the  influx  of  travel 
that  normally  follows  the  opening  of  school  in  September.     Mr.  Moore 
said  he  thought  he  could  pin  the  contractor  down — that  the  contract- 
or has  not  stated  definitely  that  the  garage  won't  be  ready  to  start 
operation  August  15.     He  thought  it  would  be  helpful  to  sit  down 
with  the  contractor  and  Mr,  Onorato  and  establish  mutually  an 
opening  date.     Commissioner  Stack  asked  if  such  a  meeting  could  be 
arranged  and  decision  reached  within  the  next  seven  days,  and  a 
report  brought  to  the  Commission  at  the  June  22nd  meeting.  Mr. 
Moore  stated  he  thought  insofar  as  the  contractor  was  concerned  this 
could  be  done. 

Mr.  S.  Onorato  of  St.  Mary's  Square  Garage,  Inc.,  who  was  present, 
asked  several  questions  about  the  areas  in  which  the  moving  ramps 
and  elevators  and  moving  sidewalks  will  operate,  and  the  pedestrian 
areas . 

He  pointed  out  that  the  people  from  the  roof  level  cannot  go  to  the 
ground  level  unless  they  use  the  elevator  or  the  ramp;  unless  there 
were  means  of  bringing  people  from  the  parking  decks  to  the  bottom 
floor  of  the  garage  there  would  be  an  adverse  affect  upon  the 
operating  efficiency  of  the  garage,  as  well  as  acceptance  by  the 
public.     If  the  speed  ramps  and  elevators  were  not  completed,  Mr. 
Onorato  stated,  the  public  would  have  to  be  asked  to  use  the  stair- 
ways.    Anything  that  could  be  done  to  accelerate  the  completion  of 
the  speed  ramps  between  the  floors,  and  the  moving  sidewalks,  would 
be  a  boon  to  the  garage  operator,  the  airport,  and  the  public. 

At  this  point  Commissioner  White  asked  of  Mr.  Onorato  if  he  was 
suggesting  that  he  would  rather  have  everything  in  working  order 
before  he  accepts  the  responsibility  for  the  garage  operation.  Mr, 
Onorato  replied  that  this  would  be  most  desirable.     He  then  went  on 
to  point  out  some  of  the  problems  that  could  occur  during  the  tran- 
sition period. 
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Commenting  on  the  valet  parking,  Commissioner  White  stated  it  was 
his  recommendation  that  the  valet  parking  lot  fence  be  built  higher 
for  security  purposes  and  have  proper  supervision  so  keys  would  not 
have  to  be  removed  from  parked  cars  and  other  necessary  steps  be 
taken  to  speed  up  valet  parking  service.     Mr,  Finn  pointed  out  that 
these  were  operational  problems  and  would  be  worked  out  between 
management  and  Mr,  Onorato  within  the  purvue  of  the  lease  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Commission. 

Commissioner  Stack  at  this  point  then  requested  that  staff  study  the 
problem,  meet  with  the  contractors  and  report  back  to  the  Commission 
by  next  meeting*     If  the  basis  contract  which  was  originally  to  be 
completed  by  July  7>  1965  was  to  be  completed  by  August  15  or 
September  1,  1965>  the  Commission  should  be  informed  of  the  antici- 
pated completion  date  and  given  the  reasons  for  the  delay. 


Michael  Trayner,  Esquire     and  William  W,  Godward,  Esquire,  of  the 
law  firm  of  Cooley,  Crowley,  Gaither,  Godward,  Castro  and  Huddleson, 
appeared  on  behalf  of  Healy  Tibbitts  Construction  Company  in  refer- 
ence to  Resolution  No,  65-0453  accepting  final  completion  of  HHWS 
Contract  No,  564,  granting  an  extension  of  50  calendar  days  and 
denying  the  requested  extension  of  96  calendar  days  for  which  liqui- 
dated damages  of  $24,000  are  assessed. 

At  the  request  of  the  Commission,  Mr.  Moore  explained  the  reasons 
for  granting  the  50  calendar  days  extension;  the  starting  date,  time 
allowed  and  original  completion  date  of  the  contract;  the  procedures 
followed  in  obtaining  necessary  permits  from  the  Army  Corps  of 
Engineers,  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation,  the  State  of  California  and 
its  agencies.     He  then  stated  that  it  was  his  opinion  if  the  con- 
tractor had  started  and  worked  from  both  sides  of  the  river  the  work 
could  have  been  completed  in  time, 

Mr,  Godward,  representing  Healy  and  Tibbitts,  was  then  granted  the 
privilege  of  the  floor. 

Mr.  Godward  objected  to  the  assessment  of  liquidated  damages,  then 
made  a  brief  statement  in  connection  with  his  client's  damage  claim. 
He  said  the  claim  had  been  amended  from  $75,000  to  $111,000. 

Commissioner  Stack  pointed  out  that  the  damage  claim  had  no  bearing 
on  the  resolution  before  the  Commission,  The  claim  for  damages  had 
been  referred  to  the  City  Attorney  in  compliance  with  required  City 
procedures . 

Mr.  Godward  continued,  averring  the  damage  claim  did  not  involve 
delay  -  but  was  for  breach  of  contract  and  the  same  principle  ran  to 
the  liquidated  damages.     He  alleged  that  certain  permits  to  cross 
the  river  were  not  forthcoming  until  late  in  May,  1964.     He  said 
there  was     some  disagreement  as  to  the  facts  involved.     There  were 
two  different  sections  in  the  contract  referring  to  the  river 
crossing.     It  was  necessary  for  the  contractor  to  cross  the  river, 
the  island  in  the  middle  and  the  highway.     In  addition  to  the  permits 
for  the  river  crossing,  permits  were  needed  from  the  State  Highway 
Department  to  cross  the  highway.     Permission  for  the  highway  crossing 
was  not  forthcoming  until  July,  1964, 
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Mr.  Godward  went  on  to  advis^  the  Commission  it  was  his  client's 
position  that,  under  the  contract,  they  were  entitled  to  start  at  one 
side  of  the  river,  move  across  the  river,  the  island,  the  highway, 
and  on  to  completion.     They  feel  they  ar^  entitled  to  the  extension 
of  96  calendar  days  and  protested  the  ass^ssm^nt  of  liquidated 
damages.     There  was  some  disagreement  between  the  Contractor  and  City 
as  to  dates  involved. 

Mr.  Hooro  explained  the  highway  situation  stating  that  no  permit  was 
needed  to  build  the  short  detour  road.     He  said  the  contractor 
started  work  on  this  on  February  13,  1964  and  completed  it  on  July  6, 
1964.     In  a  period  of  five  months  the  contractor  worked  less  than  two 
months,  i.e.,  55  days.     Upon  completion  of  this  it  was  necessary  to 
obtain  permission  from  the  State  Highway  Commission.     However,  this 
permission  was  given  immediately. 

Mr.  Moore  said  all  of  his  dates  were  confirmed  in  the  field  by  his 
inspectors  and  substantiated  in  the  department's  records. 

Commissioner  Simon  abstained  from  voting  inasmuch  as  Mr.  Godward  is 
also  his  attorney. 


Mr.  Finn,  Acting  General  Manager,  reported  on  the  status  of  Japan  Air 
Lines'  request  to  serve  Hew  York.     Last  fall  Japan  Air  Lines  had 
asked  the  State  Department  for  permission  to  serve  Nov/  York.     At  that 
time  State  apparently  had  advised  Japan  ;lir  Lines  that  they  would 
have  to  surrender  their  stop  at  San  Francisco.     Mr.  Carr,  at  the 
request  of  Mayor  Shelley,  flew  to  Washington  and  the  matter  was  put 
to  rest.     Reading  from  a  newspaper  clipping,  Mr.  Finn  said  the  sub- 
ject was  again  under  a  discussion.     Japanese  representatives  have 
gone  on  record  stating  that  giving  up  San  Francisco  as  a  port  of 
entry  was  unthinkable .     Mr.  Carr,  before  leaviir    for  Washington  yes- 
terday, was  awaro  of  the  entire  problem  and  would  contact  State  De- 
partment and  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  officials  and  present  .jan 
Francisco's  position. 


Departmental  Report 


Mr.  Anderson  submitted  the  monthly  report  of  the  Municipal  Railway. 
He  then  reminded  the  Commission  that  the  Northern  California  Transit 
Demonstration  Project  origin  and  destination  survey  was  in  progress 
today.     Questionnaires  were  being  distributed  by  Municipal  Railway 
operators  to  all  patrons  who  paid  a  15  cent  fare.     Mr.  Anderson 
recommended  Mr.  Robert  Rockwell,  Public  Relations  Assistant  Director, 
for  his  fine  work  in  informing  the  newspapers ,  radio  and  television. 

Mr.  Anderson  reported  that  there  was  a  short  in  the  motor  No.  1  at 
the  cable  car  barn.     There  was  no  interruption  in  service  as  the  load 
was  switched  to  motor  No,  2. 

Mr.  Finn  pointed  out  that  this  was  a  motor  that  had  been  in  service 
a  number  of  years. 
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At  this  point  Commissioner  Stack  noted  that  Municipal  Railway  bus 
driver  Edgar  Furbush  rescued  a  woman  from  a  burning  apartment  on  last 
Friday,     On  motion  by  Commissioner  Stack,  seconded  by  Commissioner 
White,  the  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted:

WHEREAS,  Edgar  Furbush,  3104— Ilotorman,  Hunicipal  Railway,  while 
off  duty  was  returning  to  his  residence  at  135  Capp  Street,  3an  Fran-

WHEREAS,  He  did  see  and  observe  said  residence  enveloped  in 
flames;  and 

WHEREAS,  Knowing  the  residence  to  be  occupied,  he  with  complete 
disregard  for  his  own  safety  did  race  into  the  burning  building 
which  had  become  a  raging  inferno;  and 

WHEREAS,  Furbush  did  drag  to  safety  the  unconscious  and  badly 
burned  Mrs.  Doris  Zellcr,  suffering  burns  to  his  hands  and  face; 
therefore ,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  in  recognition  of  Edgar  Furbush 's 
heroic  deed,  does  hereby  commend  him  for  bravery  and  resourcefulness 
in  saving  the  life  of  Mrs.  Doris  Zeller;  and,  be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Secretary  and  Assistant  General  Manager  be 
and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  present  a  suitable  copy  of  this  resolu- 
tion to  Mr.  Furbush  as  a  token  of  the  esteem  in  which  he  is  held  by 
this  Commission. 


Public  Utilities  Counsel  Bourne  then  reported  that  the  City  Attorney 
had  filed  an  anti-trust  action  in  the  United  States  District  Court 
against  a  number  of  pipe  manufacturers.     The  suit  was  filed  on 
June  10,  1965  and  involved  some  1,20, 000, 000  worth  of  low  pressure 
and  high  pressure  pipes  purchased  by  City. 

Commissioner  Stack  observed  that  during  the  past  the  newspapers 
carried  a  story  that  BARTD  faced  a  .problem  in  the  disposal  of  earth 
from  the  Market  Street  subway.     He  asked  if  Mr.  Moore  could  investi- 
gate the  possible  use  of  it  as  fill  for  the  development  of  Cargo  City 
at  the  Airport. 


He  then  directed  the  members  of  the  Commission  to  submit  their  vaca- 
tion schedules  for  the  rest  of  the  summer  to  the  Secretary  and  Assist- 
ant General  Manager  to  assure  the  presence  of  a  quorum  during  the 
next  few  months. 

Commissioner  Stack  then  suggested  the  Commission  give  consideration 
to  meeting  every  other  week  during  the  months  of  July  and  August. 
The  Commission  concurred  with  the  suggestion  and  directed  Mr.  Finn  to 
prepare  and  submit  a  resolution  to  carry  out  this  suggestion  for  the 
meeting  of  June  22,  1965.

If  this  arrangement  proved  satisfactory  then  the  Commission  might 
consider  meeting  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesday  of  every  month  in  the 
future,  said  Commissioner  otack. 


Commissioner  Stack  complimented  Mr.  Finn  and  his  staff  on  the  improve- 
ment in  the  format  of  the  calendar.

The  0  &  D  Survey  is  the  first  phase  of  a  comprehensive  study 
by  the  Northern  California  Demonstration  Project  which  includes 
A-C  Transit  and  BARTD  as  well  as  the  Muni  6 

Preparation  for  the  June  15th  0  &  D  Survey  was  in  itself  a 
sizable  project. 

Orientation  meetings  were  held  with  over  125  supervisory  and 
office     personnel.     The  Schedule  Department  estimated  the  number 
of  0  &  D  cards  required  for  each  transit  vehicle  scheduled 
during  the  course  of  the  day.     These  were  placed  in  survey  kit 
envelopes  on  which  were  printed  complete  instructions  for 
guidance  of  operators.     The  survey  kit  also  included  a  special 
form  with  the  leaving  time  of  each  trip  having  been  filled  in 
by  Schedule  Department  personnel.     The  form  also  provides  space 
for  operators  to  fill  in  card  serial  numbers  on  each  trip. 
These  were  packed  in  boxes  and  delivered  to  each  division  by 
truck. 

Additionally  a  special  message  to  operators  on  the  0  &  D  Survey 
by  the  G-enerai  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  was  distributed  to 
operators  with  their  paychecks  on  June  10, 

Window  posters  for  transit  equipment  were  prepared  by  Simpson  & 
Curtin  and  posted  to  give  advance  notice  to  patrons  pertaining 
to  the  transit  survey.     These  were  replaced  early  on  the  morning 
of  June  15  by  a  second  poster,   "Remember  —  Today  Is  Survey  Day" 
and  requesting  patrons  nto  help  us  plan  better  transit  service 
for  you!i .     jilsoj   "Transit  Survey  Today"  signs  were  placed  on  the 
exterior  of  all  transit  vehicles.     "Take-One"  boxes  were  re- 
labeled for  the  day  "Please  Drop  Completed  Survey  Cards  in  This 
Box".     The  cards  could  also  be  returned  to  the  operator  or  maile 
with  prepaid  postage. 

The  Municipal  Railway  Public  Relations  Department  prepared  in- 
formational releases  through  the  press,  ny,   and  radio,  request- 
ing the  cooperation  of  patrons  in  the  survey. 
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CABLE  DIVISION  PROJECTS; 

Work  is  in  progress  to  enlarge  the  locker  room  adjacent  to  the 
operators5  gilley  room  on  the  upper  floor  at  the  Washington- 
Mason  Carhouse.     This  project  should  be  completed  within  a  week* 

Extensive  repairs  were  made  to  the  double  10-foot  diameter 
sheaves  for  the  California  line  located  in  the  tunnel  area  at 
the  Cable  Machinery  Plant,     The  bearings  and  shaft  were  badly 
worn,  having  been  in  service  since  1957 *     A  new  bronze  bearing 
was  made  for  the  lower  sheave;  the  upper  bearing  was  remachined;

WHAT  IS  WRONG  WITH  THE  PRESENT  ROUTINCS?  Particularly  in  the 
older  (but  not  necessarily  the  larger)  cities  the  original  transit  service  was  fur- 
nished by  streetcars.  Two  or  more  competing  streetcar  operations  frequently 
paralleled  each  other.  Even  after  these  were  combined  into  one  system,  the 
original  routes  were  maintained. 

WHEN  THE  MOTOR  BUS  first  came  into  the  picture,  they  still  ran  along  the 
same  routes.  Result:  Too  many  transit  lines  lacking  proper  spacing,  directness 
and  service  effectiveness. 

SERVICE  IMPROVEMENTS  WILL  RESULT  from  a  routing  study,  indirect 
routes  straightened,  better  streets  chosen  to  reduce  running  time.  Routes 
too  closely  spaced  can  be  rearranged  making  more  frequent  headways  possible. 

SUCH  REARRANGEMENT  can  help  accomplish  these  goals:  reduced  running 
time  .  .  .  reduced  vehicle  hours  .  .  .  reduced  vehicle  miles  .  .  .  reduced 
maximum  number  of  scheduled  vehicles.  This  means  reduced  man-hours  which 
run  from  $9,000  to  $11,000  per  vehicle  anum  (including  fringe  benefits). 

TO  ACHIEVE  THE  MINIMUM  OPERATING  REQUIREMENT  for  both 
vehicles  and  vehicle  hours,  transit  routes  must  be: 

( 1 )  Direct  with  a  minimum  of  turns. 

(2)  Evenly  spaced  varying  upward  from  a  half  mile  to  a  mile,  but  not  less 
than  a  quarter  of  a  mile,  except  downtown  and  unusually  dense  population  areas. 

(3)  Planned  with  express  service  keyed  to  local  service— avoiding  duplications. 

(4)  Designed  so  that  shuttle  service  for  outlying  lines  permits  better  headways 
(adjusting  for  any  transfer  charges ).  Though  progress  has  been  made  in  achieving 
these  objectives  there  are  still  many  instances  where  transit  routings  date  back 
to  the  turn  of  the  century.  It  need  not  be  so.  For  today,  the  motor  bus  provides 
complete  flexibility;  changes  require  no  capital  costs. 

SOME  PASSENGERS  MAY  COMPLAIN,  but  if  properly  worked  out,  routing 
will  benefit  most  riders.  The  plan  must  be  justified  by:  adequate  traffic  cheeks 
.  .  .  questionnaire  surveys  .  .  .  carefully  documented  publicity.  It  helps  to  have  the 
approval  of  someone  unbiased,  as  motives  of  the  operator  may  be  suspect. 

TO  MEET  THE  GOAL  OF  DIRECT  ROUTES,  cooperation  of  proper  city 
officials  is  needed.  If  a  street  can  be  widened  .  .  .  repaved  ...  a  jog  removed  .  .  . 


There  is  no  single 
balm  to  heal  all  the 
ailments  of  transit 
in  the  city.

corner  curb  cut  back,  operating  conditions  can  be  improved,  average  speed  in- 
creased and  accident  hazards  reduced. 

SOME  OPERATORS  LOOP  ALL  ROUTES  in  the  CBD.  This  increases  vehicle 
congestion  if  routes  overlap;  or  passenger  inconvenience  if  they  do  not.  Through- 
routes  bring  the  disadvantages  of:  extra  costs  if  two  legs  are  not  well  balanced 
.  .  .  some  routes  that  are  too  long. 

One  advantage  of  through-routing  is  that  it  increases  gathering  and  distributing 
areas  of  the  routes  in  the  CBD  without  duplicating  mileage.  Too  many  CBD 
terminal  loops  are  too  small  causing  congested  rush  hour  loading  of  the  limited 
gathering  areas.  But  there  is  usually  a  "golden  mean,"  producing  the  best  results 
servicewise  and  moneywise.  If  routing  changes  interfere  with  existing  fare  collec- 
tion or  structure,  it  is  usually  profitable  to  give  balanced  routing  preference. 

WHERE  TWO  OR  MORE  ROUTES  UTILIZE  a  common  street  the  combined 
headway  is  to  be  uniform.  Too  common  are  examples  like  this:  Nine  buses  an  hour 
using  a  common  street  (average  of  6-2/3  minute  headway)  actually  result  in 
headways  ranging  from  0  to  12  minutes. 

While  shuttle  or  feeder  service  is  somewhat  unsatisfactory  because  a  change  of 
vehicle  is  required,  it  is  sometimes  used  to  provide  closer  headways  on  split 
routes.  Inconvenience  of  transfer  is  minimized  by  shelters  at  transfer  points 
and  strict  synchronization  of  schedules. 

EXPRESS  SERVICE  operating  independently  of  local  service  results  in  over- 
servicing  the  outer  ends  of  routes.  When  express  vehicles  furnish  all  service  be- 
yond a  given  point  with  local  service  short-routed  to  the  edge  of  the  express  zone, 
some  rush  hour  vehicles  can  be  saved. 

Such  consolidated  service  requires  very  complete  data  as  to  vehicle  loadings  at 
each  stop.  Problems  such  as  varying  of  potentialities  between  different  routes 
or  premium  fare  charge  for  express  service  can  be  resolved. 

SCHEDULING  MUST  BE  CONSIDERED  in  the  light  of  labor  contract  pro- 
visions and  every  effort  must  be  made  to  avoid  penalty  for  time  paid  but  not 
worked.  At  the  same  time  a  transit  system  must  provide  service  that  is  convenient 
and  satisfactory  to  the  traveling  public.  Rider  appeal,  after  all,  can  justify  the  cost 
of  a  little  added  service  and  sometimes  even  a  major  cost  can  be  justified  if  it 
attracts  business. 

THE  PUBLIC  MUST  ALSO  BE  SERVED  in  determining  headways.  It  is  much 
better  to  set  headways  at  even  divisions  of  an  hour— 5,  6,  10,  12,  15,  20,  or  30 
minutes— so  that  most  times  riders  will  know  the  bus  is  due  at  a  given  point  at 
certain  times,  past  the  hour.  This  simplifies  preparation  of  public  timetables. 

THROUGH-ROUTING  AND  INTERLINING  vehicles  can  secure  better  vehicle 
utilization.  Both  of  these  are  advantageous  on  short  routes  to  avoid  excessive  lay- 
over times.  Extremely  short  routes  make  efficient  utilization  of  vehicles  difficult 
because  of  minimum  lay-over  times  specified  in  labor  contracts. 

ONE  OF  THE  POOREST  WAYS  to  resolve  routing  conflicts  is  to  rely  on  fare- 
box  revenues  per  vehicle  mile.  Shuttles  or  feeders  with  low  revenues,  because  of 
transfers,  may  be  carrying  respectable  passenger  loads.  Long  routes  may  look 
good  on  paper  in  spite  of  being  weakened  by  earnings  dilution  from  the  outer 
ends  which  may  need  tailoring. 

The  only  way  to  determine  whether  a  route  or  route-section  is  worth  its  salt  is  to 
make  the  actual  trip  checks  as  to  number  of  passengers  being  carried. 

EACH  SYSTEM  HAS  ITS  OWN  PROBLEMS  which  must  be  worked  out  through 
a  study  of  local  conditions.  Such  a  study  pays  dual  dividends: 

1.  Actual  saving  in  operating  costs. 

2.  Service  improvements  leading  to  additional  riding. 

On  a  typical  transit  system  an  increase  in  patronage  of  one  passenger  per  half 
(one-way)  trip  will  produce  a  3%  to  4%  increase  in  revenues.

174  and 
176,  were  put  over  one  week  when  Commissioner  White  submitted  a  let- 
ter dated  June  22,  addressed  to  him,  from  the  San  Francisco  Electri- 
cal Contractors  -  .ssociation,  which  letter  in  effect  stated  that 
Lease-Lite  Corporation  did  not  have  sufficient  experience  in  main- 
tenance of  electrical  wiring  systems  to  perform  the  work  under  3LHP 
Contract  No.  176 — liaintenance  and  Repair  of  City-Owned  Street  Light- 
ing System  Fiscal  Year  1965-1966.     The  Electrical  Contractors  Associ- 
ation suggested  that  the  Commission  carefully  evaluate  the  information- 
contained  in  its  letter  before  any  contract  was  awarded. 


Commissioner  White  remarked  several  dignitaries  from  all  over  the 
world  will  be  at  the  California  Palace  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  on 
Thursday  of  this  week  to  attend  a  reception  by  the  City  in  connection 
with  the  United  Nations  commemorative  meetings.     The  other  day  he 
noticed  there  were  two  places  on  the  road  in  front  of  this  building 
where  work  had  been  done  and  repaving  was  not  in  place.    He  suggested 
that  Arthur  K#  Erye ,  Jr.,  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer,  San 
Francisco  Water  Department,  investigate  and  have  the  paving  replaced 
if  a   /ater  Department  responsibility,  otherwise  inform  the  proper 
department  of  the  defect. 


In  reference  to  the  award  of  the  Vending  Hachine  Agreement  to  Given  17. 
Borden,  dba  Freeco  Services,  George  P.  Negri,  Accounts  Bureau  Direct- 
or, stated  that  the  last  fiscal  year  City  received  ','3689  from  vending 
machine  operations.     With  the  same  amount  of  business  under  the  new 
contract  City  is  estimated  to  receive  a  minimum  of  ^8900. 

Commissioner  Simon  complimented  Nr.  Negri  on  his  fine  work  in  this 
respect.     I'lr.  Negri  replied  it  was  only  at  the  insistence  of  Commis- 
sioner Simon  that  the  whole  vending  machine  operation  was  reviewed 
and  the  results  should  be  credited  to  the  Commissioner.     The  Commis- 
sion as  a  whole  commended  Commissioner  Simon  and  Nr.  Negri  for  their 
work  in  developing  the  vending  machine  lease. 


Regarding  Resolution  No.  65-04-89,  authorizing  the  departments  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  construct, 
reconstruct  or  repair  utilities  or  other  public  works  or  improvements 
estimated  to  cost  less  than  -5»000,  Commissioner  White  stated  that 
he  wished  it  understood  that  approval  of  this  resolution  would  not 
grant  a  license  to  the  departments  to  go  into  the  contracting  busi- 
ness and  compete  with  the  general  contractors.     Commissioner  White 
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emphasized  it  was  not  the  intent  of  this  resolution  to  allow  the 
departments  to  perform  contracts  in  the  $2,000  to  ^5»000  range  unless 
it  was  a  matter  of  necessity  and  the  department  had  prior  approval  of 
the  General  Manager  of  Fublic  Utilities.     The  Commission  unanimously 
agreed  with  Commissioner  White  in  support  of  his  position  and  direct- 
ed that  the  departments  he  so  informed. 


Resolution  ITo.  65-04-90,  setting  the  dates  for  regular  meetings  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  for  the  months  of  July  and  August,  1965. 
Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  P.  Bourne  in  reply  to  a  Commission 
question  informed  the  Commission  that  there  was  no  legal  bar  to  the 
adoption  of  the  resolution  as  presented. 

Both  Commissioner  Stack  and  Mr,  Carr  commented  on  the  proposed  resolu- 
tion, stating  that  although  it  may  make  for  a  longer  meeting  it  should 
enable  the  staff  to  present  more  comprehensive  information  to  the 
Commission  to  guide  its  actions. 


Following  discussion  re  Resolution  Ho.  65-0496,  approving  drawings 
and  authorizing  United  Air  Lines  to  install  a  new  Medical  Department 
Laboratory  in  Building  No.  7  at  United 's  Maintenance  Base,  Mr.  Carr 
mentioned  that  he  and  Airport  Manager  George  Hansen  were  still  exam- 
ing  the  request  of  Commissioner  Simon  to  establish  a  full-fledged 
medical  facility  at  San  Prancisco  International  Airport.     There  were 
some  complications  encountered,  said  Mr.  Carr,  but  they  were  still 
working  on  the  project. 


Mr.  Hansen  presented  the  architectural  drawings  on  the  proposed 
reconstruction  of  the  International  Room  at  Jan  Prancisco  Inter- 
national Airport  by  Interstate  Hosts. 

Mr.  Carr  then  stated  that  it  was  his  intention  to  hold  up  this  pro- 
ject until  something  was  done  about  the  entrance  to  the  cocktail 
lounge  on  the  main  floor  of  the  Central  Terminal  Building.     Mr.  Carr 
felt  that  the  corner  entrance  to  the  cocktail  lounge  gave  it  the 
appearance  of  a  typical  corner  saloon.     The  blame  for  this  effect 
was  not  to  be  placed  entirely  upon  Interstate  inasmuch  as  the  entrance 
was  designed  by  the  City's  own  architects. 

Interstate  had  agreed  to  make  some  changes  to  improve  the  looks  of  the 
cocktail  lounge  entrance.     Mr.  Hansen  presented  drawings  and  samples 
of  the  materials  that  Interstate  proposed  to  use.     These  changes  were 
acceptable  to  both  I.r.  Carr  and  the  Commission. 
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In  approving  the  landscaping  submitted  "by  United  Air  Lines  in  con- 
nection with  their  construction  of  a  cyclone  fence  to  provide  secu- 
rity for  the  parking  lot  adjacent  to  United  Air  Lines'  maintenance 
base  at  San  Francisco  International  .iirport,  Commissioner  White 
pointed  out  that  gardeners  are  required  to  maintain  landscaping  and 
he  suggested  that  the  airport  not  go  in  for  extensive  landscaping 
unless  they  were  assured  of  employees  to  maintain  same.     The  Com- 
mission asked  for  them  in  the  past  but  the  Hayor  and  Board  of  Super- 
visors always  sau  fit  to  delete  the  necessary  positions  for  main- 
tenance of  landscaping. 

Mr,  I-Iansen  pointed  out  that  he  would  have  before  the  Commission,  a 
supplemental  appropriation  for  additional  employments  which  would 
include  a  gardener  for  landscaping  in  and  aroimd  the  parking  garage. 

Commissioner  Stack  sug3ested  that  Mr.  Hansen  document  his  supple- 
mental appropriation  request  with  statistics  showing  the  income  from 
the  garage  operation. 

Ilr.  Carr  stated  that  he  was  fully  in  accord  with  the  concern  of  Com- 
missioner White  but  he  felt  that  3an  Francisco  was  missing  an  oppor- 
tunity to  promote  its  climate.     By  looking  at  the  drab  concrete  and 
shoddy  landscaping  around  the  airport  one  would  never  know  that  San 
Francisco  had  one  ox  the  finest  climates  in  the  world. 

Ilr.  Carr  stated  it  was  his  intention  to  work  with  James  P.  Lang, 
General  Hanager,  Recreation  and  Park  Department,  to  improve  the  land- 
scaping at  the  airport  so  that  it  presents  a  green  and  colorful 
welcome  to  visitors. 


Communications : 

Ilr,  Finn  read  a  letter  dated  June  15,  1965,,  from  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  directed  to  the  attention  of  the  Commission 
President,  in  reference  to  a  meeting  between  a  committee  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  and  representatives  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
to  jointly  discuss  the  matter  of  helicopter  service  for  San  Francisco. 

Mr.  Carr  suggested  that  the  whole  Commission  meet  with  the  Transpor- 
tation Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  requested;  however, 
he  asked  that  the  meeting  not  be  arranged  for  at  least  the  next  two 
or  three  weeks  as  he  was  in  discussion  with  Admiral  W.  A.  Brockett, 
Chief,  Bureau  of  Ships,  United  States  Navy,  relative  to  the  lease  of 
the  iTavy  barge  for  a  heliport. 


Ilr.  Finn  then  read  a  letter  from  the  Sheet  lietal  Contractors  Associ- 
ation of  San  Francisco  which  indicated  that  they  believed  that:Colwel 
Construction  Company,  contractor,  under  AD  Contract  No.  3-4-8,  Pier  F 
at  San  Francisco  International  airport,  was  intending  to  ask  for  sub- 
stitution of  the  heating  subcontractor.     The  Sheet  lietal  Contractors 
Association  asked  for  the  opportunity  to  appear  before  the  Commission 
in  support  of  their  member,  Bagle  Heating  Company,  Inc.  who  was  the 
subcontractor  of  record. 

The  Commission  noted  this  and  stated  the  matter  would  be  discussed 
if  and  when  Colwel  submitted  a  request  for  substitution  to  the 
Commission. 
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General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities1  Calendar  Items 

Mr.  Carr  reported  on  his  activities  in  Washington,  D.C.,  during  the 
last  week. 

He  appeared  before  the  Senate  Transportation  Committee  and  testified 
on  behalf  of  Senator  Mag-nuson,  Bell  and  Pastore's  bill  which  would 
authorize  research  and  development  on  high  speed  ground  transporta- 
tion and  establish  a  central  depository  for  statistical  and  other 
information  on  rapid  transit.     It  was  suggested  that  a  start  be 
made  in  the  northeast  corridor  between  Boston  and  Washington.  The 
bill  provided  for  demonstration  project  grants  and  funds  for  a 
statistical  center. 

The  Under  oecretary  of  Commerce  for  Transportation  Alan  A.  Boyd, 
asked  Mr.  Carr  if  he  would  be  willing  to  appear  and  testify  as  an 
objective  witness  who  had  transit  experience  outside  of  the  north- 
east corridor. 

The  State  of  California  was  to  be  represented  by  the  Department  of 
Finance .     Mr.  Carr  met  with  them  and  Mr.  Carr's  testimony  before 
the  Senate  Committee  was  in  accord  with  Governor  Brown's  policies 
and  the  statement  submitted  by  Hale  Champion,  the  State  Director 
of  Finance. 

Mr.  Carr  said  it  was  an  informative  and  interesting  meeting.  Some 
pointed  out  the  need  for  fast  trains  between  San  Francisco  and 
San  Jose.     Los  Angeles  may  need  a  different  approach.     Other  parts 
of  the  country  will  need  different  types  of  transportation.  All 
interurban  transportation  cannot  be  handled  by  planes  nor  can  more 
and  more  freeways  accomplish  the  job.     Mr.  Carr  felt  that  the 
Senate  v/as  taking  a  step  in  the  right  direction  toward  the  solution 
of  the  nation's  transit  problems. 

The  Commission  was  informed  that  San  Francisco  was  mentioned  by 
practically  every  speaker.     Mr.  Carr  said  he  was  also  given  the 
chance  to  point  out  that  San  Francisco  and  the  Bay  Area  is  one  of 
the  most  outstanding  areas  in  the  United  States  in  tackling  this 
problem  through  the  three-way  rapid  transit  study  which  was  approved 
by  this  Commission  as  well  as  the  studies  being  conducted  by  BARTD. 
San  Francisco  and  the  Bay  ^rea  is  being  watched  by  everyone  in  the 
nation  in  this  field. 

Mr.  Coleman  and  UcGrath  and  the  employees  of  the  Municipal  Railway 
would  be  pleased  to  know,  said  Mr.  Carr,  that  satisfactory  discus- 
sions were  had  with  the  HHFa  on  federal  assistance  toward  the 
purchase  and  installation  of  2-way  radios.     Mr.  Negri  would  be  work- 
ing on  this  and  he,  Mr.  Carr,  would  have  a  specific  proposal  for 
the  Commission  at  a  later  date. 


Mr.  Carr  met  with  the  Deputy  Assistant  Secretary  of  State  for  Far 
eastern  Affairs  on  Japan  airlines'  landing  rights  as  well  as 
Mr.  Alan  S.  Boyd,  the  Under  Secretary  of  Commerce  for  Transportation. 
The  problem  was  discussed  with  the  V/hite  House  staff.  Although 
Mr.  Carr  stated  that  he  had  received  no  direct  assurance  as  to  what 
the  President's  policy  may  be,  he  was  confident  that  they  were  not 
going  to  act  on  any  ill-advised  offer  as  was  done  last  year. 
Mr.  Carr  said  he  emphasized  the  importance  of  air  cargo  to  San 
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Francisco,  Japan  Air  Lines1  position  and  importance  and  provided 
some  additional  facts  that  apparently  some  people  in  Washington 
did  not  have. 


In  reference  to  the  Heliport,  Mr.  Garr  mentioned  that  he  discussed 
the  problem  with  admiral  Brockett,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Ships. 
The  admiral  said  his  bureau  would  assign  the  barge  to  San  Francisco. 
In  order  to  cut  down  on  capital  costs  and  shorten  the  time  for 
getting  underway,  Mr.  Moore  and  staff  is  going  to  look  at  the 
strength  of  the  deck.     It  will  then  be  determined  whether  it  needs 
reinforcing  and  whether  or  not  an  outrigger  is  desirable.     Iloore 's 
staff  are  checking  with  Sikorsky  on  load  tolerance.     Mr.  Garr 
expects  to  have  the  heliport  operating  in  the  fall. 


Mr.  Frye ,  0' Marie  and  himself,  reported  Mr.  Carr,  represented  the 
Mayor  and  Commission  this  morning  with  the  96  members  of  the 
Neighborhood  Youth  Corps  who  are  on  the  job  at  San  i^ndreas  Dam. 
The  youngsters  started  yesterday  and  on  Friday  will  attend  their 
first  formal  vocational  training  class  as  part  of  the  program. 


As  Chairman  of  the  Legislative  Committee  of  the  .airport  Operators 
Council,  Mr.  Carr  advised  the  Commission  that  he  worked  on  a  bill 
for  appropriations  for  Federal  Aid  to  Airports.  The  Committee  is 
trying  to  determine  whether  any  chance  still  exists  to  increase 
federal  aid  back  to  ^75*000,000  per  year.  The  House  of  Representa- 
tives cut  the  appropriation  to  y62 ,500,000.  This  will  affect  the 
amount  of  funds  available  to  San  Francisco  for  future  runways  and 
related  work. 

Mr.  Carr  learned  that  the  Federal  ..viation  .igency,  for  the  first 
time,  has  indicated  that  they  mi  ht  support  legislation  which 
would  require  the  Federal  government  to  assume  some  responsibility 
beyond  the  end  of  the  runway.     This  is  an  area  where  the  Federal 
government  has  refused  to  accept  any  responsibility.     Now,  said 
Mr.  Carr,  they  might.     This  would  help  in  damage  suits  pending 
because  of  noise  factors. 


Mr.  Carr  then  requested  Mr.  Moore  to  report  on  the  result  of  the 
meeting  held  this  morning  with  the  contractors  engaged  in  the 
construction  of  the  airport  garage. 

Mr.  Moore  reported  that  he,  Mr.  Finn,  Mr.  Hansen  and  Mr.  Negri  met 
with  representatives  of  Angstrom  Nourse  and  Massman,  Stephens- 
Adamson  and  i/estinghouse .     The  prime  contractor  would  be  completed 
by  September  1,  1965.     The  ramps  would  be  complete  by  October  1 
while  the  moving  sidewalks  would  be  complete  on  or  about  October  8. 
After  the  sidewalks  were  complete  the  prime  contractor  had  about 
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ten  days  work  to  completely  finish  up  the  areas  around  the  sidewalks. 
This  schedule  was  realistic  but  depended  upon  no  unforeseen  labor 
difficulties.     The  cement  finishers  were  out  at  the  present  but  it 
was  felt  that  since  the  carpenters  had  reached  an  agreement  on  their 
contract,  that  the  cement  finishers  would  be  back  on  the  job  very 
soon. 

On  September  1,  the  elevators  would  be  in  operation,  there  would  be 
vertical  transportation  between  floors  and  the  garage  could  be 
successfully  operated. 

The  Commission  then,  after  discussing  the  problems  involved,  request- 
ed Mr.  Carr  to  have  staff  meet  with  Mr.  Onorato  to  determine  what 
installations  he  needed  to  make,  how  long  it  would  take  and  attempt 
to  reach  a  firm  date  for  the  garage  opening.     When  this  was  done  the 
Commission  requested  a  report  be  made  back  to  them  in  order  to  set  an 
official  date  on  which  Mr.  Onorato  and  the  Saint  Mary's  Square 
Corporation  would  take  over  the  operation  of  the  airport  parking 
facilities. 


Reporting  on  the  effects  of  the  origin  and  destination  questionnaires 
passed  out  by  Municipal  Railway  operators  as  a  part  of  the  Northern 
California  Transit  Demonstration  Project,  Mr.  Carr  said  50,000 
replies  had  been  received.     This  was  ten  times  the  number  returned 
in  the  xCast  Bay.     The  success  of  the  survey  was  due  in  a  large  part 
to  the  excellent  cooperation  received  from  our  own  employees,  unions, 
newspapers,  radio,  television,  etc.     The  result  was  thorough  and 
very  gratifying. 

Commissioner  White  commended  Local  1380  and  Local  250  of  the  Carmen's 
Union  and  expressed  the  Commission's  appreciation  for  the  efforts  of 
the  operating  personnel.

Commissioner  Greenberg  then  submitted  a  clipping  from  the  Los 
Angeles  TIMES  on  the  Los  Angeles  Airport  Department  Budget  noting 
the  effect  that  ^30,000,000  in  revenue  bonds  were  to  be  offered 
for  sale  in  July. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  then  asked  Mr.  Hansen  for  a  report  on  the 
recent  letter  of  Gill  Richardson,  Admiral,  U.S.N.  (Ret.)  in  which 
it  was  suggested  that  airline  buses  follow  the  freeway  to  Golden 
Gate  and  Franklin,  to  Ellis  Street,  and  thence  to  the  Airport 
Bus  Depot,  such  a  route  being  more  attractive  than  the  present  one.

WATER  CONDITIONS 

There  was  no  rainfall  during  the  month  of  May  1965. 
The  seasonal  rainfall  recorded  at  stations  located  on  the 
Department's  watersheds  range  from  9l+%  to  10l\.%  of  normal  on  the 
Peninsula  to  117%  at  Calaveras.     One  year  ago  these  stations 
reported  from  55%  to  66%  of  normal  rainfall. 

During  the  month  of  May  1965,  the  systemwide  consump- 
tion of  water  was  238,2  mgd,  which  is  22 vSmgd  (10,1|%)  more  than 
for  May  I96I4.,     The  average  consumption  during  the  first  eleven 
months  of  the  fiscal  year  196I+-65  was  200,2  mgd,  which  is  3«U% 
greater  than  for  the  corresponding  period  of  the  prior  fiscal 
year. 

Water  was  transported  from  Hetch  Hetchy  sources  at  an 
average  rate  of  l5^«7  mgd  during  the  month  of  May,     An  average 
of  67.I  mgd  was  withdrawn  from  Calaveras  Reservoir. 

On  June  15,  1965,  there  were  29,166  million  gallons  in 
Calaveras  and  22,156  million  gallons  stored  in  Peninsula 
reservoirs,  for  a  total  of  51,322  million  gallons  in  local 
storage,  which  is  27.8%  greater  than  one  year  ago  on  the  same 
date . 

One  hundred  eleven  million  gallons  of  water  were  spilled 
into  Lake  Merced  in  the  month  of  May  at  the  request  of  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Department.     Because  of  the  satisfactory 
water  level  at  gage  height  26' -9",   the  spilling  operations  were 
stopped  on  Monday,  June  7,  1965. 

WATER  QUALITY 

The  third  and  final  dechlorination  station  for  the 
Peninsula  reservoirs  was  placed  in  operation  on  May  2I4..  This 
station  is  located  on  Crystal  Springs  Road. 

There  were  19  individual  spot  flushing  operations 
carried  out  during  the  month  of  May.     Five  of  these  were  to 
correct  dirty  water  conditions,  and  fourteen  were  regular 
monthly  operations  to  prevent  dirty  water  conditions  from 
occurring  in  the  City  distribution  mains. 
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1961  .■rJiaCIPAL  V.-ATER  SYSTEM  BOND  PROJECT 

The  aerial  photographs  and  photo  contour  maps  from 
R.  M.  Towill,   Incorporated  under  a  Professional  Services  Agree- 
ment for  the  defense  of  the  suit  filed  in  an  amount  of  three 
million  dollars  by  Peter  Kiewit  Sons'   Company,   the  contractor 
on  the  James  H.  Turner  Dam,  were  delivered  to  the  Water  Depart- 
ment for  review  to  determine  whether  the  Department  wishes  to 
proceed  with  the  second  part  of  the  agreement  which  provides 
for  computation  of  materials  taken  from  the  various  borrow  pits. 

Two  suits  have  been  filed  in  the  amount  of  5>2, 1+70, 000 
in  Alameda  County,  both  naming  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
and  Alameda  County  as  defendants.     These  suits  stem  from  the 
construction  of  James  H.  Turner  Dam  which  flooded  out  an  old 
road  in  the  San  Antonio  Valley  referred  to  as  La  Costa  Road. 
Plaintiffs  are  claiming  that  they  had  use  of  this  road  for  60 
years  and  its  closing  has  deteriorated  their  property  values 
and  deprived  them  of  full  enjoyment  of  their  property.  New 
access  roads  were  constructed  by  the  City  to  replace  the  road 
in  the  valley. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  Section  A  of  Say  Division 
Pipeline  No.  I4.,  running  from  Irvington  Portal  to  Calaveras  Road 
near  i-iilpitas,  are  nearing  completion  and  will  be  submitted  for 
"Bid  Call"  in  early  July. 

Drawings  and  a  draft  of  specifications  for  the  San 
Antonio  and  Sunol  Pumping  Stations  have  been  submitted  by  the 
Consultants  for  Department  review  and  "Bid  Call"  is  expected 
in  early  August. 

FREEWAYS 

Junipero  Serra  Freex^ay.     The  contract  for:    (1)  Relocating 
Redwood  Tanks  and  Telephone  Lines  is  completed;    (2)  Relocating 
Section  of  Crystal  Springs  Aqueduct  is  completed;   (3)  Relocating 
Portion  of  5V  San  Andreas  Pipeline  at  Crystal  Springs  Road, 
San  Bruno,  is  about  one-half  completed.     Each  of  the  above  con- 
tracts is  covered  by  a  separate  utilities  agreement  with  the 
State  as  the  work  was  made  necessary  by  this  freeway  construc- 
tion. 

On  liay  19,   the  State  of  California  received  bids  for 
section  of  Junipero  Serra  Freeway  in  the  vicinity  of  San  Andreas 
Reservoir . 

PERMITS  AflD  LEASES 

Six  revenue  permits  and  leases  have  been  approved  by 
the  ^ublic  Utilities  Commission  since  the  last  report. 
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The  Crystal  Springs  Golf  Course  lease  extension  for  20 
years  has  been  authorized  and  modification  is  now  in  progress. 

Negotiations  are  in  progress  for  the  planting  of  an 
additional  130  acres  of  walnuts  by  lessee. 

Bids  will  be  received  on  June  2lj.,  1965,  for  the  leasing 
of  280  acres  for  the  Sunol  Golf  Course. 

CONTRACTS  AND  SPECIAL  AGREEMENTS 

Bid  call  was  authorized  on  one  contract,  one  contract 
was  awarded,   and  six  contracts  were  ready  for  advertising. 

SERVICE  RENEWALS 

Service  renewals  for  the  first  eleven  months  of  the 
fiscal  year  exceeded  Lj.,000.     Due  to  the  present  critical  backlog, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  continue  the  accelerated  rate  through 
June . 

FINANCE 

Collections  for  the  first  eleven  months  of  the  fiscal 
year  amounted  to  7^9,959,  which  is  $,£96,913  more  than  for 

the  first  eleven  months  of  the  prior  fiscal  year. 

ECONOMIC  OPPORTUNITY  PROGRAM 

Under  the  Economic  Opportunity  Program  work  to  be  per- 
formed on  the  Peninsula  watersheds  is  scheduled  to  begin 
June  21  and  is  to  continue  for  13  weeks.     It  is  planned  to 
transport  100  boys  from  poverty  pockets  in  San  Francisco  by 
municipal  buses  to  the  peninsula.

WD-1193 — For  the  Laying 
of  4-Inch  and  16-Inch  Cast  Iron  Ilains  in  Lacuna  Honda  and  Dewey 
Boulevards  was  heretofore  awarded  to  Michael  Murphy,  Jr.  ,  as  the 
lowest  responsible  bidder;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Commission  has  received  a  letter  to  it  dated 
June  24,  1965 »  from  the  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
San  Francisco  Water  Department  relative  to  refusal  of  and  failure  of 
performance  of  contract  terms  and  provisions  by  said  Contractor; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  finds  that  said  Contractor  has 
refused  to  perform  certain  work  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  specifications;  that  said  Contractor  has  failed  to  diligently 
prosecute  the  contemplated  work  under  said  Contract;  that  said  Con- 
tractor is  in  violation  of  the  Standard  Specifications  for  Laying 
Cast  Iron  Mains,  Sections  62,  131 ,  136  and  138,  as  well  as  Standard 
Specifications  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Section  318;  that 
both  referred  to  Standard  Specifications  are  incorporated  by  refer- 
ence and  made  a  part  of  said  Contract  No,  WD-1193;  that  sufficient 
cause  exists  to  terminate  Contract  No.  WD-1193;  and,  be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  direct  that  the 
Contract  be  immediately  terminated  and  the  General  Manager  of  Public 
Utilities  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  complete  said  v/ork  in  the 
most  expeditious  manner;  and,  be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Secretary  shall  nail  to  said  Contractor, 
copy  of  this  resolution  as  notice  together  with  copy  of  said  letter 
of  June  24,  1965,  to  this  Commission  from  the  General  Manager  and 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department. 


In  regard  to  Resolution  No.  65-0519,  Arthur  H.  Frye,  Jr.,  General 
Manager  and  Chief  Engineer,  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  explained 
that  the  contract  with  Gordon  Herkenhoff  and  Associates,  Inc.,  was 
for  the  purpose  of  making  an  overall  study  to  provide  better  opera- 
tion of  the  Water  Department.     Systemic  locations  of  the  telemetering 
devices  should  improve  the  efficiency  of  the  department's  operation. 


In  explaining  Resolution  No.  65-0521,  George  P.  Negri,  Director, 
Bureau  of  Accounts,  stated  that  the  Federal  government  was  going  to 
pay  up  to  90  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  the  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps 
program  now  being  carried  on  by  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department. 
The  $9»000  was  to  provide  for  the  premium  for  Compensation  Insurance 
and  would  be  paid  to  the  State  of  California.     This  #9,000  represents 
a  part  of  the  Commission's  sha::e  of  the  cost  of  the  program. 
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Resolutions  No.  65-0528  and  No.  65-0529  approved  holding  over  of  the 
leases  on  month-to-month  basis  with  USA  General  Services  Administra- 
tion and  USA  Federal  Aviation  A  ency  at  the  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport.     Airport  Manager  George  F.  Hansen  explained  that 
the  Airport  Department  was  still  in  negotiation  with  these  two 
agencies  and  hoped  to  have  the  new  leases  before  the  Commission  in 
two  weeks  or  so. 


With  reference  to  Resolution  No.  65-0530,  approving  Progress  Report 
to  State  Regional  Water  Pollution  Control  Board,  Robert  Lee  of  the 
Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  explained  that  this  report  was  a  progress 
report  to  date,  as  of  June  15,  1965 ,  regarding  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport  compliance  with  State  Resolution  ;'-602,  and  that  it 
also  asked  for  a  six  months'  extension  for  compliance  with  said  State 
resolution.     He  said  that  consultants  were  being  hired  to  make  an 
over-all  study  of  the  treatment  plant  and  its  facilities.     The  first 
stage  is  under  control  and  the  Engineering  Bureau  is  starting  on  the 
second  phase  of  the  program. 

Mr.  Carr  stated  this  was  the  area  in  which  City  was  under  Cease  and 
Desist  order  from  the  Regional  Water  Pollution  Control  Board. 
0.  L.  Moore,  General  Manager,  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  and  his 
staff  have  been  working  in  close  cooperation  with  the  staff  of  the 
Control  Board  and  are  working  out  the  problems  involved.     Mr.  Carr 
said  that  as  was  mentioned,  several  weeks  ago,  an  engineering  report 
will  be  obtained,  in  order  to  plan  a  long-range  waste  water  treatment 
program  at  the  Airport.    Mr.  Carr  reiterated  that  this  program  could 
cost  over  one  million  dollars  if  a  proper  job  was  to  be  done.  He 
complimented.  Mr.  Moore  and  his  staff  for  their  efforts. 


Resolution  No.  65-0531,  pertaining  to  CAB  Docket  15574,  United  Air 
Lines  and  Pacific  Airlines  transfer  Case,  Mr.  Carr  stated,  was  es- 
sentially a  restatement  of  the  Commission's  earlier  position  sup- 
porting competitive  air  service  between  San  Francisco  and  Fresno 
without  air  carrier  preference.     Mr.  Carr  then  asked  Public  Utilities 
Counsel  William  F.  Bourne  to  comment. 

Mr.  Bourne  summarized  by  stating  that  City  had  taken  its  original 
position  after  Bonanza,  Continental  and  West  Coast  air  lines  had 
filed  a  petition  for  consolidation  in  Docket  1557zi-»     The  CAB  denied 
the  request  for  consolidation.     The  three  airlines  have  filed  a 
petition  for  reconsideration.     This  is  merely  a  reiteration  of  the 
City's  position  asking  that  competitive  service  be  maintained  between 
San  Francisco  and  Fresno. 

The  Commission  inquired  if  we  were  supporting  additional  lines  to 
serve  the  3an  Francisco-Fresno  route.     Mr.  Carr  stated  it  was  his 
understanding  that  if  the  Commission  did  not  take  this  action  and  the 
City  desired  to  get  into  the  case  at  a  later  time,  that  City  would  be 
unable  to  participate. 
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Mr.  Bourne  then  stated  that  the  City   -ttorney  was  only  desirous  of 
learning  whether  the  Commission's  policy  remained  as  it  was  when  it 
had  adopted  the  resolution  directing  participation  in  the  United  Air 
Lines  and  Pacific  Airlines  Transfer  Case. 

Mr.  Finn  pointed  out  that  there  were  1300  other  markets  in  the  United 
States  that  were  smaller  passenger-wise  than  Fresno-San  Francisco 
which  had  competitive  service.    He  explained  that  competitive  service 
meant  two,  and  in  some  cases  three,  carriers. 


Fir.  Carr  pointed  out  that  the  professional  services  contract  with 
Pacific  Engineering  Laboratory,  authorized  under  Resolution  No. 
65-0532,  was  part  of  the  engineering  study  being  made  of  the  treat- 
ment of  industrial  waste  at  3 an  Francisco  International  Airport  but 
that  it  was  not  the  main  contract. 


With  regard  to  ResolutionNo.  65-0534-?  authorizing  execution  of  a 
professional  services  contract  with  Quinton  Engineers,  Ltd.,  and 
Dreyfus s  &  Blackford,  Mr.  Carr  stated  that  he  had  given  the  Commis- 
sioners a  memorandum  dated  June  29,  1965,  relative  to  the  Airport 
I  aster  Plan,  attached  to  which  was  a  copy  of  the  letter  of  intent 
from  Quinton  Engineers,  Ltd.  of  Los  Angeles,  and  Dreyfuss  &  Blackford, 
Architects  and  Planners,  Sacramento.     The  Dreyfuss  &  Blackford  firm 
also  has  an  office  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport.     The  let- 
ter proposed  a  joint  venture  between  the  two  firms  to  begin  the  first 
phase  of  updating  the  Airport  Master  Plan  and  making  plans  for  the 
orderly  long-range  development  of  San  Francisco  International  Air- 
port.    The  two  firms  are  willing  to  begin  work  under  the  ;;35,000 
Airport  Bond  Fund  appropriation  which  was  requested  by  the  Commission, 
and  later  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

He  said  that  Mr.  Hansen  and  Mr.  Moore  interviewed  several  different 
engineering,  architectural  and  planning  firms.     They  were  impressed 
with  the  abilities  and  talents  available  in  these  two  firms.     As  a 
result  it  was  recommended  that  they  be  brought  together  to  determine 
if  they  were  interested  in  developing  the  Airport  Master  Plan  under 
a  joint  venture. 

Mr.  Carr  stated  that  these  firms  had  been  engaged  in  development  of 
airports  and  college  campuses  and  had  done  some  work  for  air  lines 
at  San  Francisco  International    -irport.     He  said  that  they  were  young 
firms  with  lots  of  enthusiasm  and  desire  to  accomplish  the  maximum 
improvement  at  -an  Francisco  International  Airport.     He  stated  the 
principals  are  willing  to  devote  their  own  personal  attention  to  the 
task  at  hand — something  that  was  not  available  with  some  of  the 
larger  and  older  firms.     Mr.  Carr  assured  the  Commission  that  he  felt 
these  two  firms  would  do  the  type  of  job  about  which  the  Commission 
was  concerned. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Master  Plan,  as  soon  as  some  of  the  personnel 
problems  connected  therewith  can  be  resolved  the  Commission  will  be 
requested  to  set  up  a  Planning  and  Development  staff  under  Mr. Hans ens 
direction  at  the  Airport.     Mr.  Carr  recommended  approval  of  the  pro- 
fessional services  agreement  so  that  we  could  move  ahead  as  quickly 
as  possible. 
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Mr.  Carr  outlined  some  of  the  major  problems  facing  the  Airport,  such 
as  the  location  and  construction  of  a  third  runway  and  the  North 
'Terminal.     He  pointed  out  the  growth  and  size  of  the  jets  and  problems 
of  loading  that  the  Airport  has  to  face  even  now,  and  also  that  the 
new  stretched-out  version  of  jet  aircraft  ordered  by  United  Air  Lines 
and  others  is  4-0  feet  longer  than  existing  planes  and  will  present 
a  problem. 

Mr.  Carr  stated  that  he  hoped  to  have  a  preliminary  plan  for  the 
Commission  in  November  of  this  year.     After  policy  determination  has 
been  made  by  the  Commission,  staff  and  the  planners  would  then  work 
toward  a  complete  bond  program  to  be  placed  before  the  electorate  in 
November  1966.     This  timetable  was  discussed  with  the  proposed  con- 
sultants and  they  have  assured  City  that  they  could  do  the  job  in 
the  time  allowed. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  if  ,.35»000  were  sufficient.     Ilr.  Carr  re- 
plied that  this  was  the  first  phase  and  that  supplemental  requests 
would  be  submitted  to  the  Commission  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
as  necessary. 

Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  the  planning  study  would  not  include  the  interim 
cargo  facilities  which,  are  being  worked  out  by  Mr.  Hansen  with  the 
air  lines.    However,  this  would  include  plans  for  the  air  cargo 
center. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  if  the  interim  cargo  facilities  would  be 
planned  separately  and  be  accelerated  prior  to  the  reports  in 
November.     Mr.  Hansen  answered  that  he  was  working  with  the  carriers 
and  hoped  to  have  an  answer  for  the  Commission  by  next  meeting  or 
shortly  thereafter. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  for  assurance  that  the  architectural  plan- 
ning and  design  be  reviewed  by  the  Commission  for  purposes  of  co- 
ordination.    Mr.  Carr  stated  that  he  thought  this  could  be  easily 
arranged. 

Commissioner  G-reenberg  said  that  although  he  appreciated  the  abilities 
and  talents  of  the  tv/o  firms  that  had  been  recommended  and  was  not 
opposing  the  recommendation,  he  felt  that  he  would  be  remiss  if  he 
did  not  record  his  preference  for  a  San  Francisco  firm.  Mr. 
Greenberg  asked  if  the  firms  of  Wilsey,  Ham  &  Blair,  Skidmore  Owings 
&  Merrill,  and  other  local  firms  had  been  considered. 

Mr.  Hansen  stated  that  l/ilsey,  Ham  &  Blair  did  submit  a  proposal  but 
that  a  conflict  of  interest  developed  which  prevented  them  from 
being  considered  in  the  final  analysis.     Mr.  Hansen  stated  he  had 
been  contacted  by  Skidmore  Owings  &  Merrill.     Mr.  Hansen  concluded 
by  saying  he  thought  he  had  a  fine  team  in  the  two  firms  selected, 
that  it  was  well-balanced  and  would  meet  the  requirements  and  needs 
of  the  Airport. 

Commissioner  Stack  pointed  out  that  the  study  was  not  beginning  anew. 
Fast  studies  made  by  consultants  at  the  Airport  were  available  to 
the  two  firms.     Mr.  Hansen  assured  the  Commission  that  all  of  the 
information  developed  by  Leigh  Fisher,  Melton  Becket,  Dr.  Horonjeff, 
etc.,  will  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  and  utilized  by  the  master 
plan  consultants. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  indicated  that  he  agreed  with  Commissioner 
Greenberg1  s  views  that  a  San  x7rancisco  architect  should  be  hired  and 
then  went  on  to  point  out  that  Dreyfuss  &  Blackford  has  offices  at 
San  Francisco  International  Airport  at  the  present  time  and  has  been 
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doing  work  there  for  the  past  year  or  so.     In  reference  to  Quinton 
Engineers,  Mr.  Carr  explained  that  because  of  the  efficiency  and 
speed  of  modern  transportation  they  have  found  it  much  more  economi- 
cal and  effective  for  them  to  have  an  office  in  Los  Angeles  rather 
than  establishing  satellite  offices  in  various  cities  in  which  they 
operate . 


C o mraun i  c  a t  i  on  s  : 

Mr.  Carr  submitted  to  the  Commission  a  letter  dated  June  23,  1965? 
from  Pacific  Air  Lines,  Inc.,  setting  forth  the  reasons  Facific  did 
not  bid  on  lease  of  Plot  11  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport 
on  June  28,  1965.     Mr.  Carr  indicated  he  was  not  particularly  con- 
cerned because  he  was  sure  that  after  some  of  the  technical  and  legal 
details  have  been  worked  out  Pacific  would  submit  a  bid  in  the  very 
near  future. 


At  this  point    Jack  K.  Dooling,  Attorney  at  Law  representing  Michael 
Murphy,  Jr. ,  appeared  and  the  Commission  returned  to  Water  Depart- 
ment calendar  item  No.  9,  termination  of  WD  Contract  No.  1193. 

Mr.  Carr  stated  that  Mr.  Frye  had  done  a  considerable  amount  of  work 
on  this  and  called  upon  him  to  explain. 

Mr.  Prye  outlined  the  difficulties  witli  Michael  Murphy,  which  basi- 
cally were  that  Mr.  Murphy  did  not  comply  with  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions of  the  contract  specifications  in  the  repaving  of  street  open- 
ings.    Mr.  Prye  stated  that  Mr.  Murphy  was  to  comply  with  Section  318 
of  the  Standard  Specifications,  Department  of  Public  Works,  which 
section  was  set  forth  in  Water  Department  Specifications  for  Cast 
Iron  Pipe  and  which  was  an  integral  part  of  the  contract  specifica- 
tions by  reference.     Mr.  Frye  said  that  this  was  called  to  Mr. 
Murphy's  attention  orally  on  June  3  by  the  Water  Department's  job 
inspector,  and  by  letters  dated  June  3,  1965  and  June  11,  1965 , 
signed  by  Mr.  Prye.     Mr.  Prye  said  he  also  advised  him  on  June  18, 
1965,  in  answer  to  another  inquiry  relative  to  this  contract,  stating 
that  City  would  take  steps  to  terminate  the  contract  if  Mr.  Murphy 
did  not  comply  with  the  specifications  and  complete  construction. 

Mr.  Prye  went  on  to  list  the  locations  and  occasions  on  which  Mr. 
Murphy  had  been  instructed  to  pave  in  accordance  with  specifications 
and  had  not  done  so.     Mr.  Murphy  had  since  repaved  these  locations 
and  on  June  25,  1965,  Mr.  Prye  informed  Mr.  Murphy  by  letter  that 
the  repaving  was  not  satisfactory. 

Mr.  Frye  stated  that  Michael  Murphy,  Jr.,  has  not  complied  with  the 
Water  Department  specifications  and  has  not  diligently  prosecuted 
the  job. 

Mr.  Dooling  stated  that  this  problem  had  been  discussed  by  him  and 
Mr.  Prye  in  the  latter 's  office  on  Monday  morning.     He  said  the 
problem  was  actually  one  of  interpretation  as  to  whether  pavement 
was  required  under  Section  313  or  Section  217-H  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  specifications.     One  comes  under  "reconstruction  of 
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pavement"  and  the  other  comes  under  "streets  and  highways."  Nr. 
Dooling  made  a  point  that  Pacific  Pavements  and  Michael  Murphy,  Jr. 
and  other  contractors  working  for  the  City  and  the  Water  Department 
have  done  repaving  under  oection  217-H  and  it  has  been  acceptable  in 
the  past.     He  claimed  it  is  a  matter  of  interpretation  as  to  whether 
Section  217-H  or  section  318  is  followed. 

Mr.  Carr  suggested  that  Nr.  Prye  could  cast  some  light  on  the  subject. 
It  was  his,  lir.  Carr's,  understanding  that  the  question  had  been 
raised  before  the  paving  was  even  started. 

Mr.  Prye  explained  that  the  Standard  Specifications  for  the  Bureau 
of  Engineering,  Department  of  Public  Works,  was  part  of  the  Water 
Department's  specifications  by  reference  in  the  laying  of  Cast  Iron 
Mains,  paragraph  131.     He  pointed  out  the  difference  between  the  two 
sections  (318  and  217-H),  stating  that  217-H  did  not  require  the 
edges  of  the  openings  of  the  cut  to  be  parallel  to  the  center  of  the 
street  but  did  require  the  faces  of  the  existing  asphalt  concrete 
shall  be  trimmed  to  a    vertical -faced  new    line  adjacent  to  any 
existing  concrete.     Section  318  is  the  section  which  requires  that 
the  outside  limits  of  an  excavation  or  damaged  pavement  shall  be  cut 
either  perpendicular  or  vertical  to  the  center  line  of  the  street 
and  shall  be  trimmed  vertically  so  as  to  provide  a  good  clean  line. 
The  Water  Department  specifications  which  incorporates  this  also 
adds  the  phrase  "and  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  engineer". 
Mr.  Frye  stated  Mr.  Murphy  was  notified  as  early  as  June  8  that  his 
pavement  was  not  satisfactory,  at  which  time  Section  318  was  speci- 
fically mentioned,  and  Mr.  Murphy  had  paved  since  that  date  in  vio- 
lation of  that  notification.     He  further  pointed  out  that  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  under  letter  of  June  14,  1965,  objected  to 
his  paving  on  Laguna  Honda  Blvd.,  saying  it  was  not  acceptable  and 
would  have  to  be  repaved. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  if  both  sections  were  incorporated  in  the 
bid  proposal  for  the  contract.     Mr.  Prye  replied  they  were  incor- 
porated; paragraph  4  of  paragraph  131. 

Commissioner  Simon  questioned  Mr.  Prye  as  to  how  long  it  would  take 
to  complete  the  contract  and  how  much  money  was  involved. 

Mr.  Frye  replied  that  much  of  the  work  would  have  to  be  taken  up  and 
replaced,  if  not  all,  and  he  estimated  it  at  two  days'  work  and  less 
than  ^1,000  involved.     The  original  amount  of  the  contract  was 
n>25,442  net,  with  the  Water  Department  furnishing  material  in  amount 
of  iU4,663. 

Commissioner  Simon  asked  what  would  the  result  be  if  Mr.  Murphy 
would  complete  the  contract  in  accordance  with  the  Water  Department's 
instructions . 

Mr.  Prye  replied  that  the  contractor  would  be  in  default  by  the 
number  of  days  since  June  7.     This  would  be  deemed  avoidable  delay 
and  would  amount  to  ;>25.00  per  day.     This  would  approximate  a 
C-1500  or   ,<1600  penalty.     Mr.  Frye  added  that  Mr.  Murphy  has  not 
indicated  willingness  to  discuss  with  Mr.  Prye  the  question  of 
correcting  the  work  and  completing  the  contract. 

Commissioner  White  questioned  Mr.  Frye  about  the  instance  where  a 
certain  section  of  paving  at  the  intersection  of  Laguna  Honda,  7th 
Avenue,  Dewey  Boulevard  was  deficient,  leaving  a  hazardous  bump 
which  Mir.  Murphy  would  not  correct,  and  which  was  later  taken  care  of 
by  the  Water  Department  Maintenance  Yard  personnel. 
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Commissioner  Stack  pointed  out  that  Mr.  Murphy  was  not  being  cited 
for  this  incident  but  for  his  failure  to  pave  in  accordance  with 
the  contract  specifications. 

Discussion  followed  in  which  Mr,  Cooling  explained  that  in  accordance 
with  the  contract  instructions,  Mr.  Murphy  on  commencement  of  the 
work  notified  the  Department  of  Public  Works.     In  this  particular 
case,  he  said,  an  inspector  from  the  Water  Department  went  out  to  the 
job  site  and  marked  off  the  way  to  cut.     The  contractor  went  in  and 
started  to  cut  exactly  that  way;  the  inspector  then  came  back  and 
changed  it  and  said  the  work  should  be  done  under  313.     Mr.  Dooling 
said  that  80%  of  the  work  had  been  done  in  accordance  with  217-H. 
This  was  the  manner  in  which  like  work  has  been  done  in  San  Francisco 
over  a  period  of  years.     He  then  claimed  that  the  Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric,  Pacific  Paving,  Lowrie  and  others  were  allowed  to  and  did 
repave  under  the  217-H.     Mr.  Dooling  referred  to  pictures  taken  by 
the  Water  Department,  explaining  different  cuttings.     One  picture 
taken  before  the  paving  was  completed,  and  one  after.     He  said 
Mr.  Murphy  had  to  cut  as  depicted  on  the  picture. 

Insofar  as  the  inference  that  Mr.  Murphy  has  been  uncooperative, 
Mr.  Dooling  said  the  subject  came  up  on  Monday.  He  said  that  he 
called  Mr.  Prye  on  Friday  night  to  see  him,  but  was  told  the  matter 
would  be  on  the  calendar  today.  Mr.  Dooling  said  Mr.  Murphy  was 
willing  to  go  back  in  and  do  the  work  again  if  the  Commission  so 
determined. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  asked  Mr.  I?rye  if  the  contract  called  for  the 
work  to  be  done  according  to   Section  217  or  318.     Mr.  Frye  replied 
the  contract  was  silent — either  217  or  318,  but  that  it  does  state 
"in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  engineer".    Mr.  Frye 
reiterated  that  he  personally  notified  Mr.  Murphy  in  writing  that  the 
work  should  be  done  in  accordance  with  318. 

Mir.  Frye  said  the  subject  has  been  discussed  with  Mr.  Carr  and  that 
Water  Department  contract  specifications  will  be  changed  so  that 
there  will  be  nothing  equivocal  about  them. 

Commissioner  White  quostioned  Mr.  Dooling  as  to  whether  in  his  opin- 
ion there  would  be  better  cohesion  in  the  replacement  of  pavement 
if  a  straight  line  rather  than  a  crooked  line  was  cut  and  thus  pre- 
vent the  possible  lowering  of  the  surface  and  resultant  bumps. 
Mr.  Dooling  agreed  from  a  layman's  point  of  view  the  straight  line 
should  be  better. 

Mr.  Dooling  explained  that  on  bidding  a  job  the  contractors  bid  on 
the  assumption  that  the  service  line  was  along  the  curbing.  Putting 
it  in  the  middle  means  it  is  harder  to  get  at,  traffic  delays  the 
work,  costing  more  money.     He  also  pointed  out  the  contract  was  bid 
with  the  understanding  there  would  be  progress  payments,  then  after 
the  work  was  started  the  Water  Department  stated  that  under  the 
specifications  progress  payments  were  not  allowed.    Mr.  Dooling 
claimed  that  Mr.  Murphy  honestly  believed  that  his  interpretation, 
217-H,  was  acceptable  inasmuch  as  that  is  the  way  Pacific  Pavements 
does  the  work  under  its  Water  Department  re paving  contract. 

Commissioner  White  said  that  Mr.  Dooling  missed  the  point — that 
interpretation  217-H  or  318  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  issue.  The 
major  part  of  the  contract  was  that  it  should  be  done  under  the 
direction  of  the  engineer  or  inspector  on  the  job.    Mr.  Dooling 
answered  that  it  is  under  the  direction  of  the  man  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works,  that  he  tells  the  contractor  how  to  pave  it. 
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Commissioner  Simon  asked  Mr.  Frye  that  if  Mr.  Murphy  were  willing  to 
complete  the  job  in  accordance  with  what  was  necessary  and  in  accord- 
ance with  Mr.  Frye's  instructions  within  the  two  days  time,  would 
Mr.  Frye  allow  him  to  complete  it. 

Mr.  Frye  replied,  No.     He  said  that  based  on  his  experience  with 
Mr.  Murphy  since  June  8,  and  from  what  had  transpired  between  Mr. 
Murphy  and  the  Water  Department  staff  on  this  job  and  on  others,  that 
he  did  not  think  he  would  have  any  success  with  Mr.  Murphy.     He  said 
a  tremendous  amount  of  money  and  administrative  time  had  been  spent, 
as  well  as  the  Commission's  time  today.     He  said  he  would  like  to 
get  rid  of  him. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  Mr.  Bourne  if  Mr.  Murphy's  action  have  been 
in  substantial  violation.     Mr.  Bourne  replied  that  there  were  some 
conflicts  in  the  presentations,  but  that  as  to  the  facts  as  stated 
by  the  Water  Department  staff  he  would  say  they  were  sufficient  to 
go  on  under  procedures  of  the  Administrative  Code. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  Mr.  Dooling  if  his  client  was  advised  on  or 
before  June  3>  before  he  commenced  paving,  that  it  was  to  be  done 
under  318  of  the  Standard  Specifications.     Mr.  Dooling  replied  that 
Mr.  Murphy  stated  he  was  not  advised  before  June  2. 

Mr.  Frye  stated  that  Mr.  Cranston  advised  Mr.  Murphy  verbally  and 
that  Don  Gordon  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  advise  him  before 
that  too,  on  Kensington  and  Dewey  about  the  26th  of  April.     At  that 
time  the  Department  stopped  Pacific  lavements  from  putting  top  finish 
pavement  on  "        because  the  surface  had  not  been  trimmed  and  square 
cut  at  right  angles  parallel  to  the  center  of  the  street. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  if  all  V/ater  Department  specifications  in 
the  past  were  under  Section  318  and  if  compliance  with  Section  318 
had  been  forced  upon  every  contractor  in  the  past. 

At  this  point  Commissioner  White  pointed  out  that  if  the  contract 
states  that  the  work  must  be  performed  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to 
the  inspector,  then  the  Commission  must  either  support  the  inspector 
or  allow  the  contractor  to  do  as  he  pleases. 

Mr.  Carr  stated  that  Mr.  Frye  had  made  quite  a  study  of  the  matter 
and  that  difficulties  had  been  encountered  with  Mr.  Murphy  in  the 
past.     He  said  he  and  Mr.  Frye  had  made  a  recommendation  to  the  Com- 
mission and  that  if  there  was  a  dispute  it  was  for  the  courts  to 
decide.    He  said  the  City  .'.ttorney  believed  there  v/as  basis  for  the 
action.     Mr.  Carr  reiterated  his  recommendation  and  Mr.  Frye's 
recommendation.     He  said  that  no  personal  animosity  at  all  was  in- 
volved, but  that  he  thought  it  good  business  to  terminate  the  contract. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  said  he  agreed  with  Commissioner  White  that  the 
inspector  on  the  job  has  to  see  that  the  work  is  done  properly  and 
that  the  inspector  should  be  backed.     He  stated  Mr.  Carr  brought  out 
the  key  note — that  Mr.  Murphy  has  a  right  to  legal  action  if  he  so 
desires,  but  that  the  Commission  should  back  its  General  Manager  and 
the  department  manager. 

At  this  point  Mr.  Murphy  asked  to  be  heard. 


He  read  to  the  Commissioner  the  telegram  he  sent  Mr.  Frye  on  June  9: 

(continued  on  next  pa-.e) 
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"Replying  to  your  June  8  letter  contract  1193.     Confine  your 
term  (pavement)  to  asphalt  concrete  wearing  surface.  See 
Department  of  Public  Works  Standard  specs  part  2  streets  and 
hg  highway,  section  217  asphalt  concrete  wearing  surface. 
Paragraph  H  conform  and  trench  pavement.     Supply  date  when 
deviation  from  above  promulgated.     Supply  in  writing  exactly 
what  is  to  be  done  Dewey  Pacheco  and  Kensington  for  trans- 
mittal to  qualified  pavers." 


He  said  this  is  exactly  what  he  has  beenpaving  under.     He  turns  the 
work  over  to  Facific  lavements,  who  does  the  work  for  the  Water  De- 
partment and  they  have  been  satisfied  up  until  now.     He  asked  that 
he  be  supplied  with  the  date  when  deviation  from  the  above  was  pro- 
mulgated.    He  wanted  to  know  when  the  change  occurred;  and  stated 
he  received  no  reply.     He  said  that  Cranston  and  Gordon  and  a  fellow 
named  Kelleher  marked  the  street  on  June  2.     Exactly  the  way  Gordon 
wanted  it.     On  June  3  Cranston  and  Kelleher  took  one  side  of  the 
trench  apiece  and  marked  it  up.     It  was  cut  exactly  where  they 
marked  it.     On  June  4-  Gordon  and  Kelleher  came  on  the  scene  and 
changed  the  markings  for  something  else.     That  work  was  all  done. 
All  the  paving  was  completed  up  to  the  intersection  where  people 
come  out  of  Laguna  Honda.     At  the  crossings  was  where  all  the  trouble 
started.     It  was  done  exactly  the  way  it  was  inspected.     It  was  a 
hard  job  to  get  that  straight.     The  trench  was  not  parallel  to  the 
center  line  of  the  street.     It  is  not  a  first-class  job,  but  it  was 
as  good  as  the  Water  Department  gets  under  those  circumstances  and 
a  whole  lot  better  than  work  done  around  town. 

With  regard  to  the  hole  referred  to  by  Commissioner  White,  Mr. Murphy 
said  that  it  was  a  pretty  big  and  ugly  hole.     He  said  when  the  Twin 
Peaks  tunnel  was  built  they  took  a  lot  of  the  spoil  up  and  used  it 
in  that  area.     He  wanted  to  go  back  in  with  this  again;  Cranston  and 
Gordon  wanted  to  go  in  with  sand.     He  said  the  holes  were  open  the 
night  of  the  27th.     The  next  morning  he  had  concrete  ordered  for 
9:4-5  (it  had  been  ordered  the  day  before  at  4-:  00  p.m.).     At  1:20  in 
the  afternoon  it  was  tight  enough  to  put  some  cut  back  in.     In  the 
meantime  the  Water  Department  came  in  and  moved  it  off.     The  next 
day  he  was  all  finished,  June  4-.     He  said  he  was  never  told  to  go 
back  in.     He  said  what  he  wanted  to  know  is  what  the  Water  Department 
wants  done. 

Commissioner  White  pointed  out  Mr.  Murphy's  statement  that  "they 
wanted  sand  but  it  would  be  lost  there".     He  asked  Mr.  Murphy  if  the 
inspector  wanted  sand  but  that  Mr.  Ilurphy  in  his  own  judgment  wanted 
something  better?    Mr,  Murphy  replied  that  it  was  better.     He  said 
it  was  the  material  he  took  out  and  he  had  a  right  to  put  it  back  in. 
It  was  not  more  than  6".     He  said  they  suggested  sand;  but  he  told 
them  it  would  not  hold.     He  put  rock  in  and  jetted  it  down.     It  cost 
more  money  to  do  it;  he  could  have  put  sand  in  and  it  would  have 
been  a  cheap  job. 

Mr.  Murphy  said  the  Commission  was  inquiring  about  the  pavement.  But 
he  pointed  out  that  he  sent  Mr.  Carr  a  telegram,  that  it  cost  $7000 
more  to  move  the  line  out  to  the  center  of  the  street. 

Commissioner  &tack  said  that  it  was  a  shame  that  matters  such  as 
these  should  be  placed  before  the  Commission.     He  did  not  think  this 
type  of  matter  should  be  litigated.     That  had  been  expressed  before; 
however,  the  matter  has  cone  to  the  point  where  the  Commission  can- 
not act  as  a  judicial  body.     If  there  is  a  conflict  of  fact  that  will 
have  to  be  resolved  under  penalty  of  perjury  before  a  tribunal.  It 
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is  not  up  to  the  Commission  to  work  as  a  tribunal,  he  said.  The 
recommendation  made  to  the  Commission  by  its  management  is  the  recom- 
mendation which  should  be  adopted  as  a  matter  of  policy.  Commissioner 
Stack  said  there  was  some  question  in  bis  mind  as  to  the  clarity  of 
the  language  in  the  contract.     If  the  department  does  not  set  out 
everything  by  the  numbers  it  is  the  Commission's  fault.     He  said  as 
an  attorney  that  was  his  reaction. 

Commissioner  White  said  that  the  inconvenience  to  the  motorist  in  ; 
going  over  rough  bumps  in  the  road  must  be  considered;  and  the 
inconvenience  of  having  pieces  of  pipe  laying  alongside  the  curbs 
for  lengths  of  time. 

Secretary  James  J.  Finn  read  the  proposed  resolution;  and  upon  roll 
call  Resolution  fTo.  65-0538  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  four  ayes. 
Commissioner  Greenberg  was  absent  at  this  point. 

Commissioner  Simon  asked  Mr.  Bourne  whether  there  are  sufficient 
records  to  call  for  disqualification  of  Hr.  Murphy  from  future  bids, 
in  view  of  the  considerable  trouble  experienced  with  Mr.  Murphy. 
Mr.  Bourne  said  such  action  would  call  for  a  hearing  and  the  pre- 
sentation of  evidence.     The  hearing  world  have  to  be  before  Mr.  Carr 
as  department  head  and  Controller  Harry  Ross,  under  the  Administra- 
tive Code.    Mr.  Bourne  said  he  did  not  have  enough  evidence  today  to 
be  able  to  evaluate  this  at  the  present  time. 

Commissioner  3imon  said  that  unless  he  was  out  of  order,  he  thought 
Mr.  Carr  should  look  into  the  matter.     Commissioner  Stack  said  Com- 
missioner Simon  was  not  out  of  order  but  that  he  might  be  premature; 
he  thought  it  should  stand  on  the  final  resolution,  on  how  Mr. Murphy 
and  the  Department  finally  resolve  it;  and  that  the  water  should  not 
be  muddied  further. 


General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items: 

Mr.  Carr  reported,  in  connection  with,  the  previous  discussion,  that 
Mr.  Frye  has  had  an  enviable  record  as  an  engineer  and  contracting 
officer,  and  that  he  and  Mr.  Frye  have  already  discussed  some  of  the 
procedures  in  the  City  where  there  might  be  some  question.     They  are 
looking  toward  review  of  the  17ater  Department  specifications  in  every 
respect.     They  have  held  meetings  with  the  Director  of  Public  works, 
S.  Myron  Tatarian,  in  order  to  have  clarification  on  a  city-wide 
basis . 


A  magazine  article  is  bein;\  prepared  for  Look  Magazine  in  connection 
with  BART  activity  in  Alameda  County,  said  Mr.  Carr.     It  is  planned 
to  include  a  comparison  of  the  fastest  and  "slowest"  parts  of  the 
transit  system,  the  BAST  has  requested  the  use  of  the  Municipal 
Railway's  cable  car. 


Mr.  Carr  read  the  following  telegram  which  was  received  this  morning 
from  City's  legislative  representation  in  Washington,  D.C.,  Maurice 
She an: 
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"FOLLOWING  UP  ON  YOUR  NEGOTIATIONS  WITH  NAVY  BUREAU  OF  SHIPS 
All  INFORMED  NAVY  PLANS  TO  HAVE  SPECIFIC  TESTIS  AND  CONDITIONS 
TO  YOU  BY  JULY  15  TOGETHER  WITH  DECLARATION  OF  PUBLIC  INTER- 
EST ON  BARGE-HELIPORT  PROPOSAL. " 


Mr.  Carr  explained  that  after  this  information  is  received  he  will 
make  recommendation  to  the  Commission  for  an  agreement  beti\reen  the 
Navy  and  City  x^hich  can  then  be  taken  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
the  Mayor  for  approval.     Final  approval  will  then  have  to  be  secured 
from  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

Mr.  Carr  stated  there  should  be  no  misunderstanding  -  this  is  a 
temporary  heliport  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  in 
accordance  with  the  Commission's  instructions  to  him  two  weeks  ago 
he  is  proceeding  v/ith  the  possibilities  of  a  permanent  heliport. 
He  is  hopeful  that  as  soon  as  the  temporary  heliport  is  established 
that  he  can  then  make  real  progress  for  a  permanent  plan. 


Mr.  Carr  reported  that  Mr,  Bourne  had  informed  him  that  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Board  had  decided  to  itself  consider  the  matter  of  the 
Detroit^-Calif ornia  Nonstop  service  Investigation.     Mr.  Carr  said  that 
San  Francisco  would  continue  in  its  policy  of  competitive  nonstop 
service  to  Detroit  in  this  particular  case. 


In  regard  to  Mr.  Hansen's  memorandum  to  Mr.  Carr  dated  June  29,  1965? 
concerning  the  damaged  Pan  American  plane  and  the  pilot's  election 
to  land  at  Travis  Air  Force  Base,  Mr.  Carr  said  that  he  talked  with 
the  Chief  Pilot  of  Pan  American,  Mr.  D.  E.  Kinkle.     Mr.  Kinkle  in- 
formed him  that  Pilot  Kimes  probably  did  not  make  the  decision  on 
landing  until  he  was  almost  over  Richmond,  and  at  that  point  it 
appeared  safer  to  move  into  Travis  over  unpopulated  areas  and  where 
there  was  also  a  longer  runway. 

Mr.  Carr  said  that  the  FAA  under  present  procedures  has  not  approved 
extension  of  runway  11R  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport.  He 
has  asked  Mr.  Hansen  to  check  with  the  Travis  Air  Force  Base,  and 
Los  Angeles,  Kennedy  and  O'Hare  airports  for  a  comparison  of  those 
runways  with  San  Francisco  International's;  and  also  for  a  compari- 
son of  the  adequacy  of  the  fire  fighting  equipment. 

Mr.  Carr  said  if  it  proves  San  Francisco  is  not  up  to  the  other 
airports,  he  would  like  to  reopen  discussion  with  FAA  to  see  if  the 
runways  cannot  be  improved  so  that  San  Francisco  will  not  be  second 
to  any  airport. 

He  said  ic  may  be  necessary  to  think  along  the  lines  of  City's  pro- 
viding the  total  funds. 
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Mr.  Stack  suggested  that  perhaps  some  coordination  would  ^e  effective 
with  the  Civil  Defense  Authorities  in  the  event  a  catastrophe  in- 
volving a  plane  should  ever  occur  in  this  area  -  some  central  point 
to  be  called  for  sending  rescue  equipment  to  the  scene. 

Commissioner  Simon  called  attention  to  the  ball  game  at  Candlestick 
Park  the  previous  night,  during  which  a  helicopter  hovered  over  the 
ball  park  for  quite  some  time.     ./ith  40,000  people  below,  it  seemed 
to  him  to  be  very  dangerous.     Mr.  Carr  said,  he  would  ask  the  Airport 
General  Manager  to  check  with  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Boa.vd  to  see  who 
has  jurisdiction  over  this. 


Roll  Call: 

Commissioner  White  referred,  to  the  recent  action  of  the  Commission  in 
passing  a  resolution  praising  a  Municipal  Railway  operator  for 
heroic  action  in  the  rescue  of  a  woman  from  a  burning  building. 

He  stated  that  in  earning  this  citation  the  operator  suffered,  some 
burns  on  his  face  and  hands,  preventing  him  from  shaving.  Conse- 
quently the  man  reported  to  work  with  a  two-or-three  days'  beard  and 
was  told  that  under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Municipal  Rail- 
way he  could  not  work.     He  said  it  was  incongruous  that  the  Com- 
mission should  commend  a  man  for  saving  a  life  and  at  the  same  time 
tell  him  he  could  not  go  to  work  and  he  would  lose  three  days'  pay. 

V.  V.  Anderson,  General  Manager  of  Municipal  Railway,  said  this 
situation  had  not  been  brought  to  his  attention;  but  that  in  cases 
where  a  man  is  not  able  to  perform  his  regular  work  as  an  operator 
the  Railway  puts  him  in  a  substitute  position  so  he  does  not  lose 
his  pay.     Mr.  Anderson  said  he  would  investigate  the  matter. 
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
